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APPORTIONMENT  ACT. 

CHAPTER  256,  1911  SESSION  LAWS. 

(H.  B.  No.  25— Nestos.) 

AN  ACT  to  Re-dlstrlct  the  State  of  North  Dakota  Into  Senatorial  Dis- 
tricts and  Apportion  the  Senators  and  Representatives  Therein ;  and 
Making  Special  Provisions  for  the  Districts  Within  Pembina  and 
Cavalier  Counties. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Section  1.  Number  of  district,]  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law 
under  the  terms  of  the  Constitution,  the  legrlslatlve  assembly  of  the  state 
of  North  Dakota  shall  until  thd  end  of  1914  consist  of  flfty  senators  and 
one  hundred  and  twelve  representatives,  and  shall  thereafter  consist  of 
forty-nine  senators  and  one  hundred  and  thirteen  representatives,  and 
the  senatorial  and  representative  districts  of  the  state  shall  be  formed, 
and  the  senators  and  representatives  be  apportioned  as  follows:

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THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  NORTH  DAKOTA 
Frank  L.  McVey,  Ph.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  President 

The  State  University  Is  the  oldest  of  the  hlgrher  Institutions  of 
leamlnf?  In  the  state.  It  was  provided  for  by  an  act  of  the  territorial 
legislature  passed  February  16,  1883.  The  cornerstone  of  the  first 
building:  was  laid  October  2,  1883.  The  institution  opened  Its  doors  to 
students  first  on  the  8th  of  September,  1884.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
year,  its  list  of  faculty  and  officers  numbered  four  and  its  student  body 
seventy-nine.  At  the  end  of  Its  twenty-sixth  year,  June  14,  1911,  there 
were  one  hundred  and  five  on  the  list  of  faculty  and  officers  and  a  total 
of  nine  hundred  sixty-seven  students. 

While  the  grrowth  and  development  of  the  whole  state  has  been  very 
rapid  during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  the  growth  of  the  university 
has  been  even  more  rapid.  From  a  small  institution  hardly  of  college 
rank,  it  has  developed  until  now  it  is  recognized  in  all  parts  of  the  land 
as  an  institution  of  learning  where  the  soundest  ideals  of  scholarship 
prevail.  Students  from  the  University  of  North  Dakota  go  to  the  great 
schools  of  the  country — to  Harvard,  to  Columbia,  to  John  Hopkins, 
and  many  others — and  receive  full  credit  and  recognition  for  their  work 
already  done.  The  only  material  gain  in  going  farther  east  for  a  college 
education  is  a  little  more  of  city  life,  and  some  would  question  as  to 
whether  this  Is  a  gain  or  a  loss. 

In  Its  present  organization  the  University  includes : 

I.  The  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  offering  to  men  and  women  pro- 
grams of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Work  may 
be  begxin  either  in  Septemt)er  or  Febrbuary. 

II.  Teachers'  College,  which  prepares  for  the  profession  of  teaching 
in  high  schools  and  colleges,  and  grants  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
and  the  Bachelor's  Diploma  in  Education  at  the  end  of  the  four-year 
course.  The  Model  High  School,  which  is  exactly  what  the  name 
Implies,  is  maintained  in  connection  with  the  college  as  a  school  for 
observation  and   practice. 

III.  The  College  of  Law  offers  a  three-year  course  In  law  and 
grants  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  I..aws. 

IV.  The  Division  of  Engineering,  which  offers  courses  leading  to  the 
degrees  of  Mining  Engineer,  Electrical  {Engineer,  Mechanical  Engineer 
and  Civil  Engineer. 

V.  The  Medical  College,  which  provides  instruction  of  a  high  order 
based  upon  two  years  of  college  work  In  medicine.  A  certificate  Is 
granted  with  the  A.  B.  degree.  A  training  course  for  nurses  Is  also 
offered,  which  is  affiliated  with  some  of  the  best  hospitals  in  the 
Northwest. 

VI.  The  Graduate  Dc^partment,  which  presents  advanced  courses 
of  study  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts  and  I>octor  of  Phil- 
osophy. 

VII.  The  Summer  Session  provides  college  and  elementary  courses 
for  students   and    teachers. 

VIII.  The  Bureau  c»f  Educational  Co-operation,  which  offers  all  of 
the  resources  of  the  University  in  the  way  of  cljisslfled  and  digested 
information  to  communities  and  individuals.  Correspondence  courses 
are  easily  available  an<l  single  lectures  or  lecture  courses  can  be  easily 
arranged. 

IX.  Laboratories  and  stations  are  maintained  at  University,  Devils 
Lake,   Bismarck,   Minot   an<l   Hebron,   North  Dakota.

STATE    NORMAL.    SCHOOL. 

Valley   City,   North  Dakota. 

The  State  Normal  School  was  located  by  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion ;  the  act  founding:  it  was  passed  by  the  first  lesrislatlve  assembly 
and  approved  March  8,  1890.  The  school  was  first  opened  October 
18,  1890,  in  a  room  rented  for  the  purpose,  and  was  operated  on 
funds  raised  by  the  citizens  of  Valley  City.  The  first  state  funds  for 
maintenance  were  provided  by  an  appropriation  March  2,  1892.  The 
second  session  of  school  begran  September  28,  1891.  Since  that  time 
it  has  erected  or  purchased  for  its  use,  eigrht  other  buildings. 

Its  faculty  has  grown  from  one  member  in  1890  to  fifty  instructors 
in  1911.  In  addition  it  has  an  office  force  of  six  people  and  employes,  an 
army  of  Janitors,  engineers  and  other  employes  to  conduct  Its  work. 

One  of  the  new  State  Normal  Schools  in  the  country.  It  has  already 
contributed  largrely  and  strongly  to  the  field  of  teaching,  enrolling 
during  the  school  year,  in  all  its  departments,  over  1,500  students.  From 
a  single  department  conducting  a  class  for  the  instruction  of  elementary 
teachers,  it  has  developed  to  a  school  of  many  departments,  training 
teachers  for  rural  schools,  city  graded  schools,  and  supervisors  of  music 
and  drawing,  domestic  science,  manual  training,  agriculture,  commercial 
subjects  and  kindergartening. 

Its  elementary  diploma  leads  to  a  five-year  certificate  which  may  be 
renewed  if  the  holder  thereof  has  been  successful  as  a  teacher.  Its 
advanced  diploma  leads  to  a  state  life  professional  certificate.  Those 
who  complete  the  rural  course  secure  a  second  grade  certificate  valid 
in  any  county  in  the  state. 

The  school  is  known  throughout  the  country  for  its  excellent  pro- 
gressive spirit,  its  delightful  location,  its  enthusiastic  body  of  students, 
and  its  thoroughly  professional  corps  of  instructors. 


STATE   NORMAL.   SCHOOL. 

Mayville,  N.  D. 

This  institution  was  established  by  the  Constitutional  Convention 
In  1889  and  admitted  students  for  the  first  time  pn  the  first  day  of 
D^ember,  1890.  During  the  twenty-one  years  of  Its  existence.  It  has 
sent  out  over  four  hundred  graduates.  The  present  annual  enrollment 
Is  about  four  hundred,  and  the  faculty  numbers  twenty. 

The  site  comprises  twenty  acres  of  land  adjacent  on  the  north  side 
to  Mayville,  one  of  the  cleanest  and  most  desirable  residence  and 
school  towns  in  the  state.  There  are  now  three  brick  buildings — the 
main  building,  the  dormitory,  and  the  heating  plant — and  two  others, 
a  students'  hospital  and  a  commodious  cellar  and  fuel  bin  are  In 
course  of  construction.  The  last  few  years  have  seen  great  Improve- 
ments not  only  as  to  buildings,  but  as  to  grounds  and  equipment. 

The  grounds,  with  their  fine  lawns,  concrete  curbing  and  walks, 
cinder  drives,  trees  and  shrubbery,  are  among  the  most  attractive 
In  the  state.  Tho  school  Is  excellently  equipped,  especially  In  library 
and  laboratories.     The  total  value  of  the  plant  is  about  $300,000. 

The  school  offers  scvei*al  courses  for  graduates  of  the  eighth  grade 
and  the  high  school  and  a  number  of  special  courses  for  graduates 
of  the  high  school.  It  keeps  abreast  of  modern  educational  demands 
by  placing  special  emphasis  upon  agriculture,  domestic  science  and 
manual  training.  It  understands  the  importance  of  tho  problem  of 
Improving  country  life  and  rural  village  education,  and  Is  doing 
all  that  it  can  to  help  solve  it. 

The  school  publishes  a  catalogue  at  the  close  of  each  school  year 
which  gives  detailed  information  about  the  management  and  which  may 
be  obtained  upon  request. 


HEBRON   SUB-STATION. 

Branch  of  the  State  School  of  Mines,  N.  D.  University. 

The  Hebron  Sub-Station,  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Mines  of  the  North  Dakota  University,  was  begrun  in 
July,  1909.  Here  is  established  a  gas  making  and  coal  testing  plant 
and  laboratories  second  to  none,  a  briquetting  plant,  an  experi- 
mental coal  mine,  and  It  is  expected  that  through  the  scientific  research 
made  possible  by  the  establishment  of  this  plant,  that  the  great  lignite 
fields  of  North  Dakota  will  be  opened  to  new  fields  of  usefulness.  The 
citizens  of  Hebron,  appreciating  what  this  sub-station  might  mean,  not 
only  to  their  city  and  country,  but  to  the  state  at  large,  donated  to  the 
state  an  excellent  site  for  the  buildings  and  laboratories.  Data  accu- 
mulated here  as  to  the  availibllity  of  lignite  coal  as  a  gas  producer,  as  a 
material  for  briquettes,  and  as  a  fuel,  is  published  In  bulletin  form  and 
sent  over  the  state  for  the  information  and  benefit  of  the  lignite  coal 
mining  industry. 


MAGNA  CHARTA 


THE  GREAT  CHARTER  OF  LIBERTIES  OF  KING  JOHN. 

Gbanteo  at  Rumnymede,  June  16,  A.  D.  1216,  in  the  Seventeenth 

Yeab  of  His  Ri:ion. 

John,  by  grace  of  God,  King  of  England,  Lord  of  Ireland,  Duke 
of  Normandy,  Aquitaine,  and  Count  of  Anjou,  to  his  Archbishops, 
Bishops,  Abbots,  Earls,  Barons,  Justiciaries,  Foresters,  Sheriffs, 
Governors,  Officers  and  to  all  Bailiffs,  and  his  lieges,  greeting. 
Know  ye,  that  we,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  for  the  salvation  of 
our  soul,  and  the  souls  of  all  our  ancestors  and  heirs,  and  unto  the 
honour  of  God  and  the  advancement  of  Holy  Church  and  amend- 
ment of  our  Realm,  by  advice  of  our  venerable  Fathers,  Stephen, 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Primate  of  all  England,  and  Cardinal 
of  the  Holy  Roman  Church,  Henry,  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  William 
of  London,  Peter  of  Winchester,  Jocelin  of  Bath  and  Gladstonbury, 
Hugh  of  Lincoln,  Walter  of  Worcester,  William  of  Coventry,  Bene- 
dict of  Rochester,  Bishops;  of  Master  Pandulph,  Sub-Deacon  and 
Familiar  of  our  Lord  the  Pope,  Brother  Aymeric,  Master  of  the 
Knights  Templars  in  England;  and  of  the  Noble  Persons,  William 
Marescall,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  William,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  William, 
Earl  of  Warren,  William,  Earl  of  Arundel,  Alan  de  Galloway,  Con- 
stable of  Scotland,  Warin  Fitz  Gerald,  Peter  Fitz  Herbert,  and 
Hubert  De  Burgh,  Seneschal  of  Poitou,  Hugh  de  Neville,  Matthew 
Fitz  Herbert,  Thomas  Basset,  Allan  Basset,  Philip  Qf  Albiney, 
Robert  de  Roppell,  John  Mareschal,  John  Fitz  Hugh,  and  others 
our  liegemen  have,  in  the  flrst  place,  granted  to  God,  and  by  this 
our  present  Charter  confirmed,  for  us  and  our  heirs  forever: 

1.  That  the  Church  of  England  shall  be  free,  and  have  her 
whole  rights,  and  her  liberties  inviolable;  and  we  will  have  them 
so  observed,  that  it  may  appear  thence,  that  the  freedom  of  elec- 
tions which  is  reckoned  chief  and  indispensable  to  the  English 
Church,  and  which  we  granted  and  confirmed  by  our  Charter,  and 
obtained  the  confirmation  of  the  same  from  our  Lord  the  Pope 
Innocent  III,  before  the  discord  between  us  and  our  barons,  was 
granted  of  mere  free  will;  which  charter  we  shall  observe  and  we 
will  do  it  to  be  faithfully  observed  by  our  heirs  forever. 

2.  We  also  have  granted  to  all  the  freemen  of  our  kingdom, 
for  us  and  for  our  heirs  forever,  all  the  underwritten  liberties,  to 
be  had  and  holden  by  them  and  their  heirs,  of  us  and  our  heirs 
forever;  if  any  of  our  earls,  or  barons  or  others,  who  hold  of  us 
in  chief  by  military  service,  shall  die,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
his  heir  shall  be  of  full  age,  and  owes  a  relief,  he  shall  have  his 
inheritance  by  the  ancient  relief;  that  is  to  say  the  heir  or  heirs 
of  an  earl,  for  a  whole  earldom,  by  a  hundred  pounds;  the  heir  or 
heirs  of  a  baron,  for  a  whole  barony,  by  a  hundred  pounds;  the 
beir  or  heirs  of  a  knight,  for  a  whole  knights  fee,  by  a  hundred 
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sliilliiigB  at  most;  and  whoefver  oweth  less  shall  give  leas  according 
to  the  ancient  custom  of  fees. 

3.  But  if  the  heir  of  any  such  shall  be  under  age,  and  shall  be 
in  ward  when  he  comes  of  age,  he  shall  have  his  inheritance  with- 
out relief  and  without  fine. 

4.  The  keeper  of  the  land  of  such  an  heir  being  under  age,  shall 
take  of  the  land  of  the  heir  none  but  reasonable  issue,  reasonable 
customs  and  reasonable  services,  and  that  without  desdruction  and 
waste  of  his  men  and  his  goods;  and  if  we  commit  the  custody  of 
any  such  lands  to  the  sheriff,  or  any  other  who  is  answerable  to  us 
for  the  Issues  of  the  land,  and  he  shall  make  destruction  and  waste 
of  the  lands  which  he  has  in  custody,  we  will  take  of  him  amends, 
and  the  lands  shall  be  conmiitted  to  two  lawful  and  discreet  men 
of  that  fee,  who  shall  answer  for  the  issues  to  us,  or  to  him  to 
whom  we  shall  assign  them;  and  if  we  sell  or  give  to  anyone  the 
custody  of  such  lands,  and  he  therein  make  destruction  or  waste, 
he  shall  lose  the  same  custody  which  shall  be  committed  to  the 
lawful  and  discreet  men  of  that  fee,  who  shall  in  like  manner 
answer  to  us  as  aforesaid. 

5.  But  the  keeper,  so  long  as  he  shall  have  custody  of  the 
land,  shall  keep  up  the  houses,  parts,  warrens,  ponds,  mills,  and 
other  things  pertaining  to  the  land,  out  of  the  iffi»ies  of  the  same 
land;  and  shall  deliver  to  the  heir  when  he  comes  of  full  age,  his 
whole  land,  stock  with  plows  and  carriages,  according  as  the  time 
of  wainage  shall  require,  and  the  issues  of  the  land  can  reasonably 
bear. 

6.  Heirs  shall  be  married  without  disparagement,  and  so  that 
before  matrimony  shall  be  contracted  those  who  are  near  in  blood 
to  the  heir  shall  have  notice. 

7.  A  widow,  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  shall  forthwith 
and  without  difficulty  have  her  marriage  and  inheritance;  nor  shall 
she  give  anything  for  her  dower,  or  her  marriage,  or  her  inheri- 
tance, which  her  husband  and  she  held  at  the  day  of  his  death;  and 
she  may  remain  in  a  mansion  house  of  her  husband  forty  days 
after  his  death,  within  which  terms  her  dower  shall  be  aasLgned. 

8.  No  widow  shall  be  distrained  to  marry  herself  so  lone  as 
she  has  a  mind  to  live  without  a  husband;  but  yet  she  shall  give 
security  that  she  will  not  marry  without  our  assent,  if  she  holds 
of  us;  or  without  the  consent  of  the  lord  of  whom  she  holds*  if 
she  holds  of  another. 

9.  Neither  we  nor  our  bailiffs  shall  seize  any  land  or  rent  fior 
any  debt,  so  long  as  the  chattels  of  the  debtor  are  sufficient  to  pay 
the  debt;  nor  shall  the  jjecurities  of  Uie  debtor  be  distrained  so 
long  as  the  principal  dt^btor  is  sufficit^at  for  the  payment  of  the 
debt;  and  if  the  principal  di^btor  shall  tail  in  the  payment  of  the 
debt,  not  having  wherewithal  to  pay  it.,  then  the  sureties  ^laJI 
answer  the  debt;  and  if  they  will  Uiey  shall  hav«  the  lands  and 
rents  of  the  debtor  until  they  shall  be  satistied  for  the  debt  which 
Uiey  paid  for  him,  unless  Uie  principal  debtor  can  show  himself 
acquitted  thereof  against  the  said  sureties, 

10.  If  anyone  have  borrowed  anything  of  the  Jews,  more  or 
less,  and  die  before  the  debt  is  satislied,,  there  shall  be  no  interest 
paid  for  that  debt,  so  long  as  the  heir  is  uiider  age,  of  whomscK 
ever  he  may  hold;  and  it  the  debt  tail  into  our  hands  we  will  oilier 
ta^''  ihr.  /»hq,j^^[  mentioned  in  the  deed. 
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11.  If  anyone  shall  die  indebted  to  the  Jews,  his  wife  shall  have 
her  dower  and  pay  nothing  of  that  debt;  and  if  the  deceased  left 
children  under  age,  they  shall  have  necessaries  provided  for  them, 
according  to  the  tenement  of  the  deceased;  and  out  of  the  residue 
of  the  debt  shall  be  paid,  saving  however  the  service  due  to  the 
lords;  and  in  like  manner  shall  it  be  done  touching  debts  due  to 
others  than  the  Jews. 

12.  No  scutage  or  aid  shall  be  imposed  in  our  kingdom,  unless 
by  the  general  council  of  our  kingdom;  except  for  ransoming  our 
person,  making  our  eldest  son  a  knight,  and  once  for  marrying 
our  eldest  daughter;  and  for  these  there  shall  be  paid  a  reason- 
able aid.  In  like  manner  it  shall  be  concerning  the  aids  of  the 
City  of  London. 

13.  And  the  City  of  London  shall  have  all  its  ancient  liberties 
and  free  customs  as  well  by  land  as  by  water;  furthermore  we  will 
and  grant,  that  all  other  cities  and  buroughs,  and  towns  and  ports, 
shall  have  all  their  liberties  and  free  customs. 

14.  And  for  holding  the  general  council  of  the  kingdom  con- 
cerning the  assessment  of  aids,  except  in  the  three  cases  aforesaid, 
and  for  the  assessing  of  scutages,  we  shall  cause  to  be  summoned 
the  archbishops,  abbots,  earls  and  greater  barons  of  the  realm, 
singly  by  our  letters.  And  furthermore,  we  shall  cause  to  be  sum- 
moned generally  by  our  sheriffs  and  bailiffs  all  others  who  hold  of 
us  in  chief,  for  a  certain  day,  that  is  to  say,  forty  days  before  their 
meeting  at  least,  and  to  certain  place;  and  in  all  letters  of  such 
summons  we  will  declare  the  cause  of  such  sumons.  And  sum- 
mons being  thus  made,  the  business  of  the  day  shall  proceed  on 
the  day  appointed,  according  to  the  advice  of  such  as  shall  be 
present,  although  all  that  were  summoned  come  not 

15.  We  will  not  for  the  future  grant  to  anyone  that  he  may 
take  aid  of  his  own  free  tenants,  unless  to  ransom  his  body,  and 
to  make  his  eldest  son  a  knight  and  once  to  marry  his  eldest 
daughter;  and  for  this  there  shall  only  be  paid  a  reasonable  aid. 

16.  No  man  shall  be  distrained  to  perform  more  service  for 
a  knight's  fee  or  other  free  tenement,  than  is  due  from  thence. 

17.  Common  pleas  shall  not  follow  our  court,  but  shall  be 
holden  in  some  place  certain. 

18.  Assizes  of  novel  disseisen,  and  of  mort  d'ancestor,  and  of 
darien  presentment,  shall  not  be  taken  but  in  their  proper  counties, 
and  after  this  manner:  We,  or,  if  we  should  be  out  of  the  realm, 
our  chief  judiciary  shall  send  two  judiciaries  through  every  county 
four  times  a  year,  who,  with  four  knights,  chosen  out  of  every 
shire  by  the  people,  shall  hold  the  said  assizes,  in  the  county,  on 
the  day,  and  at  the  place  appointed. 

19.  And  if  any  matters  cannot  be  determined  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed for  holding  the  assizes  in  each  county,  so  many  of  the 
knights  and  freeholders  as  have  been  at  the  assizes  aforesaid,  shall 
stay  to  decide  them,  as  is  necessary,  according  as  there  is  more 
or  less  business. 

20.  A  free  man  shall  not  be  amerced  for  a  small  fault,  but 
after  the  manner  of  the  fault;  and  for  a  great  crime  according  to 
the  heineousness  of  it,  saving  to  him  his  'contenement  and  after 
the  same  manner  a  merchant,  saving  to  him  his  merchandise,  and 
a  villein  shall  be  amerced  after  the  salne  manner,  saving  to  him 
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hia  wainage,  if  he  falls  nnder  our  mercy;  and  none  of  the  afore- 
said amerciaments  shall  be  assessed  but  by  the  oath  of  honest  men 
in  the  neighborhood. 

21.  Earls  and  barons  shall  not  be  amerced,  but  by  their  peers, 
and  after  the  decree  of  the  ofTense. 

22.  No  ecclesiasical  person  shall  be  amerced  for  his  lay  tene- 
ment, but  according  to  the  proportion  of  others  aforesaid,  and  not 
according  to  the  value  of  his  ecclesiastical  benefice. 

23.  Neither  a  town  nor  any  tenant  shall  be  distrained  to  make 
bridges  or  banks,  unless  that  anciently  and  of  right  they  are  bound 
to  do  it 

24.  No  sheriff,  constable,  coroner,  or  other  our  bailifTs,  shall 
hold  pleas  of  the  crown. 

25.  All  counties,  hundreds,  wapentakes,  and  tythings,  shall 
stand  at  the  old  rent,  without  any  increase,  except  in  our  demesne 
manors. 

26.  If  any  one  holding  of  us,  a  lay  fee  die,  and  the  sheriff,  or 
our  bailiffs,  show  our  letters  patent,  of  summons  for  debt  which 
the  dead  man  did  owe  to  us,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  sheriff  or 
our  bailiffs  to  attach  and  inroll  the  chattels  of  the  dead,  found  upon 
his  lay-fee,  to  the  value  of  the  debt  by  the  view  of  lawful  men,  so 
as  nothing  be  removed  until  our  whole  clear  debt  be  paid;  and  the 
rest  shall  be  left  to  the  executors  to  fulfil  the  testament  of  the  dead, 
and  if  there  be  nothing  due  from  him  to  us,  all  the  chattels  shall 
go  to  the  use  of  the  dead,  saving  to  his  wife  and  children  their 
reasonable  shares. 

27.  If  any  freeman  shall  die  intestate,  his  chattels  shall  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  hands  of  the  nearest  relations  and  friends,  by  view 
of  the  church;  saving  to  every  one  his  debts  which  the  deceased 
owed  to  him. 

28.  No  constable  or  bailiff  of  ours  shall  take  com  or  other 
chattels  of  any  man,  unless  he  presently  give  him  money  for  it  or 
hath  respite  of  payment  by  the  good  will  of  the  seller. 

29.  No  constable  shall  distrain  any  knight  to  give  money  for 
castle  guards,  if  he  himself  will  do  it  in  his  person,  or  by  another 
able  man  in  case  he  cannot  do  it  through  any  reasonable  cause. 
And  if  we  lead  him,  or  send  him  in  an  army,  he  shall  be  free  from 
such  guards  for  the  time  he  shall  be  in  the  army  by  our  command. 

30.  No  sheriff  or  bailiff  of  ours,  or  any  other,  shall  take  horses 
or  carts  of  any  free  man  for  carriage,  but  \  y  the  good  will  of  said 
free  man. 

31.  Neither  shall  we  or  our  bailiffs  take  any  man's  timber  for 
our  castles  or  other  uses,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  owner  of 
the  timber. 

32.  We  shall  retain  the  lands  of  those  convicted  of  felony  only 
one  year  and  a  day,  and  then  they  shall  be  delivered  to  the  lord 
of  the  fee. 

33.  All  wears  for  the  time  to  come  shall  be  put  down  in  the 
rivers  of  the  Thames  and  Medway,  and  throughout  all  England, 
except  upon  the  sea  coast. 

34.  The  writ  which  is  called  praecipe^  for  the  future  shall  not 
be  made  out  to  any  one,  of  any  tenement,  whereby  a  free  man  may 
lose  his  court 

36.  There  shall  be  one  measure  of  wine  and  one  of  ale  through 
our  whole  realm;  and  one  measure  of  corn  that  is  to  say,  the  Lon- 
don quarter*    -•"'   -^-^e  breadth  of  dyed   cloth,   and  russets,  and 
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haberjeets,  that  is  to  say,  two  ells  within  the  list;  and  it  shall  be 
of  weights  as  it  is  of  measures. 

36.  Nothing  from  henceforth  shall  be  grlven  or  taken  for  a 
writ  of  inquisition  of  life  or  limb,  but  it  shall  be  granted  freely 
and  not  denied. 

37.  If  any  do  hold  of  us  by  fee-farm,  or  by  socage,  or  by  bur- 
gage, and  he  holds  also  lands  of  any  other  by  knight's  service,  we 
will  not  have  the  custody  of  the  heir  or  land,  which  is  holden  of 
another  man's  fee  by  reason  of  that  fee-farm,  socage,  or  burgage; 
neither  will  we  have  the  custody  of  such  fee-farm,  socage,  or  bur- 
gage, except  knight's  service  was  due  to  us  out  of  the  same  fee- 
farm.  We  will  not  have  the  custody  of  an  heir,  nor  of  any  land 
which  he  holds  of  another  by  knight's  service,  by  reason  of  any 
petty  sergeanty  that  holds  of  us,  by  the  service  of  paying  a  knife 
an  arrow  or  the  like. 

38.  No  bailiff  from  henceforth  shall  put  any  man  to  his  law 
upon  his  own  bear  saying,  without  credible  witness  to  prove  it 

39.  No  free  man  shall  be  taken  or  imprisoned  or  disseised,  or 
outlawed,  or  banished,  or  ansrways  destroyed,  nor  will  we  pass  upon 
him,  nor  will  we  send  upon  him,  unless  by  the  lawful  judgment 
of  his  peers,  or  by  the  law  of  the  land. 

40.  We  will  sell  no  man,  we  will  not  deny  to  any  man  either 
justice  or  right 

41.  All  merchants  shall  have  safe  and  secure  conduct,  to  go 
out  of,  and  to  come  into  England  and  to  stay  there,  and  to  pass  as 
well  by  land  as  by  water,  for  buying*  and  selling  by  the  ancient 
and  allowed  customs,  without  any  evil  tolls;  except  in  time  of  war, 
or  when  they  are  of  any  nation  at  war  with  us.  And  if  there  be 
found  any  such  in  our  land,  in  the  beginning  of  the  war,  they  shall 
be  attached,  without  damage  to  their  bodies  or  goods,  until  it  be 
known  unto  us  or  our  chief  justiciary,  how  our  merchants  be 
treated  in  the  nation  at  war  with  us;  and  if  ours  be  safe  there, 
the  others  shall  be  safe  in  our  dominions. 

42.  It  shall  be  lawful,  for  the  time  to  come,  for  anyone  to  go 
out  of  our  kingdom  and  return  safe  and  securely  by  land  or  by 
water,  saving  his  allegiance  to  us:  unless  in  time  of  war,  by  some 
short  space,  for  common  benefit  of  the  realm,  except  prisoners  and 
outlaws  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  people  in  war  with 
us,  and  merchants  who  shall  be  in  such  condition  as  is  above 
mentioned. 

43.  If  any  man  hold  of  any  escheat,  as  of  the  honour  of  Wall- 
ingford,  Nottingham,  Boulogne,  Lancaster,  or  of  other  escheats 
which  be  in  our  hands,  and  are  baronies,  and  die,  his  heirs  shall 
give  no  other  relief,  and  perform  no  other  service  to  us,  then  he 
would  to  the  baron,  if  it  were  in  the  baron's  hands;  we  will  hold  it 
after  the  same  manner  as  the  baron  held  it 

44.  Those  men  who  dwelt  without  the  forest,  from  henceforth 
shall  not  come  before  our  justiciaries  of  the  forest  upon  common 
summons,  but  such  as  are  impleaded  or  are  pledges  for  any  that 
are  attached  for  something  concerning  the  forest 

45.  We  will  not  make  any  justice,  constables,  sherifiPs,  or  bailiCFs 
but  of  such  as  know  the  law  of  the  realm  and  mean  duly  to 
observe  it 

46.  All  barons  who  have  founded  abbeys  and  have  the  kings  of 
England's  charters  of  advowson  or  the  ancient  tenure  thereof,  shall 
have  the  keeping  of  them,  when  vacant,  as  they  ought  to  have. 
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47.  All  forests  that  have  been  made  forests  in  our  time,  shall 
forthwith  be  disforested;  and  the  same  shall  be  done  with  the 
banks  that  have  been  fenced  in  by  us  in  our  time. 

48.  All  evil  customs  concerning  forests,  warrens,  foresters  and 
warreners,  sheriffs  and  their  officers,  rivers  and  their  keepers,  shall 
forthwith  be  inquired  into  in  each  county,  by  twelve  sworn  knights 
of  the  same  shire,  chosen  by  creditable  persons  of  the  same  county; 
and  within  forty  days  after  the  said  inquest,  be  utterly  abolished, 
so  as  never  to  be  restored;  so  as  we  are  first  acquainted  therewith, 
or  our  justiciary,  if  we  should  not  be  in  England. 

49.  We  will  immediately  give  up  all  hostages  and  writings 
delivered  unto  us  by  our  English  subjects,  as  securities  for  their 
keeping  the  peace,  and  yielding  us  faithful  service. 

50.  We  will  entirely  remove  from  our  bailiwicks  the  relations 
of  Gerard  de  Atheyes,  so  that  for  the  future  they  shall  have  no 
bailiwicks  in  England;  we  will  also  remove  Engelard  de  Cygony, 
Andrew,  Peter,  and  Gvon,  from  the  Chancery;  Gyon  de  Cygony, 
Geoffrey  de  Martyn  and  his  brothers;  Philip  Mark,  and  his  brothers, 
and  his  nephew,  Geoffrey,  and  their  whole  retinue.  • 

51.  As  soon  as  peace  is  restored  we  will  send  out  of  the  king- 
dom all  foreign  soldiers,  cross-bowmen,  and  stipendiaries,  who  are 
come  with  horses  and  arms  to  the  prejudice  of  our  people. 

52.  If  anyone  has  been  dispossessed  or  deprived  by  us  without 
the  legal  judgment  of  his  peers,  of  his  lands,  castles,  liberties,  or 
right,  we  will  forthwith  restore  them  to  him;  and  if  any  dispute 
arise  upon  his  head  let  the  matter  be  decided  by  the  five  and  twenty 
barons  hereafter  mentioned,  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace.  As 
for  all  those  things  of  which  any  person  has,  without  the  legal 
Judgment  of  his  peers,  been  dispossessed  or  deprived,  either  by  King 
Henry  our  father,  or  our  brother  King  Richard,  and  which  we  have 
in  our  hands,  or  are  posscased  by  others,  and  we  are  bound  to  war- 
rant and  make  good,  wo  shall  have  a  respite  till  the  term  usually 
allowed  the  crusaders;  oxooptlng  those  things  about  which  there 
is  a  plea  depending,  or  whereof  an  inquest  hath  been  made,  by  our 
order,  before  we  undertook  tho  crusade,  but  when  we  return  from 
our  pilgrimage,  or  if  perchanre  wo  tarry  at  homo  and  do  not  make 
our  pilgrimage,  we  will  Immediately  cause  full  Justice  to  be  ad- 
ministered therein. 

53.  The  same  respite  we  shall  have  (and  In  the  same  manner 
about  admlnlHtcring  jUHfico,  disafforoatlng  the  forests  or  letting 
thorn  rontinuo)  for  dlBafforoating  the  forests  which  Henry  our 
fathor.  and  our  broihor  Richard  have  afforested;  and  for  the  keep- 
liiK  of  tho  IuihIh  which  are  in  another's  foe,  In  the  same  manner  as 
w«»  liiivc  li)fh<*rto  enjoyed  those  wardships,  by  reason  of  a  fee  held 
!>y  iiH  by  kniKbt'H  Hervico:  and  for  the  abbeys  founded  in  any  otho.* 
ftv  than  our  r»wn.  In  which  tho  lord  of  the  fee  says  he  has  a  right; 
and  when  we  return  from  our  pilgrimage,  or  If  we  tarry  at  home, 
and  do  not  make  our  pilgrimage,  we  will  Immediately  do  full 
Justice  to  all  the  complainants  In  this  behalf. 

54.  No  man  shall  be  taken  or  imprisoned  upon  the  appeal  of  a 
woman,  for  the  death  of  any  other  than  her  husband. 

55.  All  unjust  and  illegal  fines  made  by  us,  and  all  amercia- 
ments Imposed  unjustly  and  contrary  to  the  law  of  the  land,  shall 
be  entirely  given  up,  or  else  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  five  and 
twenty  barons  hereafter  mentioned  for  the  preservation  of  the 
peace,  or  of  the  major  part  of  them,  together  with  the  aforesaid 
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Stephen,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  if  he  can  be  present,  and  others 
whom  he  shall  think  fit  to  take  along  with  him;  and  if  he  cannot 
be  present,  the  business  shall  notwithstanding  go  on  without  him; 
but  so  that  if  one  or  more  of  the  aforesaid  five-and-twenty  barons 
be  plaintiffs  in  the  same  cause,  they  shall  be  set  aside  as  to  what 
concerns  this  particular  affair,  and  others  chosen  in  their  room, 
out  of  the  said  five-and-twenty,  and  sworn  to  by  the  rest  to  decide  the 
matter. 

56.  If  we  have  disseised  or  dispossessed  the  Welsh,  of  any 
lands,  liberties,  or  other  things,  without  the  legal  Judgment  of  their 
peers,  either  in  England  or  in  Wales,  they  shall  be  immediately 
restored  to  them;  and  if  any  dispute  arise  upon  this  head,  the 
matter  shall  be  terminated  In  the  marche  by  the  judgment  of  their 
peers;  for  tenements  in  England  according  to  the  law  of  England,, 
for  tenements  in  Wales,  according  to  the  law  in  Wales,  for  tene-* 
ments  of  the  marche  according  to  the  law  of  the  marche;  the  same 
shall  the  Welsh  do  to  us  and  our  subjects. 

57.  As  for  all  those  things  of  which  a  Welshman  hath,  without 
the  legal  judgment  of  his  peers,  been  disseised  or  deprived  of  by 
Henry  our  father,  or  our  brdther  Richard,  and  which  w6  neither 
have  in  our  hands,  or  others  are  possessed  of,  and  we  are  obliged 
to  warrant  it,  we  shall  have  a  respite  till  the  time  generally  allow- 
ed the  crusaders;  excepting  those  things  about  which  a  suit  is 
depending,  or  whereof  an  inquest  has  been  made  by  our  order, 
before  we  undertook  the  crusade;  but  when  we  return,  or  if  we 
stay  at  home  without  performing  our  pilgrimage,  we  will  im- 
mediately do  them  full  justice  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Welsh 
and  of  the  parts  before  mentioned. 

58.  We  will  without  delay  dismiss  the  son  of  Llewellyn,  and 
all  the  Welsh  hostages,  and  release  them  from  the  engagements 
they  have  entered  Into  with  us  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace. 

59.  We  will  treat  with  Alexander,  King  of  Scots,  concerning 
the  restoring  of  his  sisters  and  hostages,  and  his  rights,  and  liber- 
ties, in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  we  shall  do  to  the  rest  of  our 
barons  of  England;  unless  by  the  charters  which  we  have  from  his 
father,  William,  late  King  of  Scots,  it  ought  to  be  otherwise;  but 
this  shall  be  left  to  the  determination  of  his  peers  in  our  court. 

60.  All  the  aforesaid  customs  and  liberties,  which  we  have 
granted  to  be  holden  in  our  kingdom,  as  much  as  it  belongs  to  us 
toward  our  people  of  our  kingdom,  as  well  clergy  as  laity  shall 
observe,  as  far  as  they  are  concerned  toward  their  dependents. 

61.  And  whereas,  for  the  honour  of  God  and  the  amendment 
of  our  kingdom,  and  for  the  better  quieting  the  discord  that  has 
arisen  between  us  and  our  barons,  we  have  granted  all  these  things 
aforesaid;  willing  to  render  them  firm  and  lasting,  we  do  give  and 
grant  our  subjects  the  underwritten  security,  namely  that  the 
barons  may  choose  five-and-twenty  barons  of  the  kingdom,  whom 
they  think  convenient;  who  shall  take  care,  with  all  their  might, 
to  hold  and  observe,  and  cause  to  be  observed,  the  peace  and  liber- 
ties we  have  granted  them,  and  this  by  our  present  charter  con- 
firmed; so  that  if  we,  our  justiciary,  our  bailiffs,  or  any  of  our 
officers  shall  in  any  circumstances  fail  In  the  performance  of  them 
toward  any  person,  or  shall  break  through  any  of  these  articles  of 
peace  and  security,  and  the  offense  be  notified  by  four  barons 
chosen  out  of  the  five-and-twenty  before  mentioned,  the  said  four 
barons  shall  repair  to  us,  or  our  justiciary,  if  we  are  out  of  the 
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as  Is  aforesaid.  It  is  also  sworn  as  well  on  our  part  as  on  the  part 
of  the  barons,  that  all  the  things  aforesaid  shall  be  observed  bona 
fide  and  without  evil  subtility. 

Given  under  our  hand,  in  the  presence  of  the  witnesses  above 
named,  and  many  others,  in  the  meadow  called  Runnymede,  be- 
tween Windsor  and  Staines,  the  15th  day  of  June,  in  the  seven- 
teenth year  of  our  reign.

DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE 


Itff  CoNGBEss,  July  4,  1776. 

When  in  the  course  of  human  events  it  becomes  necessary  for 
one  people  to  dissolve  the  political  bans  which  have  connected  them 
with  another,  and  to  assume  among  the  powers  of  the  earth,  the 
separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of 
nature's  God  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  man- 
kind requires  that  they  should  declare  the  causes  which  impel 
to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created 
equal;  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalien- 
able rights;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
hi^piness.  That  to  secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted 
among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the 
governed;  that  whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destruc- 
tive of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  to  abolish 
it,  and  to  institute  new  governmnet,  laying  its  foundation  on  such 
principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall 
seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Prudence, 
indeed,  will  dictate  that  governments  long  established  should  not 
be  changed  for  light  and  transcient  causes:  and,  accordingly,  all 
experience  hath  shown,  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer, 
while  evils  are  sufterable  than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing 
the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  But  when  a  long  train 
of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably  the  same  object, 
evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  despotism,  it  is 
their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  off  such  government,  and  been 
the  patient  sufferance  of  these  colonies,  and  such  is  now  the  neces- 
sity which  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former  systems  of  gov- 
ernment. The  history  of  the  present  king  of  Great  Britain  is  a 
history  of  repeated  injuries  and  usurpation,  all  having  in  direct 
object,  the  establishment  of  an  absolute  tyranny  over  these  states. 
To  prove  this  let  facts  be  submitted  to  a  candid  world. 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  laws  the  most  wholesome  and  neces- 
sary for  the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and 
pressing  importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his 
assent  should  be  obtained;  and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly 
neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of 
large  districts  of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the 
right  of  representation  in  the  legislature;  a  right  inestimable  to 
them,  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  un- 
comfortable and  distant  from  the  repository  of  their  public  records, 
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for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his 
measures. 

He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly,  for  oppo^ng 
with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  thje  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause 
others  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  legislative  powers,  inci^iable  of 
annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exercise; 
the  state  remaining,  in  the  meantime,  exposed  to  all  the  dangers 
of  invasion  from  without,  and  convulsions  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  states; 
for  that  purpose  obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreign- 
era;  refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migration  hither, 
and  raising  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  land& 

He  has  obstructed  the  administration  of  justice,  by  refu^ng 
his  assent  to  laws  for  establishing  judiciary  powers^ 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  upon  his  will  alone,  for  the 
tenure  of  their  offices,  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their 
salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither 
swarms  of  officers  to  harrass  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies,  with- 
out the  consent  of  our  legislatures. 

He  has  effected  to  render  the  military  independent  of  and  supe- 
rior to  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined  with  others,  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction 
foreign  to  our  constitution  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws; 
giving  his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended  legislation. 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us. 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  for  any 
murders  which  they  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these 
states. 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world. 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent 

For  depriving  us  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury. 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended 
offenses. 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring 
province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  en- 
larging its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and 
fit  instrument  for  Introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these 
colonies. 

For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable 
laws,  and  altering,  fundamentally,  the  forms  of  our  governments^ 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves 
invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  hii 
protection,  and  waging  war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  towns, 
and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is,  at  this  time,  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  mer- 
cenaries, to  complete  the  works  of  death,  desolution  and  tyranny 
already  be^un  with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy  scarcely 
paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages  and  totally  unworthy  the 
head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow  citizens,  taken  captive  on  the 
high  seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  exe- 
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cutloners  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves  by 
their  hands. 

He  has  excited   domestic   insurrections   amongst  us»  and   has 
endeavored  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merci 
less  Indian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undis 
tinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions,  we  have  petitioned  for 
redress,  in  the  most  humble  terms;  our  repeated  petitions  have 
been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince,  whose  character 
is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unfit 
to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attentions  to  our  British  brethren. 
We  have  warned  them  from  time  to  time  of  attempts  by  their  legis- 
lature to  extend  an  unwarrantable  jurisdiction  over  us.  We  have 
reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  immigration  and  settle- 
ment here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  magnan- 
imity and  we  have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kin- 
dred, to  disavow  these  usurpations,  which  would  inevitably  inter- 
rupt our  connections  and  correspondence.  They,  too,  have  been 
deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  of  consanguinity.  We  must,  there- 
fore, acquiesce  in  the  necessity,  which  denounces  our  separation, 
and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war  in 
peace  friends. 

We  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, in  general  congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge 
of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  do,  in  the  name, 
and  by  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  colonies,  solemnly 
publish  and  declare,  That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right 
ought  to  be,  Free  and  Independent  States;  that  they  are  absolved 
from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  crown,  and  that  all  political  con- 
nection between  them  and  the  state  of  Great  Britain,  is  and  ought 
to  be  totally  dissolved,  and  that  as  Free  and  Independent  States, 
they  have  full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances, 
establish  commerce,  and  do  all  other  acts  and  things  which  inde- 
pendent states  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this  declar- 
ation, with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence, 
we  mutually  pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes  and  our 
sacred  honor.

ARTICLES  OF  CONFEDERATION 


[While  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  under  considera- 
tion in  the  Continental  Congress,  and  before  it  was  finally  agreed 
upon,  measures  were  taken  for  the  establishment  of  a  constitu- 
tional form  of  government;  and  on  the  11th  of  June,  1776,  it  was 
"Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  digest 
the  form  of 'a  confederation  to  be  entered  into  between  these  Col- 
onies" which  committee  was  appointed  the  next  day,  June  12,  and 
consisted  of  a  member  from  each  Colony,  namely:  Mr.  Bartlett, 
Mr.  S.  Adams,  Mr.  IJopkins,  Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  R.  R.  Livingston, 
Mr.  Dickinson,  Mr.  McKean,  Mr.  Stone,  Mr.  Nelson,  Mr.  Hewes,  Mr. 
E.  Rutledge  and  Mr.  Gwinnett.  On  the  12th  of  July,  1776,  the  com- 
mittee reported  a  draught  of  the  Articles  of  Confederation,  which 
was  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members  under  the  strictest  injunc- 
tions of  secrecy. 

The  report  underwent  a  thorough  discussion  in  congress,  from 
time 'to  time  until  the  15th  day  of  November,  1777;  on  which  day 
"Articles  of  Confederation  and  Perpetual  Union"  were  finally 
agreed  to  in  form,  and  they  were  directed  to  be  proposed  to  the 
legislatures  of  all  the  United  States,  and  if  approved  by  them,  they 
were  advised  to  authorize  their  delegates  to  ratify  the  same  in  the 
congress  of  the  United  States;  and  in  that  event  they  were  to  be- 
come conclusive.  On  the  17th  of  November,  1777,  the  congress 
agreed  upon  the  form  of  a  circular  letter  to  accompany  the  articles 
of  confederation,  which  concluded  with  a  recommendation  to  each 
of  the  several  legislatures  "to  Invest  its  delegates  with  competent 
powers,  ultimately ,.  and  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  state,  to  sub- 
scribe articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  attend  congress  for  that  purpose  on  or  before  the 
10th  day  of  .March  next."  This  letter  was  signed  by  the  president 
of  congress  and  sent,  with  a  copy  of  the  articles,  to  each  state  legis- 
lature. 

On  the  26th  of  June,  1778,  congress  agreed  upon  the  form  of  a 
ratification  of  the  articles  of  confederation,  and  directed  a  copy  of 
the  articles  and  ratifications  to  be  engrossed  on  parchment;  which, 
on  the  9th  of  July,  1778,  having  been  examined  and  the  blanks 
filled,  was  signed  by  the  delegates  of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusets 
Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  South  Carolina.  Congress  then 
directed  that  a  circular  letter  be  addressed  to  the  states  whose  dele- 
gates were  not  present,  or  being  present,  conceived  they  were  not 
authorized  to  sign  the  ratification,  informing  them  how  many  and 
what  states  had  ratified  the  articles  of  confederation,  and  desiring 
them,  with  all  convenient  dispatch,  to  authorize  their  delegates  to 
ratify  the  same.     Of  these  states  North  Carolina  ratified  on  the 
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2l8t  and  Qeorgia  on  the  24th  of  July,  1778;  New  Jersey  on  the 
26th  of  November  following;  Delaware  on  the  5th  of  May,  1779; 
Maryland  on  the  Ist  of  March,  1781;  and  on  the  2d  of  March,  1781, 
congress  assembled  under  the  new  form  of  government] 


ARTICLES  OF  CONFEDERATION. 

To  all  to  \Dhoin  these  Presents  shall  come,  we  the  undersigned 
Delegates  of  the  States  afflxed  to  our  names,  send  greeting: 
Whereas  the  delegates  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  con- 
gress assembled  did  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  1777,  and  in  the  second  year  of  the  independence  of 
America,  agree  to  certain  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual 
union  between  the  states  of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  Bay, 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New 'York, 
New  Jersey,   Pennsylvania,   Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,   North 
Carloina,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  in  the  words  following,  Yiz,: 
'^Articles  of  Confederation  and  Perpetual  Union  between  the  States 
of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl- 
vania,   Delaware,    Maryland,    Virginia,   North    Carolina,    South 
Carolina  and  Georgia, 

Article  I.  The  style  of  this  confederacy  shall  be  "The  United 
States  of  America." 

Abticle  II.  Each  state  retains  its  sovereignty,  freedom  and  in- 
dependence, and  every  power,  jurisdiction  and  right,  which  is  not 
by  this  confederation  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States  in 
congress  assembled. 

Article  III.  The  said  states  hereby  severally  enter  into  a  firm 
It^gue  of  friend  ship  with  each  other  for  their  common  defense, 
the  security  of  their  liberties,  and  their  mutual  and  general  wel- 
fare, binding  themselves  to  assist  each  other,  against  all  force 
offered  to,  or  attacks  made  upon  them,  or  any  of  them,  on  account 
of  religion,  sovereignty,  trade,  or  any  other  pretense  whatever. 

Article  IV.  The  better  to  secure  and  perpetuate  mutual  friend- 
ship and  intercourse  among  the  people  of  the  different  states  in 
this  union,  the  free  inhabitants  of  each  of  these  states,  paupers, 
vagabonds  and  fugitives  from  justice  excepted,  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  free  citizens  in  the  several 
states;  and  the  people  of  each  state  shall  have  free  ingress  and 
egi'ess  to  and  from  any  other  state,  and  shall  enjoy  therein  all  the 
privileges  of  trade  and  commerce,  subject  to  the  same  duties,  im- 
positions and  restrictions  as  the  inhabitants  thereof  respectively; 
provided  that  such  restrictions  shall  not  extend  so  far  as  to  pre- 
vent the  removal  of  property  imported  into  any  state,  to  any  other 
state  of  which  the  owner  is  an  inhabitant;  provided,  also,  that  no 
imposition,  duties  or  restrictions  shall  be  laid  by  any  state  on  the 
property  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them  . 

If  any  person  guilty  of,  or  charged  with  treason,  felony,  or 
other  high  misdemeanor  in  any  state,  shall  flee  from  justice,  and 
be  found  in  any  of  the  United  States,  he  shall  upon  demand  of  the 
governor  or  executive  power  of  the  state  from  which  he  fled,  be 
delivered  up  and  removed  to  the  state  having  jurisdiction  of  his 
offense. 
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Full  faith  and  credit  shall  he  given  in  each  of  these  states  to 
the  records,  acts  and  judicial  proceedings  of  the  courts  and  magis- 
trates of  every  other  state. 

Article  V.  For  the  more  convenient  management  of  the  gen- 
eral interests  of  the  United  States,  delegates  shall  he  annually  ap- 
pointed In  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of  each  state  shall  direct, 
to  meet  in  congress  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  of  every  year, 
with  a  power  reserved  to  each  state,  to  recall  its  delegates,  or  any 
of  them,  at  any  time  within  the  year,  and  to  send  others  in  their 
stead,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

No  state  shall  be  represented  in  congress  by  less  than  two,  nor 
more  than  seven  members;  and  no  person  shall  be  capable  of 
being  a  delegate  for  more  than  three  years  in  any  term  of  six 
years;  nor  shall  any  person,  being  a  delegate,  be  capable  of  hold- 
ing any  office  under  the  United  States,  for  which  he,  or  any  other 
for  his  benefit  receives  any  salary,  fees,  or  emolument  of  any  kind. 

Each  state  shall  maintain  its  own  delegates  in  a  meeting  of  the 
states,  and  while  they  act  as  members  of  the  committee  of  these 
states. 

In  determining  questions  in  the  United  States,  in  congress  as- 
sembled, each  state  shall  have  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  speech  and  debate  in  congress  shall  not  be  im- 
peached or  questioned  in  any  court,  or  place  out  of  congress,  and 
the  members  of  congress  shall  be  protected  in  their  persons  from 
arrests  and  imprisonments,  during  the  time  of  their  going  to  and 
from,  and  attendance  on  congress,  except  for  treason,  felony,  or 
breach  of  the  peace. 

Abticle  VI.  No  state  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States 
in  congress  assembled,  shall  send  any  embassy  to,  or  receive  any 
embassy  from,  or  enter  into  any  conference  agreement,  alliance  or 
treaty  with  any  king,  prince  or  state,  nor  shall  any  person  holding 
any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them, 
accept  of  ^ny  present,  emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  wAac- 
ever  from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign  state;  nor  shall  the  United 
States  in  congress  assembled,  or  any  of  them,  grant  any  title  of 
nobility. 

No  two  or  more  states  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  confederation 
or  alliance  whatever  between  them,  without  the  consent  of  the 
United  States  in  congress  assembled,  specifying  accurately  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  same  is  to  be  entered  into,  and  how  long  it 
shall  continue. 

No  state  shall  lay  any  imposts  or  duties,  which  may  interfere 
with  any  stipulations  and  treaties,  entered  into  by  the  United  States 
in  congress  assembled  with  any  king,  prince  or  state,  in  pursuance 
of  any  treaties  already  proposed  by  congress  to  the  courts  of 
France  or  Spain. 

No  vessels  of  war  shall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  peace  by  any 
state,  except  such  number  only,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  for  the  defense  of  such 
state,  or  its  trade;  nor  shall  any  body  or  forces  be  kept  up  by  any 
state,  in  time  of  peace,  except  such  number  only,  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  United  States,  in  congress  assembled,  shall  be  deemed 
requisite  to  garrison  the  forts  necessary  for  the  defense  of  such 
state;  but  every  state  shall  always  keep  up  a  well  regulated  and 
disciplined  militia,  sufficiently  armed  and  accoutered,  and  shall  pro- 
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Tide  and  constantly  have  ready  for  use  in  public  stores,  a  dne  num- 
ber of  field  pieces  and  tents,  and  a  proper  quantity  of  arms,  am- 
munition and  camp  equipage. 

No  state  shall  engage  in  any  war  without  the  consent  of  the 
United  States  in  congress  assembled,  unless  such  state  be  actually 
invaded  by  enemies,  or  shall  have  received  certain  advice  of  a  reso- 
lution being  formed  by  some  nation  of  Indians  to  invade  such  state, 
and  the  danger  is  so  imminent  as  not  to  admit  of  a  delay,  till  the 
United  States  in  congress  assembled  can  be  consulted ;  nor  shall  any 
state  grant  commissions  to  any  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  nor  letters 
or  marque  or  reprisals,  except  it  be  after  a  declaration  of  war  by 
the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  and  then  only  against 
the  kingdom  or  state,  and  the  subjects  thereof,  against  which  war 
has  been  so  declared,  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  unless  such 
state  be  infested  by  pirates,  in  which  case  vessels  of  war  may  be 
fitted  out  for  that  occassion,  and  kept  so  long  as  the  danger  shall 
continue,  or  until  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall 
determine  otherwise. 

Abticle  VII.  When  land  forces  are  raised  by  any  state  for  the 
common  defense,  all  officers  of  or  under  the  rank  of  colonel,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  legislature  of  each  state  respectively  by  whom 
such  force  shall  be  raised,  or  in  such  manner  as  such  state  shall 
direct,  and  all  vacancies  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  state  which  first 
made  the  appointment 

Abticle  VIII.  All  charges  of  war,  and  all  other  expenses  that 
shall  be  incurred  for  the  common  defense  or  general  welfare,  and 
allowed  by  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  shall  be  de- 
frayed out  of  a  common  treasury,  which  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
several  states,  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  all  land  within  each 
state,  granted  to  or  surveyed  for  any  person,  as  such  land  and  the 
buildings  and  improvements  thereon  shall  be  estimated  according 
to  such  mode  as  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  shall 
from  time  to  time,  direct  and  appoint 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  proportion  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by 
the  authority  and  direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states 
within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the  United  States  in  congress  as- 
sembled. 

Abticle  IX.  The  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  shall 
have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  and  power  of  determining  on 
peace  and  war,  excepting  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  6th  article — 
of  sending  and  receiving  ambassadors — entering  into  treaties  and 
alliances;  provided  that  no  treaty  of  commerce  shall  be  made 
whereby  the  legislative  power  of  the  respective  states  shall  be 
restrained  from  imposing  such  imposts  and  duties  on  foreigners, 
as  their  own  people  are  subject  to,  or  from  prohibiting  the  expor- 
tation or  importation  of  any  species  of  goods  or  commodities  what- 
soever— of  establishing  rules  for  deciding  all  cases,  what  captures 
on  land  or  water  shall  be  legal,  and  In  what  manner  prizes  taken 
"by  land  or  naval  forces  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  divided  or  appropriated — of  granting  letters  or  marque  and  re- 
prisal In  times  of  peace — api>olntlng  courts  for  the  trial  of  piracies 
and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas  and  establishing  courts 
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for  receiving  and  determining  finally  appeals  in  all  cases  of  cap- 
tures; provided  that  no  member  of  congress  shall  be  appointed  a 
Judge  of  any  of  the  said  courts. 

The  United  States  In  congress  assembled  shall  also  be  the  last 
resort  on  appeal  in  all  disputes  and  differences  now  subsisting  or 
that  may  hereafter  arise  between  two  or  more  states  concerning 
boundary,  jurisdiction,  or  any  other  cause  whatever;  which  author- 
ity shall  always  be  exercised  in  the  manner  following:  Whenever 
the  legislative  or  executive  authority  .or  lawful  agent  of  any  state 
in  controversy  with  another  shall  present  a  petition  to  congress, 
stating  the  matter  in  question  and  praying  for  a  hearing,  notice 
thereof  shall  be  given  by  order  of  congress  to  the  legislative  or 
executive  authority  of  the  other  state  in  controversy,  and  a  day 
assigned  for  the  appearance  of  the  parties  by  their  lawful  agents, 
who  shall  then  be  directed  to  appoint  by  joint  consent,  commis- 
sioners or  judges  to  constitute  a  court  for  hearing  and  determining 
the  matter  in  question;  but  if  they  cannot  agree,  congress  shall 
name  three  persons  out  of  each  of  tne  United  States,  and  from  the 
list  of  such  persons  each  party  shall  alternately  strike  out  one,  the 
petitioners  beginning,  until  the  number  shall  be  reduced  to  thir- 
teen ;and  from  that  number  not  less  than  seven,  nor  more  than 
nine  names  as  congress  shall  direct,  shall  in  the  presence  of  con- 
gress be  drawn  out  by  lot;  the  persons  whose  names  shall  be  so 
drawn  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  or  judges,  to 
hear  and  finally  determine  the  controversy,  so  always  as  a  major 
part  of  the  judges  who  shall  hear  the  cause  shall  agree  in  the  de- 
termination; and  if  either  party  shall  neglect  to  attend  at  the  day 
appointed,  without  showing  reasons,  which  congress  shall  judge 
sufficient,  or  being  present  shall  refuse  to  strike,  the  congress 
shall  proceed  to  nominate  three  persons  out  of  each  state,  and  the 
secretary  of  congress  shall  strike  in  behalf  of  such  party  absent 
or  refusing;  and  the  Judgment  and  sentence  of  the  court  to  be  ap- 
pointed, in  the  manner  before  prescribed,  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive; and  if  any  of  the  parties  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  the 
authority  of  such  court,  or  to  appear  to  defend  their  claim  or  cause 
the  court  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to  pronounce  sentence  or  Judg- 
ment, which  shall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  decisive;  the  Judg- 
ment or  sentence  and  other  proceedings  being  in  either  case  trans- 
mitted to  congress  and  lodged  among  the  acts  of  congress  for  the 
security  of  the  parties  concerned;  provided  that  every  commis- 
sioner, before  he  sits  in  judgment,  shall  take  an  oath  to  be  admin- 
istered by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  or  superior  court  of  the 
state,  where  the  cause  shall  be  tried,  "well  and  truly  to  hear  and 
determine  the  matter  in  question,  according  to  the  best  of  his 
Judgment,  without  favor,  affection  or  hope  of  reward;"  provided 
also  that  no  state  shall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of 
the  United  States. 

All  controversies  concerning  the  private  right  of  soil  claimed 
under  different  grants  of  two  or  more  states,  whose  jurisdictions 
as  they  may  respect  such  lands,  and  the  states  which  passed  such 
grants  are  adjusted,  the  said  grants  or  either  of  them  being  at  the 
same  time  claimed  to  have  originated  antecedent  to  such  settle- 
ment of  jurisdiction,  shall  on  the  petition  of  either  party  to  the 
congress  of  the  United  States,  be  finally  determined  as  near  as  may 
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be  in  the  same  manner  as  Is  before  prescribed  for  deciding  dis- 
putes respecting  territorial  jurisdiction  between  different  states. 

The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall  also  have  the 
sole  and  exclusive  right  and  power  of  regulating  the  alloy  and 
value  of  coin  struck  by  their  own  authority,  or  by  that  of  the 
respective  states — fixing  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures 
throughout  the  United  States — regulating  the  trade  and  managing 
all  affairs  with  the  Indians,  not  members  of  any  of  the  states; 
provided  that  the  legislative  right  of  any  state  within  its  own 
limits  be  not  infringed  or  violated — establishing  and  regulating 
postoffices  from  one  state  to  another,  throughout  all  the  United 
States,  and  exacting  such  postage  on  the  papers  passing  through 
the  same  as  may  be  requisite  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  said 
office — ^appointing  all  officers  of  the  land  forces,  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  excepting  regimental  officers — appointing  all  the 
officers  of  the  naval  forces,  and  commissioning  all  officers  what- 
ever in  the  service  of  the  United  States — making  rules  for  the  gov- 
ernment and  regulation  of  the  said  land  and  naval  forces,  and 
directing  their  operations. 

The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall  have  authority  to 
appoint  a  committee,  to  sit  in  the  recess  of  congress,  to  be  domin- 
ated "A  Committee  of  the  States,"  and  to  consist  of  one  delegate 
from  each  state;  and  to  appoint  such  other  committees  and  civil 
officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  managing  the  general  affairs  of 
the  United  States  under  their  direction — ^to  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  preside;  provided  that  no  person  be  allowed  to  serve  in 
the  office  of  president  more  than  one  year  in  any  term  of  three 
years;  to  ascertain  the  necessary  sums  of  money  to  be  raised  for 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  to  appropriate  and  apply  the 
same  for  defraying  the  public  expenses — to  borrow  money,  or  emit 
bills  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  transmitting  every  half 
year  to  the  respective  states  an  account  of  the  sums  of  money  so 
borrowed  or  emitted — to  build  and  equip  a  navy — to  agree  upon 
the  number  of  land  forces,  and  to  make  requisitions  from  each 
state  for  its  quota,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  white  inhabit- 
ants in  such  state;  which  requisition  shall  be  binding,  and  there- 
upon the  legislature  of  each  state  shall  appoint  the  regimental  of- 
ficers, raise  the  men  and  clothe,  arm  and  equip  them  in  a  soldier 
like  nianner,at  the  expense  of  the  United  States;  and  the  officers 
and  men  so  clothed,  armed  and  equipped  shall  march  to  the  place 
appointed  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the  United  States  in 
congress  assembled;  but  if  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled 
shall,  on  the  consideration  of  circumstances  judge  proper  that  any 
state  should  not  raise  men,  or  should  raise  a  smaller  number  than 
its  quota,  and  that  any  other  state  should  raise  a  greater  number 
of  men  that  the  quota  thereof,  such  extra  number  shall  be  raised, 
officered,  clothed,  armed  and  equipped  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
quota  of  such  state,  unless  the  legislature  of  each  state  shall  judge 
that  such  extra  number  cannot  be  safely  spared  out  of  the  same,  in 
which  case  they  shall  raise,  officer,  clothe,  arm  and  equip  as  many 
of  such  extra  numbers  as  they  judge  can  be  safely  spared.  And  the 
officers  and  men  so  clothed,  armed  and  equipped,  shall  march  to 
the  place  appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the  United 
States  in  congress  assembled. 
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The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall  never  engage  in 
a  war,  nor  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  time  of  peace, 
nor  enter  into  any  treaties  or  alliances,  nor  coin  money,  nor 
regulate  the  value  thereof,  nor  ascertain  the  sums  and  expenses 
necessary  for  the  defense  and  welfare  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
of  them,  nor  emit  bills,  nor  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the 
United  States,  nor  appropriate  money,  nor  agree  upon  the  number 
of  vessels  of  war  to  be  built  or  purchased,  or  the  number  of  land 
or  sea  forces  to  be  raised,  nor  appoint  a  commander-in-chief  of  the 
army  or  navy,  unless  nine  states  assent  to  the  same;  nor  shall  a 
question  on  any  other  point,  except  for  adjourning  from  day  to 
day  be  determined,  unless  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  United 
States  in  congress  assembled. 

The  congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
to  any  time  within  the  year,  and  to  any  place  within  the  United 
States,  so  that  no  period  of  adjournment  be  for  a  longer  duration 
than  the  space  of  six  months  and  shall  publish  the  journal  of  their 
proceedings  monthly,  except  such  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties, 
alliances  or  military  operations,  as  in  their  judgment  require 
secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  delegates  of  each  state  on 
any  question  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  when  it  is  desired  by 
any  delegate;  and  the  delegates  of  a  state,  or  any  of  them,  at  his 
or  their  request  shall  be  furnished  with  a  transcript  of  the  said 
Journal,  except  such  parts  as  are  above  excepted,  to  lay  before  the 
legislature  of  the  several  states.. 

Abticle  X.  The  committee  of  the  states,  or  any  nine  of  them, 
shall  be  authorized  to  execute,  in  the  recess  of  congress,  such  of 
the  powers  of  congress  as  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled, 
by  the  consent  of  nine  states,  shall  from  time  to  time  think  expe- 
dient to  vest  them  with;  provided  that  no  power  be  delegated  to 
the  said  committee,  for  the  exercise  of  which,  by  the  articles  of 
confederation,  the  voice  of  nine  states  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  assembled  is  requisite. 

Abticle  XI.  Canada  acceding  to  this  confederation,  and  join- 
ing in  the  measures  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  admitted  into, 
and  entitled  to  all  the  advantages  of  this  union;  but  no  other 
colony  shall  be  admitted  into  the  same,  unless  such  admission  be 
agreed  to  by  nine  states. 

Article  XII.  All  bills  of  credit  emitted,  moneys  borrowed  and 
debts  contracted  by,  or  under  the  authority  of  congress,  before  the 
assembling  of  the  United  States,  in  pursuance  of  the  present  con- 
federation, shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  a  charge  against  the 
United  States,  for  payment  and  satisfaction  whereof  the  said 
United  States,  and  the  public  faith  are  hereby  solemnly  pledged. 

Abticle  XIII.  Every  state  shall  abide  by  the  determination 
of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  on  all  questions  which 
by  this  confederation  are  submitted  to  them.  And  the  articles  of 
this  confederation  shall  be  inviolably  observed  by  every  state,  and 
the  union  shall  be  perpetual;  nor  shall  any  alteration  at  any  time 
hereafter  be  made  in  any  of  them;  unless  such  alteration  be  agreed 
to  in  a  congress  of  the  United  States,  and  be  afterwards  confirmed 
by  the  legislature  of  every  state. 

And  whereas  it  hath  pleased  the  Great  Governor  of  the  World 
to  incline  the  hearts  of  the  legislatures  we  respectively  represent 
in  congress,  to  approve  of,  and  to  authorize  us  to  ratify  the  said

articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  onion.  Know  Te  that  we 
the  nndersigned  delegates,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority 
to  us  given  for  that  purpose,  do  by  these  presents,  in  the  name 
and  in  behalf  of  our  respective  constituents,  fully  and  entirely 
ratify  and  confirm  each  and  every  of  the  said  articles  of  conf^era- 
tion  and  perpetual  union,  and  all  and  singular  the  matters  and 
things  therein  contained;  and  we  do  further  solemnly,  plight  and 
engage  the  faith  of  our  respective  constituents,  that  they  shall 
abide  by  the  determinations  of  the  United  States  in  congress  as- 
sembled, on  all  questions,  which  by  the  said  confederation  are  sub- 
mitted to  them;  and  that  the  articles  thereof  shall  be  inviolably 
observed  by  the  states  we  respectively  represent,  and  that  the  union 
shall  be  perpetuaL 

In  witness  whereof  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  in  Congress. 
Done  at  Philadelphia  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  the  9th  day  of 
July,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord,  1778,  and  in  the  3d  year  of  the 
Independence  of  America.

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AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  TERRITORY 

OF   THE   UNITED    STATES   NORTHWEST   OF   THE    RIVER 

OHIO. 

In  Congress,  July  13,  1787. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  that 
the  said  territory,  for  the  purposes  of  temporary  government,  be 
one  district;  subject,  however,  to  be  divided  into  two  districts,  as 
future  circumstances  may,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  make  it 
expedient 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  states  both 
of  resident  and  non-resident  proprietors  in  the  said  Territory  dying 
intestate,  shall  descend  to  and  be  distributed  among  their  children 
and  the  descendants  of  a  deceased  child  in  equal  parts;  the  descend- 
antQ  of  a  deceased  child  or  grandchild  to  take  the  share  of  their 
desceased  parent  in  equal  parts  among  them;  and  where  there  shall 
be  no  children  or  descendants,  then  in  equal  parts  to  the  next  of 
kin,  in  equal  degree;  and  among  collaterals,  the  children  of  a  de- 
ceased brother  or  sister  of  the  intestate  shall  have  in  equal  parts 
among  them  their  deceased  parents'  share;  and  there  shall  in  no 
case  be  a  distinction  between  kindred  of  the  whole  and  half  blood; 
saving  in  all  cases  to  the  widow  of  the  intestate  her  third  part  of 
the  real  estate  for  life,  and  one-third  part  of  the  personal  estate; 
and  this  law  relative  to  descents  and  dower  shall  remain  in  full 
force  until  altered  by  the  legislature  of  the  district.  And  until  the 
governor  and  judges  shall  adopt  laws  as  hereinafter  mentioned, 
estates  in  the  said  Territory  may  be  devised  or  bequeathed  by  wills 
in  writing,  signed  and  sealed  by  him  or  her  in  whom  the  estate 
may  be,  (being  of  full  age),  and  attested  by  three  witnesses;  and 
real  estate  may  be  conveyed  by  lease  and  release  or  bargain  and 
sale,  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered,  by  the  person,  being  of  full  age, 
in  whom  the  estate  may  be,  and  attested  by  two  witnesses,  pro- 
vided such  wills  be  duly  proved,  and  such  conveyances  be  acknow- 
ledged, or  the  execution  thereof  duly  proved,  and  be  recorded  within 
one  year  after  proper  magistrates,  courts,  and  registers  shall  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose;  and  personal  property  may  be  trans- 
ferred by  delivery,  saving,  however,  to  the  French  and  Canadian 
inhabitants,  and  other  settlers  of  the  Kaskaskies,  Saint  Vincent's 
and  the  neighboring  villages,  which  have  heretofore  professetf  them- 
selves citizens  of  Virginia,  their  laws  and  customs  now  in  force 
among  them  relative  to  descent  and  conveyance  of  property. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  there  shall  be 
appointed  from  time  to  time,  by  Congress,  a  governor,  whose  com- 
mission shall  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  three  years,  unless 
sooner  revoked  by  Congress;  he  shall  reside  in  the  district,  and 
have  a  freehold  estate  therein,  in  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  while 
in  the  exercise  of  his  office. 

There  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  by  Congress,  a 
secretary,  whose  commission  shall  continue  in  force  for  four  years, 
unless  sooner  revoked;  he  shall  reside  in  the  district  and  have  a 
freehold  estate  therein,  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  while  in  the 
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exercise  of  his  office.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  and  preserre  the 
acts  and  laws  passed  bj  the  legislature,  and  the  public  records  of 
the  district,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  goyermn:  in  his  execntlTe 
department,  and  transmit  authentic  copies  of  such  acts  and  pro- 
ceedings erery  six  months  to  the  secretary  of  Congress.  There 
shall  also  be  appointed  a  court  to  consist  of  three  judges,  any  two 
of  whom  to  form  a  court,  who  shall  haye  a  common  law  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  reside  in  the  district,  and  hare  each  therein  a  freehold 
estate  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of  their 
offices;  and  their  commissions  shall  continue  in  force  during  good 
behaylor. 

The  governor  and  judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  adopt 
and  publish  in  the  district  such  laws  of  the  original  States,  crim- 
inal and  ciTil,  as  may  be  necessary  and  best  suited  to  the  circuuH 
stances  of  the  district,  and  report  them  to  Congress  from  time  to 
time,  which  laws  shall  be  in  force  in  the  district  until  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly  therein,  unless  disapproved  by  Con- 
gress; but  afterwards  the  legislature  shall  hare  authority  to  alter 
them  as  they  shall  think  fit 

The  governor  for  the  time  being  shall  be  commander-innshief  of 
the  militia,  appoint  and  commission  all  officers  in  the  same  below 
the  rank  of  general  officers;  all  general  officers  shall  be  appointed 
and  commissioned  by  Congress. 

Previous  to  the  organization  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  such  magistrates  and  other  civil  officers,  in 
each  county  or  township,  as  he  shall  find  necessary  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  peace  and  good  order  in  the  same.  After  the  General 
and  other  civil  officers  shall  be  regulated  and  defined  by  the  said 
Assembly;  but  all  magistrates  and  other  civil  officers,  not  herein 
otherwise  directed,  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  this  temporary 
government,  be  appointed  by  the  governor. 

For  the  prevention  of  crimes  and  injuries,  the  laws  to  be 
adopted  or  made  shall  have  force  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  and 
for  the  execution  of  process,  criminal  and  civil,  the  governor  shall 
make  proper  divisions  thereof;  and  he  shall  proceed  from  time  to 
time,  as  circumstances  may  require,  to  lay  out  the  parts  of  the 
district  in  which  the  Indian  titles  shall  have  been  extinguished 
into  counties  and  townships,  subject,  however,  to  such  alterations 
as  may  thereafter  be  made  by  the  Legislature. 

So  soon  as  there  shall  be  five  thousand  free  male  inhabitants,  of 
full  age,  in  the  district,  upon  giving  proof  thereof  to  the  governor, 
they  shall  receive  authority,  with  time  and  place,  to  elect  rcpre* 
sentatives  from  their  counties  or  townships,  to  represent  them  in 
the  General  Assembly;  provided  that  for  every  five  hundred  free 
male  inhabitants,  there  shall  be  one  representative,  and  so  on 
progressively  with  the  number  of  free  male  inhabitants  shall  the 
right  of  representation  increase,  until  the  number  of  representa- 
tives shall  amount  to  twenty-five,  after  which  the  number  and 
proportion  of  representatives  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Legislature; 
provided,  that  no  person  be  eligible  or  qualified  to  act  as  representa- 
tive unless  he  shall  have  bet^n  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  United  States 
three  years,  and  be  a  resident  in  the  district,  or  unless  he  shall 
have  resided  in  the  district  three  years,  and  in  either  case  shall 
likewise  hold  in  his  own  right,  in  fee-simple,  two  hundred  acres 
of  land  within  the  same;    provided  also  that  a  freehold  of  fifty

acres  of  land  in  the  district,  having  been  a  citizen  of  one  of  the 
States,  and  being  resident  in  the  district,  or  the  like  freehold  and 
two  years'  residence  in  the  district  shall  be  necessary  to  qualify  a 
man  as  an  elector  of  a  representative. 

The  representative  thus  elected  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  and,  in  case  of  the  death  of  a  representative,  or  removal 
from  office,  the  governor  shall  issue  a  writ  to  the  county  or  town- 
ship for  which  he  was  a  member  to  elect  another  in  his  stead,  to 
serve  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

The  General  Assembly,  or  legislature,  shall  consist  of  the  gov- 
ernor, legislative  council,  and  a  house  of  representatives.  The 
legislative  council  shall  consist  of  five  members,  to  continue  in 
office  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  Congress,  any  three  of 
whom  to  be  a  quorum,  and  the  members  of  the  council  shall  be 
nominated  and  appointed  in  the  following  manner,  to-wit:  As 
soon  as  representatives  shall  be  elected,  the  governor  shall  appoint 
a  time  and  place  for  them  to  meet  together,  and,  when  met,  they 
shall  nominate  ten  persons,  residents  in  the  district,  and  each 
possessed  of  a  freehold  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  and  return 
their  names  to  Congress;  five  of  whom  Congress  shall  appoint  and 
commission  to  serve  as  aforesaid;  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall 
happen  in  the  council,  by  death  or  removal  from  office,  the  house 
of  representatives  shall  nominate  two  persons,  qualified  as  afore- 
said, for  each  vacancy,  and  return  their  names  to  Congress;  one 
of  whom  congress  shall  appoint  and  commission  for  the  residue 
of  the  term,  and  every  five  years,  four  months  at  least  before  the 
expiration  of  the  time  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  council, 
the  said  house  shall  nominate  ten  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
and  return  their  names  to  Congress,  five  of  whom  Congress  shall 
appoint  and  commission  to  serve  as  members  of  the  council  five 
years,  unless  sooner  removed.  And  the  governor,  legislative  coun- 
cil, and  the  house  of  representatives,  shall  have  authority  to  make 
laws,  in  all  cases  for  the  good  government  of  the  district,  not 
repugnant  to  the  principles  and  articles  in  this  ordinance  estab- 
lished and  declared.  And  all  bills,  having  passed  by  a  majority  in 
the  house,  and  by  a  majority  in  the  council,  shall  be  referred  to 
the  governor  for  his  assent;  but  no  bill  or  legislative  act  whatever, 
shall  be  of  any  force  without  his  assent.  The  governor  shall  have 
power  to  convene,  prorogue  and  dissolve  the  General  Assembly, 
when  in  his  opinion  it  shall  be  expedient. 

The  governor,  judges,  legislative  council,  secretary  and  such 
other  officers  as  Congress  shall  appoint  in  the  district  shall  taKe 
an  oath  or  affirmation  of  fidelity  and  of  office;  the  governor  before 
the  president  of  congress;  and  all  other  officers  before  the  governor. 
As  soon  as  a  legislature  shall  be  formed  in  the  district,  the  council 
and  house  assembled,  in  one  room,  shall  have  authority,  by  joint 
ballot,  to  elect  a  delegate  to  Congress,  who  shall  have  a  seat  In 
Congress,  with  a  right  of  debating,  but  not  of  voting  during  this 
temporary  government. 

And  for  extending  the  fundamental  principles  of  civil  and  re- 
ligious liberty,  which  form  the  basis  whereon  these  republics,  the 
laws,  and  constitutions  are  erected;  to  fix  and  establish  those  prin- 
ciples as  the  basis  of  all  laws;  constitutions,  and  governments 
which  forever  hereafter  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  Territory;  to 
provide,  also,  for  the  establishment  of  States,  and  permanent  gov-

ernment  therein,  and  for  their  admission  to  a  share  in  the  fed- 
eral councils  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  at  as 
early  periods  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  general  interest: 

It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared,  by  the  authority  aforesaid. 
That  the  following  articles  shall  be  considered  as  articles  of  com- 
pact, between  the  original  States  and  the  people  and  States  in  the 
said  Territory,  and  forever  remain  unalterable,  unless  by  commoi 
consent,  to-wit: 

Abticle  1.  No  person,  demeaning  himself  in  a  peaceable  and 
orderly  manner,  shall  ever  be  molested  on  account  of  his  mode  of 
worship  or  religious  sentiments,  in  the  said  Territory. 

Abt.  2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  said  Territory  shall  always  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  of  the 
trial  by  jury;  of  a  proportionate  representation  of  the  people  in 
the  legislature,  and  of  judicial  proceedings  according  to  the  course 
of  the  common  law.  All  persons  shall  be  bailable,  unless  for  capital 
offenses,  where  the  proof  shall  be  evident,  or  the  presumption  great. 
All  fines  shall  be  moderate,  and  no  cruel  or  unusual  punishments 
shall  be  inflicted.  No  man  shall  be  deprived  of  his  liberty  or  prop- 
erty, but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of  the  land,  and 
should  the  public  exigencies  make  it  necessary,  for  the  common 
preservation,  to  take  any  person's  property,  or  to  demand  his  par- 
ticular service,  full  compensation  shall  be  made  for  the  same.  And, 
in  the  just  preservation  of  rights  and  property,  it  is  understooa 
and  declared,  that  no  law  ought  ever  to  be  made,  or  have  force  m 
said  territory,  that  shall,  in  any  manner  whatever,  interfere  with, 
or  aftect  private  contracts  or  engagements,  bona  fide,  and  without 
fraud,  previously  formed. 

Abt.  3.  Religion,  morality,  and  knowledge,  being  necessary  to 
good  government,  and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the 
means  of  education  shall  forever  be  encouraged.  The  utmost  good 
faith  shall  always  be  observed  toward  the  Indians;  their  lands  and 
property  shall  never  be  taken  from  them  without  their  consent; 
and  in  their  property  rights,  and  liberty,  they  shall  never  be  in- 
vaded or  disturbed,  unless  in  just  and  lawful  wars  authorized  by 
Congress;  but  laws  founded  in  justice  and  humanity  shall  from 
time  to  time,  be  made,  for  preventing  wrongs  done  to  them,  and 
for  preserving  peace  and  friendship  with  them. 

Abt.  4.  The  said  territory,  and  the  States  which  may  be  formed 
therein  shall  forever  remain  a  part  of  this  confederacy  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  subject  to  the  Articles  of  Confederation, 
and  to  such  alterations  therein  as  shall  be  constitutionally  made, 
and  to  all  the  acts  and  ordinances  of  the  United  States,  in  Congress 
assembled,  conformable  thereto.  The  Inhabitants  and  settlers  In 
the  said  territory  shall  be  subject  to  pay  a  part  of  the  federal  debts, 
contracted  or  to  be  contracted,  and  a  proportional  part  of  the 
expenses  of  government,  to  be  apportioned  on  them  by  Congress, 
according  to  the  same  common  rule  and  measure  by  which  appor- 
tionments thereof  shall  be  made  on  other  States;  and  the  taxes 
for  paying  their  proportion  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by  the  authority 
and  direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  district  or  districts,  or  new 
States,  as  in  the  original  States,  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by 
the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled.  The  legislatures  of 
those  districts,  or  new  States,  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary 
disposal  of  the  soil  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled.

nor  with  any  regulations  Congress  may  And  necessary,  for  secur- 
ing the  title  in  such  soil,  to  the  bona  flde  purchasers.  No  tax 
shall  be  imposed  on  lands,  the  property  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
no  case  shall  non-resident  proprietors  be  taxed  higher  than  resi- 
dents. The  navigable  waters  leading  into  the  Mississippi  and  St 
Lawrence,  and  the  carrying  places  between  the  same,  shall  be  com- 
mon highways,  and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  territory  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  those  of 
any  other  States  that  may  be  admitted  into  the  Confederacy,  with- 
out any  tax,  impost,  or  duty  therefor. 

Abt.  5.  There  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory  not  less 
than  three,  nor  more  than  five  states;  and  the  boundaries  of  the 
States,  as  soon  as  Virginia  shall  alter  her  act  of  cession,  and  con- 
sent to  the  same,  shall  become  fixed  and  established  as  follows, 
to-wit:  the  western  State  in  the  said  territory,  shall  be  bounded 
by  the  Mississippi,  the  Ohio,  and  Wabash  rivers;  a  direct  line 
drawn  from  the  Wabash  and  Post  Vincents,  due  north,  to  the  ter- 
ritorial line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada;  and  by  the 
said  territorial  line  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  Mississippi.  The 
middle  States  shall  be  bounded  by  the  said  direct  line,  the  Wabash, 
from  Post  Vincents  to  the  Ohio,  by  the  Ohio,  by  a  direct  line  drawn 
due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  to  the  said  territorial 
line,  and  by  the  said  territorial  line.  The  eastern  State  shall  be 
bounded  by  the  last  mentioned  direct  line,  the  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  said  territorial  line:  provided,  however,  and  it  is  further 
understood  and  declared,  that  the  boundaries  of  these  three  States 
shall  be  subject  so  far  to  be  altered,  that  if  congress  shall  hereafter 
find  it  expedient,  they  shall  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two 
States  in  that  part  of  the  said  territory  which  lies  north  of  an 
east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme 
of  Lake  Michigan.  And  whenever  any  of  the  said  States  shall  have 
sixty  thousand  free  inhabitants  therein,  such  State  shall  be  ad- 
mitted by  its  delegates,  into  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatever; 
and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  form  a  permanent  constitution  and  State 
government;  provided  the  constitution  and  government,  so  to  be 
formed,  shall  be  republican,  and  in  conformity  to  the  principles 
contained  in  these  articles;  and,  so  far  as  can  be  consistent  with 
the  general  interest  of  the  Confederacy,  such  admissions  shall  be 
allowed  at  an  earlier  period,  and  when  there  may  be  a  less  number 
of  free  inhabitants  in  the  State  than  sixty  thousand. 

Abt.  6.  There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servi- 
tude in  the  said  territory,  otherwise  than  in  the  punishment  of 
crimes,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted;  provided, 
always,  that  any  person  escaping  into  the  same,  from  whom  labor 
or  service  is  lawfully  claimed  in  any  one  of  the  original  states,  such 
fugitive  may  be  lawfully  reclaimed,  and  conveyed  to  the  person 
claiming  his  or  her  labor  or  services  as  aforesaid. 

Be  it  ordained  by  tne  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  resolutions 
of  the  23d  of  April,  1784,  relative  to  the  subject  of  this  ordinance, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  declared  null  and  void. 
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Done  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled*  the  13th  da^ 
of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1787,  and  of  their  sovereignty  and 
independence  the  12th.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

OF  AMERICA 


[NoTB — ^The  constitution  waa  adopted  September  17,  1787,  by  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  states  present  in  the  convention  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  congress  of  the  confederation,  of  Feb- 
ruary 21,  1787,  and  was  ratified  by  the  conventions  of  the  several  states, 
as  follows,  viz :  By  convention  of  Delaware,  December  7,  1787 ;  Penn- 
sylvania, December  12,  1787 ;  New  Jersey,  December  18,  1787 ;  Georgia, 
January  2,  1788 ;  Connecticut,  January  3,  1788 ;  Massachusetts,  Febru- 
ary 6,  1788 ;  Maryland,  April  28.  1788  ;  South  Carlonia,  May  28,  1788 ; 
New  Hampshire,  June  21,  1788 ;  Virginia,  June  26,  1788 ;  New  York,  July 
26.  1788;  North  Carolina,  November  21,  1789;  Rhode  Island,  May  20, 
1790. 

The  first  ten  of  the  amendments  were  proposed  at  the  first  session  of 
the  first  congress  of  the  United  States,  September  25,  1789,  and  were 
finally  ratified  by  the  constitutional  number  of  states,  December  15,  1791. 

The  eleventh  amendment  was  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the 
third  congress,  March  5,  1794,  and  was  declared  in  a  message  from  the 
president  of  the  United  States  to  both  houses  of  congress,  dated  January 
8,  1798,  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  constitutional  number  of  states. 

The  twelfth  amendment  was  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the  eighth 
congress,  December  12,  1803,  and  was  adopted  by  the  constitutional  num- 
ber of  states  in  1804,  according  to  public  notice  thereof  by  the  secretary 
of  state,  dated  September  25,  1804. 

The  thirteenth  amendment  was  proposed  at  the  second  session  of  the 
thirty-eighth  congress,  February  1,  1865,  and  was  adopted  by  the  con- 
stitutional number  of  states  in  1865,  according  to  a  public  notice  thereof 
by  the  secretary  of  state,  dated  December  18,  1865. 

The  fourteenth  amendment  took  eflfect  July  28,  1868 

The  fifteenth  amendment  took  effect  March  30,   1870.] 
We,  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect 

union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for 

the  common  defense,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and  secure 

the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity,  do  ordain 

and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. — ^The  Congress. 

Section  1.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted,  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  senate 
and  house  or  representatives. 

Sec.  2.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  composed  of  mem- 
bers chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several  states, 
and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  qualification  requisite 
for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  state  legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  been  seven  years  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabi- 
tant of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  *  (and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  states  which  may  be  included  within  this  Union,  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by 
adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound 
to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed, 
three-fifths  of  all  other  persons.)     The  actual  enumeration  shall  be 


*The  clause  Included  in  brackets  is  amended  by  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment* 
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approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by 
two-thirds  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  according  to 
the  rules  and  lifpitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  bilL 

Sec.  8.    The  congress  shall  have  the  power: 

To  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pay  the 
debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defense,  and  general  welfare  of 
the  United  States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uni- 
form throughout  the  United  States. 

To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States. 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  sev- 
eral states,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes. 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform 
laws  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States. 

To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin, 
and  fix  the  standards  of  weights  and  measures. 

To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities 
and  current  coin  of  the  United  States. 

To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads. 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  uiieful  arts,  by  securing 
for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to 
their  respective  writings  and  discoveries. 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court. 

To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high 
seas  and  offenses  against  the  law  of  nations. 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make 
rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water. 

To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to 
that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years. 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy. 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land 
and  naval  forces. 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of 
the  union,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasions. 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the  militia, 
and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  states,  respectively, 
the  appointment  of  the  officers  and  the  authority  of  training  the 
militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  congress. 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation,  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over 
such  district,  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square),  as  may  by  cession 
of  particular  states,  and  the  acceptance  of  congress,  become  the 
seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  exercise  like 
authority  over  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the  legislature 
of  the  state  in  which  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts, 
magazines,  arsenals,  dockyards,  and  other  needful  buildings;  and 

To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  car- 
rying into  execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  all  other  powers 
vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

Sec.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
any  of  the  states  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall 
not  be  prohibited  by  the  congress  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such 
importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 
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The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended 
unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safety  may 
require  it 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 

No  capitation  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid  unless  in  propor- 
tion to  the  census  or  enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  state. 

No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce  or 
revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  state  over  those  of  another;  nor  shall 
vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  state,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear  or 
pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  consequence 
of  appropriations  made  by  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall 
be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States;  and 
no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  them,  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  congress,  accept  of  any  present,  emolu- 
ment, office,  or  title,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince 
or  foreign  state. 

Section  X.  No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  con- 
federation; grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin  money;  emit 
bills  of  credit;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and  silver  coin  a  tender  In 
payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or 
law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of 
nobility. 

No  state  shall  without  the  consent  of  congress,  lay  any  imposts 
or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws,  and  the  net  produce 
of  all  duties  and  imposts  laid  by  any  state  on  imports  or  exports, 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  all 
such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  control  of  the  con- 
gress. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  congress,  lay  any  duty 
on  tonnage,  keep  troops,  or  ships  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into 
any  agreement  or  compact  with  another  state,  or  with  a  foreign 
power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  im- 
minent danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE  II.— The  Executive. 
Section  1.    The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  president  of 
the  United  States  of  America.    He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the 
term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the  vice  president,  chosen 
for  the  same  term,  be  elected,  as  follows: 

E^ach  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the  whole  num- 
ber of  senators  and  representatives  to  which  the  state  may  be  en- 
titled in  the  congress,  but  no  senator  or  representative,  or  person 
holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be 
appointed  an  elector. 

The  congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors, 
and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes;  which  day  shall 
be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person  except  a  natural  born  citizen  or  a  citizen  of  the  Uni 
ted  States  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  president  neither  shall  any  i>erson  be  eligible 
Blue  Book — 2 
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to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  removsil  of  the  president  from  office,  or  of  his 
death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties 
of  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  vice  president;  and  the 
congress  may,  by  law,  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resig- 
nation or  inability,  both  of  the  president  and  vice  president,  de- 
claring what  officer  shall  then  act  as  president  and  such  officer 
shall  act  accordingly  until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  president 
shall  be  elected. 

The  president  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a 
compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  dur- 
ing the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  and  he  shall 
not  receive  within  that  period  any  other  emolument  from  the 
United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take 
the  following  oath  or  affirmation: 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute 
the  office  of  president  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  or 
my  ability,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  constitution  of  tr»e 
United  States." 

Sec.  2.  The  president  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  sev- 
eral states,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States; 
he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in 
each  of  the  executive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  tc 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  he  shall  have  power  to 
grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  offenses  against  the  United  States, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  senators  present 
concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  min- 
isters and  consuls,  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  all  other  of- 
ficers of  the  United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law;  but 
the  congress  may  be  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  of- 
ficers, as  they  think  proper,  in  the  president  alone,  in  the  courts 
of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  president  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  commis- 
sions which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session. 

Sko.  3.  He  shall  Irora  time  to  lime  give  to  the  congress  in- 
formation of  the  state  of  the  union,  and  recommend  to  their  con- 
sideration such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient; 
he  may,  on  exlraordiiiary  oocaslons,  convene  both  houses,  or  either 
of  them:  and  in  oaao  of  disagreement  l)etween  them,  with  respect 
to  the  tluie  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as 
ho  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  pub- 
lic ministers;  ho  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  exe- 
outod,  and  shall  oomnUaslon  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

,  t?Kr.  4.  The  pro«Ulont.  vice  president  and  all  civil  officers  of 
the  l^nitoil  StatoH.  shall  bt*  rtMuovoii  from  otRiv  on  imin^achment  for, 
and  conviction  of,  trouHon,  bribery  or  other  high  crimes  and  mis- 
domoanom. 
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ARTICLE  III— The  Judiciary. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  con- 
.gress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish.  The  judges, 
both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  dur- 
ing good  behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  ser- 
vices, a  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their 
continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in  laws 
and  equity,  arising  under  this  constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their 
authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  minis- 
ters, and  consults;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdic- 
tion; to  controversies  to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party; 
to  controversies  between  two  or  more  states;  between  a  state  and 
citizens  of  another  state;  between  citizens  of  different  states;  be- 
tween citizens  of  the  same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of 
different  states,  and  between  a  state,  the  citizens  thereof,  and  for- 
eign states,  citizens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and 
consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  a  party,  the  supreme 
court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other  cases  before 
mentioned  the  supreme  court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction, 
both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such 
regulations  as  the  congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be 
by  jury;  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state  where  the  said 
crime  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when  not  committed  within 
any  state,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  congress 
may  by  law  have  directed. 

Sec.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only 
in  levying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giv- 
ing them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason 
unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or 
on  coniession  in  open  court. 

The  congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of 
treason,  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood, 
or  forfeiture  except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attained. 

ARTICLE  v.— The  States  and  Territories. 

Sec.  1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  state,  to 
the  public  acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other 
state.  And  the  congress  may  by  general  laws  prescribe  the  manner 
in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and  the 
effect  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all  priv- 
ileges and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  states. 

A  person  charged  in  any  state  with  treason,  felony  or  other 
crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justice  and  be  found  in  another  state, 
shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  state  from  which 
he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  state  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  crime. 

Sec.  3.     New  states  may  be  admitted  by  the  congress  into  this 
union;   but  no  new  state  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the 
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jurisdiction  of  any  other  state;  nor  any  state  be  formed  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  parts  of  states,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  legislature  of  the  states  concerned  as  well  as  of  the 
congress. 

The  congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  nee^t- 
ful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other  property 
belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing  in  this  constitution 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  particular  state. 

Sec.  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  state  in  this 
union  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  or 
them  against  luTasion;  and  on  application  of  the  le^L&ture,  or  of 
the  executire,  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened )  against 
domestic  violence. 

ARTICLE  V. — ^Amendments. 

The  congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  tt 
necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  constitution,  or,  on 
the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two-thirds  of  the  several  states, 
shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments,  which  in  either 
case,  shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  thin 
constitution,  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of 
the  several  states,  or  by  conventions  in  three-fourths  thereof,  as 
the  one  or  the  otlier  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the' 
congress;  provided,  that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior 
to  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any  man- 
ner affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  the 
first  article;  and  that  no  state,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  de- 
prived of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  senate. 

ARTICLE  VI. — ^Miscellaneous  Business. 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into  before  the 
adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United 
States  under  this  constitution,  as  under  the  confederation. 

This  constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  wtiich  shall 
be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  shall 
be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  judges  in  every  state  shall  be 
bound  thereby,  anything  in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  state 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
members  of  the  several  state  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and 
judicial  oflicers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  states, 
shall  be  boiiad  by  oath  or  affirmatioii,  to  support  this  constitution; 
but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to 
any  office  or  public  trust  under  the  United  States* 

ARTICLE  VII.— Ratification. 

The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  states  shall  be  suf- 
ficient for  the  establishment  of  this  constitution  between  the  states 
so  ratifying  the  same. 

Done  in  convention  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  states  pres- 
ent, the  seventeenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
'^ousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-sevf^n,  and  of  the  In- 
'jce  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  twelfth. 
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In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names.

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RATIFICATIONS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  constitution  was  adopted  by  a  convention  of  the  states 
September  17,  1787,  and  was  subsequently  ratified  by  the  several 
state,  in  the  following  order,  viz: 

Delaware,  December  7,  1787. 

Pennsylvania,*  December  12,  1787. 

New  Jersey,  December  18,  1787. 

Georgia,  January  2,  1788. 

Connecticut,  January  9,  1788. 

Massachusetts,  February  6,  1788. 

Maryland,  April  28,  1788. 

Soum  Carolina,  May  23,  1788. 

New  Hampshire,  June  21,  1788. 

Virginia,  June  26,  1788. 

New  York,  July  26,  1788. 

North  Carolina,  November  21,  1789. 

Rhode  Island,  May  29,  1790. 

The  state  of  Vermont  by  convention,  ratified  the  constitution  on 
the  10  th  of  January,  1791,  and  was,  by  an  act  of  congress  on  the 
18th  of  February,  1791,  "received  and  admitted  into  this  union  as 
a  new  and  entire  member  of  the  United  States  of  America." 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I. 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  re- 
ligion, or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the 
freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peace- 
ably to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a  redress  of 
grievances. 

ARTICLE  II. 

A  well  regulated  militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a 
free  state,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not 
be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war  but  in  a  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall 
not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall  issue,  but  upon  probable 
cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing 
the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise 
infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand 
jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces  or  in  the 
militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger, 
nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  offense  to  be  twice  put 
in  jeopardy  ot  life  or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal 
case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  property 
be  taken  for  public  use  without  just  compensation. 

ARTICLE  VL 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to 
a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  state  and  dis- 
trict wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed,  which  district 
shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed 
of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with 
the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining 
witnesses  in  his  favor;  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for 
his  defense. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall 
exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved; 
and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any 
court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
common  law. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessiye  fines  imposed, 
nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  constitution  of  certain  rights,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  constitu- 
tion nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  states,  are  reserved  to  the  states 
respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to 
extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted 
against  one  of  the  United  States  by  citizens  of  another  state,  or  by 
citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  state. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote  by 
ballot  for  president  and  vice  president,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall 
not  b^  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves;  they  shall 
name  in  their  ballots  the  perEon  voted  for  as  president;  and  in  dis- 
tinct ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  vice  president;  and  they  shall 
make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  president,  and  of  all 
persons  voted  for  as  vice  president,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for 
each;  which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed 
to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the 
president  of  the  senate.  The  president  of  the  senate  shall  in  the 
presence  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  open  all  the 
certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  president  shall  be  the  president,  if 
such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  ap- 
pointed; and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the  persons 
having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those 
voted  for  as  president,  the  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  im- 
mediately, by  ballot,  the  president  But  in  choosing  the  president, 
the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation  from  each 
state  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of 
a  memoer  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  major- 
ity of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  house 
of  representatives  shall  not  choose  a  president  whenever  the  right 
of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March 
next  following,  then  the  vice  president  shall  act  as  president,  as  In 
the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  presi- 
dent. The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  vice 
president  shall  be  the  vice  president,  if  such  number  be  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have 
a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  sen- 
ate shall  choose  the  vice  president.  A  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall 
consist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  senators,  and  a  major- 
ity of  the  whole  number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  But  no 
person  constitutionally  Ineligible  to  the  office  of  president  shall  be 
eligioie  lo  that  of  vice  president  of  the  United  States. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

Section  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as 
a  punishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly 
convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United  States,  or  any  place  subject 
to  their  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  u.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  ap- 
propriate legislation. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States, 
and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  the  state  wherein  they  reside.  No  state  shall  make 
or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immunit- 
ies of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  any  state  deprive  any 
person  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law,  nor 
deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of 
the  laws. 

Sec.  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
states  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting  the  whole 
number  of  persons  in  each  state,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed.  But 
when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice  of  electors  for 
president  and  vice  president  of  the  United  States,  representatives 
in  congress,  the  executive  and  judicial  officers  of  a  state,  or  the 
members  of  the  legislature  thereof,  is  denied  to  any  of  the  male 
inhabitants  of  such  state,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridged,  except  for  participa- 
tion in  rebellion,  or  other  crime,  the  basis  of  representation  therein 
shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of  such  male 
citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty-one 
years  of  age  in  such  state. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  or  representative  in  con- 
gress or  elector  of  president  and  vice  president,  or  hold  any  office 
civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  state,  who, 
having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as  a  member  of  congress  or  as  an 
officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  the  state  legislature, 
or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any  state,  to  support  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in  insurrection, 
or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  ene- 
mies thereof.  But  congress  may  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each 
house,  remove  such  disability. 

Sec.  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  in  the  United  States, 
authorized  by  law,  including  debts  Incurred  for  payment  of  pensions 
and  bounties  for  services,  in  supressing  insurrection  or  rebellion, 
shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the  United  States  nor  any 
state  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of 
insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim 
for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave;  but  all  such  debts,  obliga- 
tions and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

Sec.  5.  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  by  appropriate 
legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote 
shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  state, 
on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 

Sec.  2.  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation. 
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RATIFICATIONS  OF  THE  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE 

CONSTITUTION 

The  first  ten  of  the  preceding  articles  of  amendment  (witli 
two  others  which  were  not  ratified  by  the  requisite  number  of  states) 
were  submitted  to  the  several  state  legislatures  by  a  resolution  of 
congress  which  passed  on  the  25th  of  September,  1789,  at  the  first 
session  of  the  first  congress,  and  were  ratified  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  following  states:

The  acts  of  the  legislatures  of  the  states  ratifying  these  amend- 
ments were  transmitted  by  the  governors  to  the  president,  and  by 
him  communicated  to  congress.  The  legislatures  of  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut  and  Georgia  do  not  appear  by  the  record  to  have  rat- 
ified them. 

The  eleventh  article  was  submitted  to  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  statfs  by  a  resolution  of  congress  passed  on  the  5th  day  of 
March,  1794,  at  the  first  session  of  the  third  congress,  and  on  the 
8th  of  January,  1798,  at  the  second  session  of  the  fifth  congress.  It 
was  declared  by  the  president,  in  a  message  to  the  two  houses  of 
congress,  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of 
the  states,  there  being  at  that  time  sixteen  states  in  the  union. 

The  twelfth  article  was  submitted  to  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  states,  there  being  then  seventeen  states,  by  8  resolution  of 
congress  passed  on  the  first  day  of  February,  1865,  at  the  second 
session  of  the  thirty-eighth  congress,  and  was  ratified,  according  to 
a  proclamation  of  the  secretary  of  state,  dated  December  18,  1865, 
by  the  legislatures  of  the  following  states:

HISTORICAL 

Those  of  us  who  are  Impressed  with  the  common  belief  that  the 
history  of  North  Dakota  Is  embraced  within  a  period  of  a  scant  one 
hundred  years,  and  even  the  student  of  history,  with  his  eyes  upon  the 
the  centuries  of  the  past,  may  well  hold  that  the  history  of  the  state  Is 
only  now  In  the  maklngr,  or  yet  to  be  made.  And  Indeed  when  the  short 
record  of  history  today  shows  us  that  the  state  has  had  an  existence  as 
a  state  of  but  twenty-flve  years  and  that  a  few  years  more  than  a  cen- 
tury ago  became  a  part  of  the  United  States,  there  Is  some  excuse  tor 
the  opinion  that  our  history  is  yet  to  be  written. 

To  these  and  to  the  student  of  history  it  will  come  with  something 
of  a  surprise  that  our  history  dates  back  three  centuries;  that  a  high 
order  of  civilization  prevailed  on  these  prairies  at  that  Itme;  that  when 
the  Colonies  were  warring  for  freedom,  agriculture  of  an  extensive  kind 
prevailed  here,  a  stable  government  ruled  and  crime  was  rare.  Indeed 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  historian,  no  state,  with  the  exception  of 
New  York,  presents  In  Its  history  so  vividly  the  contest  between  the  rival 
interests  of  France  and  England,  and  later  the  United  States.  Recent 
investigation  has  brought  this  out  clearly  and  In  an  Incontrovertable 
manner  and  North  Dakotans,  Instead  of  an  apology  for  a  history  have  a 
history  of  which  they  may  be  proud. 

The  name  "Dakota"  means,  in  the  language  of  the  Sioux,  confedera- 
tion of  tribes.  The  word,  as  used  by  the  Indians,  Is  said  to  connote  the 
idea  of  tribes  on  the  front  or  frontiersmen. 

The  state  was  a  part  of  the  original  Louisiana  Purchase  in  1803.  In 
1812  it  was  a  part  of  the  Missouri  Terrltorry  and  later  a  part  of  Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Nebraska.  It  was  not  until  March 
2,  1861  that  Dakota  Terrtiory  was  organized  with  the  capital  at  Yank- 
ton.    But  another  civilization   antedated  this. 

Three  centuries  ago  Mandans,  Arikara  and  other  Indians  had  d 
civilization  along  the  Missouri  River  in  what  is  now  North  Dakota. 
There  farm  products,  similar,  to  those  afterwards  raised  In  New  Eng- 
land, were  extensively  cultivated — com,  beans,  native  potatoes,  squash, 
pumpkin,  tobacco  and  sunflower  seeds — the  latter  mixed  with  com  meal 
making  good  bread.  Civil  government,  geography,  history  (more  thaii 
local),  domestic  science  and  zoology  were  well  taught  The  government 
was  satisfactory  and  permanent  and  crime  was  Infrequent. 

European  Influence  touched  this  civilization  first  from  the  direction 
of  New  Mexico  about  1620.  Besides  their  stores,  ranches,  mines  and 
negro  slaves  in  New  Mexico,  the  Spanish  had  unrecorded  posts  out 
toward  North  Dakota,  where  neighboring  Indians  purchased  wares  and 
retailed  them  to  northern  tribes.  A  common  ground  for  this  trade  was 
established  between  the  Heart  and  the  Cannonball  rivers.  In  this  neutral 
ground  the  Indians  exchanged  wares,  songs,  dances,  traditions,  stories, 
religious  Ideas,  geographical  and  historical  knowledge,  news  and  even 
orations  and  prophecies  were  exchanged. 

The  first  disruption  of  this  friendly  Intercourse  came  through  the 
medium  of  the  Spaniards,  who  attempted  to  and  did  secure  slaves  by 
inciting  the  southern  Indians  to  capture  Indians  from  the  northern  tribes 
and  sell  them  to  the  Spaniards.  Tradition  says  that  the  Spaniards  would 
give  a  good  horse  for  three  virgins.  Prom  this  time  onward  agriculture 
waned  and  the  young  men  were  taught  the  arts  of  war. 

About  1640  French  traders,  trappers  and  adventurers  began  to  come 
far  up  the  Missouri  river  and  Joined  with  the  Sioux  Indians  In  driving 
the  Mandan,  Arikara  and  Hidatsa  Indians  from  one  village  to  another, 
the  Sioux  being  supplied  by  the  French  with  superior  weapons.  This 
continued  until  the  decimated  tribes  took  a  permanent  home  on  what  is 
now  Fort  Berthold.  At  this  period  In  the  history  of  these  tribes,  when 
a  male  child  was  bom,  the  mothers  walled  becuase  it  was  destined  to 
be  slain  in  battle.  At  this  time,  too,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  In- 
fluence was  shown,  its  agents  encourciged  scalping,  while  the  French 
taught  the  Sioux  to  cut  off  the  heads  of  their  enemies  and  a  stroke  of 
the  hand  across  the  throat  became  the  word  in  sign  language  for  the 
Sioux.  These  French  adventurers  were  in  search  of  wealth,  to  be  found 
In  pelts,  rather  than  to  promote  or  encourage  civilization.  From  this 
period  dates  the  old  trading  post  at  the  mouth  of  the  Cannonball. 

But  even  the  Sioux,  contaminated  as  they  were  by  the  contact  and 
precept  of  the  white  man,  still  retained  a  strong  predilection  towards 
agriculture  and  the  Yanktons  were  supplied  with  plenty  of  food  even 
when  game  was  scarce.  Chief  Two  Bears  is  known  to  have  had  two 
hundred  acres  of  com  below  Fort  Yates.  Frenchmen  often  stole  com 
from  the  Teton  Sioux,  as  shown  from  pictograh  records.     So  persistent 
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Indeed  was  this  Indian  instinct  towards  agriculture  that  it  did  not  per- 
ish until  comparatively  recent  times,  when  the  white  men  controlled  the 
Missouri  river  with  their  forts  and  Indian  agencies. 

Prom  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
Influenced  the  upper  Missouri  Indians  as  well  as  the  Canadian  Indians. 
This  Influence,  as  shown  before,  was  far  from  beneflcent,  and  brought  a 
degeneracy  to  the  Indian  race  that  can  scarcely  be  appreciated,  and 
which  eventually  wiped  out  all  but  traces  of  the  ancient  civilization. 
Besides  posts  on  the  Red  River  In  North  Dakota  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  was  the  representative  of  the  English  in  the  struggle  for  su- 
premacy in  the  entire  northwest. 

Thus  four  great  national  forces,  Spanish,  French,  English  and  Ameri- 
can alternately  struggled  for  the  control  of  the  northwest  and  the  thea- 
tre of  this  struggle  converged  along  the  Missouri  river  in  North  Dakota. 
The  result  of  this  struggle  barely  turned  in  favor  of  the  Amerlc;in, 
while  aboriginal  civilization  was  obliterated,  leaving  only  traces  and 
traditions  of  its  former  power  and  glory. 

Other  tribes  who  inhabited  this  region  and  who  were  also  agricul- 
turists were  the  Cheyenne.  Chlppewas  and  Assinibolne.  They  had  a 
cruder  form  of  civilization  than  the  Missouri  Indians  and  fell  much  sooner 
before  the  onslaught  of  white  men's  Influence  and  power. 

Thus  while  the  Indians  were  flghtlng  for  their  existence  as  a  nation 
or  a  people,  or  flghtlng  each  other  at  the  instigation  of  white  men,  the 
Colonies  were  asserting  their  rights  as  free  states.  And  as  some  of  the 
more  venturesome  of  the  Colonists  came  west  to  the  Alleghany  moun 
tains  and  looked  into  the  great  flelds  beyond  and  heard  the  stories  of 
this  new  kingdom,  there  came  to  some  a  vision  of  a  new  and  mighty 
nation.  The  most  prominent  of  these  men  of  vision  was  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son. Long  before  he  sent  Lewis  and  Clark  into  the  new  continent  of  the 
west,  he  had  foreseen  the  forces  which  would  eventually  bring  this  coun- 
try into  the  hands  of  the  United  States,  and  which  did  bring  it,  in  1803. 

Lewis  and  Clark  were  in  this  state  during  the  fall  and  winter  of 
1804-05.  They  found  the  country  in  its  virgin  state,  and  while  in  their 
winter  quarters  12  miles  above  what  Is  ncJw  Wfishburn,  quietly  made 
notes  and  preparations  for  the  Journey  to  the  Pacific.  They  came  in 
contact  with  the  Mandans  at  Fort  Clark  and  the  Hldatsa  or  Grosventre 
at  the  Knife  river.  It  was  at  the  Hldatsa  village,  one  mile  north  of 
Stanton,  that  the  two  explorers  found  the  intrepid  guide  Sakakawea  and 
her  husband  Charbonneau. 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  opened  the  eyes  of  the  world  to  the 
opportimities  beyond  the  borders  of  the  Atlantic  sea  coast.  Some  of  the 
others  who  followed  Into  this  strange  new  empire  were  Bradbury  ajid 
Breckenridge  in  1811  ;  Catlin  and  Maxmilian  in  1832,  and  John  Fremont 
in  1839.  These  men  all  have  left  a  full  account  of  their  explorations  and 
experiences  in  this  territory.  Many  others  came  into  the  country  to 
travel  and  to  trade.  The  Pembina  and  Walhalla  district  was  peopled, 
but  as  yet  all  trade  was  over  land.  But  soon  the  trading  posts  estab- 
lished demanded  more  goods  and  less  time  in  delivery  and  in  response  to 
this  demand  steamboats  began  to  ply  on  the  Missouri.  This  first  common 
carrier  system  gradually  increased  until  the  late  sixties  and  in  the  early 
seventies  ^^as  at  its  height. 

Soon  the  Infiux  of  the  new  race  brought  its  clashes  with  the  older. 
The  white  and  the  red  men,  differing  so  in  civilization  and  in  ideas,  and 
kept  further  apart  by  racial  Instincts,  found  it  dlfllcult  to  understand 
each  other,  and  it  Is  to  be  feared  that  the  white  man  in  but  few  Instances 
tried  to  understand.  The  Indian  with  his  love  of  nature,  living  as  nature 
dictated,  could  in  no  wise  comprehend  the  commercial  mind  of  the  white 
intruder,  and  especially  as  he  came  in  contact  more  often  with  these  in- 
dividuals of  the  white  race  who  had  lost  much  if  not  all  of  the  finer  ele- 
ments, and  permitted  evil  to  predominate.  Such  a  friction  once  started 
could  not  long  remain  without  strife.  The  awful  massacre  of  Minnesota 
in  1862  was  one  of  the  results  of  this.  Only  a  very  small  part  of  the 
Sioux  nation  took  part  In  this  massacre,  yet  such  was  the  misimder- 
standing  of  the  white  men  at  the  time  that,  in  response  to  the  bitter  cry 
of  the  settler  who  had  paid  the  pehalty  for  another's  wrong,  troops 
came  to  punish  both  Innocent  and  guilty  Indian. 

Sibley  and  Sully  in  1863-64  and  '65  traveled  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  state  on  a  punitive  expedition — Sibley  coming  in  1863  and  Sully 
In  1863,  1864  and  1865.  These  were  hard  blows  to  the  Sioux  nation  and 
some  of  the  greatest  battles  ever  known  to  have  been  fought  between 
white  soldier  and  Indian  took  place  during  these  three  years.  The 
Whitestone  battle,  the  Klldeer  battle  and  the  battles  of  the  Bad  Lands 
were    the   most   important    of    Sully's    campaign    while    the    Big    Mound, 
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Buffalo  Lake  and  Stoney  Lake  fights  were  the  chief  engragements  of  Sll> 
ley's.  The  founding  of  Fort  Rice  and  Fort  Abercromble  was  the  result 
of  these  wars,  the  first  being  established  to  keep  peace  on  the  frontier 
and  preserve  order  and  make  travel  safe  for  the  emigrant  in  the  state 
and  through  the  state. 

Gold  was  discovered  In  California  In  1848,  but  before  that  It  was 
discovered  In  Idaho,  the  year  being  1843.  This  discovery  and  the  open- 
ing of  the  mines  later  In  Montana  caused  thousands  to  cross  the  state. 
They  miist  have  a  route  to  Montana  and  Idaho.     They  must  have  the 

Erotectlon  of  government  troops.  To  afford  this  protection  Forts  Pem- 
ina.  Ransom  and  Buford  were  established. 

This  Influx  of  travelers  had  Its  effect  upon  the  state  and  while  many 
found  no  gold  in  the  new  El  Dorado,  many  saw  the  advantages  and 
riches  spread  before  them  on  the  fertile  prairie.  The  frontier  was  made 
safe  and  many  settlers  came  to  make  homes.  But  these  first  settlers 
were  doomed  to  disappointment  for  the  years  of  famine  and  grassh-jp- 
pers  of  the  seventies  came  upon  them  and  their  sufferings  were  great. 
Due  to  this,  adverse  reports  went  out  and  it  was  not  until  the  groat 
bonanza  farms  started,  years  after,  that  the  farming  Interests  really 
revived,  for  reports  had  gone  forth  and  were  generally  believed  that 
North  Dakota  was  a  desert  and  fit  only  for  ranching. 

But  the  thousands  of  men  who  had  been  here,  who  had  seen  the 
country,  and  perhaps  who  had  gone  elsewhere,  were  ever  returning  to 
North  Dakota,  and  when  the  Northern  Pacific  railway  was  built  Into  the 
state  In  1873,  they  returned,  bringing  many  followers  with  them.  It  took 
a  long  time  to  run  a  survey  through  the  state  and  the  whistler  expedi- 
tion In  1871  and  the  Stanley  expedition  In  1872-73  really  opened  the 
western  part  of  the  state  to  railroading.  Towns  were  built  to  the  Mis. 
sourl  and  more  forts  were  established  to  guard  the  west. 

Another  new  force  and  another  Impetus  In  the  settlement  of  the  state 
came  when  Custer  went  to  the  Black  Hills  In  1874  and  brought  back 
with  him  the  report  that  there  was  "gold  In  the  grass  roots."  Thou- 
sans  of  gold-seekers  flocked  to  the  Black  Hills  as  a  result.  This  Influx 
or  Inundation  of  white  men  upon  territory  hitherto  regarded  by  the 
Indian  as  his  own,  and  which  was  in  fact  his,  not  alone  by  natural 
right,  but  by  the  treaty  of  1868.  alarmed  and  enraged  the  Sioux.  The 
treaty  by  Its  terms  would  have  kept  the  white  race  east  of  the  Mlssoud 
river,  and  when  the  Sioux  saw  Its  violation  they  understood  only  too 
well  that  It  would  not  be  long  before  the  whole  western  part  of  the  state 
would  be  opened,  as  the  east  already  was,  to  the  great  ranchers.  Na- 
turally the  Sioux  sought  to  protect  their  rights,  and  their  only  recourse 
was  an  appeal  to  arms.  This  warfare  culminated  In  the  famous  battle 
of  the  Little  Big:  Horn,  Jun«*  25,  1876,  when  Custer  and  his  entire  com- 
mand were  annihilated.  This  reverse,  however,  could  not  stem  the  tide  of 
white  settlement  and  Indian  supremacy  over  this  region  was  doomed. 

Towns  sprung  up  and  grew  fast,  ranches  and  farms  multiplied  and 
the  era  of  the  pioneer  began.  The  capital  of  the  Dakotas  was  at  Yank- 
ton until  June  2,  1883,  when  It  was  moved  to  Bismarck,  where  It  re- 
mained until  the  formation  of  the  two  states.  North  and  South  Dakota 
In  1889.  The  territorial  legislature  passed  an  act  In  1883  providing  for 
the  removal  of  the  territorial  capital  from  Yankton  to  a  point  designated 
by  the  commissioners  appointed  for  the  location  of  the  new  capital. 
The  following  persons  were  appointed  as  such  commissioners,  viz: 
Alexander  McKenzie.  Mllo  W.  Scott.  Burleigh  F.  Spacing.  Charles  H. 
Myers,  George  A.  Matthews,  Alexander  Hughes,  Henry  H.  DeLong,  John 
P.  Beldlng  and  M  .D.  Thompson.  The  capital  commission  at  a  session 
held  In  the  city  of  Fargo,  on  the  2nd  day  of  June,  1883,  located  the 
territorial  capital  at  Bismarck.  The  act  provided  that  $100,000  and  160 
acres  of  land  should  be  donated  to  the  state  for  capital  purposes  as  a 
condition  of  the  location  of  the  seat  of  government.  The  citizens  of 
Bismarck  by  voluntary  subscription  contributed  |100,000  In  cash  and  320 
acres  of  land. 

A  bill  known  as  the  "omnibus  bill"  and  which  was  an  act  dividing 
the  territory  of  Dakota  Into  the  states  of  North  and  South  Dakota,  and 
enabling  the  two  Dakotas,  Montana  and  Washington  to  formulate  consti- 
tutions, was  approved  February  22.  1889,  and  a  constitutional  convention 
was  held  at  Bismarck,  beginning  July  4,  1889.  A  constitution  was 
formulated  and  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  North 
Dakota  at  an  election  called  for  that  purpose,  and  to  elect  state  oflflcers. 
October  1,  1889.  There  were  27,440  votes  cast  for  and  8,107  against  the 
adontlon  of  the  constitution. 

Thus  we  trace  the  descent  from  the  ancient  civilization  of  these 
plains,  maintained  by  the  Indians,  down  through  that  troublous  time 
when  the  old  order,  crumbling  under  new  forces  and  torn  between  con- 
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tendingr  nations  for  Its  control ;  touched  hereby  the  debauchery  of  a 
once  Intelligent  and  noble  race  and  by  cruel  wrongs  done  It;  Illumined 
there  by  the  blaze  of  the  first  settlers'  homes  and  marked  by  the  stark 
corpses  of  his  women  and  children:  through  famine  and  plague;  through 
misunderstanding  and  strife ;  through  privations  and  sufierlngs ;  through 
that  period  where  affairs  began  to  right  themselves  as  a  ship  long 
buffetted  by  adverse  gales  settles  itself  to  its  course  as  the  storm 
abates.  And  then  upward  and  out  of  a  savage  violence  and  a  violent 
savagery,  the  gradual  ascent  to  the  creation  of  a  new  empire  for  civili- 
zation to  spread  her  banners  over,  to  a  new  social  entity  in  the  world, 
once  more  peaceful  and  stable  and  rule  by  the  most  enlightened  laws 
that  the  world  has  known.  Here  we  build  a  new  nation  In  a  new  land — 
an  amalgam  of  all  races,  melted  together  in  our  schools  and  universities, 
cosmopolitan  as  no  other  race  ever  was;  molded  as  one  in  our  courts  of 
law  and  houses  of  worship ;  bound  by  one  common  interest,  one  common 
welfare,  one  common  tongue  and  one  common  flag.  Out  of  the  secret 
mine  the  long  hidden  ore  has  been  snatched,  refined  through  the  furnace 
of  pioneer  days,  purified  and  strengthened  by  the  alloy  from  a  score  of 
lands,  stamped  now  with  the  rank  of  nation  by  the  Great  Republic, 
tested  and  proven  true,  the  new  state,  like  new  coinage,  shining  with 
promise,  slips  into  the  currency  of  nations.  It  is  a  failing  commonly 
attributed  to  the  American  that  he  boasts.  But  when  within  the  space 
of  fifty  years  the  world  is  given  a  new  nation,  the  wilderness  is  made  to 
blossom  and  bears  homes,  churches,  schools  and  cities  and  peace  and 
plenty  crown  it. all,  surely  it  is  not  vain  boasting  to  glory  In  what  no 
other  people  ever  accomplished  in  such  a  space  of  time.

ENABLING  ACT 


[Approved  February  22,  1889.] 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  division  of  Dakota  into  two  states  and  to 
enable    the    people   of    North    Dakota,    South    Dakota,    Montana    and 
Washington  to  form  constitutions  and  state  "governments  and  to  be 
admitted  into  the  union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  origrinal  states, 
and  to  make  donations  of  public  lands  to  such  states. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled: 
Section  1.    That  the  inhabitants  of  all  that  part  of  the  area  of 
the  United  States  now  constituting  the  territories  of  Dakota,  Mon- 
tana and  Washington  as  at  present  described,  may  become  the  states 
of  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Montana  and  Washington,  respec- 
tively, as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  area  comprising  the  territory  of  Dakota  shall  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  be  divided  on  the  line  of  the  7th  standard 
parallel  produced  due  west  to  the  western  boundary  of  said  terri- 
tory; and  the  delegates  elected  as  hereinafter  provided  to  the  con- 
stitutional convention  in  districts  north  of  said  parallel  shall  assem- 
ble in  convention  at  the  time  prescribed  in  this  act,  at  the  City  of 
Bismarck;  and  the  delegates  elected  in  districts  south  of  said 
parallel  shall,  at  the  same  time,  assemble  in  convention  at  the  city 
of  Sioux  Falls. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  persons  who  are  qualified  by  the  laws  of  saia 
territories  to  vote  for  representatives  to  the  legislative  assemblies 
tuereof  are  hereby  authorized  to  vote  for  and  choose  delegates  to 
form  conventions  in  said  proposed  states;  and  the  qualifications  for 
delegates  to  such  conventions  shall  oe  such  as  by  the  laws  of  said 
territories  respectively,  persons  are  required  to  possess  to  be  eligible 
to  the  legislative  assemblies  thereof;  and  the  aforesaid  delegates  to 
form  said  conventions  shall  be  apportioned  within  the  limits  of  the 
proposed  states,  in  such  districts  as  may  be  established  as  herein 
provided,  in  proportion  to  the  population  in  each  of  said  counties 
and  districts,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  be  ascertained  at  the  time  of 
making  said  apportionments  oy  the  persons  hereinafter  authorlzea 
to  make  the  same  from  the  best  information  obtainable,  in  each  of 
which  districts  three  delegates  shall  be  elected,  but  no  elector  shall 
vote  for  more  than  two  persons  for  delegates  to  such  conventions; 
that  said  apportionments  shall  be  made  by  the  governor,  the  chief 
justice  and  the  secretary  of  said  territories;  and  the  governors  of 
said  territories  shall,  by  proclamation,  order  an  election  of  the 
delegates  aforesaid  in  each  of  said  proposed  states,  to  be  held  on 
the  Tuesday  after  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1889;  which  proclama- 
tion shall  be  issued  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1889;  and  such  elec- 
tion shall  be  conducted,  the  returns  made,  the  results  ascertained, 
and  the  certificates  to  persons  elected  to  such  conventions  issued 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  said  terri- 
tories regulating  election  therein  for  delegates  to  congress;  and  the 
number  of  votes  cast  for  delegates  in  each  precinct  shall  also  be 
returned.  The  number  of  delegates  to  said  conventions  respectively 
shall  be  75;  and  all  persons  resident  in  said  proposed  states  who 
are  qualified  voters  of  said  territories  as  herein  provided,  shall  be 
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entitled  to  vote  upon  the  election  of  delegates;  and  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  said  conventions  may  prescribe,  not  in  conflict 
with  this  act  upon  the  ratification  or  rejection  of  the  constitutions. 
Sec.  4.  That  the  delegates  to  the  conventions  elected  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  government  of  each 
of  said  territories,  except  the  delegates  elected  in  South  Dakota, 
who  shall  meet  at  the  City  of  Sioux  Falls,  on  the  fourth  day  of 
July,  1889,  and  after  organization  shall  declare,  on  behalf  of  the 
people  of  said  proposed  states,  that  they  adopt  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States;  whereupon  the  said  conventions  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby  authorized  to  form  constitutions  and  state  governments 
for  said  .proposed  states  respectively.  The  constitution  shall  be 
republican  in  form,  and  make  no  distinction  in  civil  or  political 
rights  on  account  of  race  or  color,  except  as  to  Indians  not  taxed, 
and  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and 
the  principles  of  the  declaration  of  independence.  And  said  con- 
vention shall  provide,  by  ordinances  irrevocable  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  United  States  and  the  people  of  said  states: 

First.  That  the  perfect  toleration  of  religion  sentiment  shall 
be  secured,  and  that  no  inhabitant  of  said  states  shall  ever  be 
molested  in  person  or  property  no  account  of  his  or  her  mode  of 
religious  worship. 

Second.  That  the  people  inhabiting  said  proposed  states  do 
agree  and  declare  that  they  forever  disclaim  all  right  and  title  to 
the  unappropriated  public  lands  lying  within  the  boundaries  thereof, 
and  to  all  lands  lying  within  said  limits  owned  or  held  by  any  In- 
dian or  Indian  tribes;  and  that  until  the  title  thereto  shall  have 
been  extinguished  by  the  United  States  the  same  shall  be  and  re- 
main subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  United  States,  and  said  Indian 
lands  shall  remain  under  the  absolute  jurisdiction  and  control  of 
the  congress  of  the  United  States;  that  the  lands  belonging  to 
citizens  of  the  United  States  residing  without  the  said  states  shall 
never  be  taxed  at  a  higher  rate  than  the  lands  belonging  to  resi- 
dents thereof;  that  no  taxes  shall  be  imposed  by  the  states  on  lands 
or  property  therein  belonging  to  or  which  may  hereafter  be  pur- 
chased by  the  United  States  or  reserved  for  its  use.  But  nothing 
herein,  or  in  the  ordinances  herein  provided  for,  shall  preclude  the 
said  states  from  taxing  as  other  lands  are  taxed  any  lands  owned 
or  held  by  any  Indian  who  has  severed  his  tribal  relations,  and 
has  obtained  from  the  United  States  or  from  any  person  a  title 
thereto  by  patent  or  other  grant,  save  and  except  such  lands  as  have 
been  or  may  be  granted  to  any  Indian  or  Indians  under  any  act  of 
congress  containing  a  provision  exempting  the  lands  thus  granted 
from  taxation;  but  said  ordinances  shall  provide  that  all  such  lands 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  by  said  states  so  long  and  to  such 
extent  as  such  act  of  congress  may  prescribe. 

Third.  That  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  territories  shall  be 
assumed  and  paid  by  said  states  respectively. 

Fourth.  That  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  systems  of  public  schools,  which  shall  be  open 
to  all  the  children  of  said  states,  and  free  from  sectarian  control. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  convention  which  shall  assemble  at  Bismarck 
shall  form  a  constitution  and  state  government  for  a  state  to  be 
known  as  North  Dakota  and  the  convention  which  shall  assemble  at 
Sioux  Falls  shall  form  a  constitution  and  state  government  for  a 
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State  to  be  known  as  South  Dakota;  provided,  that  at  the  election 
for  delegates  to  the  constitutional  convention  in  South  Dakota,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  each  elector  may  have  written  or  printed  on 
his  ballot  the  words  "For  the  Sioux  Falls  Constitution"  or  the 
words  "Against  the  Sioux  Falls  Constitution,"  and  the  votes  on  this 
question  shall  be  returned  and  canvassed  in  the  same  manner  as 
for  the  election  provided  for  in  section  3  of  this  act;  and  if  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  on  this  question  shall  be  "For  the  Sioux 
Falls  Constitution"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  convention  which  may 
assemble  at  Sioux  Falls,  as  herein  provided,  to  resubmit  to  the 
people  of  South  Dakota,  for  ratification  or  rejection  at  the  election 
hereinafter  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  constitution  framed  at  Sioux 
Falls  and  adopted  November  3,  1885,  and  also  the  articles  and 
propositions  separately  submitted  at  that  election,  including  the 
question  of  locating  the  temporary  seat  of  government,  with  such 
changes  only  as  relate  to  the  name  and  boundary  of  the  proposed 
state,  to  the  reapportionment  of  the  judicial  and  legislative  dis- 
tricts, and  such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  on  the  ratification  or  rejection  of  the  constitution  shall  be  for 
the  constitution  irrespective  of  the  articles  separately  submitted, 
the  State  of  South  Dakota  shall  be  admitted  as  a  state  in  the  union 
under  said  constitution  as  hereinafter  provided;  but  the  archives, 
records  and  books  of  the  Territory  of  Dakota  shall  remain  at  Bis- 
marck, the  capital  of  North  Dakota,  until  an  agreement  in  reference 
thereto  is  reached  by  said  states.  But  if  at  the  election  for  delegates 
to  the  constitutional  convention  in  South  Dakota  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  at  that  election  shall  be  "Against  the  Sioux  Falls 
Constitution,"  then,  and  in  that  event  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
convention  which  will  assemble  at  the  City  of  Sioux  Falls  on  the 
fourth  day  of  July,  1889,  to  proceed  to  form  a  constitution  and  state 
government  as  provided  in  this  act  the  same  as  if  that  question  had 
not  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  of  South  Dakota. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constitutional  conventions  of . 
North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota  to  appoint  a  joint  commission  to 
be  composed  of  not  less  than  three  members  of  each  convention, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assemble  at  Bismarck,  the  present  seat  of 
government  of  said  territory,  and  agree  upon  an  equitable  division 
of  all  property  belonging  to  the  Territory  of  Dakota,  the  disposition 
of  all  public  records,  and  also  adjust  and  agree  upon  the  amount 
of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  territory  which  shall  be  assumed 
and  paid  by  each  of  the  proposed  states  of  North  Dakota  and  South 
Dakota,  and  the  agreement  reached  respecting  the  territorial  debts 
and  liabilities  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  respective  constitutions, 
and  each  of  said  states  shall  obligate  itself  to  pay  its  proportion  of 
such  debts  and  liabilities  the  same  as  if  they  had  been  created  by 
such  states  respectively. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  constitutions  formed  for  both  North  Dakota  and 
South  Dakota  shall  be  rejected  by  the  people  at  the  electioi^s  for 
the  ratification  or  rejection  of  their  respective  constitutions  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  the  territorial  government  of  Dakota  sha.l  con- 
tinue in  existence  the  same  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.  But 
if  the  constitution  formed  for  either  North  Dakota  or  South  Dakoti\ 
shall  be  rejected  by  the  people,  that  part  of  the  territory  so  rejecting 
its  proposed  constitution  shall  continue  under  the  territoiial  govern- 
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ment  of  the  present  territory  of  Dakota,  but  shall,  after  the  state 
adopting  its  constitution  is  admitted  into  the  union  be  called  by  the 
name  of  the  territory  of  North  Dakota  or  South  Dakota,  as  the  case 
may  be;  provided,  that  if  either  of  the  proposed  states  provided  for 
in  this  act  shall  reject  the  constitution  which  may  be  submitted  for 
ratification  or  rejection  at  the  election  provided  therefor,  the  gover- 
nor of  the  territory  in  which  such  proposed  constitution  was  re- 
jected shall  issue  his  proclamation  reconvening  the  delegates  elected 
to  the  convention  which  formed  such  rejected  constitution,  fixing 
the  time  and  place  at  which  said  delegates  shall  assemble;  and  when 
so  assembled  they  shall  proceed  to  form  another  constitution  or  to 
amend  the  rejected  constitution,  and  shall  submit  such  new  consti- 
tution to  the  people  of  the  proposed  state  for  ratification  or  rejection 
at  such  time  as  said  convention  may  determine;  and  all  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  apply  to  such  convention 
so  reassembled  and  to  the  constitution  which  may  be  formed,  its 
ratification  or  rejection,  and  to  the  admission  of  the  proposed  state. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  constitutional  convention  which  may  assemble 
in  South  Dakota  shall  provide  by  ordinance  for  resubmitting  the 
Sioux  Falls  constitution  of  1885,  after  having  amended  the  same  as 
provided  in  section  5  of  this  act,  to  the  people  of  South  Dakota  for 
ratification  or  rejection  at  an  election  to  be  held  therein  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  October,  1889;  but  if  said  constitutional  convention 
is  authorized  and  required  to  form  a  new  constitution  for  South 
Dakota  it  shall  provide  for  submitting  the  same  in  like  manner  to 
the  people  of  South  Dakota  for  ratification  or  rejection,  at  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  in  said  proposed  state  on  the  said  first  Tuesday  in 
October.  And  the  constitutional  conventions  which  may  assemble 
in  North  Dakota,  Montana*  and  Washington  shall  provide  in  like 
manner  for  submitting  the  constitutions  formed  by  them  to  the  peo- 
ple of  said  proposed  states,  respectively,  for  ratification  or  rejection 
at  elections  to  be  held  in  said  proposed  states  on  the  said  first  Tues- 
day in  October.  At  the  elections  provided  for  in  this  section  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  proposed  states  shall  vote  directly  for  or 
against  the  proposed  constitutions,  and  for  or  against  any  articles 
or  propositions  separately  submitted.  The  returns  of  said  elections 
shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  each  of  said  territories,  who,  with 
the  governor  and  chief  justice  thereof,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall 
canvass  the  same;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  shall  be 
for  the  constitution  the  governor  shall  certify  the  result  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  votes 
cast  thereon  and  upon  separate  articles  or  propositions,  and  a  copy 
of  the  said  constitution,  articles,  propositions  and  ordinances.  And 
if  the  constitutions  and  governments  of  said  proposed  states  are 
republican  in  form,  and  if  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been 
complied  with  in  the  formation  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
president  of  the  United  States  to  issue  his  proclamation  announuc- 
ing  the  result  of  the  election  in  each,  and  thereupon  the  proposed 
states  which  have  adopted  constitutions  and  formed  state  govern- 
ments as  herein  provided,  shall  be  deemed  admitted  by  congress 
into  the  union  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  on  an  equal  footing 
with  the  original  states  from  and  after  the  date  of  said  proclama- 
tion. 

Sec.  9.  That  until  the  next  general  census,  or  until  otherwise 
provided  by  law,  said  states  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative 
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in  the  house  of  representatiyes  of  the  United  States,  except  South 
Dakota,  which  shall  be  entitled  to  two;  and  the  representatives  to 
the  fifty-first  congress,  together  with  the  governors  and  other  officers 
provided  for  in  said  constituions  may  be  elected  on  the  same  day  of 
the  election  for  the  ratification  or  rejection  of  the  constitutions; 
and  until  said  state  officers  are  elected  and  qualified  under  the  pro- 
visions of  each  constitution  and  the  states,  respectively,  are  admitted 
into  the  union,  the  territorial  officers  shall  continue  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices  in  each  of  said  territories. 

Sec.  10.  That  upon  the  admission  of  each  of  said  states  into 
the  union  sections  numbered  16  and  36  in  every  township  of  said 
proposed  states,  and  where  such  sections,  or  any  parts  thereof,  have 
been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  or  under  the  authority  of  any 
act  of  congress,  other  lands  equivalent  thereto,  in  legal  subdivisions 
of  not  less  than  one-quarter  section  and  as  contiguous  as  may  be  to 
the  section  in  lieu  of  which  the  same  is  taken,  and  thereby  granted 
to  said  states  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  such  indemnity 
lands  to  be  selected  within  said  states  in  such  manner  as  the  legis- 
lature may  provide,  with  the  approval  of  the  secretary  of  the  inter- 
ior; provided,  that  the  16th  and  36th  sections  embraced  in  perma- 
nent reservations  for  national  purposes  shall  not,  at  any  time,  be 
subject  to  the  grants  nor  to  the  indemnity  provisions  of  this  act,  nor 
shall  any  lands  embraced  in  Indian,  military,  or  other  reservations 
of  any  character,  be  subject  to  the  grants  or  to  the  indemnity  pro- 
visions of  this  act  until  the  reservation  shall  have  been  extinguished 
and  such  lands  be  restored  to,  and  become  a  part  of  the  public  do- 
main. 

Sec.  11.  That  all  lands  herein  granted  for  educational  purposes 
shall  be  disposed  of  only  at  public  sale,  and  at  a  price  not  less  than 
1 10  per  acre,  the  proceeds  to  constitute  a  permanent  school  fund,  the 
interest  of  which  only  shall  be  expended  in  the  support  of  said 
schools.  But  said  lands  may,  under  such  regulations  as  the  legisla- 
ture shall  prescribe,  be  leased  for  periods  of  not  more  than  five  years, 
in  quantities  not  exceeding  one  section  to  any  one  person  or  com- 
pany; and  such  land  shall  not  be  subject  to  pre-emption,  homestead 
entry,  or  any  other  entry  under  the  land  laws  of  the  United  States, 
whether  surveyed  or  unsurveyed,  but  shall  be  reserved  for  school 
purposes  only. 

Sec.  12.  That  upon  the  admission  of  each  of  said  states  into  the 
union,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  fifty  sections 
of  the  unappropriated  public  lands  within  said  states,  to  be  selected 
and  located  in  legal  subdivisions  as  provided  in  section  10  of  this 
act,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  granted  to  said  states  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  public  buildings  at  the  capital  of  said  states  for  legisla- 
tive, executive  and  judicial  purposes. 

Sec.  13.  That  5  per  centum  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public 
lands  lying  within  said  states  which  shall  be  sold  by  the  United 
States  subsequent  to  the  admission  of  said  states  into  the  union, 
after  deducting  all  the  expenses  incident  to  the  same,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  said  states,  to  be  used  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  interest  of 
which  only  shall  be  expended  for  the  support  of  common  schools 
within  said  states  respectively. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  lands  granted  to  the  territories  of  Dakota  and 
Montana  by  the  act  of  Feb.  18,  1881,  entitled  "An  act  to  grant  lands 
to  Dakota  and  Montana,  Arizona,  Idaho  and  Wyoming  for  university

purposes,"  are  hereby  vested  in  the  states  of  South  Dakota,  North 
Dakota  and  Montana,  respectively,  if  such  states  are  admitted  into 
the  union  as  provided  in  this  act,  to  the  extent  of  the  full  quantity 
of  seventy-two  sections  to  each  of  said  states,  and  any  portion  of 
said  lands  that  may  not  have  been  selected  by  either  of  said  terri- 
tories of  Dakota  or  Montana  may  be  selected  by  the  respective  states 
aforesaid;  but  said  act  of  February  18,  1881,  shall  be  so  amended  as 
to  provide  that  none  of  said  lands  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  $10  per 
acre,  and  the  proceeds  shall  constitute  a  permanent  fund  to  be  safely 
invested  and  held  by  said  states  severally,  and  the  income  thereof 
be  used  exclusively  for  university  purposes.  And  such  quantity  of 
the  lands  authorized  by  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  July  17, 
1854,  to  be  reserved  for  university  purposes  in  the  territory  of 
Washington,  as,  together  with  the  lands  confirmed  to  the  vendees  ot 
the  territory  by  the  act  of  March  14,  1864,  will  make  the  full  quan- 
tity of  seventy-two  entire  sections,  are  hereby  granted  in  like  man- 
ner to  the  state  of  Washington  for  the  purposes  of  a  university  in 
said  state.  None  of  the  lands  granted  in  this  section  shall  be  sold  at 
less  than  $10  per  acre;  but  said  lands  may  be  leased  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  in  section  11  of  this  act  The  schools,  colleges 
and  universities  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  forever  remain  under 
the  exclusive  control  of  the  said  states  respectively,  and  no  part  of 
the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  or  disposal  of  any  lands  herein 
granted  for  educational  purposes  shall  be  used  for  the  support  of 
any  sectarian  or  denominational  school,  college  or  university.  The 
section  of  land  granted  by  the  act  of  June  16,  1880,  to  the  Territory 
of  Dakota,  for  an  asylum  for  the  insane  shall,  upon  the  admission 
of  said  State  of  South  Dakota  into  the  union,  become  the  property 
of  said  state. 

Sec.  15.  That  so  much  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  United 
States  as  have  been  acquired  and  set  apart  for  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  "An  act  appropriating  money  for  the  erection  of  a  peni- 
tentiary in  the  Territory  of  Dakota,"  approved  March  2,  1881,  to- 
gether with  the  buildings  thereon,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted,  together  with  any  unexpended  balances  of  the  money  ap- 
propriated therefor  by  said  act,  to  said  State  of  South  Dakota,  for 
the  purposes  therein  designated;  and  the  States  of  North  Dakota 
and  Washington  shall,  respectively,  have  like  grants  for  the  same 
purpose,  and  subject  to  like  terms  and  conditions  as  provided  in 
said  act  of  March  2,  1881,  for  the  territory  of  Dakota.  The  peni- 
tentiary at  Deer  Lodge  City,  Montana,  and  all  land  connected  there- 
with and  set  apart  and  reserved  therefor,  are  hereby  granted  to 
the  State  of  Montana. 

Sec.  16.  That  90,000  acres  of  land,  to  be  selected  and  located  as 
provided  in  section  10  of  this  act,  are  hereby  granted  to  each  of 
said  states,  except  to  th^  State  of  South  Dakota,  to  which  120,000 
acres  are  granted,  for  the  use  and  support  of  agricultural  colleges 
in  said  states,  as  provided  in  the  acts  of  congress  making  donations 
of  lands  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  17.  That  in  lieu  of  the  grant  of  land  for  purposes  of  in- 
ternal improvement  made  to  new  states  by  the  eighth  section  of  the 
act  of  September  4,  1841,  which  act  is  hereby  repealed  as  to  the 
states  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  in  lieu  of  any  claim  or  demand 
by  the  said  states,  or  either  of  them,  under  the  act  of  September

Wild  Prairie  Rose. 
iRoae  Blanda  or  Arkanaana.) 
"O,  open  your  petal  lips,  my  rose. 
And  alngr  with  your  perfumed  tonffue. 
For  every  dawnlngr  day  Is  made  new 
And  all  the  world  is  youn^." 

When  the  Lesrlslature  of  1907.  by  Chapter  231  of  the  Laws  of  that 
year,  adopted  as  the  floral  emblem  of  the  state,  the  Wild  Prairie  Rose, 
its  choice  was  not  only  beautiful  but  fitting,  and  when  one  reflects  upon 
it,  the  significance  of  the  selection  is  wonderfully  clear  and  perfect. 

Possibly  before  the  advent  of  the  Bison  or  Bviffalo  and  mayhap  be- 
fore the  coming  of  the  Indian  to  the  wide  prairies,  the  rose  has  bloomed. 
Surely  it  Is  not  too  much  to  imagine  the  toddling  papoose  waking  to 
consciousness  of  earth  and  sky  with  the  delightful  odor  of  the  wild  rose 
in  its  first  taste  of  outdoors,  nor  Is  it  past  belief  to  think  of  an  Indian 
maiden  decked  with  the  flowers  that  the  Great  Spirit  had  planted  with 
His  own  hand.  When  the  first  pioneers  of  the  white  race  set  foot  up«)n 
the  land  that  they  were  to  conquer,  the  Prairie  Rose  must  have  wel- 
comed them  with  its  modest  blush  and  its  tint  must  have  brought  many 
a  home- hunger  to  the  wanderer.  The  Prairie  Rose  is  the  embl^n  of  the 
Pioneer.  It  was  God's  Pioneer,  inviting  by  its  shy  blossoms  the  oncom- 
ing of  peace  and  prosperity  which  were  to  be  found  where  its  roots 
reached  down — the  fertile  soil. 

A  modest  flower,  the  Prairie  Rose,  blooming  In  forgotten  nooks. 
In  neglected  hollows.  Tinting  the  landscape  and  filling  the  air  with 
Its  delicate  fragrance.  It  looked  for  no  recognition,  it  demajided  no 
reward.  It  required  no  cultivation — Pioneers  are  hardy — it  waited  no 
approval.  "Seest  thou  that  man  diligent  in  business,"  says  the  wise 
man,  "he  shall  stand  before  Kings,"  And  a  wiser  than  he  has  said: 
"The  humble  shall  be  exalted ;"  "The  meek  shall  Inherit  the  earth." 
Faithfully  through  the  years — aye,  who  knows,  through  the  centuries — 
the  Prairie  Rose  has  blossomed  in  seclusion.  In  neglect,  in  lowliness.  But 
Its  reward  is  fitting  and  its  recompense  complete.  Today  It  Is  the  emblem 
of  a  sovereign  state — the  lonely  and  lovely  Jewel  in  a  nation's  crown. 

The  state  flower  Is  not  an  empty  token.  There  is  a  meaning  in  every 
petal ;   there  is  a  thought  in  Its  heart  of  gold. 
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28,  1850,  and  sections  2479  of  the  revised  statutes,  making  a  grant 
of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  to  certain  states,  which  grant  it  is 
hereby  declared  is  not  extended  to  the  states  provided  for  in  this 
act,  and  in  lieu  of  any  grant  of  saline  lands  to  said  states,  the  fol- 
lowing grants  of  land  are  hereby  made,  to-wit: 

To  the  state  of  South  Dakota:  For  the  school  of  mines,  40,000 
acres;  for  the  reform  school,  40,000  acres;  for  the  deaf  and  dumb 
asylum,  40,000  acres;  for  the  agricultural  college,  40,000  acres;  for 
the  university,  40,000  acres;  for  the  state  nornial  schools,  80,000 
acres;  for  public  buildings  at  the  capital  of  said  state,  50,000 
acres;  for  such  other  educational  and  charitable  purposes  as  the 
legislature  of  said  state  may  determine,  170,000  acres;  in  all  500,- 
000  acres. 

To  the  state  of  North  Dakota  a  like  quantity  of  land  as  is  in 
this  section  granted  to  the  state  of  South  Dakota,  and  to  be  for 
like  purposes,  and  in  like  proportion  as  far  as  practicable. 

To  the  state  of  Montana:  For  the  establishment  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  school  of  mines,  100,000  acres;  for  state  normal  schools, 
100,000  acres;  for  agricultural  colleges,  in  addition  to  the  grant 
hereinbefore  made  for  that  purpose,  50,000  acres;  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  state  reform  school,  50,000  acres;  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  deaf  and  dumb  asylum,  50,000  acres;  for  public  buildings 
at  the  capital  of  the  state,  in  addition  to  grants  hereinbefore  made 
for  that  purpose,  150,000  acres. 

To  the  state  of  Washington:  For  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  a  scientific  school,  100,000  acres;  for  the  state  normal 
schools,  100,000  acres;  for  public  buildings  at  the  state  capital  in 
addition  to  the  grant  hereinbefore  made  for  that  purpose,  100,000 
acres;  for  state,  charitable,  educational,  penal  and  reformatory  in- 
stitutions, 200,000  acres. 

That  the  state  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  further  or  other  grants  of  land  for  any  purpose  than  as  ex- 
pressly provided  in  this  act.  And  the  lands  granted  by  this  section 
shall  be  held,  appropriated,  and  disposed  of  exclusively  for  the 
purposes  her  in  mentioned,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of 
the  respective  states  may  severally  provide. 

Sec.  18.  That  all  mineral  lands  shall  be  exempted  from  the 
grants  made  by  this  act.  But  if  sections  16  and  36  or  any  subdi- 
vision or  portion  of  any  smallest  subdivision  thereof  in  any  town- 
ship shall  be  found  by  the  department  of  the  interior  to  be  mineral 
lands  said  states  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  select, 
in  legal  subdivisions,  an  equal  quantity  of  other  unappropriated 
lands  in  said  states,  in  lieu  thereof,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
common  schools  of  said  states. 

Sec.  19.  That  all  lands  granted  in  quantity  or  as  indemnity  by 
this  act  shall  be  selected,  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of 
the  interior,  from  the  surveyor,  unreserved  and  unappropriated 
public  lands  of  the  United  States  within  the  limits  of  the  redpoet- 
Ive  state  entitled  thereto.  And  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
number  of  acres  of  land  donated  by  this  act  for  specific  objects  to 
said  states  the  number  of  acres  in  each  heretofore  donatea  by  con- 
gress to  said  territories  for  similar  objects. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  sum  of  120,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  each  of  said  territories  for  defraying 
Blue  Book — 3 
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the  expenses  of  said  conventions,  except  to  Dakota,  for  which  the 
sum  of  $40,000  is  so  appropriated,  $20,000  each  to  South  Dakota  and 
North  Dakota,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  members  thereof,  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  and  at  the  same  rates  as  are  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  payment  of  the  territorial  legislatures. 
Any  money  hereby  appropriated  not  necessary  for  such  purpose 
shall  be  covered  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  21.  That  each  of  said  states,  when  admitted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  constitute  one  judicial  district,  the  names  thereof  to  be  the 
same  as  the  names  of  the  states,  respectively;  and  the  circuit  and 
district  courts  herefor  shall  be  held  at  the  capital  of  such  state  for 
the  time  being,  and  each  of  said  districts  shall,  for  judicial  pur- 
poses, until  otherwise  provided,  be  attached  to  the  English  judicial 
circuit,  except  Washington  and  Montana,  which  shall  be  attached  to 
the  Ninth  judicial  circuit.  There  shall  be  appointed  for  each  of 
said  districts  one  district  judge,  one  United  States  attorney,  and 
one  United  States  marshal.  The  judge  of  each  of  said  districts 
shall  receive  a  yearly  salary  of  $3,500,  payable  in  four  equal  in- 
stallments, on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October 
of  each  year,  and  shall  reside  in  the  district  There  shall  be  ap- 
pointed clerks  of  said  courts  in  each  district,  who  shall  keep  their 
offices  at  the  capital  of  said  state.  The  regular  terms  of  said  courts 
shall  be  held  in  each  district,  at  the  place  aforesaid,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  April  and  the  first  Monday  in  November  of  each  year, 
and  only  one  grand  jury  and  one  petit  jury  shall  be  summoned  In 
both  said  circuit  and  district  courts.  The  circuit  and  district 
courts  for  each  of  said  districts  and  the  judges  thereof,  respective- 
ly, shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  and  perform  the 
same  duties  required  to  be  performed  by  the  other  circuit  and  dis- 
trict courts  and  judges  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  laws  and  regulations.  The  marshal,  district  attorney 
and  clerks  of  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  each  of  said  dis- 
tricts, and  all  other  officers  and  persons  performing  duties  in  the 
administration  of  justice  therein,  shall  severally  possess  the  pow- 
ers and  perform  the  duties  lawfully  possessed  and  required  to  be 
performed  by  similar  officers  in  other  districts  of  the  United 
States;  and  shall,  for  the  services  they  may  perform,  receive  the 
fees  and  compensation  allowed  by  law  to  other  similar  officers 
and  persons  performing  similar  duties  in  the  state  of  Nebraska. 

Sec.  22.  In  all  cases  of  appeal  or  writ  of  error  heretofore 
prosecuted  and  now  pending  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  upon  any  record  from  the  supreme  court  of  either  of  the 
territories  mentioned  In  this  act,  or  that  may  hereafter  lawfully 
be  prosecuted  upon  any  record  from  either  of  said  courts,  may  be 
heard  and  determined  by  said  supreme  court  of  the  United  States. 
And  the  mandate  of  execution  or  of  further  proceedings  shall  be 
directed  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  to  the  circuit 
or  district  court  hereby  established  within  the  state  succeeding  the 
territory  from  which  such  record  Is  or  may  be  pending,  or  to  the 
supreme  court  of  such  state,  as  the  nature  ot  the  case  may  require; 
provided,  that  the  mandate  of  execution  or  of  further  proceedings 
shall,  in  cases  arising  in  the  territory  of  Dakota,  be  directed  by 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  to  the  circuit  or  district 
court  of  the  district  of  South  Dakota,  or  to  the  supreme  court  of 
South  Dakota;  or  to  the  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  disrict  of 
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North  Dakota,  or  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  territory  of  North 
Dakota,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require.  And  each  of  the 
circuit,  district  and  state  courts  herein  named  shall,  respectively, 
be  the  successor  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  territory,  as  to  M 
such  cases  arising  within  the  limits  embraced  within  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  such  courts  respectively,  with  full  power  to  proceed  with 
the  same,  and  award  mesne  or  final  process  therein;  and  that 
from  all  judgments  and  decrees  of  the  supreme  court  of  either  of  the 
territories  of  any  of  the  proposed  states  prior  to  admission,  the 
parties  to  such  judgment  shall  have  the  same  right  to  prosecute 
appeals  and  writs  of  error  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  as  they  shall  have  had  by  law  prior  to  the  admission  of  said 
state  into  the  union. 

Sec.  23.  That  in  respect  to  all  cases,  proceedings  and  matters 
now  pending  in  the  supreme  or  district  courts  of  either  of  the 
territories  mentioned  in  this  act  at  the  time  of  the  admission  into 
the  union  of  either  of  the  states  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  arising 
within  the  limits  of  any  such  state,  whereof  the  circuit  or  district 
courts  by  this  act  established  might  have  had  jurisdiction  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  had  such  courts  existed  at  the 
time  of  the  commencement  of  such  cases,  the  said  circuit  and  dis- 
trict courts,  respectively,  shall  be  the  successors  of  said  supreme 
and  district  courts  of  said  territory;  and  in  respect  to  all  other 
cases,  proceedings  and  matters  pending  in  the  supreme  or  district 
courts  of  any  of  the  territories  mentioned  in  this  act  at  the  time 
of  the  admission  of  such  territory  into  the  union,  arising  within 
the  limits  of  said  proposed  state,  the  courts  established  by  such 
state  shall,  respectively,  be  the  successors  of  said  supreme  and 
district  territorial  courts;  and  all  the  files,  records,  indictments 
and  proceedinngs  relating  to  any  such  cases  shall  be  transferred 
to  such  circuit,  district  and  state  courts,  respectively,  and  the 
same  shall  be  proceeded  with  therein  in  due  course  of  law;  but 
no  writ,  action,  indictment,  cause  or  proceeding  now  pending,  or 
that  prior  to  the  admission  of  any  of  the  states  mentioned  in  this 
act  shall  be  pending  in  any  territorial  court  in  any  of  the  territories 
mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  abate  by  the  admission  of  any  such 
state  into  the  union,  but  the  same  shall  be  transferred  and  pro- 
ceeded with  in  the  proper  United  States  circuit,  district  or  state 
court  as  the  case  may  be;  provided,  however,  that  in  all  civil 
actions,  causes  and  proceedings  in  which  the  United  States  is  not 
a  party,  transfers  shall  not  be  made  to  the  circuit  and  district 
courts  of  the  United  States  except  upon  written  request  of  one 
of  the  parties  to  such  action  or  proceeding  filed  in  the  proper 
court;  and  in  the  abs'^nce  of  such  request,  such  cases  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded with  in  the  proper  state  courts. 

Sec.  24.  That  the  constitutional  conventions  may,  by  ordinance, 
provide  for  the  election  of  officers  for  full  state  governments,  in- 
cluding members  of  the  legislatures  and  representatives  in  the 
fifty-first  congress;  but  said  state  government  shall  remain  in 
abeyance  until  the  states  shall  be  admitted  to  the  union,  respective- 
ly, as  provided  in  this  act  In  case  the  constitution  of  any  of  said 
proposed  states  shall  be  ratified  by  the  people,  but  not  otherwise, 
the  legislature  thereof  may  assemble,  organize,  and  elect  two 
senators  of  the  United  States,  and  the  governor  and  secretary  of 
9tate  of  Buch  proposed  State  shall  certify  the  election  of  the  senators 
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and  representatiyes  in  the  manner  required  by  law;  and  when 
such  state  is  admitted  into  the  union  the  senators  and  represent- 
atives shall  be  entitled  to  be  admitted  to  seats  in  congress,  and  to 
all  the  rights  and  prlyileges  ox  senators  and  representatires  of 
other  states  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States;  and  the  ofllcers 
of  the  state  governments  formed  In  pursuance  of  eedd  constitutions, 
as  provided  by  the  constitutional  conventions,  shall  proceed  to  ex- 
ercise all  the  functions  of  such  state  ofllcers;  and  all  laws  in  force 
made  by  said  territories  at  the  time  of  their  admission  into  the 
union  shall  be  in  force  in  said  states,  except  as  modified  or  changed 
by  this  act  or  by  the  constitution  of  the  states,  respectively. 

Sec.  25.  That  all  acts  or  parts  or  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  whether  passed  by  the  legislatures  of  said  ter- 
ritories or  by  congress,  are  hereby  repealed. 


PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  OF  THE 

TERRITORY  OF  DAKOTA 

By  authority  in  me  vested  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of 
Congress  approved  February  twenty-second,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED,  That  an  election  be  held  through- 
out the  Territory  of  Dakota  at  the  usual  voting  place  in  each 
precinct  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  In  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  dele- 
gates to  Constitutional  Conventions  for  the  state  of  South  Dakota 
and  North  Dakota. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Territory  situated  north  of  the  seventh 
standard  parallel  produced  due  west  to  the  territorial  boundary 
line  the  said  election  shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  electing* 
seventy-five  delegates  to  a  convention,  which  shall  assemble  at  the 
City  of  Bismarck  on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  In  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Constitu- 
tion and  State  Government  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  elec- 
tors of  that  portion  of  the  Territory  above  designated,  on  Tuesday, 
the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  for  ratification  or  rejection,  as  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  North  Dakota. 

For  the  purpose  of  electing  the  delegates  hereinbefore  mention- 
ed, the  following  districts  have  been  duly  established  in  pursuance 
of  law,  each  of  which  districts  shall  elect  three  delegates  to  said 
convention  at  Bismarck,  to  form  a  Constitution  for  the  State  of 
North  Dakota,  viz.: 

1.  The  City  of  Pembina,  and  the  Townships  of  Drayton,  Lin- 
coln, Jolliette,  Pembina,  Carlisle,  Midland,  Hamilton,  Bathgate, 
Neche,  St.  Joseph  and  Walhalla  in  the  County  of  Pembina  shall 
constitute  the  First  District. 

2.  The  Townships  of  Akra,  Cavalier,  Thingvalla,  Park,  Lodema, 
Baaulieu,  Gardar,  Crystal,  Elora  and  St  Thomas  in  the  County 
of  Pembina,  and  the  Townships  of  Montrose,  Alma  and  Osnobrock 
in  the  County  of  Cavalier,  shall  constitute  the  Second  District 

3.  The  Townships  of  Olga,  Fremont.  Loma,  Harvey,  Hope, 
Langdon,  Linden,  Grant  School  and  Cypress,  together  with  all  the 
remaining  portion  of  Cavalier  County  not  hereinbefore  specified, 
and  the  Counties  of  Towner,  and  Rollette  shall  constitute  the  Third 
District 

4.  The  Counties  of  Bottineau,  McHenry.  Pierce,  Church,  Ren- 
ville and  Ward  shall  constitute  the  Fourth  District 

5.  The  Counties  of  Burleigh,  McLean,  Mercer,  Sheridan, 
Stevens,  Garfield,  Mountraille,  Williams,  Dunn,  McKenzie,  Wallace, 
Allred,  Buford,  Flannery,  Hettinger  and  Bowman  shall  constitute 
the  Fifth  District. 

6.  The  Counties  of  Morton,  Oliver,  Stark  and  Billings  shall 
constitute  the  Sixth  District 

7.  The  Counties  of  Emmons,  Mcintosh,  Logan,  Kidder,  Wells 
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and  all  that  portion  of  the  County  of  LaMoure  lying  west  of  the 
west  line  of  Range  Sixty-three  west,  shall  constitute  the  Seventh 
District. 

8.  The  County  of  Dickey,  and  voting  precincts  numbered  three, 
four,  six.  seven,  eight,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  nineteen  and 
twenty  in  the  County  of  LaMoure  shall  constitute  the  Eighth  Dis- 
trict 

9.  The  County  of  Ransom  and  all  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
County  of  LaMoure  not  included  in  Districts  Seven  and  Eight 
above  described,  shall  constitute  the  Ninth  District. 

10.  The  County  of  Sargent  and  the  Townships  of  Ellendale, 
Sheyenne,  West  End,  Dexter  and  Park,  in  the  County  of  Richland, 
shall  constitute  the  Tenth  District. 

11.  All  the  remaining  portion  of  the  County  of  Richland  not 
included  in  said  Tenth  District  above  described,  shall  constitute 
the  eleventh  District 

12.  The  City  of  Fargo  and  the  Townships  of  Fargo,  Barnes, 
Reed  and  Harwood,  in  the  County  of  Cass,  shall  constitute  the 
Twelfth  District 

13.  The  Townships  of  Pleasant,  Stanly,  Norman,  Warren, 
Mapleton,  Raymond,  Berlin,  Gardner,  Wiser,  Noble,  Kinyon,  Elm 
River,  Francis,  Rush  River,  Harmony,  Casselton,  Durbin,  Addison 
and  Davenport,  together  with  the  City  of  Casselton,  in  the  County 
of  Cass,  shall  constitute  the  Thirteenth  District 

14.  All  that  portion  of  the  County  of  Cass  not  contained  In 
the  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  Districts  as  above  defined,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Fourteenth  District 

15.  The  County  of  Barnes  shall  constitute  the  Fifteenth  Dis- 
trict 

16.  The  County  of  Stutsman  shall  constitute  the  Sixteenth 
District 

17.  The  Counties  of  Benson,  Eddy,  Foster  and  all  that  portion 
of  Griggs  County  west  of  the  west  line  of  Range  fifty-nine,  shall 
constitute  the  Seventeenth  District. 

18.  All  that  portion  of  the  County  of  Griggs  not  described  in 
said  District  Number  Seventeen  above  described,  the  County  of 
Steele,  and  the  Township  of  Roseville,  including  the  City  of  Port- 
land, and  the  Township  of  Mayville,  including  the  City  of  May- 
ville  in  the  County  of  Traill,  shall  constitute  the  Eighteenth  Dis- 
trict. 

19.  All  the  remaining  portion  of  the  County  of  Traill  not 
described  in  the  said  District  Number  Eighteen,  shall  constitute 
the  Nineteenth  District. 

20.  The  City  of  Grand  Forks  and  the  Townships  of  Grand 
Forks,  Brenna,  Rye,  Falconer,  Harvey,  Ferry,  Lakeville,  Levant 
and  Turtle  River,  in  the  County  of  Grand  Forks,  shall  constitute 
the  Twentieth  District 

21.  The  Townships  of  Strabane,  Milan,  Gilby,  Wheatfield,  Heg- 
ton,  Mekinock,  Blooming,  Arvilla,  Chester,  Oakville,  Avon,  Pleasant 
View,  Fairfield,  Washington,  Union,  Allendale,  Walle,  Michigan, 
Americus  and  Bentrue,  and  the  City  of  Larimore  City,  in  the 
County  of  Grand  Forks,  shall  constitute  the  Twenty-first  District 

22.  The  Townships  of  Elkmount,  Inkster,  Oakwood,  Agnes, 
Niagara,  Elm  Qrove,  Moraine,  Larimore,   Logan,  Grace,  Lovetta, 
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Lind  and  Northwood,  in  the  County  of  Grand  Forks,  and  the  County 
of  Nelson»  shall  constitute  the  Twenty-second  District. 

23.  The  County  of  Ramsey  shall  constitute  the  Twenty-third 
District. 

24.  All  that  portion  of  the  County  of  Walsh,  east  of  the  east 
line  of  Range  fifty-four,  shall  constitute  the  Twenty-fourth  District. 

25.  All  that  remaining  portion  of  the  County  of  Walsh  not 
described  in  the  said  District  Number  Twenty-four,  above  designat- 
ed, shall  constitute  the  Twenty-fifth  District. 

IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED,  That  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth 
day  of  May,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  an  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  at  the  usual  voting  place  in  each  election  precinct 
in  all  that  portion  of  the  Territory  of  Dakota  situated  south  of  the 
Seventh  Standard  Parallel  produced  due  west  to  the  boundary  line 
of  said  Territory  for  the  purpose  of  electing  seventy-five  delegates 
to  a  Constitutional  Convention  for  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  and 
at  the  election  thus  provided  each  elector  may  have  printed  or  writ- 
ten on  his  ballot  the  words,  "For  the  Sioux  Falls  Constitution,"  or 
the  words,  "Against  the  Sioux  Falls  Constitution,"  the  votes  on 
which  question  shall  be  duly  returned  and  canvassed. 

The  convention  of  delegates  so  chosen  shall  assemble  at  the  City 
of  Siouk  Falls  on  the  fourth  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-nine,  and  in  case  the  majority  of  votes  cast  at  the 
preceding  election  shall  have  been  "For  the  Sioux  Falls  Constitu- 
tion," such  convention  shall  re-submit  for  ratification  or  rejection, 
the  said  Sioux  Falls  Constitution,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  Tues- 
day, the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  and  shall  also  re-submit  the  articles  and  propositions 
separately  submitted  at  the  election  whereby  said  Constitution 
was  ratified,  including  the  temporary  location  of  capital,  together 
with  such  changes  of  said  Constitution  only  as  relate  to  the  name 
and  boundary  of  the  State  of  Dakota,,  the  re-apportionment  of  the 
Judicial  and  Legislative  Districts,  and  such  amendments  as  may 
be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  act  of  congress  hereinbefore 
mentioned;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  shall  have  been  cast 
"Against  the  Sioux  Falls  Constitution"  at  the  election  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  May  aforesaid,  then  the  convention  shall  pro- 
ceed to  form  a  Constitution  and  State  Government,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  electors  of  the  said  State  of  South  Dakota,  for  ratification 
or  rejection,  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  on  Tuesday, 
the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine. 

For  the  purpose  of  electing  the  aforesaid  delegates  the  following 
districts  have  been  duly  established,  pursuant  to  law,  each  of  which 
districts  shall  elect  three  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  viz.: 

1.  The  Counties  of  Pennington,  Custer  and  Fall  River  shall 
constitute  the  First  District. 

2.  The  precincts  comprised  of  the  First,  Second,  Third  and 
Fourth  Wards  of  the  City  of  Deadwood  respectively,  together  with 
the  precincts  of  Lead  City,  South  Lead,  Terraville,  Gayville,  Central 
City,  Golden  Gate,  Carbonate,  Bald  Mountain,  Portland,  Ruby  Basin, 
Woodville,  Spearfish,  Reed's,  Crow  Peak,  Crow  Creek  and  Bear 
Gulch,  all  in  the  County  of  Lawrence,  shall  constitute  the  Second 
District 
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3.  All  that  portion  of  the  County  of  Lawrence  not  above  speci- 
fied as  constituting  the  Second  District,  together  with  the  Counties 
of  Butte,  Burdick,  Ewing  and  Harding  shall  constitute  the  Third 
District.

8.  The  Counties  of  Walworth,  Edmunds  and  Faulk  shall  con- 
stitute the  Eighth  District.

All  persons  resident  in  the  Territory  of  Dakota,  who  by  the 
laws  of  said  Territory  are  qualified  to  vote  for  representatives  to 
the  Legislative  Assemblies  thereof,  are  competent  to  vote  for  and 
choose  such  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Conventions  herein 
specified. 

The  qualifications  for  delegates  to  the  conventions  to  be  thus 
formed  are  such  as  persons  are  required  to  possess  by  the  laws  of 
Dakota  Territory  in  order  to  be  elegible  to  membership  to  the 
Liegislative  Assemblies  thereof. 

The  said  elections  shall  be  conducted,  and  the  votes  cast  for 
delegates  in  each  precinct  returned  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  laws  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  Congress. 

EiVery  voting  precinct  within  the  Territory  of  Dakota,  which  is 
not  herein  specifically  assigned  for  the  purpose  of  the  election  of 
delegates  shall  be  and  is  hereby  constituted  a  part  of  the  district 
herein  designated  within  which  such  precinct  is  wholly  or  most 
largely  geographically  located.

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the  expenses  of  said  conventions,  except  to  Dakota,  for  which  the 
sum  of  $40,000  is  so  appropriated,  $20,000  each  to  South  Dakota  and 
North  Dakota,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  members  thereof,  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  and  at  the  same  rates  as  are  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  payment  of  the  territorial  legislatures. 
Any  money  hereby  appropriated  not  necessary  for  such  purpose 
shall  be  covered  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  21.  That  each  of  said  states,  when  admitted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  constitute  one  judicial  district,  the  names  thereof  to  be  the 
same  as  the  names  of  the  states,  respectively;  and  the  circuit  and 
district  courts  herefor  shall  be  held  at  the  capital  of  such  state  for 
the  time  being,  and  each  of  said  districts  shall,  for  judicial  pur- 
poses, until  otherwise  provided,  be  attached  to  the  English  judicial 
circuit,  except  Washington  and  Montana,  which  shall  be  attached  to 
the  Ninth  judicial  circuit  ,  There  shall  be  appointed  for  each  of 
said  districts  one  district  judge,  one  United  States  attorney,  and 
one  United  States  marshal.  The  judge  of  each  of  said  districts 
shall  receive  a  yearly  salary  of  $3,500,  payable  in  four  equal  in- 
stallments, on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October 
of  each  year,  and  shall  reside  in  the  district.  There  shall  be  ap- 
pointed clerks  of  said  courts  in  each  district,  who  shall  keep  their 
offices  at  the  capital  of  said  state.  The  regular  terms  of  said  courts 
shall  be  held  in  each  district,  at  the  place  aforesaid,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  April  and  the  first  Monday  in  November  of  each  year, 
and  only  one  grand  jury  and  one  petit  jury  shall  be  summoned  in 
both  said  circuit  and  district  courts.  The  circuit  and  district 
courts  for  each  of  said  districts  and  the  judges  thereof,  respective- 
ly, shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  and  perform  the 
same  duties  required  to  be  performed  by  the  other  circuit  and  dis- 
trict courts  and  judges  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  governe«l 
by  the  same  laws  and  regulations.  The  marshal,  district  attorney 
and  clerks  of  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  each  of  said  dis- 
tricts, and  all  other  officers  and  persons  performing  duties  in  the 
administration  of  justice  therein,  shall  severally  possess  the  pow- 
ers and  perform  the  duties  lawfully  possessed  and  required  to  be 
performed  by  similar  officers  in  other  districts  of  the  United 
States;  and  shall,  for  the  services  they  may  perform,  receive  the 
fees  and  compensation  allowed  by  law  to  other  similar  officers 
and  persons  performing  similar  duties  in  the  state  of  Nebraska. 

Sec.  22.  In  all  cases  of  appeal  or  writ  of  error  heretofore 
prosecuted  and  now  pending  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  upon  any  record  from  the  supreme  court  of  either  of  the 
territories  mentioned  in  this  act,  or  that  may  hereafter  lawfully 
be  prosecuted  upon  any  record  from  either  of  said  courts,  may  be 
heard  and  determined  by  said  supreme  court  of  the  United  States. 
And  the  mandate  of  execution  or  of  further  proceedings  shall  be 
directed  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  to  the  circuit 
or  district  court  hereby  established  within  the  state  succeeding  the 
territory  from  which  such  record  is  or  may  be  pending,  or  to  the 
supreme  court  of  such  state,  as  the  nature  ot  the  case  may  require; 
provided,  that  the  mandate  of  execution  or  of  further  proceedings 
shall,  in  cases  arising  in  the  territory  of  Dakota,  be  directed  by 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  to  the  circuit  or  district 
court  of  the  district  of  South  Dakota,  or  to  the  supreme  court  of 
South  Dakota;  or  to  the  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  disrict  of 
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North  Dakota,  or  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  territory  of  North 
Dakota,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require.  And  each  of  the 
circuit,  district  and  state  courts  herein  named  shall,  respectively, 
be  the  successor  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  territory,  as  to  all 
such  cases  arising  within  the  limits  embraced  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  such  courts  respectively,  with  full  power  to  proceed  with 
the  same,  and  award  mesne  or  final  process  therein;  and  that 
from  all  judgments  and  decrees  of  the  supreme  court  of  either  of  the 
territories  of  any  of  the  proposed  states  prior  to  admission,  the 
parties  to  such  judgment  shall  have  the  same  right  to  prosecute 
appeals  and  writs  of  error  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  as  they  shall  have  had  by  law  prior  to  the  admission  of  said 
state  into  the  union. 

Sec.  23.  That  in  respect  to  all  cases,  proceedings  and  matters 
now  pending  in  the  supreme  or  district  courts  of  either  of  the 
territories  mentioned  in  this  act  at  the  time  of  the  admission  into 
the  union  of  either  of  the  states  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  arising 
within  the  limits  of  any  such  state,  whereof  the  circuit  or  district 
courts  by  this  act  established  might  have  had  jurisdiction  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  had  such  courts  existed  at  the 
time  of  the  commencement  of  such  cases,  the  said  circuit  and  dis- 
trict courts,  respectively,  shall  be  the  successors  of  said  supreme 
and  district  courts  of  said  territory;  and  in  respect  to  all  other 
cases,  proceedings  and  matters  pending  in  the  supreme  or  district 
courts  of  any  of  the  territories  mentioned  in  this  act  at  the  time 
of  the  admission  of  such  territory  into  the  union,  arising  within 
the  limits  of  said  proposed  state,  the  courts  established  by  such 
state  shall,  respectively,  be  the  successors  of  said  supreme  and 
district  territorial  courts;  and  all  the  files,  records,  indictments 
and  proceedinngs  relating  to  any  such  cases  shall  be  transferred 
to  such  circuit,  district  and  state  courts,  respectively,  and  the 
same  shall  be  proceeded  with  therein  in  due  course  of  law;  but 
no  writ,  action,  indictment,  cause  or  proceeding  now  pending,  or 
that  prior  to  the  admission  of  any  of  the  states  mentioned  In  this 
act  shall  be  pending  in  any  territorial  court  in  any  of  the  territories 
mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  abate  by  the  admission  of  any  such 
state  into  the  union,  but  the  same  shall  be  transferred  and  pro- 
ceeded with  in  the  proper  United  States  circuit,  district  or  state 
court  as  the  case  may  be;  provided,  however,  that  in  all  civil 
actions,  causes  and  proceedings  in  which  the  United  States  is  not 
a  party,  transfers  shall  not  be  made  to  the  circuit  and  district 
courts  of  the  United  States  except  upon  written  request  of  one 
of  the  parties  to  such  action  or  proceeding  filed  in  the  proper 
court;  and  in  the  abs'ence  of  such  request,  such  cases  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded with  in  the  proper  state  courts. 

Seo.  24.  That  the  constitutional  conventions  may,  by  ordinance, 
provide  for  the  election  of  officers  for  full  state  governments,  in- 
cluding members  of  the  legislatures  and  representatives  in  the 
fifty-first  congress;  but  said  state  government  shall  remain  in 
abeyance  until  the  states  shall  be  admitted  to  the  union,  respective- 
ly, as  provided  in  this  act  In  case  the  constitution  of  any  of  said 
proposed  states  shall  be  ratified  by  the  people,  but  not  otherwise, 
the  legislature  thereof  may  assemble,  organize,  and  elect  two 
senators  of  the  United  States,  and  the  governor  and  secretary  of 
9tate  of  such  proposed  State  shall  certify  the  election  of  the  senators 
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[Adopted  Oct  1,  1889;  yeas,  27,441;  nays,  8,107.] 

We,  the  people  of  North  Dakota,  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
blessings  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  do  ordain  and  establish 
this  constitution. 

Article  1. — Declaration  of  Rights. 

Section  1.  All  men  are  by  nature  equally  free  and  independ- 
ent and  have  certain  inalienable  rights,  among  which  are  those  of 
enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty,  acquiring,  poss^sing  and 
protecting  property  and  reputation;  and  pursuing  and  obtainine: 
safety  and  happiness. 

Sec.  2.  All  poltical  power  is  inherent  in  the  people.  Govern- 
ment is  instituted  for  the  protection,  security  and  benefit  of  the 
people,  and  they  have  a  right  to  alter  or  reform  the  same  when- 
ever the  public  good  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  state  of  North  Dakota  is  an  inseparable  part  of  the 
American  union  and  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  is  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land. 

Sec.  4.  The  free  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession 
and  worship,  without  discrimination  or  preference,  shall  be  for- 
ever guaranteed  in  this  state,  and  no  person  shall  be  rendered  in- 
competent to  be  a  witness  or  juror  on  account  of  his  opinion  on 
matters  of  religious  belief;  but  the  liberty  of  conscience  hereby 
secured  shall  not  be  construed  as  to  excuse  acts  of  licentiousness, 
or  justify  practices  inconsistent  with  the  peace  or  safety  of  this 
state. 

Sec.  5.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeaus  corpus  shall  not 
be  suspended  unless,  when  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the 
public  safety  may  require. 

Sec.  6.  All  persons  shall  be  bailable  by  sufllcient  sureties,  unless 
for  capital  offenses,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption 
great.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fine 
imposed,  nor  shall  cruel  or  unusual  punishments  be  inflicted.  Wit- 
nesses shall  not  be  unreasonably  detained,  nor  be  confined  in  any 
room  where  criminals  are  actually  imprisoned. 

Sec.  7.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  secured  to  all,  and 
remain  inviolate;  but  a  jury  in  civil  cases,  in  courts  not  of  record, 
may  consist  of  less  than  twelve  men,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  no  person  shall,  for 
a  felony,  be  proceeded  against  criminally,  otherwise  than  by  in- 
dictment, except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  of  naval  forces,  or  in 
the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 
In  all  other  cases  offenses  shall  be  prosecuted  criminally  by  in- 
dictment or  information.  The  legislative  assembly  may  change,  reg- 
ulate or  abolish  the  grand  jury  system. 
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Sec.  9.  Every  man  may  freely  write,  speak  and  publish  his 
opinions  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that 
privilege.  In  all  civil  and  criminal  trials  for  libel  the  truth  may 
be  given  in  evidence,  and  shall  be  suffiiclent  defense  when  the 
matter  is  published  with  good  motives  and  for  Justifiable  ends;  and 
the  jury  shall  have  the  same  power  of  giving  a  general  verdict  as 
in  other  cases;  and  In  all  indictments  or  informations  for  libels 
the  Jury  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts 
under  the  direction  of  the  court,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  The  citizens  have  a  right,  in  a  peacable  manner,  to 
assemble  together  for  the  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those 
invested  with  the  powers  of  the  government  for  the  redress  of 
grievances,  or  for  other  purposes,  by  petition,  address  or  remon- 
strance. 

Sec.  11.  All  laws  of  a  general  nature  shall  have  a  uniform 
operation. 

Sec.  12.  The  military  shall  be  subordinate  to  the  civil  power. 
No  standing  army  shall  be  maintained  by  this  state  in  time  of 
peace,  and  no  soldiers  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  time  of  war,  except 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  13.  In  criminal  prosecutions  in  any  court  whatever,  the 
party  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial;  to 
have  the  process  of  the  court  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
in  his  behalf;  and  to  appear  and  defend  in  person  and  with  coun- 
sel. No  person  shall  be  tw^ce  put  in  jeopardy  for  the  same  offense, 
nor  be  compelled  In  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against 
himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property  without  due 
process  of  law. 

Sec.  14.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  or  damaged  for 
public  use  without  just  compensation  having  been  first  made,  or, 
paid  into  court  for  the  owner  and  no  right  of  way  shall  be  ap- 
prc^riated  to  the  use  of  any  corporation,  other  than  municipal, 
until  full  compensation  therefor  be  first  made  in  money  or  ascer- 
tained and  paid  into  court  for  the  owner,  irrespective  of  any  bene- 
fit from  any  improvement  proposed  by  such  corporation,  which 
compensation  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury,  unless  a  jury  be 
waived. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  unless  upon 
refusal  to  deliver  up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  or  in  cast  of  tort;  or 
where  there  is  strong  presumption  of  fraud. 

Sec.  16.  No  bill  of  attained,  ez  post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing 
the  obligations  of  contracts  shall  ever  be  passed. 

Sec.  17.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  unless  for 
the  punishment  of  crime,  shall  ever  be  tolerated  in  this  state. 

Sec.  18.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seiz- 
ures, shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  but  upon 
probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  afTirmation,  particularly 
describing  the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  persons  and  things 
to  be  seized. 

Sec.  19.  Treason  against  the  state  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it,  adhering  to  its  enemies  or  giving  them  aid  and 
comfort     No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the 
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evidence  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  confession  in 
open  court. 

Sec.  20.  No  special  privileges  or  immunities  shall  ever  be 
granted  which  may  not  be  altered,  revoked  or  repealed  by  the 
legislative  assembly;  nor  shall  any  citizen  or  class  of  citizens  be 
granted  privileges  or  immunities  which  upon  the  same  terms  shall 
not  be  granted  to  all  citizens. 

Sec.  21.  The  provisions  of  this  constitution  are  mandatory  and 
prohibitory  unless,  by  express  words,  they  are  declared  to  be  other- 
wise. 

Sec.  22.  All  courts  shall  be  open  and  every  man  for  any  injury 
done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person  or  reputation  shall  have  rem- 
edy by  due  process  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered 
without  sale,  denial  or  delay.  Suits  may  be  brought  against  the 
state  in  such  manner,  in  such  courts  and  in  such  cases  as  the  leg- 
islative assembly  may,  by  law,  direct. 

Sec.  23.  Ejvery  citizen  of  this  state  shall  be  free  to  obtain  em- 
ployment wherever  possible,  and  any  person,  corporation,  or  agent 
thereof,  maliciously  Interfering  or  hindering  in  any  way,  any  citi- 
zen from  obtaining  or  enjoying  employment  already  obtained,  from 
any  cor];>oration  or  person,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

Sec.  24.  To  guard  against  transgressions  of  the  high  powers 
which  we  have  delegated,  we  declare  that  everything  in  this  ar- 
ticle is  excepted  out  of  the  general  powers  of  government  and 
shall  forever  remain  inviolate. 

ARTICLE   II. — Legislative   Department. 

Sec.  25.  The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  senate  and 
house  of  representatives. 

Sec.  26.  The  senate  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  fifty  members. 

Sec.  27.  Senators  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  28.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  is  not  a  qualified 
elector  in  the  district  in  which  he  may  be  chosen,  and  who  shall 
not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  have  been  a 
resident  of  the  state  or  territory  for  two  years  next  preceeding 
his  election. 

Sec.  29.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  fix  the  number  of  sen- 
ators, and  divide  the  state  into  aa  many  senatorial  districts  as 
there  are  senators,  which  districts,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  shall  be 
equal  to  each  other  in  the  number  of  inhabitants  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation. Each  district  shall  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  no 
more,  and  shall  be  composed  of  compact  and  contiguous  territory; 
and  no  portion  of  any  county  attached  to  any  other  county,  or  part 
thereof,  so  as  to  form  a  district.  The  districts  as  thus  ascertained 
and  determined  shall  continue  until  changed  by  law. 

Sec.  30.  The  senatorial  districts  shall  be  numbered  consecutive- 
ly from  one  upwards,  according  to  the  number  of  districts  pre- 
scribed, and  the  senators  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes.  Those 
elected  in  the  districts  designated  by  even  numbers  shall  constitute 
one  class,  and  those  elected  in  districts  designated  by  odd  numbers 
shall  constitute  the  other  class.  The  senators  in  one  class  electea 
in  the  year  1890  shall  hold  their  oflace  for  two  years,  those  of  the 
other  class  shall  hold  their  office  four  years,  and  the  determination 
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of  the  two  classes  shall  be  by  lot,  so  that  one-half  of  the  senators, 
as  nearly  as  practicable,  may  be  elected  biennially. 

Sec.  31.  The  senate  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  each  regu- 
lar session,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary,  shall 
elect  one  of  its  members  president  pro  tempore,  who  may  take  the 
place  of  the  lieutenant  governor  under  rules  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  32.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
not  less  than  sixty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty  members. 

Sec.  33.  Representatives  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two 
years. 

Sec.  34.  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  is  not  a  qual- 
ified elector  in  the  district  from  which  he  may  be  chosen,  and 
who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have 
been  a  resident  of  the  state  or  territory  for  two  years  next  pre- 
ceding his  election. 

Sec.  35.  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be 
apportioned  to  and  elected  at  large  from  each  senatorial  district. 
The  legislative  assembly  shall,  in  the  year  1895,  and  every  tenth 
year,  cause  an  enumeration  to  be  made  of  all  the  inhabitants  of 
this  state;  and  shall  at  its  first  regular  session  after  each  such 
enumeration,  and  also  after  each  federal  census,  proceed  to  fix 
by  law  the  number  of  senators  which  shall  constitute  the  senate 
of  North  Dakota,  and  the  .number  of  representatives  which  shall 
constitute  the  house  of  representatives  of  North  Dakota,  within 
the  limits  prescribed  by  this  constitution,  and  at  the  same  session 
shall  proceed  to  reapportion  the  state  into  senatorial  districts,  as 
prescribed  by  this  constitution,  and  to  fix  the  number  of  members 
of  the  house  of  representatives  to  be  elected  from  the  several 
senatorial  districts;  provided,  that  the  legislative  assembly  may, 
at  any  regular  session,  redistrict  the  state  into  senatorial  districts 
and  apportion  the  senators  and  representatives  respectively. 

Sec  36.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  speaker. 

Sec  37.  No  judge  or  clerk  of  any  court,  secretary  of  state,  at- 
torney general,  register  of  deeds,  sheriff  or  person  holding  any 
office  of  profit  under  this  state,  except  in  the  militia,  or  the  office 
of  attorney  at  law,  notary  public  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and  no 
person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  honor  under  any  foreign 
government,  or  under  the  government  of  the  United  States,  except 
postmasters  whose  annual  compensation  does  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  $300,  shall  hold  any  office  in  either  branch  of  the  legislative 
assembly  or  become  a  member  thereof. 

Sec.  38.  No  member  of  the  legislative  assembly  expelled  for  cor- 
ruption, and  no  person  convicted  or  bribery,  perjury  or  other  In- 
famous crime,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  legislative  assembly,  or  to 
any  office  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Sec  39.  No  member  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall,  during 
the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  or  elected  to  any 
civil  office  in  this  state,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the 
amoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  the  term 
for  which  he  was  elected;  nor  shall  any  member  receive  any  civil 
appointment  from  the  governor,  or  governor  and  senate,  during 
the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec  40.  If  any  person  elected  to  either  house  of  the  legislat- 
ive assembly  shall  offer  or  promise  to  give  his  vote  or  Influence  in 
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favor  of,  or  against,  any  measure  or  proposition  pending  or  pro- 
posed to  be  Introduced  into  the  legislative  assembly,  in  considera- 
tion, or  upon  conditions,  that  any  other  person  elected  to  Uie 
same  legislative  assembly  will  give,  or  will  promise  or  assent  to 
give,  his  vote  or  influence  in  favor  of  or  against  any  other  meas- 
ure or  proposition  pending  or  proposed  to  be  introduced  into 
such  legislative  assembly,  the  person  making  such  offer  or  prom- 
ise shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  solicitation  of  bribery.  If  any  mem- 
ber of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  give  his  vote  or  Influence  for 
or  against  any  measure  or  proposition,  pending  or  proposed  to  be 
introduced  into  such  legislative  assembly,  or  offer,  promise  or  as- 
sent to  do  upon  condition  that  any  other  member  will  give,  prom- 
ise or  assent  to  give  his  vote  or-  influence  in  favor  of  or  against 
any  other  such  measure  or  proposition  pending  or  proposed  to  be 
introduced  into  such  legislative  assembly,  or  in  consideration  that 
any  other  member  hath  given  his  vote  or  influence  for  or  against 
any  other  measure  or  proposition  in  such  legislative  assembly,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  bribery.  And  any  person,  member  of 
the  legislative  assembly  or  person  elected  thereto,  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  either  such  offenses,  shall  be  expelled,  and  shall  not 
thereafter  be  eligible  to  the  legislative  assembly,  and  on  the  con- 
viction thereof,  in  the  civil  courts,  shall  be  liable  to  such  further 
penalty  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  41.  The  term  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  legislative 
assembly  shall  begin  on  the  flrst  Tuesday  in  January,  next  after 
their  election. 

Sec.  42.  The  members  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  In  all 
cases  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged 
from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  re- 
spective houses,  and  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same. 
For  words  used  in  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall 
not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Sec.  43.  Any  member  who  has  a  personal  or  private  interest 
in  any  measure  or  bill  proposed  or  pending  before  the  legislative 
assembly,  shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the  house  of  which  he  Is  a 
member  and  shall  not  vote  thereon  without  the  consent  of  the 
house. 

Sec.  44.  The  governor  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such 
vacancies  as  may  occur  in  either  house  of  the  legislative  assembly. 

Sec.  45.  Each  member  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  receive 
as  a  compensation  for  his  services  for  each  session,  five  dollars 
per  day,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  of  necessary  travel  in  going 
to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  legislative 
assembly  on  the  most  usual  route. 

Sec.  46.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day,  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such 
a  manner  and  under  such  a  penalty  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  47.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  returns 
and  the  qualifications  of  its  own  members. 

Sec.  48.  Each  house  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  the 
rules  of  proceeding,  and  punish  its  members  or  other  persons  for 
contempt  or  disorderly  behavior  in  its  presence;  to  protect  Its 
members  against  violence  or  offers  of  bribes  or  private  solicitation, 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  to  expel  a  member;  and 
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shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  and  usual  in  the  legislative 
assembly  of  a  free  state.  But  no  imprisohment  by  either  house 
shall  continue  beyond  thirty  days.  Punishment  for  contempt  or 
disorderly  behavior  shall  not  bar  a  criminal  prosecution  for  the 
same  offense. 

Sec.  49.  Ejach  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  be  taken  and  entered  on 
th'i  journal  at  the  request  of  one-sixth  of  those  present 

Sec.  50.  The  sessions  of  each  house  and  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole  shall*  be  open  unless  the  business  is  such  as  ought  to  be 
kept  secret 

Sec.  51.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  three  days  nor  to  any  other  place  other 
than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting,  except  in  the 
case  of  epidemic,  pestilence  or  other  great  danger. 

Sec.  52.  The  senate  and  house  of  representatives  jointly  shall 
ha  designated  as  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  state  of  North 
Dakota. 

Sec.  53.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of 
government  at  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  in  the  year  next  following  the  election  of  the 
men^bers  tbereoi'. 

Sec.  54.  In  all  elections  to  be  made  by  the  legislative  assembly, 
or  either  house  thereof,  the  members  shall  vote  viva  voce,  and  their 
votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  journal. 

Sec.  55.  The  sessions  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  be  bien- 
nial, except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  constitution. 

Sec.  56.  No  regular  session  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall 
exceed  sixty  dajrs,  except  in  case  of  impeachment,  but  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  legislative  assembly  may  continue  for  a  period  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  days. 

Sec.  57.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  house  of  the  legis- 
lative assembly,  and  a  bill  passed  by  one  house  may  be  amended 
by  the  other. 

Sec.  58.  No  law  shall  be  passed,  except  by  a  bill  adopted  by 
both  houses,  and  no  bill  shall  be  altered  and  amended  on  its  pas- 
sage through  either  house  as  to  change  its  original  purpose. 

Sec.  59.  The  enacting  clause  of  every  law  shall  be  as  follows: 
"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North 
Dakota." 

Sec.  60.  No  bill  for  the  appropriation  of  money,  except  for  the 
expenses  of  the  government,  shall  be  introduced  after  the  fortieth 
day  of  the  session,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  house  in 
which  it  is  sought  to  be  introduced. 

Sec.  61.  No  bill  shall  embrace  more  than  one  subject,  which 
shall  be  expressed  in  its  title,  but  a  bill  which  violates  this  pro- 
vision shall  be  invalidated  thereby  only  as  to  so  much  thereof  as 
shall  not  be  so  expressed. 

Sec.  62.  The  general  appropriation  bill  shall  embrace  nothing 
but  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  the  executive,  legislative 
and  judical  departments  of  the  state,  interest  on  the  public  debt 
and  for  public  schools.  All  other  appropriations  shall  be  mdde  by 
separate  bills,  each  embracing  but  one  subject 

Sec.  63.  Elv^ery  bill  shall  be  read  through  several  times,  but 
the  first  and  second  readings,  and  those  only,  may  be  upon  the 
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same  day;  and  the  second  reading  may  be  by  title  of  the  bill  unless 
a  reading  at  length  be  demanded.  The  first  and  third  readings 
shall  be  at  length.  No  legislative  day  shall  be  shorter  than  the 
natural  day. 

Sec.  64.  No  bill  shall  be  revised  or  amended,  nor  the  provis- 
ions thereof  extended  or  incorporated  in  any  other  bill  by  refer- 
ence to  its  title  only,  but  so  much  thereof  as  is  revised,  amended 
or  extended  or  so  incorporated  shall  be  re-enacted  and  published 
at  length. 

Sec.  65.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  except  by  a  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members-elect  in  each  house,  nor  unless,  on  its 
final  passage,  the  vote  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of 
those  voting  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  66.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  house  shall,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  house  over  which  he  presides,  sign  all  bills  and  joint 
resolutions  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly;  Immediately  before 
such  signing  their  title  shall  be  publicly  read  and  the  fact  of  sign- 
ing shall  be  at  once  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  67.  No  act  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  take  effect 
until  July  1,  after  the  close  of  the  session,  unless  in  case  of 
emergency  (which  shall  be  expressed  in  the  preamble  or  body  of 
the  act)  the  legislative  assembly  shall,  by  a  vote  Oi.  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  present  in  each  house,  otherwise  direct 

Sec.  68.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  pass  all  laws  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  constitution. 

Sfx\  69.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  not  pass  local  or  special 
laws  in  any  of  the  following  enumerated  cases,  that  is  to  say: 

1.  For   granting    divorces, 

2.  Laying  out,  opening,  altering,  or  working  road^  or  highways, 
vacating  roads,  town  plats,  streets,  alleys  or  public  grounds. 

3.  Locating  or  changing  county  seats. 

4.  Regulating  county  or  township  affairs. 

5.  Regulating  the  practice  of  courts  of  justice. 

6.  Regulating  the  jurisdiction  and  duties  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  police  magistrates  or  constables. 

7.  Changing  the  rules  of  evidence  in  any  trial  or  inquiry. 

8.  Providing  for  change  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

9.  Declaring  any  person  of  age. 

10.  For  limitation  of  civil  actions,  or  giving  effect  to  informal 
or  invalid  deeds. 

11.  Summoning  or  impaneling  grand  or  petit  juries. 

12.  t^roviding  for   the  management  of  common  schools. 

13.  Regulating  the  rate  of  Interest  on  money. 

14.  The  opening  or  conducting  of  any  election  or  designating 
the  place  of  voting. 

15.  The  sale  or  mortgage  of  real  estate  belonging  to  minors 
or  others  under  disability. 

16.  Chartering  or  llconslng  ferries,  toll  bridges  or  toll  roads. 

17.  Remitting  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures. 

18.  Creating,  Increasing  or  decreasing  fees,  percentages  or 
allowances  of  public  officors. 

19.  Changing  the  law  of  dosrent. 

20.  Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual  the 
right  to  lay  down  railroad  tracks  or  any  special  or  exclusive  priv- 
ilege,  immunity  or  franchise  whatever. 
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21.  For  the  punishment  of  crimes. 

22.  Changing  the  names  of  persons  or  places. 

23.  For  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes. 

24.  Affecting  estates  of  deceased  persons,  minors  or  others 
under  legal  disabilities. 

25.  EiXtending  the  time  for  collection  of  taxes. 

26.  Refunding  money  into  the  state  treasury. 

27.  Relinquishing  or  extinguishing  in  whole  or  in  part  the  in- 
debtedness, liability  or  obligation  of  any  corporation  or  person  to 
this  state  or  to  any  municipal  corporation  therein. 

28.  Legalizing,  except  as  against  the  state,  the  unauthorized 
or  invalid  act  of  any  officer. 

29.  Exempting  property  from  taxation. 

30.  Restoring  to  citizenship  persons  convicted  of  infamous 
crimes. 

31.  Authorizing  the  creation,  extension  or  impairing  of  liens. 

32.  Creating  offices,  or  prescribing  the  powers  or  duties  of 
officers  in  counties,  cities,  township,  election  or  school  districts,  or 
authorizing  the  adoption  or  legitimation  of  children. 

33.  Incorporation  of  cities,  town  or  villages,  or  changing  or 
amending  the  charter  of  any  town,  city  or  village. 

34.  Providing  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  in  townships,  incorporated  towns  or  cities. 

35.  The  protection  of  game  or  fish. 

Sec.  70.  In  all  other  cases  where  a  general  law  can  be  made 
applicable,  no  special  law  shall  be  enacted;  nor  shall  the  legislat- 
ive assembly  indirectly  enact  such  special  or  local  law  by  the 
partial  repeal  of  a  general  law,  but  laws  repealing  local  or  special 
acts  may  be  passed. 

ARTICLE  III.— Executive  Department. 

Sec.  71.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  governor, 
who  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  government  and  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
duly  qualified. 

Sec.  72.  A  lieutenant  governor  shall  be  elected  at  the  same 
time  and  for  the  same  term  as  governor.  In  case  of  the  death,  im- 
peachment, resignation,  failure  to  qualify,  absence  from  the  state, 
removal  from  office,  or  the  disability  of  the  governor,  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  office,  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or  until  he 
shall  be  acquitted  or  the  disability  removed,  shall  devolve  upon 
the  lieutenant  governor. 

Sec.  73.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor 
or  lieutenant  governor  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  qualified  elector  of  the  state,  who  shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  thirty  years,  and  who  shall  have  resided  five  years  next 
preceding  election  within  the  state  or  territory,  nor  shall  he  be 
eligible  to  any  other  office  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected. 

Sec.  74.  The  governor  and  lieutenant  governor  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qaulified  electors  for  the  state  at  the  time  and  places  of 
choosing  members  of  the  legislative  assembly.  The  persons  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  and  lieutenant  governor 
respectively  shall  be  declared  elected,  but  if  two  or  more  shall  have 
an  equal  and  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  or  lieutenant 
governor,  the  two  houses  of  the  legislative  assembly  at  its  next 
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regular  session  shall  forthwith,  by  joint  ballot,  choose  one  of 
such  persons  for  said  office.  The  returns  of  the  election  for  gov- 
ernor and  lieutenant  governor  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  75.  The  governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  mil- 
itary and  naval  forces  of  the  state,  except  when  they  shall  be  called 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  may  call  out  the  same 
to  execute  the  laws,  suppress  insurrection  and  repel  invasion.  He 
shall  have  power  to  convene  the  legislative  assembly  on  extra- 
ordinary occassions.  .  He  shall  at  the  commencement  of  each  session 
communicate  to  the  legislative  assembly  by  message,  information 
of  the  condition  of  the  state,  and  recommend  such  measures  as  he 
shall  deem  expedient.  He  shall  transact  all  necessary  business 
with  the  officers  of  the  government,  civil  and  military.  He  shall 
expedite  all  such  measures  as  may  be  resolved  upon  by  the  legis- 
lative assembly  and  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed. 

Seo.  76.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and 
forfeitures,  to  grant  reprieve,  commutations  and  pardons  after 
conviction,  for  all  offenses  except  treason  and  cases  of  impeach- 
ment; but  the  legislative  assembly  may  by  law  regulate  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  remission  of  fines,  pardons,  commutations  and 
reprieves  may  be  applied  for.  Upon  conviction  of  treason  he  shall 
have  power  to  suspend  the  execution  of  sentence  until  the  case  shall 
be  reported  to  the  legislative  assembly  at  its  next  regular  session, 
when  the  legislative  assembly  shall  either  pardon  or  commute  the 
sentence,  direct  the  execution  of  the  sentence  or  grant  further 
reprieve.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  legislative  assembly  at  each 
regular  session  each  case  of  remission  of  fine,  reprieve,  commuta- 
tion, or  pardon  granted  by  him,  stating  the  name  of  the  convict, 
the  crime  for  which  he  is  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date,  and 
the  date  of  the  remission,  commutation,  pardon  or  reprieve,  with 
his  reasons  for  granting  the  same. 

Note. — ^This  section  amended  by  Article  3,  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution. 

Sec.  77.  The  lieutenant  governor  shall  be  president  of  the  sen- 
ate, but  shall  have  no  vote  unless  they  be  equally  divided.  If, 
during  a  vacancy  in  the  oflSce  of  governor,  the  lieutenant  governor 
shall  be  impeached,  displaced,  resign  or  die,  or  from  mental  or 
physicial  disease,  or  otherwise  become  incapable  of  performing  the 
duties  of  his  oflace,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  act  as  governor 
until  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  or  the  disability  removed. 

Sec.  78.  When  any  office  shall  from  any  cause  become  vacant, 
and  no  mode  is  provided  by  the  constitution  or  law  for  filling  such 
vacancy,  the  governor  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  such  vacancy 
by  appointment. 

Sec.  79.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  legislative  as- 
sembly shall,  before  It  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  governor. 
If  he  approves,  he  shall  sign,  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his 
objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  which  shall  enter 
his  objections  at  large  upon  the  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider 
it  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  the  members-elect 
shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the 
objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  re- 
considered, and  if  it  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members- 
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elect,  It  shall  become  a  law;  but  In  all  such  cases  the  vote  of  both 
houses  shall  be  determined  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of 
the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  governor  within  three  days  (Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law 
unless  the  legislative  assembly,  by  its  adjourment,  prevent  Its  re- 
turn, in  which  case  it  shall  be  law  unless  he  shall  file  the  same  with 
his  objections  in  the  oflSce  of  the  secretary  of  state  within  fifteen 
days  after  such  adjournment 

Sec.  80.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  disapprove  of  any 
item  or  items  or  part  or  parts  of  any  bill  making  appropriations 
of  money  or  property  embracing  distinct  items,  and  the  part  or 
parts  of  the  bill  approved  shall  be  the  law,  and  the  item  or  items 
and  part  or  parts  disapproved  shall  be  void,  unless  enacted  in  the 
following  manner:  If  the  legislative  assembly  be  in  session  he 
shall  transmit  to  the  house  in  which  the  bill  originated  a  copy  of 
the  item  or  items,  or  part  or  parts  thereof  disapproved,  together 
with  his  objections  thereto,  and  the  items  or  parts  objected  to 
shall  be  separtely  reconsidered,  and  each  item  or  part  shall  then 
take  the  same  course  as  is  prescribed  for  the  passage  of  bills  over 
the  executive  veto. 

Sec.  81.  Any  governor  of  this  state  who  asks,  receives  or 
agrees  to  receive,  any  bribe  upon  any  understanding  that  his  of- 
ficial opinion,  judgment  or  action,  shall  be  influenced  thereby,  or 
who  gives  or  offers,  or  promises  his  official  influence  in  considera- 
tion that  any  member  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  give  his 
official  vote  or  influence  on  any  particular  side  of  any  question 
or  matter  upon  which  may  be  required  to  act  in  his  official  capac- 
ity, or  who  menaces  any  member  by  the  threatened  use  of  his  veto 
power,  or  who  offers  or  promises  any  member  that  he,  the  said 
governor,  will  appoint  any  particular  person  or  persons  to  any 
office  created  or  thereafter  created,  in  consideration  that  any 
member  shall  givi  his  official  vote  or  influence  on  any  matter  pend- 
ing or  thereafter  to  be  introduced  into  either  house  of  said  legis- 
lative assembly,  or  who  threatens  any  members  that  he,  the  said 
governor,  will  remove  any  person  or  persons  from  office  or  position, 
with  intent  in  any  manner  to  influence  the  action  of  said  member, 
shall  be  punished  in  the  manner  now,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  forfeit  all  right 
to  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of  trust  or  honor  in  this  state. 

Sec.  82.  There  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualifled  electors  of  the 
state,  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  members  of  the  legislat- 
ive assembly,  a  secretary  of  state,  auditor,  treasurer,  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction,  commissioner  of  insurance,  three  com- 
missioners of  railroads,  an  attorney  general  and  one  commissioner 
of  agriculture  and  labor,  who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  years,  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have 
the  qualifications  of  state  electors.  They  shall  severally  hold  their 
offices  at  the  seat  of  government,  for  the  term  of  two  years  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  duly  qualified,  but  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  treasurer  for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive terms. 

Sec.  83.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  secretary  of  state,  aud- 
itor^ treasurer,  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  commissioner 
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of  insurance,  commissioners  of  railroads,  attorney  general  and 
commissioner  of  agriculture  ana  labor  shall  be  as  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  84.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  governor  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars;  the  lieutenant 
governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars; 
the  secretary  of  state,  auditor,  treasurer,  superintendent  of  public 
Instruction,  commissioner  of  insurance,  commissioners  of  rail- 
roads, and  attorney  general  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two 
thousand  dollars;  the  salary  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
and  labor  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  law,  but  the  salaries  of  any  of 
the  said  officers  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the 
period  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected,  and  all  fees  and 
profits  arising  from  any  of  the  said  offices  shall  be  covered  into 
the  state  treasury. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Judicial  Department 

Sec.  85.  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  shall 
be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  district  courts,  county  courts,  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  and  in  such  other  courts  as  may  be  created  by 
law  for  cities,  incorporated  towns  and  villages. 

Sec.  86.  The  supreme  court,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  constitution,  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  shall 
be  co-extensive  with  the  state  and  shall  have  a  general  superin- 
tending control  over  all  inferior  courts  under  such  regulations  and 
limitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  87.  It  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus, 
mandamus,  quo  warranto,  certiorari,  injunction  and  such  other 
original  and  remedial  writs  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  proper 
exercise  of  its  jurisdiction,  and  shall  have  authority  to  hear 
and  determine  the  same;  provided,  however,  that  no  jury  shall 
be  allowed  in  said  supreme  court,  but  in  proper  cases  questions  of 
fact  may  be  sent  by  said  court  to  a  district  court  for  trial. 

Sec.  88.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law  three  terms  of  the 
supreme  court  shall  be  held  each  year,  one  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment, one  at  Fargo  in  the  county  of  Cass,  and  one  at  Grand  Forks, 
in  the  county  of  Grand  Forks. 

Note. — Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1909, 
two  general  terms  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  held  at  the 
seat  of  government,  to  be  known  as  the  April  and  October 
terms,  and  only  special  terms  will  be  held  at  cities  other 
than  Bismarck  upon  twenty  days  previous  published  notice. 

Sec.  89.  The  supreme  court  shall  consist  of  three  judges,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  or  pro- 
nounce a  decision,  but  one  or  more  of  said  judges  may  adjourn  the 
court  from  day  to  day  or  to  a  day  certain. 

Note: — Five  judgres  provided  for  by  amendment  adopted  1908. 

Sec  90.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  state  at  large,  and  except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  herein  for  the  first  election  for  judges  under 
this  constitution,  said  judges  shall  be  elected  at  general  elections. 

Sec  91.  The  term  of  office  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court 
except  as  in  this  article  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  six  years,  and 
they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 

Sec  92.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall,  immediately 
after  the  first  election  under  ^his  constitution,  be  classified  by  lot 
so  that  one  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  ona 
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lor  the  term  of  five  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  seven  years 
from  the  first  Monday  in  December,  A.  D.  1889.  The  lots  shall  be 
drawn  by  the  judges,  who  shall  for  that  purpose  assemble  at  the 
seat  of  government,  and  they  shall  cause  the  result  thereof  to  be 
certified  to  the  secretary  of  the  territory  and  filed  in  his  office,  un- 
less the  secretary  of  state  of  North  Dakota  shall  have  entered  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  in  which  event  said  certification  shall  be 
filed  therein.  The  Judge  having  the  shortest  term  to  serve,  not 
holding  his  office  by  election  or  appointment  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall 
be  chief  justice  and  shall  preside  at  all  terms  of  the  supreme 
court,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  the  judge  having  in  like  manner 
the  next  shortest  term  to  serve  shall  preside  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  93.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  and  also  a  reporter  of  the 
supreme  court,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  judges  thereof,  and 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  said  judges,  and 
whose  duties  and  emoluments  shall  be  prescribed  uy  law  and  by 
rules  of  the  supreme  court  not  inconsistent  with  law.  The  legis- 
lative assembly  shall  make  provision  for  the  publication  and  dis- 
tribution of  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court  and  for  the  sale  of 
the  published  volumes  thereof. 

Sec.  94.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  judge  of 
the  supreme  court  unless  he  be  learned  in  law,  be  at  least  thirty 
years  of  age  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  nor  unless  he  shall 
have  resided  in  this  state  or  the  territory  of  Dakota  three  years 
next  preceding  his  election. 

Sec.  95.  Whenever  the  population  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota 
shall  equal  600,000  the  legislative  assembly  shall  have  the  power 
to  increase  the  number  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  to  five, 
in  which  event  a  majority  of  said  court,  as  thus  increased,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Note. — See  Amendments,  Article  X. 

Sec.  96.  No  duties  shall  be  imposed  by  law  upon  the  supreme 
court  or  any  of  the  judges  thereof,  except  such  as  are  judicial,  nor 
shall  any  of  the  judges  thereof  exercise  any  power  of  appointment 
except  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  97.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be  "The  State  of  North 
Dakota."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  ni;me  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  and  conclude  "against 
chc  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota." 

Sec.  98.  Any  vacancy  happening  by  death,  resigna!.)/!  or  other- 
wise in  the  office  of  judge  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  ililod  by 
appointment,  by  the  governor,  which  appointment  shall  continue 
until  the  first  general  election  thereafter,  when  said  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  election. 

Sec.  99.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  and  district  courts  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law,  which  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished 
during  the  term  for  which  a  judge  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec,  100.  In  case  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  in  any 
way  interested  in  a  cause  brought  before  said  court  the  remaining 
judges  of  said  court  shall  call  one  of  the  district  judges  to  sit  with 
them  in  the  hearing  of  said  cause. 

Sec.  101.  When  a  judgment  or  decree  is  reversed  or  confirmed 
by  the  supreme  court  every  point  fairly  arising  upon  the  record 
of  the  case  shall  be  considered  and  decided,  and  the  reasons  there- 
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for  shall  be  concisely  stated  In  writing,  signed  by  the  judges  con- 
curring, filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  and 
preserved  with  a  record  of  the  case.  Any  judge  dissenting  there- 
from may  give  the  reasons  for  his  dissent  in  writing  over  his 
signature. 

Sec.  102.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  prepare  a  syllabus 
of  the  points  adjudicated  in  each  case,  whjch  shall  be  concurred  In 
by  a  majority  of  the  judges  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  prefixed  to  the 
published  reports  of  the  case. 

Sec.  103.  The  district  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  constitution,  of  all  causes  both 
at  law  and  equity,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  con- 
ferred by  law.  They  and  the  judges  thereof  shall  also  have  juris- 
diction and  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  quo  warranto, 
certiorari,  injunction  and  other  original  and  remedial  writs,  with 
authority  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 

Sec.  104.  The  state  shall  be  divided  into  six  judicial  districts, 
in  each  of  which  there  shall  be  elected  at  general  elections  by  the 
electors  thereof  one  judge  of  the  district  court  therein  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  suc- 
ceeding his  election  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified.  This 
section  shall  not  be  construed  as  governing  the  first  election  of 
district  judges  under  this  constitution. 

Sec.  105.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  said  districts  shall 
be  constituted  as  follows: 

District  No.  1  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Pembina,  Cavalier, 
Walsh,  Nelson  and  Grand  Porks. 

District  No.  2  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Ramsey,  Towner, 
Benson,  Pierce,  Rolette,  Bottineau,  McHenry,  Church,  Renville, 
Ward,  Stevens,  Mountraill,  Garfield,  Flannery  and  Buford. 

District  No.  3  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Cass,  Steele  and 
Traill. 

District  No.  4  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Richland,  Ran- 
som, Sargent,  Dickey  and  Mcintosh. 

District  No.  5  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Logan,  La  Moure, 
Stutsman,  Barnes,  Wells,  Foster,  Eddy  and  Griggs. 

District  No.  6  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Burleigh,  Emmons, 
Kidder,  Sheridan,  McLean,  Morton,  Oliver,  Mercer,  Williams,  Stark, 
Hettinger,  Bowman,  Billings,  McKenzie,  Dunn,  Wallace  and  Allred, 
and  that  portion  of  the  Sioux  Indian  reservation  lying  north  of 
the  seventh  standing  parallel. 

Note. — Since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  up  to  and  including 
the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1909,  four  additional  districts 
have  been  created.  The  first  district  now  comprises  the  coun- 
ties of  Grand  Forks  and  Nelson ;  the  second  district  comprises 
the  counties  of  Benson,  Ramsey,  Rolette  and  Towner ;  the 
third  district  comprises  the  counties  of  Cass.  Steele  and  Traill ; 
the  fourth  district  comprises  the  counties  of  Dickey,  Mcintosh, 
Ransom,  Richland  and  Sargent ;  the  fifth  district  comprises  the 
counties  of  Barnes,  Eddy,  Foster,  Griggs,  LaMoure,  Logan, 
Stutsman  and  Wells ;  the  sixth  district  comprises  the  counties 
of  Burleigh,  Emmons,  Kidder,  McLean  and  Sheridan  :  the  sev- 
enth district  comprises  the  counties  of  Cavalier,  Pembina  and 
Walsh ;  the  eighth  district  comprises  the  counties  of  Mountrail, 
Ward  and  Williams ;  the  ninth  district  comprises  the  counties 
of  Bottineau,  McHenry  and  Pierce ;  the  tenth  district  comprises 
the  counties  of  Adams,  Billings,  Bowman,  Dunn,  Hettinger, 
McKenzie,  Mercer,  Morton,  Oliver  and  Stark. 
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Sec.  106.  The  legislative  assembly  may,  whenever  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  each  house  shall  concur  therein,  but  not  oftener 
than  once  in  four  years,  increase  the  number  of  said  districts  and 
the  Judges  thereof;  such  districts  shall  be  formed  from  compact 
territory  and  bounded  by  county  lines,  but  such  increase  or  change 
in  the  boundaries  of  the  districts  shall  not  work  the  removal  of 
any  Judge  from  his  oflSce  during  the  term  for  which  he  may  have 
been  elected  or  appointed. 

Sec.  107.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  district 
judge,  unless  he  be  learned  in  the  law,  be  at  least  twenty-flve  years 
of  age,  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  nor  unless  he  shall  have 
resided  within  the  state  or  territory  of  Dakota  at  least  two  years 
next  preceding  his  election,  nor  unless  he  shall  at  the  time  of  his 
election  be  an  elector  within  the  judicial  district  for  which  he  is 
elected. 

Sec.  108.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  each 
organized  county  in  which  a  court  is  holden  who  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  county,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  same  term  as  other  county  officers.  He  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation for  his  services  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  109.  Writs  of  error  and  appeals  may  be  allowed  from  the 
decisions  of  the  district  courts  to  the  supreme  court  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

COUNTY  COURTS 

Sec.  110.  There  shall  be  established  in  each  county  a  county 
court  which  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  open  at  all  times  and  holden 
by  one  Judge,  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  county,  and  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  two  years. 

Sec  111.  The  county  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction in  probate  and  testamentary  matters,  the  appointment  of 
administrators  and  guardians,  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of 
executors,  administrators  and  guardians,  the  sale  of  lands,  by 
executors,  administrators  and  guardians,  and  such  other  probate 
jurisdiction  as  may  be  conferred  by  law;  provided,  that  whenever 
the  voters  of  any  county  having  a  population  of  2,000  or  over  shall 
decide  by  a  majority  vote  that  they  desire  the  jurisdiction  of  said 
court  increased  above  that  limited  by  this  constitution,  then  said 
county  court  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  district 
courts  in  all  civil  actions  where  the  amount  in  controversy  does 
not  exceed  $1,000,  and  in  all  criminal  actions  below  the  grade  of 
felony,  and  in  case  it  is  decided  by  the  voters  of  any  county  to  so 
increase  the  Jurisdiction  of  said  county  court,  the  jurisdiction  in 
cases  of  misdemeanors  arising  under  state  laws  which  may  have 
been  conferred  upon  police  magistrates  shall  cease.  The  qualifica- 
tions of  the  judge  of  the  county  court  in  counties  where  the  juris- 
diction of  said  court  shall  have  been  increased  shall  be  the  same 
as  those  of  the  district  judge,  except  that  he  shall  be  a  resident  of 
the  county  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  said  county  judge  shall 
receive  such  salary  for  his  services  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  In 
case  the  voters  of  any  county  decide  to  increase  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  county  courts,  then  such  jurisdiction  as  thus  increased  shall 
remain  yntil  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
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JUSTICES  OF  THE  PEACEL 

Sec.  112.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 
election  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  each  organized  county  within 
the  state.  But  the  number  of  said  Justices  to  be  elected  in  each 
organized  county  shall  be  limited  by  law  to  such  a  number  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  justice.  The  justices 
of  the  peace  herein  provided  for  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  district  court  in  all  civil  actions  when  the  amount  In 
controversy,  exclusive  of  costs,  does  not  exceed  $200,  and  in  coun- 
ties where  no  county  court  with  criminal  jurisdiction  exists  they 
shall  have  such  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  cases  of  misde- 
meanor as  may  be  provided  by  law,  but  in  no  case  shall  said  justices 
of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction  when  the  boundaries  of  or  title  to 
real  estate  shall  come  in  question.  The  legislative  assembly  shidi 
have  power  to  abolish  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  and  confer 
that  jurisdiction  upon  judges  of  county  courts  or  elsewhere. 

POLICE  MAGISTRATES 

Sec.  113.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 
election  of  police  magistrates  in  cities,  incorporated  towns  and  vil- 
lages, who  in  addition  to  their  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  arising 
under  the  ordinances  of  said  cities,  towns  and  villages,  shall  be 
6x-officio  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  said  cities, 
towns  and  villages  may  be  located.  And  the  legislative  assembly 
may  confer  upon  said  police  magistrates  the  jurisdiction  to  hear, 
try  and  determine  all  cases  of  misdemeanors,  and  the  prosecutions 
therein  shall  be  by  information. 

Sec.  114.  Appeals  shall  lie  from  the  county  court,  final  decisions 
of  justices  of  the  peace  and  police  magistrates  in  such  cases  and 
pursuant  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 

Sec.  115.  The  time  of  holding  courts  in  the  several  counties 
of  a  district  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  law,  but  at  least  two  terms 
of  the  district  court  shall  be  held  annually  in  each  organized 
county,  and  the  legislative  assembly  shall  make  provision  for  at- 
taching unorganized  counties  or  territories  to  organized  counties  for 
judicial  purposes. 

Sec.  116.  Judges  of  the  district  courts  may  hold  court  in  other 
districts  than  their  own  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  117.  No  judge  of  the  supreme  or  district  court  shall  act 
as  attorney  or  counselor  at  law. 

Sec.  118.  Until  the  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  law 
for  fixing  the  terms  of  court,  the  judges  of  the  supreme  and  dis- 
trict courts  shall  fix  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  119.  No  judge  of  the  supreme  or  district  courts  shall  be 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  other  than  judicial  offices  or  be  eligible 
thereto  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  or  appointed  such 
judge.  All  votes  or  appointments  for  either  of  them  for  any  elec- 
tive or  appointive  office  except  that  of  judge  of  the  supreme  court, 
or  district  court,  given  by  the  legislative  assembly  or  the  people^ 
shall  be  void. 

Sec.  120.  Tribunals  of  concilation  may  be  established  with  such 
powers  and  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law  or  the  powers  and 
duties  of  such  may  be  conferred  upon  other  courts  of  justice;  but 
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such  tribunals  or  other  courts  when  sitting  as  such  shall  have  no 
power  to  render  judgment  to  be  obligatory  on  the  parties,  unless 
they  voluntarily  submit  their  matters  of  difference  and  agree  to 
abide  the  judgment  of  such  tribunals  or  courts. 

ARTICLE   v.— Elective  Franchise. 

Sec.  121.  Every  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  upward  belonging  to  either  of  the  following  classes,  who  shall 
have  resided  in  the  state  one  year,  in  the  county  six  months  and  in 
the  precinct  ninety  days  next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be 
deemed  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election: 

First    Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  Persons  of  foreign  birth  who  shall  have  declared  their 
intention  to  become  citizens  one  year  and  not  more  than  six  years 
prior  to  such  election,  conformably  to  the  naturalization  laws  of 
the  United  States. 

Third.  Civilized  persons  of  flndlan  descent  who  shall  have  sev- 
ered their  tribal  relations  two  years  next  preceding  such  election. 

Note. — This  section   amended     by   Article   2,   amendmeBts   to   the 
constitution. 

Sec.  122.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  be  empowered  to  make 
further  extensions  of  suffrage  hereafter,  at  its  discretion,  to  all 
citizens  of  mature  age  and  sound  mind,  not  convicted  of  crime, 
without  regard  to  sfex;  but  no  law  extending  or  restricting  the 
right  of  suffrage  shall  be  in  force  until  adopted  by  a  majority  of 
the  electors  of  the  state  voting  at  a  general  election. 

Sec.  123.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony, 
breach  of  the  peace  or  illegal  voting,  be  privileged  from  arrest  on 
the  days  of  election  during  their  attendance  at,  going  to  and  re- 
turning from  such  election,  and  no  elector  shall  be  obliged  to  per- 
form military  duty  on  the  day  of  election,  except  in  time  of  war 
or  public  danger. 

Sec.  124.  The  general  elections  of  the  state  shall  be  biennial, 
and  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in 
November;  provided,  that  the  first  general  election  under  this  con- 
stitution shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
in  November,  A.  D.  1890. 

Sec.  125.  No  elector  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lost  his  residence 
in  this  state  by  reason  of  his  absence  on  business  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  state  or  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  126.  No  soldier,  seaman  or  marine  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  state  in  con- 
sequence of  his  being  stationed  therein. 

Sec  127.  No  person  who  is  under  guardianship,  non  compos 
mentis,  or  insane,  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at  any  election,  nor 
shall  any  person  convicted  of  treason  or  felony,  unless  restored  to 
civil  rights. 

Note. — This   section   amended      by   Article   2,   amendments   to    the 
constitution. 

Sec  128.  Any  woman  having  the  qualifications  enumerated  in 
section  121  of  this  article,  as  to  age,  residence  and  citizenship,  and 
including  those  now  qualified  by  the  laws  of  the  territory,  may 
vote  for  all  school  oflJcers,  and  upon  all  questions  pertaining  solely 
to  school  matters,  and  be  eligible  to  any  school  office. 
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Sec.  129.  All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  secret  ballot 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  shall  be  proTided  by  law. 

ARTICLE  VI. — ^Municipal  Corporations. 

Sec.  130.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  general  law 
for  the  organization  of  municipal  corporations,  restricting  their 
powers  as  to  levying  taxes  and  assessments,  borrowing  money  and 
contracting  debts;  and  money  raised  by  taxation,  loan  or  assess- 
ment for  any  purpose  shall  not  be  diverted  to  any  other  purpose 
except  by  authority  of  law. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Corporations  Other  Than  MunicipaL 

Sec.  131.  No  charter  of  incorporation  shall  be  granted,  changed 
or  amended  by  special  law,  except  in  the  case  of  such  municipal, 
charitable,  educational,  penal  or  reformatory  corporations  as  may 
be  under  the  control  of  the  state;  but  the  legislative  assembly  shall 
provide  by  general  laws  for  the  organization  of  all  corporations 
hereafter  to  be  created,  and  any  sifch  law,  so  passed,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  future  repeal  or  alteration. 

Sec.  132.  All  existing  charters  or  grants  of  special  or  exclusive 
privileges,  under  which  a  bona  fide  organization  shall  not  have 
taken  place  and  business  been  commenced  in  good  faith  at  the  time 
this  constitution  takes  effect,  shall  thereafter  have  no  validity. 

Sec.  133.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  not  remit  the  forfeiture 
of  the  charter  to  any  corporation  now  existing,  nor  alter  or  amend 
the  same,  nor  pass  any  other  general  or  special  law  for  the  benefit 
of  such  corporation,  except  upon  the  condition  that  such  coriK>ra- 
tion  shall  thereafter  hold  its  charter  subject  to. the  provisions  of 
this  constitution. 

Sec.  134.  The  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  shall 
never  be  abridged,  or  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  legislative  as- 
sembly from  taking  the  property  and  franchises  of  incorporated 
companies  and  subjecting  them  to  public  use,  the  same  as  the 
property  of  individuals ;  and  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  this 
state  shall  never  be  abridged,  or  so  construed  as  to  permit  cor- 
porations to  conduct  their  business  in  such  a  manner  as  to  infringe 
the  equal  rights  of  individuals  or  the  general  well  being  of  the 
state. 

Sec.  135.  In  all  elections  for  directors  or  managers  of  a  cor- 
poration, each  member  or  shareholder  may  cast  the  whole  number 
of  his  votes  for  one  candidate,  or  distribute  them  upon  two  or  more 
candidates,  as  he  may  prefer. 

Sec.  136.  No  foreign  corporation  shall  do  business  in  this  state 
without  having  one  or  more  places  of  business  and  an  authorized 
agent  or  agents  in  the  same,  upon  whom  process  may  be  served. 

Sec.  137.  No  corporation  shall  engage  in  any  business  other 
than  that  expressly  authorized  in  its  charter. 

Sec.  138.  No  corporation  shall  issue  stock  or  bonds  except  for 
money,  labor  done,  or  money  or  property  actually  received;  and  all 
fictitious  increase  of  stock  or  indebtedness  shall  be  void.  The  stock 
and  indebtedness  or  corporations  shall  not  be  increased  except  in 
pursuance  of  general  law,  nor  without  the  consent  of  the  persons 
holding  the  larger  amount  in  value  of  the  stock  first  obtained  at 
a  meeting  to  be  held  after  sixty  days'  notice  ^iven  in  pursuance 
gf  law. 
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Sec.  139.  No  law  shall  be  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly 
granting  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a  street  railroad,  tele- 
graph, telephone  or  electric  light  plant  within  any  city,  town  or  iu 
corporated  village,  without  requiring  the  consent  of  the  local 
authorities  having  the  control  of  the  street  or  highway  proposed  to 
be  occupied  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  140.  Bivery  railroad  corporation  organized  and  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state  under  the  laws  or  authority  thereof,  shall  have 
and  maintain  a  public  office  or  place  in  the  state  for  the  transaction 
of  its  business,  where  transfer  of  its  stock  shall  be  made  and  in 
which  shall  be  kept  for  public  inspection  books  in  which  shall  be 
recorded  the  amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed,  and  by  whom,  the 
namea  of  the  owners  of  its  stock  and  the  amount  owned  by  them 
respectively;  the  amount  of  stock  paid  in  and  by  whom  and  the 
transfers  of  said  stock;  the  amount  of  its  assets  and  liabilities  and 
the  names  and  place  of  residence  of  its  officers.  The  directors  of 
every  railroad  corporation  shall  annually  make  a  report,  under  oath 
to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  or  some  officer  or  officers  to  be 
designated  by  law,  of  all  their  acts  and  doings,  which  report  shall 
include  such  matters  relating  to  railroads  as  may  be  pf escribed  by 
law,  and  the  legislative  assembly  shall  pass  laws  enforcing  by 
suitable  penalties  the  provisions  of  this  section;  provided,  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to 
foreign  corporations. 

Sec.  141.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  consolidate  its  stock, 
property  or  franchises  with  any  other  railroad  corporation  owning 
a  parallel  or  computing  line;  and  in  no  case  shall  any  consolidation 
take  place  except  upon  public  notice  given  at  least  sixty  days  to 
all  stockholders,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  Any 
attempt  to  evade  the  provisions  of  this  section  by  any  railroad  cor- 
poration by  lease  or  otherwise,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  its  charter. 

Sec.  142.  Railways  heretofore  constructed,  or  that  may  here- 
after be  constructed  in  this  state,  are  hereby  declared  public  high- 
ways, and  all  railroads,  sleeping  cars,  telegraph,  telephone  and 
transportation  companies  of  passengers,  intelligence  and  freight  are 
declared  to  be  common  carriers  and  subject  to  legislative  control; 
and  the  legislative  assembly  shall  have  power  to  enact  laws  regulat- 
ing and  controlling  the  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers,  intelligence  and  freight,  as  such  common  carriers,  from 
one  point  to  another  in  this  state;  provided,  that  appeal  may  be 
had  to  the  courts  of  this  state  from  the  rates  so  fixed;  but  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  legislative  assembly  or  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners shall  remain  in  force  pending  the  decision  of  the  courts. 

Sec.  143.  Any  association  or  corporation  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose shall  have  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  be- 
tween any  points  within  this  state,  and  to  connect  at  the  state  line 
with  the  railroads  of  other  states.  Every  railroad  company  shall 
have  the  right  with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect  with  or  cross  any 
other,  and  shall  receive  and  transport  each  other's  passengers,  ton- 
nage and  cars,  loaded  or  empty,  without  delay  or  discrimination. 

Sec.  144.  The  term  "corporation"  as  used  in  this  article  shall 
not  be  understood  as  embracing  municipalities  or  political  subdi- 
visions of  the  state  unless  otherwise  expressly  stated,  but  it  shall 
be  held  and  construed  to  include  all  associations  and  joint  stock 
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companies  having  any  of  the  powers  or  privileges  oC  corporationa 

not  poBBeesed  by  indlvldualB  or  partnerahlpe. 

Sec.  146.  If  a  general  banking  law  be  enacted,  It  shall  provide 
for  the  registry  and  countersigning  by  an  ofBcer  of  the  state,  of 
all  notes  or  biils  designed  for  circulation,  and  that  ample  security 
to  the  full  amount  thereof  shall  be  deposited  with  the  state  treas- 
urer for  the  redemption  oC  such  notes  or  bills. 

Sec.  146.  Any  combination  between  Individuals,  corporations, 
asBoclaClons,  or  cither,  having  for  Its  object  or  eHect  the  controlling 
of  the  price  of  any  product  of  the  soil  or  any  article  of  manufacture 
or  commerce,  or  the  cost  of  exchange  or  transportation.  Is  prohibited 
and  hereby  declared  unlawful  and  against  public  policy;  and  any 
and  all  franchises  heretofore  granted  or  extended,  or.  that  may 
hereafter  be  granted  or  extended  In  this  state,  whenever  the  owner 
or  owners  thereof  violate  this  article,  shall  be  deemed  annulled  and 
become  void. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— Education. 
Set'.  147.  A  high  degree  of  Intelligence,  patriotism,  integrity 
and  morality  on  the  part  of  every  voter  In  a  government  by  the  peo- 
ple being  necessary  In  order  to  Insure  the  continuance  of  tliat  gov- 
ernment and  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  people,  the  legis- 
lative assembly  shall  make  provision  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  system  of  public  schools  which  shall  be  open  to 
all  children  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota  and  free  from  sectarian 
control.  The  legislative  requirements  shall  be  Irrevocable  without 
the  consent  of  the  United  States  and  the  people  of  North  Dakota. 
Sec.  148.  The  legislative  asBemblj  shall  provide,  at  Its  first  ses- 
sion after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  for  a ,  uniform  system 
tor  tree  public  schools  throughout  the  state,  beginning  with  the 
primary  and  extending  through  all  grades  up  to  and  Including  the 
normal  and  collegiate  course. 

Sec.  149.  In  all  schools  Instruction  shall  be  given  as  far  as 
practicable  in  those  branches  of  knowledge  that  tend  to  Impress 
upon  the  mind  the  vital  Importance  ot  truthfulness,  temperance, 
purity,  public  spirit,  and  respect  for  honest  labor  ot  every  kind. 

Sec.  150.  A  superintendent  ot  schools  tor  each  county  shall  be 
elected  every  two  years,  whose  qualifications,  duties,  powers  and 
compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  law. 

Sec.  161.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  take  such  other  steps 
as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  illiteracy,  secure  a  reasonable  de- 
gree of  uniformity  In  course  of  study,  and  to  promote  Industrial, 
scientific,  and  agricultural  Improvements. 

c..„  ten  ^[j  colleges,  universities,  and  other  educational  in- 
■  the  support  of  which  lands  have  been  granted  to  this 
=h  are  supported  by  a  public  tax,  shall  remain  under 
and  exclusive  control  of  the  state.  No  money  raised 
urt  of  the  public  schools  of  the  state  shall  be  appro- 
used  for  the  support  of  any  sectarian  school. 
^.RTICLE  IX.— School  and  Public  Lands. 
All  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  that  have  heretofore 
hereafter  be  granted  by  the  United  States  for  the  sup- 
ommon  schools  In  this  state;  all  such  per  centum  as' 
:ed  by  the  United  States  on  the  sale  of  public  lands; 
of  property  that  shall  tall  to  the  state  by  escheat;  the 
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proceeds  of  all  gifts  and  donations  to  the  state  for  common  schools, 
or  not  otherwise  appropriated  by  the  terms  of  the  gift,  and  all 
other  property  otherwise  acquired  for  common  schools,  shall  be  and 
remain  a  perpetual  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  state.  It  shall  be  deemed  a  trust  fund,  the  principle  of  which 
shall  forever  remain  inviolate  and  may  be  increased  but  never 
diminished.    The  state  shall  make  good  all  losses  thereof. 

Sec.  154.  The  interest  and  Income  of  this  fund  together  with 
the  net  proceeds  of  all  fines  for  violation  of  state  laws,  and  all 
other  sums  which  may  be  added  thereto  by  law  shall  be  faithfully 
used  and  applied  each  year  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  state,  and  shall  be  for  this  purpose  apportioned  among  and 
between  all  the  several  common  school  corporations  of  the  state  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  children  in  each  of  school  age,  as  may 
be  fixed  by  law,  and  no  part  of  the  fund  shall  ever  be  diverted  even 
temporarily,  from  this  purpose,  or  used  for  any  other  purpose  what- 
ever than  the  maintenance  of  common  schools  for  the  equal  benefit 
of  all  the  people  of  the  state;  provided,  however,  that  if  any  por- 
tion of  the  interest  or  Income  aforesaid  shall  be  not  expended  dur- 
ing any  year,  said  portion  shall  be  added  to  and  become  a  part  of 
the  school  fund. 

Sec.  155.  After  one  year  from  the  assembling  of  the  first  legis- 
lative assembly  the  lands  granted  to  the  state  from  the  United 
States  for  the  support  of  the  common  schools  may  be  sold  upon 
the  following  conditions  and  no  other:  No  more  than  one-fourth 
of  all  such  lands  shall  be  sold  within  the  first  five  years  after  the 
same  become  saleable  by  virtue  of  this  section.  No  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  remainder  within  ten  years  after  the  same  become  sale- 
able as  aforesaid.  The  residue  may  be  sold  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  said  ten  years.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide 
for  the  sale  of  all  school  lands  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
article.  The  coal  lands  of  the  state  shall  never  be  sold,  but  the 
legislative  assembly  may  by  general  laws  provide  for  leasing  the 
same.  The  words  "coal  lands"  shall  include  lands  bearing  lignite 
coal. 

Sec.  156.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  governor, 
attorney  general,  secretary  of  state  and  state  auditor  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  commissioners,  which  shall  be  denominated  the 
"Board  of  University  and  School  Lands"  and,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article,  and  any  law  that  may  be  passed  by  the 
legislative  assembly,  said  board  shall  have  control  of  the  appraise- 
ment, sale,  rental  and  disposal  of  all  school  and  university  lands, 
and  shall  direct  the  investment  of  the  funds  arising  therefrom  in 
the  hands  of  the  state  treasurer,  under  the  limitations  in  section 
160  of  this  article. 

Seg.  157.  The  county  superintendent  of  common  schools,  the 
chairman  of  the  county  board  and  the  county  auditor  shall  con- 
stitute boards  of  appraisal,  and  under  the  authority  of  the  state 
board  of  university  and  school  lands  shall  appraise  all  school  lands 
within  their  respective  counties  which  they  may  from  time  to 
time  recommend  for  sale  at  their  actual  value  under  the  prescrib- 
ed terms,  and  shall  first  select  and  designate  for  sale  the  most 
valuable  lands. 

Sec.  158.  No  land  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  appraised  value 
and  in  no  case  for  less  than  |10  per  acre.    The  purchaser  shall  pay 
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one-fifth  of  the  price  in  cash  and  the  remaining  four-fifths  as  fol- 
lows: One-fifth  in  five  years,  one-fifth  in  ten  years,  one-fifth  In 
fifteen  years  and  one-fifth  in  twenty  years,  with  interest  at  the  rate 
of  not  less  than  six  per  centum,  payable  annually  in  advance.  All 
sales  shall  be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the 
land  to  be  sold  is  situate,  and  shall  be  at  public  auction  and  to  the 
highest  bidder,  after  sixty  days'  advertisement  of  the  same  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lands  to  be 
sold,  and  one  at  the  seat  of  government  Such  lands  as  shall  not 
have  been  specially  subdivided  shall  be  offered  in  tracts  of  one- 
quarter  section,  and  those  so  subdivided  in  the  smallest  sub- 
divisions.. All  lands  designated  for  sale  and  not  sold  within  two 
years  after  appraisal  shall  be  reappraised  before  they  are  sold.  No 
grant  or  patent  for  any  such  lands  shall  issue  until  payment  is 
made  for  the  same;  provided,  that  the  lands  contracted  to  be  sold 
by  the  state  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  from  the  date  of  such  con- 
tract. In  case  the  taxes  assessed  against  any  of  said  lands  for  any 
year  remain  unpaid  until  the  first  Monday  in  October  of  the  fol- 
lowing year,  then  and  thereupon  the  contract  of  sale  for  such  lands 
shall  become  null  and  void.

Sec.  159.  All  lands,  money  or  other  property  donated,  granted 
or  received  from  the  United  States  or  any  other  source  for  a  uni- 
versity, school  of  mines,  reform  school,  agricultural  college,  deaf 
and  dumb  asylum,  normal  school  or  other  educational  or  charitable 
institution  or  purpose,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  such  lands  and  other 
property  so  received  from  any  source,  shall  be  and  remain  per- 
petual funds,  the  interest  and  income  of  which,  together  with  the 
rents  of  all  such  lands  as  may  remain  unsold,  shall  be  inviolably 
appropriated  and  applied  to  the  specific  objects  of  the  original 
grants  or  gifts.  The  principal  of  every  such  fund  may  be  increased 
but  shall  never  be  diminished,  and  the  interest  and  income  only 
shall  be  used.  Every  such  fund  shall  be  deemed  a  trust  fund  held 
by  the  state,  and  the  state  shall  make  good  all  losses  thereof. 

Sec.  160.  All  lands  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be 
appraised  and  sold  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  limita- 
tions and  subject  to  all  the  conditions  as  to  price  and  sale  as  pro- 
vided above  for  the  appraisal  and  sale  of  lands  for  the  benefit  of 
common  schools;  but  a  distinct  and  separate  account  shall  be  kept 
by  the  proper  oflicers  of  each  of  said  funds;  provided,  that  the  limi- 
tations as  to  the  time  in  which  school  land  may  be  sold  shall  apply 
only  to  lands  granted  for  the  support  of  common  schools. 

Sec.  161.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  have  authority  to  pro- 
vide by  law  for  the  leasing  of  lands  granted  to  the  state  for  educa- 
tional and  charitable  purposes;  but  no  such  law  shall  authorize  the 
leasing  of  said  lands  for  a  longer  period  than  five  years.  Said  lands 
shall  only  be  leased  for  pasturage  and  meatlow  purposes  and  at  a 
public  auction  after  notice  as  heretofore  provided  in  case  of  sale; 
provided,  that  all  of  said  school  lands  now  under  cultivation  may 
be  leased,  at  the  discretion  and  under  the  control  of  the  board  of 
university  and  school  lands,  for  other  than  pasturage  and  meadow 
purposes  until  sold.    All  rents  shall  be  paid  in  advance. 

Sec.  162.  The  moneys  of  the  permanent  school  fund  and  other 
educational  funds  shall  be  invested  only  in  bgnds  of  school  cor- 
porations within  the  state,  bonds  of  the  United  States,  bonds  of  the 
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State  of  North  Dakota,  or  in  first  mortgages  on  farm  lands  in  the 
state,  not  exceeding  in  amount  one-third  of  the  actual  value  of  any 
subdivision  on  which  the  same  may  be  loaned,  such  value  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  board  of  appraisers  of  school  lands. 

Note. — ^Thls   section   amended   by    Article    8,    amendments   to   the 
constitution,  also  by  Article  9,  adopted  1908. 

Sec.  163.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  by  the  legislative  assem- 
bly granting  to  any  person,  corporation  or  association  any  privileges 
by  reason  of  the  occupation,  cultivation  or  improvement  of  any 
public  lands  by  said  person,  corporation  or  association  subsequent 
to  the  survey  thereof  by  the  general  government.  No  claim  for 
the  occupation,  cultivation  or  improvement  of  any  public  lands  ever 
be  used  to  diminish  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  purchase  price 
of  said  lands. 

Sec.  164.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  have  authority  to  pro- 
vide by  law  for  the  sale  or  disposal  of  all  public  lands  that  have  been 
heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the 
state  for  purposes  other  than  set  forth  and  named  in  sctions  153 
and  159  of  this  article.  And  the  legislative  assembly.  In  providing 
for  the  appraisement,  sale,  rental  and  disposal  of  the  same,  shall 
not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  this  article. 

Sec.  165.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  pass  suitable  laws  for 
the  safekeeping,  transfer  and  disbursement  of  the  state  school 
funds;  and  shall  require  all  officers  charged  with  the  same  or  the 
safe  keeping  thereof  to  give  ample  bonds  for  all  moneys  and  funds 
received  by  them,  and  if  any  of  said  officers  shall  convert  to  his 
own  use  in  any  manner  or  form,  or  shall  loan  with  or  without  in- 
terest or  shall  deposit  in  his  own  name,  or  otherwise  than  in  the 
name  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  or  shall  deposit  in  any  banks 
or  with  any  person  or  persons,  or  exchange  for  other  funds  or 
property  any  portion  of  the  school  funds  aforesaid  or  purposely  al- 
low any  portion  of  the  same  to  remain  in  his  own  hands  uninvested, 
except  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  every  such  act  shall  consti- 
tute an  embezzlement  of  so  much  of  the  aforesaid  school  funds  as 
shall  be  thus  taken  or  loaned,  or  deposited,  or  exchanged,  or  with- 
held, and  shall  be  a  felony;  and  any  failure  to  pay  over,  produce 
or  account  for,  the  state  school  funds  or  any  part  of  the  same  en- 
trusted to  any  such  officer,  as  by  law  required  of  demanded,  shall 
be  held  and  be  taken  to  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  embezzle- 
ment 

ARTICLE  X. — County  and  Township  Organization. 

Sec.  166.  The  several  counties  in  the  territory  of  Dakota  lying 
north  of  the  seventh  standard  parallel  as  they  now  exist,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  counties  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota. 

Sec.  167.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  general  law 
for  organizing  new  counties,  locating  the  county  seats  thereof  tem- 
porarily, and  changing  county  lines,  but  no  new  county  shall  be 
organized,  nor  shall  any  organized  county  be  so  reduced  as  to  in- 
clude an  area  of  less  than  twenty-four  congressional  townships,  and 
containing  a  population  of  less  than  one  hundred  bona  fide  in- 
habitants. And  in  the  organization  of  new  counties  and  in  changing 
the  lines  of  organized  counties  and  boundaries  of  congressional 
townships,  the  natural  boundaries  shall  be  observed  as  nearly  as 
may  be. 
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Sec.  168.  All  changes  in  the  boundaries  of  organized  coonties 
before  taking  effect  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  county 
or  counties  to  be  affected  thereby  at  a  general  election  and  be 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  rotes  cast  in  each  county  at 
such  election:  and  in  case  any  portion  of  an  organized  county  is 
stricken  off  and  added  to  another  the  county  to  which  such  portion 
is  added  shall  assume  and  be  holden  for  an  equitable  proportion  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  county  so  reduced. 

Sec.  169.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  general  law, 
for  changing  county  seats  in  organized  counties,  but  it  shall  have 
no  power  to  remove  the  county  seat  of  any  organized  county. 

Sec.  170.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  general  law 
for  township  organization,  under  which  any  county  may  organize, 
whenever  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  of  such  county,  voting 
at  a  general  election,  shall  so  determine,  and  whenever  any  county 
shall  adopt  township  organization,  so  much  of  this  constitution  as 
provides  for  the  management  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  said  county 
by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  people  voting  at  any  general  election;  and  the 
affairs  of  said  county  may  be  transacted  by  the  chairmen  of  the  sev- 
eral township  boards  of  said  county,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
provided  by  law  for  incorporated  cities,  towns  or  villages  within 
such  county. 

Sec.  171.  In  any  county  that  shall  have  adopted  a  system  of  gov- 
ernment by  the  chairmen  of  the  several  township  boards,  the  ques- 
tion of  continuing  the  same  may  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
such  county  at  a  general  election  in  such  a  manner  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  upon  such  ques- 
tion shall  be  against  said  system  of  government,  then  such  system 
shall  cease  In  said  county,  and  the  affairs  of  said  county  shall  then 
be  transacted  by  a  board  of  county  commissioners  as  is  now  pro- 
vided by  the  laws  of  the  territory  of  Dakota. 

Sec.  172.  Until  the  system  of  county  government  by  the  chair- 
men of  the  several  township  boards  Is  adopted  by  any  county  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  said  county  shall  be  transacted  by  a  board  of  county 
commissioners.  Said  board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  and 
not  more  than  five  members,  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  Said  board  shall  hold  sessions  for  the  transaction 
of  county  business  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  173.  At  the  first  general  election  held  after  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  there  shsJl  be 
elected  in  each  organized  county  in  the  state,  a  county  judge,  clerk 
of  court,  register  of  deeds,  county  auditor,  treasurer,  sheriff  and 
state's  attorney,  who  shall  be  electors  of  the  county  in  which  they 
are  elected,  and  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by 
law  for  such  other  county,  township  and  district  officers  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  and  shall  prescribe  the  duties  and  compensa- 
tion of  all  county,  township  and  district  officers.  The  sheriff  and 
treasurer  of  any  county  shall  not  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
more  than  four  years  in  succession. 

ARTICLE  XI.— Revenue  and  Taxation. 

Sec.  174.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  for  raising  rev- 
enue sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  state  for  each  year*  not 
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to  exceed  in  any  one  year  four  (4)  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  all  taxable  property  in  the  state,  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  last  assessment  made  for  state  and  county  purposes, 
and  also  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  state  debt 

Sec.  175.  No  tax  shall  be  levied  except  in  pursuance  of  law, 
and  every  law  imposing  a  tax  shall  state  distinctly  the  object  of  the 
same,  to  which  only  it  shall  be  applied. 

Sec.  176.  Laws  shall  be  passed  by  taxing  by  uniform  rule  all 
property  of  the  United  States  and  the  state,  county  and  municipal 
corporations,  both  real  and  personal,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation, 
and  the  legislative  assembly  shall  by  a  general  law  exempt  from 
taxation  property  used  exclusively  for  school,  religious,  cemetery 
or  charitable  purposes  and  personal  property  to  any  amount  not 
exceeding  in  value  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  individual  liable 
to  taxation;  but  the  legislative  assembly  may,  by  law,  provide  for 
the  payment  of  a  per  centum  of  gross  earnings  of  railroad  compan- 
ies to  be  paid  in  lieu  of  all  state,  county,  township  and  school  taxes 
on  property  exclusively  used  in  and  about  the  prosecution  of  the 
business  of  such  companies  as  common  carriers,  but  no  real  estate 
of  said  corporations  shall  be  exempted  from  taxation,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  on  the  same  basis  as  other  real  estate  is  taxed,  except 
road-bed,  right  of  way,  shops  and  buildings  used  exclusively  in  their 
business  as  common  carriers,  and  whenever  and  so  long  as  such 
law  providing  for  the  payment  of  a  per  centum  on  earnings  shall  be 
in  force,  that  part  of  section  179  of  this  article  relating  to  assess- 
ment of  railroad  property  shall  cease  to  be  in  force. 
Note. — Addenda  to  section  176,  adopted  in  1905. 

Sec.  177.  All  improvements  on  land  shall  be  assessed  in  accord- 
ance with  section  179,  but  plowing  shall  not  be  considered  as  an 
improvement  or  add  to  the  value  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  assess- 
ment 

Sec.  178.  The  power  of  taxation  shall  never  be  surrendered  or 
suspended  by  any  grant  or  contract  to  which  the  state  or  any  county 
or  other  municipal  corporation  shall  be  a  party. 

Sec.  179.  All  property,  except  as  hereinafter  m  this  section 
provided,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  county,  city,  township,  town,  vil- 
lage or  district  in  which  it  is  situated,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law.  The  franchise,  roadway,  road-bed,  rails  and  rolling  stock 
of  all  railroads  operated  in  this  state  shall  be  assessed  by  the  state 
board  of  equalization  at  their  actual  value  and  such  assessed  valua- 
tion shall  be  apportioned  to  the  counties,  cities,  townships  and  dis- 
tricts in  which  said  roads  are  located,  as  basis  for  taxation  of 
such  property  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  miles  of  railway  laid 
in  such  counties,  cities,  towns,  townships  and  districts. 

Note. — ^Thls   section    amended    by    Article    4,    amendments    to    the 
constitution. 

Sec.  180.  The  legislative  assembly  may  provide  for  the  levy, 
collection  and  disposition  of  an  annual  poll  tax  of  not  more  than 
one  dollar  and'  fifty  cents  on  every  male  inhabitant  of  this  state 
over  twenty-one  and  under  fifty  years  of  age,  except  paupers,  idiots, 
insane  persons  and  Indians  not  taxed. 

Sec.  181.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  pass  all  laws  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  XII.— Public  Debt  and  Public  Works. 
Sec.  182.  The  state  may,  to  meet  casual  deficits  or  failure  in  the 
revenue  or  in  case  of  extraordinary  emergencies  contract  debts,  but 
such  debts  shall  never  in  the  aggregate  exceed  the  sum  of  $200,000, 
exclusive  of  what  may  be  the  debt  of  North  Dakota  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  constitution.  Every  such  debt  shall  be  author- 
ized by  law  for  certain  purposes  to  be  definitely  mentioned  therein, 
and  every  such  law  shall  provide  for  levying  an  annual  tax  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  semi-annually,  and  the  prinicipal  within 
thirty  years  from  the  passage  of  such  law,  and  snail  specially  ap- 
propriate the  proceeds  of  such  tax  to  the  payment  of  said  principal 
and  interest,  and  such  appropriation  shall  not  be  repealed  nor  the 
tax  discontinued  until  such  debt,  both  principal  and  interest,  shall 
have  been  fully  paid.  No  debt  in  excess  of  the  limit  named  shall  be 
incurred  except  for  the  purpose  of  repelling  invasion,  suppressing 
insurrection,  defending  the  state  in  time  of  war,  or  to  provide  for 
public  defense  in  case  of  threatened  hostilities;  but  the  issuing  of 
new  bonds  to  refund  existing  indebtedness,  shall  not  be  construed 
to  be  any  part  or  portion  of  said  ?200,000. 

Sec.  183.  The  debt  of  any  county,  township,  city,  town,  school 
district  or  any  other  political  subdivision,  shall  never  exceed  five 
(5)  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property 
therein;  provided,  that  any  incorporated  city  may  by  a  two-thirds 
vote,  increase  such  indebtedness  five  per  centum  on  such  assessed 
value  beyond  said  five  per  cent  limit.  In  estimating  the  indebted- 
ness which  a  city,  county,  township,  school  district  or  any  other 
political  subdivision  may  incur,  the  entire  amount  of  existing  in- 
debtedness, whether  contracted  prior  or  subsequent  to  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution  shall  be  included;  provided,  further,  that  any 
incorporated  city  may  become  indebted  in  any  amount  not  exceed- 
ing four  per  centum  on  such  assessed  value,  without  regard  to  the 
existing  indebtedness  of  such  city,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
or  purchasing  water  works  for  furnishing  a  supply  of  water  to  the 
inhabitants  of  such  city,  or  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  sewers, 
and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.  All  bonds  or  obligations  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  of  indebtedness  permitted  by  this  constitution, 
given  by  any  city,  county,  township,  town,  school  district  or  any 
other  political  subdivision,  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  184.  Any  city,  county,  township,  town,  school  district  or  any- 
other  political  subdivision  incurring  indebtedness  shall  at  or  before 
the  time  of  so  doing,  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  also  the  principal  thereof  when 
due,  and  all  laws  or  ordinances  providing  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  or  principal  of  any  debt  shall  be  irrepealable  until  such 
debt  be  paid. 

Sec.  185.  Neither  the  state,  nor  any  county,  city,  township,  town, 
school  district  or  any  other  political  subdivision  shall  loan  or  give 
its  credit  or  make  donations  to  or  in  aid  of  any  individual,  associa- 
tion or  corporation,  except  for  necessary  support  of  the  poor,  nor 
subscribe  to  or  become  the  owner  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  as- 
sociation or  corporation,  nor  shall  the  state  engage  in  any  work  of 
internal  improvement  unless  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  people. 

Sec.  186.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury  ex- 
cept upon  appropriation  by  law  and  on  warrant  drawn  by  the  proper 
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officer,  and  no  bills,  claims,  accounts  or  demands  against  the  state 
or  any  county  or  other  political  subdivision,  shall  be  audited,  al- 
lowed or  paid  until  a  full,  itemized  statement  in  writing  shall  be 
filed  with  the  officer  or  officers  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  audit  the 
same. 

Sec.  187.  No  bond  or  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  state  shall 
be  valid  unless  the  same  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  auditor  and  secretary  of  state,  showing  that  the  bond 
or  evidence  of  debt  is  issued  pursuant  to  law  and  is  within  the  debt 
limit.  No  bond  or  evidence  of  debt  of  any  county,  or  bond  of  any 
township  or  other  political  subdivision  shall  be  valid  unless  the 
same  have  endorsed  thereon  a  certificate  signed  by  the  county  aud- 
itor, or  other  officer  authorized  by  law  to  sign  such  certificate,  stat- 
ing that  said  bond,  or  evidence  of  debt  is  issued  pursuant  to  law 
and  is  within  the  debt  limit 

ARTICLE  XIII.— Militia. 

Sec.  188.  The  militia  of  this  state  shall  consist  of  all  able  bodied 
male  persons  residing  in  the  state,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  forty-five  years,  except  such  as  may  be  exempted  by  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state.  Persons  whose  religious  ten- 
ets or  conscientious  scruples  forbid  them  to  bear  arms  shall  not 
be  compelled  to  do  so  in  times  of  peace,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent 
for  a  personal  service. 

Sec.  189.  The  militia  shall  be  enrolled,  organized,  uniformed, 
armed  disciplined  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law, 
not  incompatible  with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  190.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 
establishment  of  volunteer  organizations  of  the  several  arms  of  the 
service  which  shall  be  classed  as  active  militia;  and  no  other  or- 
ganized body  of  armed  men  shall  be  permitted  to  perform  military 
duty  in  this  state  except  the  army  of  the  United  States,  without 
the  proclamation  of  the  governor  of  the  state. 

Sec  191.  All  militia  officers  shall  be  appointed  or  elected  in 
such  a  manner  as  the  legislative  assembly  shall  provide. 

Sec.  192.  The  commissioned  officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  governor,  and  no  commissioned  officer  shall  be  re- 
moved from  office  except  by  sentence  of  court  martial,  pursuant  to 
law. 

Sec.  193.  The  militia  forces  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason, 
felony  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during 
their  attendance  at  musters,  parades  •  and  elections  of  officers,  and 
in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

ARTICLE  XIV. — Impeachment  and  Removal  From  Office. 

Sec.  194.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeachment.  The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  members 
elected  shall  be  necessary  to  an  impeachment. 

Sec.  195.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate.  When 
sitting  for  that  purpose  the  senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  do  justice  according  to  the  law  and  evidence.  No  person 
shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  elected.  When  the  governor  or  lieutenant  governor  is  on 
trial  the  presiding  judge  of  the  supreme  court  shall  preside. 
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Sec.  196.  The  governor  and  other  state  and  Judicial  officers  ex- 
cept county  judges,  justices  of  the  peace  and  police  magistrates, 
shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  habitual  drunkenness,  crimes, 
corrupt  conduct,  or  malfeasance,  or  misdemeanor  in  office,  but 
judgment  in  such  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from 
office  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under 
state.  The  person  accused,  whether  convicted  or  acquitted,  shall 
nevertheless  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punish- 
ment  according  to  law. 

Sec.  197.  All  officers  not  liable  to  impeachment,  shall  be  subject 
to  removal  for  misconduct,  malfeasance,  crime  or  misdemeanor  in 
office,  or  for  habitual  drunkenness  or  gross  incompetency  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  198.  No  officer  shall  exercise  the  duties  of  his  office  after 
he  shall  have  been  impeached  and  before  his  acquittal. 

Sec.  199.  On  trial  of  impeachment  against  the  governor,  the  lieu- 
tenant governor  shall  not  act  as  a  member  of  the  court 

Sec.  200.  No  person  shall  be  tried  on  impeachment  before  he 
shall  have  been  served  with  a  copy  thereof,  at  least  twenty  days 
previous  to  the  day  set  for  trial. 

Sec.  201.  No  person  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  twice  for 
the  same  offense. 

ARTICLE  XV. — ^Future  Amendments. 

Sec.  202.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution 
may  be  proposed  in  either  house  of  the  legislative  assembly;  and 
if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected 
to  each  of  the  two  houses,  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  journal  of  the  house  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legislative  assembly  to  be  chosen  at 
the  next  general  election,  and  shall  be  published,  as  provided  by 
law,  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice, 
and  if  in  the  legislative  assembly  so  next  chosen  as  aforesaid  such 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments,  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  major- 
ity of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  legislative  assembly  to  submit  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  to  the  people  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
time  as  the  legislative  assembly  shall  provide;  and  if  the  people 
shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  legislat- 
ive assembly  voting  thereon,  such  amendment  or  amendments  shall 
become  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  this  state.  If  two  or  more 
amendments  shall  be  submitted  at  the  same  time  they  shall  be 
submitted  in  such  manner  that  the  electors  shall  vote  for  or  against 
each  of  such  amendments  separately. 

ARTICLE  XVI.— Compact  With  the  United  States. 

Sec.  203.  The  following  article  shall  be  irrevocable  without  the 
consent  of  the  United  States  and  the  people  of  this  state: 

First.  Perfect  toleration  of  religious  sentiment  shall  be  secured, 
and  no  Inhabitant  of  this  state  shall  ever  be  molested  in  person  or 
property  on  account  of  his  or  her  mode  of  religious  worship. 

Second.  The  people  inhabiting  this  state  do  agree  and  declare 
that  they  forever  disclaim  all  right  and  title  to  the  unappropriated 
public  lands  lying  within  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  to  all  lands 
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lying  within  said  limits  owned  or  held  by  any  Indian  or  Indian 
tribes,  and  that  until  the  title  thereto  shall  have  been  extinguished 
by  the  United  States,  the  same  shall  be  and  remain  subject  to  the 
disposition  of  the  United  States,  and  that  said  Indian  lands  shall 
remain  under  the  absolute  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  congress 
of  the  United  States;  that  the  lands  belonging  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  residing  without  this  state  shall  never  be  taxed  at 
a  higher  rate  than  the  lands  belonging  to  residents  of  this  state; 
that  no  taxes  shall  be  imposed  by  this  state  on  lands  or  property 
therein,  belonging  to,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  purchased  by  the 
United  States  or  reserved  for  its  use.  But  nothing  in  this  article 
shall  preclude  this  state  from  taxing  as  other  lands  are  taxed,  any 
lands  owned  or  held  by  any  Indian  who  has  severed  his  tribal 
relations,  and  has  obtained  from  the  United  States  or  from  any 
person,  a  title  thereto,  by  patent  or  other  grant  save  and  except  such 
lands  as  have  been  or  may  be  granted  to  any  Indian  or  Indians  un- 
der any  acts  of  congress  containing  a  provision  exempting  the 
lands  thus  granted  from  taxation,  which  last  mentioned  lands  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long,  and  to  such  extent,  as  is,  or  may 
be  provided  in  this  act  of  congress  granting  the  same. 

Third.  In  order  that  payment  of  debts  and  liabilities  contracted 
or  incurred  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  territory  of  Dakota  may  be 
justly  and  equitably  provided  for  and  made,  and  in  pursuance  of 
the  requirements  of  an  act  of  congress  approved  February  22,  1889, 
entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  division  of  Dakota  into  two 
states  and  enable  the  people  of  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Mon- 
tana and  Washington  to  form  constitutions  and  other  state  govern- 
ments and  to  be  admitted  into  the  union  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  original  states  and  to  make  donations  of  public  lands  to  such 
states,"  the  states  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota,  by  proceed- 
ings of  a  joint  commission,  duly  appointed  under  said  act,  the  ses- 
sions whereof  were  held  at  Bismarck,  in  said  state  of  North  Dakota, 
from  July  16,  1889,  to  July  31,  1889,  inclusive,  have  agreed  to  the 
following  adjustment  of  the  amounts  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of 
the  territory  of  Dakota,  which  shall  be  assumed  and  paid  by  each 
of  the  states  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota,  respectively,  towit: 

This  agreement  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
the  admission  into  the  union  as  one  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, of  either  the  state  of  North  Dakota  or  the  state  of  South  Da- 
kota." 

The  words  "State  of  North  Dakota."  whenever  used  In  this 
agreement,  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  territory  of  North  Dakota 
in  case  the  State  of  South  Dakota  shall  be  admitted  into  the  union 
prior  to  the  admission  into  the  union  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota; 
and  the  words  "State  of  South  Dakota*"  whenever  used  in  this 
agreement,  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  territory  of  South  Dakota 
in  case  the  state  of  North  Dakota  shall  be  admitted  into  the  union 
prior  to  the  admission  into  the  union  of  the  state  of  South  Dakota. 

The  said  state  of  North  Dakota  shall  assume  and  pay  all  bonds 
issued  by  the  territory  of  Dakota  to  provide  funds  for  the  purchase, 
construction,  repairs,  or  maintenance  of  such  public  institutions, 
grounds  or  buildings  as  are  located  within  the  boundaries  of  North 
Dakota,  and  shall  pay  all  warrants  issued  under  and  by  virtue  of 
that  certain  act  of  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  territory  of  Da- 
kota, approved  March  8,  1889,  entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
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fore  had,  which  liability  would  be  a  liability  of  the  territory  of  Da- 
kota had  such  territory  remained  in  existence,  and  which  liability 
shall  grow  out  of  matters  connected  with  any  public  institutions, 
grounds  or  buildings  of  the  territory  situated  or  located  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  other  state. 

A  final  adjustment  of  accounts  shall  be  made  upon  the  following 
basis:  North  Dakota  shall  be  charged  with  all  sums  paid  on  ac- 
count of  the  public  Institutions,  grounds  or  buildings  located  within 
its  boundaries  on  account  of  the  current  appropriations  since  March 
9,  1889;  and  South  Dakota  shall  be  charged  with  all  sums  paid  on 
account  of  public  Institutions,  grounds,  or  buildings  located  within 
its  boundaries  on  the  same  account  and  during  the  same  time. 
KsLch  state  shall  be  charged  with  one-half  of  all  other  expenses  of 
the  territorial  government  during  the  same  time.  All  moneys  paid 
into  the  treasury  during  the  period  from  March  8,  1889,  to  the  time 
of  taking  effect  of  this  agreement  by  any  county,  municipality  or 
person  within  the  limits  of  the  proposed  state  of  North  Dakota, 
shall  be  credited  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  all  sums 
paid  into  said  treasury  within  the  same  time  by  any  county, 
municipality  or  person  within  the  limits  of  the  proposed  state 
of  South  Dakota  shall  be  credited  to  the  state  of  South  Dakota, 
except  that  any  and  all  taxes  on  gross  earnings  paid  into  said  treas- 
ury by  railroad  corporations,  since  the  8th  day  of  March,  1889,  based 
upon  earnings  of  years  prior  to  1888,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
act  of  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  territory  of  Dakota,  approved 
March  7,  1889,  and  entitled,  "An  act  providing  for  the  levy  and 
collection  of  taxes  upon  property  of  railroad  companies  in  this 
territory,"  being  chapter  107  of  the  session  laws  of  1889  (that  is, 
the  part  of  such  sums  going  to  the  territory),  shall  be  equally  di- 
vided between  the  states  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota,  and 
all  taxes  heretofore  or  hereafter  paid  into  said  treasury  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  act  last  mentioned,  based  upon  the  gross  earnings 
of  the  year  1888,  shall  be  distributed  as  already  provided  by  law, 
except  that  so  much  thereof  as  goes  to  the  territorial  treasury 
shall  be  divided  as  follows:  North  Dakota  shall  have  so  much 
thereof  as  shall  be  or  has  been  paid  by  railroads  within  the  limits 
of  the  proposed  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  South  Dakota  so  much 
thereof  as  shall  be  or  has  been  paid  by  railroads  within  the  limits 
of  the  proposed  state  of  South  Dakota;  each  state  shall  be  accred- 
ited also  with  all  balances  of  appropriations  made  by  the  seven- 
teenth legislative  assembly  of  the  territory  of  Dakota  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  public  institutions,  grounds  or  buildings  situated  with- 
in its  limits  remaining  unexpended  on  March  8,  1889.  If  there  shall 
be  any  indebtedness  except  the  Indebtedness  represented  by  the 
bonds  and  refunding  warrants  hereinbefore  mentioned,  each  state 
shall,  at  the  time  of  such  final  adjustment  of  accounts,  assume  its 
share  of  said  indebtedness  as  determined  by  the  amount  paid  on 
account  of  the  public  Institutions,  grounds  or  buildings  of  such 
state  in  excess  of  the  receipts  from  counties,  municipalities,  rail- 
road corporations  or  persons  within  the  limits  of  said  state  as  pro- 
vided in  this  article;  and  if  there  should  be  a  surplus  at  the  time 
of  such  final  adjustment,  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  the  amounts 
received  from  counties,  municipalities,  railroad  corporations  or 
persons  within  its  limits  over  and  above  the  amount  charged  it. 
And  the  state  of  North  Dakota  hereby  obligated  Itself  to  pay  such

part  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  territory  of  Dakota  as  is  de- 
clared by  the  foregoing  agreement  to  be  its  proportion  thereof,  the 
same  as  if  such  proportion  iiad  been  originally  createa  by  said  state 
of  North  Dakota  as  its  own  debt  or  laibility. 

Sec.  204.  Jurisdiction  is  ceded  to  the  United  States  orer  the 
military  reservations  of  Fort  Abraham  Lincoln,  Port  Bnford,  Fort 
Pembina  and  Fort  Totten,  heretofore  declared  by  the  president  of 
United  States;  provided,  legal  process,  civil  and  criminal,  of  this 
state,  shall  extend  over  such  reservations  in  all  cases  in  which 
exclusive  jurisdiction  is  not  vested  in  the  United  States,*  or  of 
crimes  not  committed  within  the  limits  of  such  reservations. 

Sec.  205.  The  state  of  North  Dakota  hereby  accepts  the  several 
grants  of  land  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the  state  of  North 
Dakota  by  an  act  of  congress,  entitled,  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the 
division  of  Dakota  into  two  states,  and  to  enable  the  people  of  North 
Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Montana  and  Washington  to  form  constitu- 
tions and  state  governments,  and  to  be  admitted  into  the  union  on 
equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  and  to  make  donations  of 
public  lands  to  such  states,"  under  the  conditions  and  limitations 
therein  mentioned;  reserving  the  right,  however,  to  apply  to  con- 
gress for  modification  of  said  conditions  and  limitations  in  case  of 
necessity. 

ARTICLE  XVII.— Miscellaneous. 

Sec.  206.  The  name  of  this  state  shall  be  "North  Dakota."  The 
state  of  North  Dakota  shall  consist  of  all  the  territory  included 
within  the  following  boundary,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  a  point 
in  the  main  channel  of  the  Red  River  of  the  North,  where  the 
forty-ninth  degree  of  north  latitude  crosses  the  same;  thence  south 
up  the  main  channel  of  the  same  and  along  the  boundary  line  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota  to  a  point  where  the  seventh  standard 
parallel  intersects  the  same;  thence  west  along  said  seventh  stand- 
ard parallel  produced  due  west  to  a  point  where  it  intersects  the 
twenty-seventh  meridian  of  longitude  west  from  Washington;  thence 
north  on  said  meridian  to  a  point  where  it  intersects  the  forty- 
ninth  degree  of  north  latitude;  thence  east  along  said  line  to  place 
of  beginning. 

Hf.c.  207.  The  following  described  seal  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
and  hftrftby  constituted  the  great  seal  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota, 
towit :  "A  tree  in  the  open  field,  the  trunk  of  which  is  surrounded 
by  three  bundles  of  wheat;  on  the  right  a  plow,  anvil  and  sledge; 
on  thf^  left,  a  bow  crossed  with  three  arrows,  and  an  Indian  on 
horseback  pursuing  a  buffalo  toward  the  setting  sun;  the  foliage 
of  the  tree  arched  by  a  half  circle  of  forty-two  stars,  surrounded 
by  the  motto,  "Liberty  and  Union  Now  and  Forever,  One  and  In- 
separable;" the  words  "Great  Seal"  at  the  top,  the  words  "State 
of  North  Dakota"  at  the  bottom;  "October  1st"  on  the  left,  and 
"1889"  on  the  right  The  seal  to  be  two  and  one-half  inches  in 
diameter. 

Sec.  208.  The  right  of  the  debtor  to  enjoy  the  comforts  and 
necessaries  of  life  shall  be  recognized  by  wholesome  laws  exempting 
from  forced  sale  to  all  heads  of  families  a  homestead,  the  value  of 
which  shall  be  limited  and  defined  by  law;  and  a  reasonable  amount 
of  personal  property;  the  kind  and  value  shall  be  fixed  by  law. 
This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  liens  against  the 
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homestead  for  labor  done  aird  materials  furnished  in  the  improve- 
ment thereof,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  209.  The  labor  of  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  shall 
be  prohibited  in  mines,  factories  and  workshops  in  this  state. 

Sec.  210.  All  flowing  streams  and  natural  water  courses  shall 
forever  remain  the  property  of  the  state  for  mining,  irrigating  and 
manufacturing  purposes. 

Sec.  211.  Members  of  the  legislative  assembly  and  judicial  de- 
partments, except  such  inferior  officers  as  may  be  by  law  exempted, 
shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take 
and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation:  "I  do  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  the  state  of 
North  Dakota;  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 

the  office  of according  to  the  best  of  my 

ability,  so  help  me  God"  (if  an  oath),  (under  pain  and  penalty  of 
perjury,  if  an  affirmation),  and  no  other  oath,  declaration  or  test 
shall  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  any  office  or  public  trust 

Sec.  212.  The  exchange  of  "black  lists"  between  corporations 
shall  be  prohibited. 

Sec.  213.  The  real  and  personal  property  of  any  woman  in  this 
state,  acquired  before  marriage,  and  all  property  to  which  she  may 
after  marriage  become  in  any  manner  rightfully  entitled,  shall  be 
her  separate  property  and  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  her 
husband. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. — Congressional   and   Legislative  Apportionment. 
Sec.  214.     Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  member  of  the 
house  of  representatives  of  the  United  States  apportioned  to  this 
state  shall  be  elected  at  large. 

Until  otherwise  provided  by  law  the  senatorial  and  representat- 
ive districts  shall  be  formed  and  the  senators  and  representatives 
shall  be  apportioned  as  follows: 

The  first  district  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  Walhalla,  St 
Joseph,  Neche,  Pembina,  Bathgate,  Carlisle,  Jollet,  Midland,  Lincoln 
and  Drayton,  in  the  county  of  Pembina,  and  be  entitled  to  one  sen- 
ator and  two  representatives. 

The  second  district  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  St  Thomas, 
Hamilton,  Cavalier,  Akra,  Beauleau,  Thingvalla,  Gardar,  Park, 
Crystal,  Elora  and  Lodema,  in  the  county  of  Pembina,  and  be  entit- 
led to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  third  district  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  Perth,  La- 
tona,  Adams,  Silvestar,  Cleveland,  Morton,  Vesta,  Tiber,  Medford, 
Vernon,  Golden,  Lampton,  Eden,  Rushford,  Kensington,  Dundee, 
Ops,  Prairie  Center,  Fertile,  Park  River  and  Glenwood,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Walsh,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  fourth  district  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  Forest 
River,  Walsh  Center,  Grafton,  Farmington,  Ardoch,  village  of  Ar- 
doch,  Harrison,  city  of  Grafton,  Oakwood,  Martin,  Walshville,  Pul- 
aski, Acton,  Minto  and  St  Andrews,  in  the  county  of  Walsh,  and 
be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  three  representatives. 

The  fifth  district  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  Gilby,  Johns- 
town, Strabane,  Wheatfield,  Hegton,  Arvilla,  Avon,  Northwood,  Lind, 
Grace,  Larimore  and  the  city  of  Larimore,  Elm  Grove,  Agnes,  Ink- 
ster,  Elkmount,  Oakwood,  Niagara,  Moraine,  Logan  and  Loretta,  in 
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the  county  of  Grand  Forks,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two 
representatives. 

The  sixth  district  shall  consist  of  the  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and 
Sixth  wards  of  the  city  of  Grand  Forks,  as  now  constituted,  and 
the  townships  of  Falconer,  Harvey,  Turtle  River,  Ferry,  Rye,  Bloom- 
ing, Meckinock,  Lakeville  and  Levant,  in  the  county  of  Grand 
Forks,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  seventh  district  shall  consist  of  the  First  and  Second  wards 
of  the  city  of  Grand  Forks,  as  now  constituted,  and  the  townships 
of  Grand  Forks,  Brenna,  Oakville,  Chester,  Pleasant  View,  Fairfield, 
Allendale,  Walle,  Bentru,  Americus,  Michigan,  Union  and  Washing- 
ton; in  the  county  of  Grand  Forks,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator 
and  two  representatives. 

The  eighth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Traill  and  be 
entitled  to  one  senator  and  four  representatives. 

The  ninth  district  shall  consist  of  the  township  of  Fargo  and 
the  city  of  Fargo,  in  the  county  of  Grand  Forks,  and  be  entitled  to 
one  senator  and  four  representatives. 

The  ninth  district  shall  consist  of  the  township  of  Fargo  and 
the  city  of  Fargo,  in  the  county  of  Cass,  and  the  fractional  town- 
ship number  139  in  range  48,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two 
representatives. 

The  tenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  Noble,  Wiser, 
Harwood,  Reed,  Barnes,  Stanley,  Pleasant,  Kenyon,  Gardner,  Berlin, 
Raymond,  Mapleton,  Warren,  Norman,  Elm  River,  Harmony,  Dur- 
bin,  Addison,  Davenport,  Casselton  and  the  city  of  Casselton,  In 
the  county  of  Cass,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  three  repre- 
sentatives. 

The  eleventh  district  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  Webster, 
Rush  River,  Hunter,  Arthur,  Amenia,  E3verest,  Maple  River,  Leon- 
ard, Dows,  Erie,  Empire,  Wheatland,  Gill,  Walburg,  Watson,  Page, 
Rich,  Ayr,  Buffalo,  Howes,  Eldred,  Highland,  Rochester,  Lake,  Cor- 
nell, Tower,  Hill,  Clifton  and  Pontiac,  in  the  county  of  Cass,  and 
be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  three  representatives. 

The  twelfth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Richland,  and 
be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  three  representatives. 

The  thirteen  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Sargent,  and 
be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  fourteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Ransom, 
and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  represenatives. 

The  fifteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Barnes,  and 
be  eniicled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  sixteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Steele  and 
Griggs,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  seventeenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Nelson, 
and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  one  representative. 

The  eighteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Cavalier, 
and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  nineteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Towner 
and  Rolette,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  one  representative. 

The  twentieth  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Benson 
and  Pierce,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  twenty-first  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Ramsey, 
and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  twenty-second  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Eddy, 
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Foster  and  Wells,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  represen- 
tatives. 

The  twenty-third  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Stuts- 
man, and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  twenty-fourth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  LaMoure, 
and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  one  representative  . 

The  twenty-fifth  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Dickey, 
and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  twenty-sixth  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Em- 
mons, Mcintosh,  Logan  and  Kidder,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator 
and  two  representatives. 

The  twenty-seventh  district  shall  consist  of  the  county  of  Bur- 
leigh, and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  twenty-eighth  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Bot- 
tineau and  McHenry,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  one  rep- 
resentative. 

The  twenty-ninth  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Ward, 
McLean,  and  all  the  unorganized  counties  lying  north  of  the  Mis- 
souri river,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  one  representative. 

The  thirtieth  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Morton  and 
Oliver,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  two  representatives. 

The  thirty-first  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Mercer, 
Stark  and  Billings  and  all  the  unorganized  counties  lying  south  of 
the  Missouri  river,  and  be  entitled  to  one  senator  and  one  represen- 
tative. 

Note. — Apportionment  changed  by  law  of  1901,  law  of  1907,  law 
of  1909  and  law  of  1911. 

ARTICLE  XIX.— Public  Institutions. 

Sec.  215.  The  following  public  institutions  of  the  state  are  per- 
manently located  at  the  places  hereinafter  named,  each  to  have  the 
lands  specifically  granted  to  it  by  the  United  States,  in  the  act  of 
congress  approved  February  22,  1889,  to  be  disposed  of  and  used 
in  such  manner  as  the  legislative  assembly  may  prescribe,  subject 
to  the  limitations  provided  in  the  article  on  school  and  public  lands 
contained  in  this  constitution. 

First.  The  seat  of  government  at  the  city  of  Bismarck,  in  the 
county  of  Burleigh. 

Second.  The  state  university  and  the  school  of  mines  at  the 
city  of  Grand  Forks,  in  the  county  of  Grand  Forks. 

Third.  The  agricultural  college  at  the  city  of  Fargo,  in  the 
county  of  Cass. 

Fourth.  A  state  normal  school  at  the  city  of  Valley  City,  in  the 
county  of  Barnes;  and  the  legislative  assembly  in  apportioning  the 
grant  of  eighty  thousand  acres  of  land  for  normal  schools  made  in 
the  act  of  congress  referred  to  shall  grant  to  the  said  normal  school 
at  Valley  City,  as  aforementioned,  fity  thousand  (50,000)  acres,  and 
said  lands  are  hereby  appropriated  to  said  institution  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Fifth.  The  deaf  and  dumb  asylum  at  the  city  of  Devils  Lake,  in 
the  county  of  Ramsey. 

Note. — See  amendments,   Article   6. 

Sixth.  A  state  reform  school  at  the  city  of  Mandan,  in  the 
county  of  Morton. 

Seventh.  A  state  normal  school  at  the  city  of  Mayville,  in  the 
county  of  Traill,  and  the  legislative  assembly  in  apportioning  the 
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declared  to  be  the  seals  of  the  supreme  and  district  courts  re- 
spectively of  the  state. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  this  constitution  shall  go  into  effect,  the 
books,  records  and  papers  and  proceedings  of  the  probate  court  In 
each  county,  and  all  causes  and  matters  of  adminstration  and 
other  matters  pending  therein,  shall  pass  into  the  jurisdiction  and 
possession  of  the  county  court  of  the  same  county,  and  the  said 
county  court  shall  proceed  to  final  decree  of  judgment,  order  or 
other  determination  in  the  said  several  matters  and  causes  as  the 
said  probate  court  might  have  done  if  this  constitution  had  not 
been  adopted.  And  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the 
judges  of  the  county  courts  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  the 
probate  judges  shall  act  as  the  judges  of  the  county  courts  within 
their  respective  counties,  and  the  seal  of  the  probate  court  in  each 
county  shall  be  the  seal  of  the  county  court  therein  until  the  said 
court  shall  have  procured  a  proper  seal. 

Sec.  9.  The  terms  "probate  court"  or  "probate  judge,"  whenever 
occurring  in  the  statutes  of  the  territory,  shall  after  this  constitu- 
tion goes  into  effect,  be  held  to  apply  to  the  county  court  or  county 
judge. 

Sec.  10.  All  territorial,  county  and  precinct  officers,  who  may 
be  in  office  at  the  time  this  constitution  takes  effect,  whether  holding 
their  offices  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  ter- 
ritory, shall  hold  and  exercise  their  respective  offices,  and  perform 
the  duties  thereof  as  prescribed  in  this  constitution,  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  constitution,  and  official  bonds  of  all  such  officers 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  as  though  this  constitution  had 
not  been  adopted;  and  such  officers  for  their  term  of  service,  under 
this  constitution,  shall  receive  the  same  salaries  and  compensation 
as  is  by  this  constitution  or  by  the  laws  of  the  territory,  provided 
for  like  officers;  provided,  that  the  county  and  precinct  officers  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected.  There 
shall  be  elected  in  each  organized  county  in  this  state,  at  the  election 
to  be  held  for  the  ratification  of  this  constitution,  a  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court,  who  shall  hold  his  office  under  said  election  until  his 
successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  judges  of  the  district 
court  shall  have  power  to  appoint  state's  attorneys  in  any  organized 
counties  where  no  such  attorneys  have  been  elected,  which  appoint- 
ment shall  continue  until  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  1890,  and 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  11.  This  constitution  shall  take  effect  and  be  In  full  force 
Immediately  upon  the  admission  of  the  territory  as  a  state. 

Sf:c.  12.  Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  this  convention 
the  governor  of  the  territory,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  failure 
to  act,  the  secretary  of  the  territory,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
failure  to  act,  the  president  of  the  constitutional  convention  shall 
Issue  a  proclamation,  which  shall  be  published  and  a  copy  thereof 
mailed  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
each  county,  calling  an  el**ction  by  the  propie  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  October,  1889,  of  all  the  state  and  district  officers  created  and 
made  elective  by  this  constitution.  This  constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted for  adoption  or  rejection  at  said  election  lo  a  vote  of  the 
electors  qualified  by  the  laws  of  this  territory  to  vote  at  all  elec- 
tions.   At  the  election  provided  for  herein  the  qualified  voters  shall 
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bodies  corporate  shall  continue  as  if  no  change  of  goyernment  had 
taken  place,  and  all  processes  which  may,  before  the  organization 
of  the  Judicial  department  under  this  constitution,  be  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  territory  of  Dakota,  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  is- 
sued in  the  name  of  the  state. 

Sec.  2.  All  laws  now  in  force  in  the  territory  of  Dakota,  which 
are  not  repugnant  to  this  constitution,  shall  remain  in  force  until 
they  expire  by  their  own  limitations  or  be  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  All  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and  escheats  accruing 
to  the  territory  of  Dakota  shall  accrue  to  the  use  of  the  states  of 
North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
by  either  of  said  states  as  necessity  may  require. 

Sec.  4.  All  recognizances,  bonds,  obligations  or  other  undertak- 
ings, heretofore  taken,  or  which  may  be  taken  before  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Judicial  department  under  this  constitution,  shall  re- 
main valid,  and  shall  pass  over  to,  and  may  be  prosecuted  in  the 
name  of  the  state;  all  bonds,  obligations  or  other  undertakings  ex- 
ecuted to  this  territory,  or  to  any  officer  in  his  official  capacity,  shall 
pass  over  to  the  proper  state  authority,  and  to  their  successors  in 
office,  for  the  use  therein  respectively  expressed,  and  may  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  accordingly;  all  criminal  prosecutions  and  penal 
actions,  which  have  arisen  or  may  arise  before  the  organization  of 
the  judicial  department,  under  this  constitution,  or  which  shall 
then  be  pending,  may  be  prosecuted  to  judgment  and  execution  in 
the  name  of  the  state. 

Sec.  5;  All  property  real  and  personal,  and  credits,  claims  and 
choses  in  action  belonging  to  the  territory  of  Dakota  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  vested  in  and  become 
the  property  of  the  states  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota. 

Sec  6.  Whenever  any  two  of  the  Judges  of  the  supreme  court 
of  the  state,  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  shall 
have  qualified  in  their  offices,  the  causes  then  pending  the  supreme 
court  of  the  territory  on  appeal  or  writ  of  error  from  the  district 
courts  of  any  county  or  subdivision  within  the  limits  of  this  state, 
and  the  papers,  records  and  proceedings  of  said  court  shall  pass 
into  the  Jurisdiction  and  possession  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
state,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  enabling  act  of  congress, 
and  until  so  superseded  the  supreme  court  of  the  territory  and 
judges  thereof  shall  continue,  with  like  powers  and  Jurisdiction  as 
if  this  constitution  had  not  been  adopted.  Whenever  the  judge  of 
the  district  court  of  any  district  elected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  constitution  shall  have  qualified  in  this  office,  the  several 
causes  then  pending  in  the  district  court  of  the  territory  within 
any  court  in  such  district,  and  the  records,  papers  and  proceedings 
of  said  district  court,  and  the  seal  and  other  property  pertaining 
thereto,  shall  pass  into  the  Jurisdiction  and  possession  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  state  for  such  county,  except  as  provided  in  the 
enabling  act  of  congress,  and  until  the  district  courts  of  this  ter- 
ritory shall  be  superseded  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  the  said  district 
courts  and  the  Judges  thereof  shall  continue  with  the  same  Jurisdic- 
tion and  power  to  be  exercised  in  the  same  judicial  districts  re- 
spectively as  heretofore  constituted  under  the  laws  of  the  territory. 

Sec.  7  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  seals  now  in  use 
In  the  supreme  and  district  courts  of  this  territory  are  hereby 
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declared   to  be  tbe  seals  of  the  supreme  and  district  courts  re- 
spectively of  the  state. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  this  constitution  shall  go  into  effect,  the 
books,  records  and  papers  and  proceedings  of  the  probate  court  in 
each  county,  and  all  causes  and  matters  of  adminstration  and 
other  matters  pending  therein,  shall  pass  into  the  jurisdiction  and 
possession  of  the  county  court  of  the  same  county,  and  the  said 
county  court  shall  proceed  to  final  decree  of  judgment,  order  or 
other  determination  in  the  said  several  matters  and  causes  as  the 
said  probate  court  might  have  done  if  this  constitution  had  not 
been  adopted.  And  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the 
judges  of  the  county  courts  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  the 
probate  judges  shall  act  as  the  judges  of  the  county  courts  within 
their  respective  counties,  and  the  seal  of  the  probate  court  in  each 
county  shall  be  the  seal  of  the  county  court  therein  until  the  said 
court  shall  have  procured  a  proper  seal. 

Sec.  9.  The  terms  "probate  court"  or  "probate  judge,"  whenever 
occurring  in  the  statutes  of  the  territory,  shall  after  this  constitu- 
tion goes  into  effect,  be  held  to  apply  to  the  county  court  or  county 
judge. 

Sec.  10.  All  territorial,  county  and  precinct  officers,  who  may 
be  in  office  at  the  time  this  constitution  takes  effect,  whether  holding 
their  offices  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  ter- 
ritory, shall  hold  and  exercise  their  respective  offices,  and  perform 
the  duties  thereof  as  prescribed  in  this  constitution,  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  constitution,  and  official  bonds  of  all  such  officers 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  as  though  this  constitution  had 
not  been  adopted;  and  such  officers  for  their  term  of  service,  under 
this  constitution,  shall  receive  the  same  salaries  and  compensation 
as  is  by  this  constitution  or  by  the  laws  of  the  territory,  provided 
for  like  officers;  provided,  that  the  county  and  precinct  officers  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected.  There 
shall  be  elected  in  each  organized  county  in  this  state,  at  the  election 
to  be  held  for  the  ratification  of  this  constitution,  a  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court,  who  shall  hold  his  office  under  said  election  until  his 
successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  judges  of  the  district 
court  shall  have  power  to  appoint  state's  attorneys  In  any  organized 
counties  where  no  such  attorneys  have  been  elected,  which  appoint- 
ment shall  continue  until  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  1890,  and 
until  hia  auccesaor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  11.  This  constitution  shall  take  effect  and  be  In  full  force 
immf^diately  upon  the  admission  of  the  territory  as  a  state. 

Skc.  12.  Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  this  convention 
the  governor  of  the  territory,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  failure 
to  act,  the  secretary  of  the  territory,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
failure  to  art,  the  president  of  the  constitutional  convention  shall 
issue  a  proclamation,  which  shall  be  published  and  a  copy  thereof 
mailf'd  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
each  county,  calling  an  election  by  the  people  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  October,  1889,  of  all  the  state  and  district  officers  created  and 
made  elective  by  this  constitution.  This  constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted for  adoption  or  rejection  at  said  election  to  a  vote  of  the 
electors  qualified  by  the  laws  of  this  territory  to  vote  at  all  elec- 
tions.   At  the  election  provided  for  herein  the  qualified  voters  shall 
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vote  directly  for  or  against  this  constitution  and  for  or  against  the 
article  separately  submitted. 

Sec.  13.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  several  counties 
shall  thereupon  order  such  election  for  said  day,  and  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  for  the  period  of  twenty  days,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law.  Every  qualified  elector  of  the  territory, 
at  the  date  of  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat.  Such 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  by  the  laws  of  the  territory  for  general  elections,  and  the 
returns  for  all  state  and  district  officers,  and  members  of  the  legisla- 
tive assembly,  shall  be  made  to  the  canvassing  board  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

Sec.  14.  The  governor,  secretary  and  chief  justice,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  canvassers  to  canvass  the  vote 
of  such  election  for  all  state  and  district  officers  and  members  of 
the  legislative  assembly.  The  said  board  shall  assemble  at  the  seat 
of  government  of  the  territory  on  the  fifteenth  day  after  the  day  of 
such  election  (or  on  the  following  day  if  such  day  falls  on  Sunday), 
and  proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  on  the  adoption  of  this  constitution 
and  for  all  state  and  district  officers  and  members  of  the  legislative 
assembly  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  territory  for 
canvassing  the  vote  for  delegate  to  congress,  and  they  shall  issue 
certificates  of  election  to  the  persons  found  to  be  elected  to  said 
offices  severally,  and  shall  make  and  file  with  the  secretary  of  the 
territory  an  abstract  certified  by  them,  of  the  number  of  votes  cast 
for  or  against  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  and  for  each  person 
for  each  of  said  offices,  and  of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  each 
county. 

Sec.  15.  All  officers  elected  at  such  election  shall,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  date  of  the  executive  proclamation  admitting  the 
State  of  North  Dakota  into  the  union,  take  the  oath  required  by 
this  constitution,  and  give  the  same  bond  required  by  the  law  of 
the  territory  to  be  given  in  case  of  like  officers  of  the  territory  and 
districts,  and  shall  thereupon,  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  but  the  legislative  assembly  may  require  by  law  all  such 
officers  to  give  other  or  further  bonds  as  a  condition  of  their  con- 
tinuance in  office. 

Sec.  16.  The  judges  of  the  district  court  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  election  herein  provided  for  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  1893,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  All  other  state  officers,  except  judges  of  the  supreme  court, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  election  herein  provided  for,  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1891,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Until  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  receive  for  their  services 
the  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly; 
and  the  district  judges  shall  receive  for  their  services  the  salary  of 
three  throusand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly. 

Sec.  17.  The  governor-elect  of  the  state  immediately  upon  his 
qualifying  and  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  issue  his 
proclamation  convening  the  legislative  assembly  of  tne  state  at  the 
seat  of  government  on  a  day  to  be  named  in  said  proclamation,  and 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  forty  days  after 
the  date  of  such  proclamation.  And  said  legislative  assembly  after 
organizing  shall  proceed  to  elect  two  senators  of  the  United  States 
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for  the  state  of  North  Dakota;  and  at  said  election  the  two  per- 
sons \?ho  shall  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  by  the  said 
senators  and  representatives  shall  be  elected  such  United  States 
senators.  And  the  presiding  officers  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives  shall  each  certify  the  election  to  the  governor  and 
secretary  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota;  and  the  governor  and  secre- 
tary of  state  shall  certify  the  election  of  such  senators  as  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  18.  At  the  election  herein  provided  for  there  shall  be  elect- 
ed a  representative  to  the  fifty-first  congress  of  the  United  States, 
by  the  electors  of  the  state  at  large. 

Sec.  19.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  legislative  assembly 
at  its  first  session  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  debts  and  in- 
debtedness authorized  to  be  incurred  by  the  constitutional  conven- 
vention  of  North  Dakota,  which  shall  remain  unpaid  after  the  ap- 
propriation made  by  congress  for  the  same  shall  have  been  ex- 
hausted. 

Sec.  20.  There  shall  be  submitted  to  the  same  election  at  which 
this  constitution  is  submitted  for  rejection  or  adoption,  article  20, 
entitled  "Prohibition,"  and  persons  who  desire  to  vote  for  said  article 
shall  have  written  or  printed  on  their  ballots  "For  Prohibition," 
and  all  persons  desiring  to  vote  against  said  article  sball  have  writ- 
ten or  printed  on  their  ballots  "Against  Prohibition."  If  it  shall  ap- 
pear according  to  the  returns  herein  provided  for  that  a  majority 
of  all  votes  cast  at  said  election  for  and  against  prohibition  are  for 
prohibition,  then  said  article  20  shall  be  and  form  a  part  of  this 
constitution  and  be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  such  from  the  date 
of  the  admission  of  this  state  into  the  union.  But  if  a  majority 
of  said  votes  shall  appear  according  to  said  returns  to  be  against 
prohibition  then  said  article  20  shall  be  null  and  void  and  shall  not 
be  a  part  of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  21.  The  agreement  made  by  the  joint  commission  of  the 
constitutional  conventions  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota  con- 
cerning the  records,  books  and  archives  of  the  Territory  of  Dakota 
is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed:  which  agreement  is  in  the  words 
following:    That  is  to  say: 

The  following  books,  records  and  archives  of  the  Territory  of 
Dakota  shall  be  the  property  of  North  Dakota,  to-wit:  All  records, 
books  and  archives  in  the  offices  of  the  governor  and  secretary  of 
the  territory  (except  records  of  articles  of  incorporation  of  domestic 
corporations,  returns  of  election  of  delegates  to  the  constitutional 
convention  of  1889  for  South  Dakota,  returns  of  elections  held 
under  the  so-called  local  option  law,  in  counties  within  the  limits 
of  South  Dakota,  bonds  of  notaries  public  appointed  for  counties 
within  the  limits  of  South  Dakota,  papers  relating  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  counties  situate  within  the  limits  of  South  Dakota,  all  which 
records  and  archives  are  a  part  of  the  records  and  archives  of  said 
secretary's  office:  excepting,  also  census  returns  from  counties 
situate  within  the  limits  of  South  Dakota  and  papers  relating  to 
requisitions  issued  upon  the  application  of  officers  of  counties  situate 
within  the  limits  of  South  Dakota,  all  of  which  are  a  part  of  the 
records  and  archives  of  said  governor's  office.) 

And  the  following  records,  books  and  archives  shall  also  be  the 
property  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  to-wlt:  Vouchers  in  the 
office  or  custody  of  the  auditor  of  this  territory  relating  to  expendl- 
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tures  on  account  of  public  institutions,  grounds  or  buildings  situate 
within  the  limits  of  North  Dakota.  One  warrant  register  in  the 
office  of  the  treasury  of  this  territory — being  a  record  of  warrants 
issued  under  and  by  virtue  of  chapter  24  of  the  laws  enacted  by  the 
eighteenth  legislatiye  assembly  of  Dakota  Territory.  All  letters, 
receipts  and  vouchers  in  the  same  office  now  filed  ny  counties  and 
pertaining  to  counties  within  the  limits  of  North  Dakota.  Paid  and 
cancelled  coupons  in  the  same  office  representing  interest  on  bonds 
which  said  state  of  North  Dakota  is  to  assume  and  pay.  Reports  of 
gross  earnings  of  the  year  1888  in  the  same  office,  made  by  corpora- 
tions operating  lines  or  railroad  situated  wholly  or  mainly  within 
the  limits  of  North  Dakota.  Records  and  papers  of  the  office  of  the 
board  of  agriculture.  Records  and  papers  in  the  office  of  the  board 
of  pharmacy  of  the  District  of  North  Dakota. 

All  records,  books  and  archives  of  the  Territory  of  Dakota  which 
it  is  not  herein  agreed  shall  be  the  property  of  North  Dakota,  shall 
be  the  property  of  South  Dakota. 

The  following  books  shall  be  copied  and  the  copies  shall  be 
the  property  of  North  Dakota,  and  the  cost  of  such  copies  shall  be 
borne  equally  by  said  states  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota. 
That  is  to  say: 

Appropriation  ledger  for  the  years  ending  November,  1889-90 — 
one  volume. 

The  auditor's  current  warrant  register — one  volume. 

Insurance  record  for  1889 — one  volume. 

Treasurer's  cash  book — "D." 

Assessment  ledger — "B." 

Dakota  Territory  bond  register — one  volume. 

Treasurer's  current  ledger — one  volume. 

The  originals  of  the  foregoing  volumes  which  are  to  be  copied 
shall  at  any  time  after  such  copying  shall  have  been  completed 
be  delivered  on  demand  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  State  of 
South  Dakota. 

All  other  records  and  archives,  which  it  is  hereby  agreed  shall 
be  the  property  of  South  Dakota,  shall  remain  at  the  capitol  of 
North  Dakota  until  demanded  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of 
South  Dakota,  and  until  the  State  of  North  Dakota  shall  have 
had  a  reasonable  time  after  such  demand  is  made  to  provide 
copies  or  abstracts  of  such  portions  thereof  as  the  said  State  of 
North  Dakota  may  desire  to  have  copies  or  abstracts  of. 

The  State  of  South  Dakota  may  also  provide  copies  or  abstracts 
of  such  records,  books  and  archives,  which  it  is  agreed  shall  be 
the  property  of  North  Dakota,  as  said  State  of  South  Dakota 
shall  desire  to  have  copies  or  abstracts  of.  The  expenses  of  all 
copies  or  abstracts  of  records,  books,  and  archives  which  it  is 
herein  agreed  may  be  made,  shall  be  borne  equally  by  said  two 
states. 

Sec.  22.  Should  the  counties  containing  lands  which  form  a 
part  of  the  grant  of  lands  made  by  congress  to  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific railroad  company,  be  compelled  by  law  to  refund  moneys 
paid  for  such  lands  or  any  of  them  by  purchasers  thereof  at  tax 
sales  thereof,  based  upon  taxes  illegally  levied  upon  said  lands, 
then  and  in  that  case  the  State  of  North  Dakota  shall  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  reimburse  said  counties  for  the 
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amount  so  received  from  said  illegal   tax  sales  and  paid  by  said 
counties  into  the  treasury  of  Dakota  Territory. 

Sec.  23.  This  constitution  shall  after  its  enrollment  be  signed 
by  the  president  of  this  convention  and  the  chief  clerk  thereof, 
and  such  delegates  as  desire  to  sign  the  same,  whereupon  it  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  ofllce  of  the  secretary  of  the  territory,  where 
it  may  be  signed  at  any  time  by  any  delegate  who  shall  be  pre- 
vented from  signing  the  same  for  any  reason  at  the  time  of  the 
adjournment  of  this  convention. 

Sec.  24.  In  case  the  territorial  officers  of  the  Territory  of 
Dakota,  or  any  of  them  who  are  now  required  by  law  to  report  to 
the  governor  of  the  territory,  annually  or  biennially,  shall  pre- 
pare and  publish  such  reports  covering  the  transactions  of  their 
offices  up  to  the  time  of  the  admission  of  the  State  of  North  Da- 
kota into  the  union,  the  legislative  assembly  shall  make  sufficient 
appropriations  to  pay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  publication. 

Sec.  25.  The  governor  and  secretary  of  the  territory  are  here- 
by authorized  to  make  arrangements  for  the  meeting  of  the  first 
legislative  assembly,  and  the  inauguration  of  the  state  govern- 
ment. 

Sec.  26.  The  legislative  assembly  shall  provide  for  the  editing 
and  for  the  publication  in  an  independent  volume,  of  this  con- 
stitution, as  soon  as  It  shall  take  effect,  and  whenever  It  shall  be 
altered  or  amended,  and  shall  cause  to  be  published  In  the  same 
volume  the  declaration  of  Independence,  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  enabling  act.

AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  legislative  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  authorize 
lotteries  or  gift  enterprises  for  any  purpose  and  shall  pass  laws 
to  prohibit  the  sale  of  lottery  or  gift  enterprise  tickets. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.  121.  Every  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
or  upwards,  belonging  to  either  of  the  following  classes,  who  shall 
have  resided  in  the  state  one  year  and  in  the  county  six  months, 
and  In  the  precinct  ninety  days  next  preceding  any  election,  shall 
be  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election. 

First— Citizens   of  the   United    States. 

Second — Civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent,  who  shall  have 
severed  their  tribal  relations  two  years  next  preceding  such  elec- 
tion. 
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Sec.  127.  No  person  who  is  under  gnardianship,  non  compoe 
mentis  or  insane,  shall  be  qualified  to  TOte  at  any  election;  nor 
any  person  convicted  of  treason  or  felony  unless  restored  to  ciYU 
rights;  and  the  legislature  shall  by  law  establish  an  educational 
test  as  a  qualification,  and  may  prescribe  penalties  for  failing, 
neglecting  or  refusing  to  vote  at  any  general  election. 

ARTICLE  in. 

Sec.  76.  The  governor  shall  have  power  in  conjunction  with 
the  board  of  pardons,  of  which  the  governor  shall  be  ez-officio  a 
member  and  the  other  members  of  which  shall  consist  of  the  at- 
torney general  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  and  two  qualified 
electors  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  to  remit  fines 
and  forfeitures,  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons 
after  conviction,  for  all  offenses  except  treason  and  cases  of  im- 
peachment; but  the  legislative  assembly  may  by  law  regulate  the 
manner  in  which  the  remission  of  fines,  pardons,  commutations 
and  reprieves  may  be  applied  for.  Upon  conviction  of  treason  the 
governor  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend  the  execution  of  sen- 
tence until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  legislative  assembly 
at  its  next  regular  session,  when  the  legislative  assembly  shall 
either  pardon  or  commute  the  sentence,  direct  the  execution  of 
the  sentence  or  grant  further  reprieve.  The  governor  shall  com- 
municate to  the  legislative  assembly  at  each  regular  session  each 
case  of  remission  of  fine,  reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon  granted 
by  the  board  of  pardons,  stating  the  name  of  the  convict,  the  crime 
for  which  he  is  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date  and  the  date 
of  remission,  commutation,  pardon  or  reprieve,  with  their  reasons 
for  granting  the  same. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Sec.  179.  All  property,  except  as  hereinafter  in  this  section 
provided,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  county,  city,  township,  village 
or  district  in  which  it  is  situated,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law.  The  franchise,  roadway,  roadbed,  rails  and  rolling  stock -of 
all  railroads,  and  the  franchise  and  all  other  property  of  all  ex- 
press companies,  freight  line  companies,  car  equipment  companies, 
sleeping  car  companies,  dining  car  companies,  telegraph  or  tele- 
phone companies,  or  corporations  operated  in  this  state  and  used 
directly  or  indirectly  in  the  carrying  of  persons,  property,  or  mes- 
sages, shall  be  assessed  by  the  state  board  of  equalization  at  their 
actual  value,  and  such  assessed  value  shall  be  apportioned  to  the 
counties,  cities,  towns,  villages,  townships  and  districts  in  which 
such  railroad  companies,  express  companies,  sleeping  car  com- 
panies, dining  car  companies,  telegraph  and  telephone  companies 
are  located,  and  through  which  they  are  operated,  as  a  basis  for 
the  taxation  of  such  property,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
miles  of  such  property,  within  such  counties,  cities,  towns,  vil- 
lages, townships  and  districts,  or  over  which  any  part  of  such 
property  is  used  or  operated  within  such  counties,  towns,  villages, 
townships  and  districts.  But  should  any  railroad  allow  any  por- 
tion of  its  roadway  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  the 
Operation  pf  a  railroad  thereon,  such  portion  of  its  roadway,  while 
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80  used,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner  proyided  for  the  assess- 
ment of  other  real  property. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Subdivision  5  of  section  215. 

Fifth.  The  school  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  North  Dakota,  at 
the  City  of  Devils  Lake,  In  the  County  of  Ramsey. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Subdivision  8,  of  section  215. 

Eighth.  A  state  hospital  for  the  insane  at  the  City  of  James- 
town, in  the  County  of  Stutsman.  And  the  legislative  assembly 
shall  apropriate  twenty  thousand  acres  of  the  grant  of  lands  made 
by  the  act  of  congress  aforesaid  for  "other  educational  and  char- 
itable institutions,"  to  the  benefit  and  for  the  endowment  of  said 
institution,  and  there  shall  be  located  at  or  near  the  City  of 
Grafton,  in  the  County  of  Walsh,  an  institution  for  the  feeble 
minded,  on  the  grounds  purchased  by  the  secretary  of  the  inte- 
rior for  a  penitentiary  building. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

Addenda  to  section  176: 

The  legislative  assembly  may  further  provide  that  grain  grown 
within  the  state  and  held  therein  in  elevators,  warehouses  and 
granaries  may  be  taxed  at  a  fixed  rate. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  moneys  of  the  permanent  school  fund  and  other  educa- 
tional funds  shall  be  invested  only  in  bonds  of  school  corporar 
tlons  or  of  counties,  or  of  townships,  or  of  municipalities  within 
the  state,  bonds  issued  for  the  construction  of  drains  under 
authority  of  law  within  the  state,  bonds  of  the  United  States, 
bonds  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  bonds  of  other  states: 
provided,  such  states  have  never  repudiated  any  of  their  in- 
debtedness, or  on  first  mortgages  on  farm  lands  in  this  state, 
not  exceeding  in  amount,  one-third  of  the  actual  value  of  any 
subdivision  on  which  the  same  may  be  loaned,  such  value  to  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  appraisal  of  school  lands. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

Sec.  158.  Minimum  Price  of  State  Lands.  No  lands  shall  be 
sold  for  less  than  the  appraised  value  and  in  no  case  for  less  than 
ten  dollars  per  acre.  The  purchaser  shall  pay  one-fifth  of  the 
price  in  cash,  and  the  remaining  four-fifths  as  follows:  One-fifth 
in  five  years,  one  fifth  in  ten  years,  one-fifth  in  fifteen  years  and 
one-fifth  in  twenty  years,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than 
six  per  centum,  payable  annually  in  advance.  All  sales  shall 
be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
to  be  sold  is  situate,  and  shall  be  at  public  auction  and  to 
the  highest  bidder,  after  sixty  days'  a^vertisepaeftt  of  the  same 
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in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
lands  to  be  sold,  and  one  at  the  seat  of  goyemment  Such 
lands  as  shall  not  have  been  specially  subdivided  shall  be 
offered  in  tracts  of  one-quarter  section,  and  those  so  subdivided 
in  the  smallest  subdivisions.  All  lands  designated  for  sale 
and  not  sold  within  two  years  after  appraisal,  shall  be  reap- 
praised before  they  are  sold.  No  grant  or  patent  for  any 
such  lands  shall  issue  until  payment  is  made  for  the  same; 
provided,  that  the  lands  contracted  to  be  sold  by  the  state  shall  be 
subject  to  taxation  from  the  date  of  such  contract  In  case  the 
taxes  assessed  against  any  of  said  lands  for  any  year  remain  un- 
paid until  the  first  Monday  in  October  of  the  following  year,  then 
and  thereupon  the  contracts  of  sale  of  such  lands  shall,  at  the 
election  of  the  board  of  university  and  school  lands,  become  null 
and  void;  and  no  such  contract  heretofore  made  shall  be  held 
void  for  nonpayment  of  taxes  accruing  on  the  lands  described 
therein;  provided,  such  taxes  shall  have  been  paid  before  this 
amendment  takes  effect;  provided,  further,  that  any  school  or 
institution  land  that  may  be  required  for  townsite  purposes  may 
be  paid  for  at  any  time  and  patent  issued  therefor. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Sec.  89.  The  supreme  court  shall  consist  of  five  judges,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  or  pro- 
nounce a  decision;  but  one  or  more  of  said  judges  may  adjourn 
the  court  from  day  to  day  or  to  a  day  certain. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Sec.  158.  No  land  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  appraised 
value,  and  in  no  case  for  less  than  ten  dollars  per  acre.  The  pur- 
chaser shall  pay  one-fifth  of  the  price  in  cash  and  the  remaining 
four-fifths  as  follows:  One-fifth  in  five  years,  one  fifth  on  or  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  ten  years,  one-fifth  on  or  before  the  expira- 
tion of  fifteen  years,  and  one-fifth  on  or  before  the  expiration  of 
twenty  years,  with  interest  payable  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than 
five  per  cent  per  annum  payable  annually  in  advance;  provided, 
that  when  payments  are  made  before  due  they  shall  be  made  at 
an  interest  paying  date,  and  one  year's  interest  in  advance  shall 
be  paid  on  all  moneys  so  paid.  All  sales  shall  be  held  at  the 
county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  to  be  sold  is  situated, 
and  be  at  public  auction  and  to  the  highest  bidder  after  sixty 
days  advertisement  of  the  same  in  a  newspaper  in  general  cir- 
culation in  the  vicinity  of  the  land  to  be  sold,  ana  also  published 
in  a  newspaper  published  at  the  county  seat,  and  also  in  a  news- 
paper published  at  the  seat  of  government.  Such  lands  as  shall 
not  have  been  especially  subdivided  shall  be  offered  in  tracts  of 
one-quarter  section,  and  those  subdivided  in  the  smallest  subdi- 
vision. All  lands  designated  for  sale  and  not  sold  within  two 
years  after  appraisal  shall  be  re-appraised  before  tney  are  sold. 
No  grant  or  patent  for  such  lands  shall  issue  until  payment  is 
made  for  the  same;  provided,  that  the  lands  contracted  to  be  sold 
by  the  state  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  from  the  date  of  such 
contract  In  case  the  taxes  assessed  against  any  of  said  lands 
for  any  year  remain  unpaid  until  the  first  Monday  in  October  of 
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the  following  year,  then  and  thereupon  the  contract  of  sale  for 
such  lands  shall,  if  the  hoard  of  university  and  school  lands  so 
determine,  become  null  and  void.  Any  lands  under  the  provisions 
of  section  158  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota 
that  have  heretofore  been  sold  may  be  paid  for,  except  as  to  inter- 
est, as  provided  herein;  provided,  further,  that  any  school  or  in- 
stitution lands  that  may  be  required  for  township  purposes,  may 
be  paid  for  at  any  time  and  patent  issued  therefor. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Sec.  216.  The  following  named  public  institutions  are  hereby 
pehmanently  located  as  hereinafter  provided,  each  to  have  so  much 
of  the  remaining  grant  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  acres 
of  land  made  by  the  United  States  for  "other  educational  and 
charitaole  institutions"  as  is  allotted  by  law,  namely: 

First.  A  soldiers*  home,  when  located,  or  such  other  charitable 
institution  as  the  legislative  assembly  may  determine,  at  Lisbon, 
in  the  County  of  Ransom,  with  a  grant  of  forty  thousand  acres  of 
land. 

Second.  A  blind  asylum,  or  such  other  Institution  as  the  legis- 
lative assembly  may  determine,  at  such  place  in  the  County  of 
Pembina  as  the  qualified  electors  of  the  said  county  may  determine 
at  an  election  to  be  held  as  prescribed  by  the  legislative  assembly, 
with  a  grant  of  thirty  thousand  acres. 

Third.  An  industrial  school  and  school  for  manual  training, 
or  such  other  educational  or  charitable  institutions  as  the  legisla- 
tive assembly  may  provide,  at  the  town  of  Ellendale,  in  the  County 
of  Dickey,  with  a  grant  of  forty  thousand  acres. 

Fourth.  A  school  of  forestry,  or  such  other  institution  as  the 
legislative  assembly  may  determine,  at  such  place  in  one  of  the 
counties  of  McHenry,  Ward,  Bottineau  or  Rolette,  as  the  electors 
of  said  counties  may  determine  by  an  election  for  that  purpose, 
to  be  held  as  provided  by  the  legislative  assembly. 

Fifth.  A  scientific  school,  or  such  other  educational  or  char- 
itable institution  as  the  legislative  assembly  may  prescribe,  at  the 
City  of  Wahpeton,  County  of  Richland,  with  a  grant  of  forty 
thousand  acres. 

Sixth.  A  state  normal  school  at  the  City  of  Minot,  in  the 
County  of  Ward;  provided  that  no  other  institution  of  a  character 
similar  to  any  one  of  those  located  by  this  article,  shall  be  estab- 
lished or  maintained  without  a  revision  of  this  constitution. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Section  158.  No  land  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  appraised 
value,  and  in  no  case  for  less  than  ten  dollars  per  acre.  The  pur- 
chaser shall  pay  one-fifth  of  the  price  in  cash,  and  the  remaining 
four-fifths  as  follows: 

One-fifth  in  five  years,  one-fifth  on  or  before  the  expiration  of 
ten  years,  one-fifth  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years, 
and  one-fifth  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  twenty  years,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  five  per  cent  per  annum,  pay- 
able annually  in  advance;  provided,  that  when  payments  are  made 
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before  due  they  shall  be  made  at  an  interest  paying  date,  and  one 
year's  interest  in  advance  shall  be  paid  on  all  money  so  paid.  All 
sales  shall  be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the 
land  to  be  sold  is  situated,  and  shall  be  at  public  auction  and  to 
the  highest  bidder,  after  sixty  days'  advertisement  of  the  same 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  land 
to  be  sold,  and  one  at  the  seat  of  government.  Such  lands  as 
shall  not  have  been  specially  subdivided  shall  be  offered  in  tracts 
of  one-quarter  section,  and  those  sub-divided  in  the  smallest  sub- 
divisions. All  lands  designated  for  sale  and  not  sold  within  two 
years  after  appraisal  shall  be  re-appraised  before  they  are  sold. 
No  grant  or  patent  for  such  lands  shall  issue  until  payment  is 
made  for  the  same;  provided  that  the  land  contracted  to  be  sold 
by  the  state  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  from  the  date  of  contract 
In  case  the  taxes  assessed  against  any  of  said  lands  for  any  year 
remain  unpaid  until  the  first  Monday  in  October  of  the  following 
year,  then  thereupon  the  contract  of  sale  for  such  lands  shall,  if 
the  board  of  university  and  school  lands  so  determine,  become 
null  and  void.  Any  lands  under  the  provisions  of  section  158  of 
the  constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota  that  have  hereto- 
fore been  sold,  may  be  paid  for,  except  as  to  interest,  as  provided, 
further,  that  any  school  or  institution  lands  that  may  be  required 
for  towns! te  purposes,  school  house  sites,  church  sites,  cemetery 
sites,  sites  for  other  educational  or  charitable  institutions,  public 
parks,  fair  grounds,  public  highways,  railroad  right  of  way,  or 
for  other  railroad  uses  and  purposes,  reservoirs  for  the  storage 
of  water  for  irrigation,  drain  ditches  or  irrigation  ditches,  and 
lands  that  may  be  required  for  any  of  the  purposes  over  which 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  may  be  exercised  under  the  constitu- 
tion and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  may  be  sold 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  shall  be  paid  for,'  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  in  full  in  advance,  at  the  time  of  sale,  or  at 
any  time  thereafter,  and  patent  issued  therefor,  when  principal 
and  interest  are  paid. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  legislative  assembly  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
provide  by  law  for  the  erection,  purchasing  or  leasing  and  operation 
of  one  or  more  terminal  grain  elevators  in  the  States  of  Minnesota 
or  Wisconsin,  or  both,  to  be  maintained  and  operated  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  legislative  assembly  shall  prescribe,  and  provide  for  in- 
spection, weighing  and  grading  of  all  grain  received  in  such  ele- 
vator or  elevators.

A  CONCURRENT  RESGLUTIGN  for  an  Amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution Providing  for  the  Initiative  and  Referendum. 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  tJie  House 
of  Representatives  Concurring: 

That  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  State  of 
North  Dakota,  providing  for  the  initiative  and  referendum  shall  be 
referred  to  the  next  legislative  assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  gen- 
eral election  in  said  state,  and  with  the  approval  of  said  legislative 
assembly  to  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  for  adoption  or  re- 
jection, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  202  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  state  of  North  Dakota. 

Amendment.]  Section  25  of  Article  2  of  the  constitution  of  the 
state  of  North  Dakota  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  25.  The  legislative  authority  of  the  state  of  North  Da- 
kota shall  be  vested  in  a  legislative  assembly  consisting  of  a  senate 
and  house  of  representatives,  but  the  people  reserve  to  themselves 
power  to  propose  laws  and  to  enact  or  reject  the  same  at  the  polls, 
independent  of  the  legislative  assembly,  and  also  reserve  power,  at 
their  own  option,  to  approve  or  reject  at  the  polls,  any  act,  item, 
section  or  part  of  any  act  or  measure  passed  by  the  legislative 
assembly.  The  first  power  reserved  by  the  people  is  the  initiative, 
or  the  power  to  propose  measures  for  enactment  into  laws,  and  at 
least  ten  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  to  be  secured  in  a  majority  of 
the  counties  of  the  state  shall  be  required  to  propose  any  measure 
by  initiative  petition,  and  every  such  petition  shall  include  the 
full  text  of  the  measure  so  proposed.  Initiative  petitions  shall  be 
filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  not  less  than  thirty  days  before  any 
regular  session  of  the  legislative  assembly;  he  shall  transmit  the 
same  to  the  legislative  assembly  as  soon  as  it  convenes.  Such 
initiative  measure  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other  measures  In 
the  legislative  assembly  except  appropriation  bills,  and  shall  be 
either  enacted  or  rejected  without  change  or  amendment  by  the 
legislative  assembly  within  forty  days.  If  any  such  initiative 
measure  shall  be  enacted  by  the  legislative  assembly  it  shall  be 
subject  to  referendum  petition,  or  it  may  be  referred  by  the  legis- 
lative assembly  to  the  people  for  approval  or  rejection.  If  it  is  re- 
jected or  no  action  is  taken  upon  it  by  the  legislative  assembly 
within  said  forty  days,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  submit  it  to  the 
people  for  approval  or  rejection  at  the  next  ensuing  regular  general 
election.  The  legislative  assembly  may  reject  any  measure  so  pro- 
posed by  initiative  petition  and  propose  a  different  one  to  accom- 
plish the  same  purpose,  and  in  any  such  event  both  measures  shall 
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be  submitted  by  the  secretary  of  state  to  the  people  for  approval  or 
rejection  at  the  next  ensuing  regular  election.  If  conflicting  meas- 
ures submitted  to  the  people  at  the  next  ensuing  election  shall  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  severally  cast  for  and  against 
the  same,  the  one  receiving  the  highest  number  of  affirmative  votes 
shall  thereby  become  valid,  and  the  other  shall  thereby  be  rejected. 
The  second  power  is  the  referendum,  or  the  power  to  order  any 
act,  item,  or  part  of  any  act  to  be  referred  to  the  people  for  their 
approval  or  rejection  at  the  polls,  and  it  may  be  ordered  (except  as 
to  laws  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
peace,  health  or  safety),  as  to  any  measure  or  any  parts,  items  or 
sections  of  any  measures  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly  either 
by  a  petition  signed  by  ten  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  state 
from  a  majority  of  the  counties,  or  by  the  legislative  assembly,  if 
a  majority  of  the  members  elect  vote  therefor.  When  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health  or 
safety  that  a  law  shall  become  effective  without  delay,  such  neces- 
sity and  the  facts  creating  the  same  shall  be  stated  in  one  section 
of  the  bill,  and  if  upon  aye  and  no  vote  in  each  house  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  vote  on  a  separate  roll 
call  in  favor  of  the  said  law  going  into  instant  operation  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health  or  safety,  such 
law  shall  become  operative  upon  approval  by  the  governor. 

The  filing  of  a  referendum  petition  against  one  or  more  items, 
sections  or  parts  of  an  act  shall  not  delay  the  remainder  of  that  act 
from  becoming  operative.  Referendum  petitions  against  measures 
passed  by  the  legislative  assembly  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary 
of  state  not  more  than  ninety  days  after  the  final  adjournment  of 
the  session  of  the  legislative  assembly  which  passed  the  measure  on 
which  the  referendum  is  demanded.  The  veto  power  of  the  gov- 
ernor shall  not  extend  to  measures  refered  to  the  people.  All  elec- 
tions on  measures  referred  to  the  people  of  the  state  shall  be  had 
at  biennial  regular  elections,  except  as  provision  may  be  made  by 
law  for  a  special  election  or  elections.  Any  measure  referred  to  the 
people  shall  take  effect  when  it  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  thereon  and  not  otherwise,  and  shall  be  in  force  from  the 
date  of  the  official  declaration  of  the  vote. 

The  enacting  clause  of  all  the  initiative  bills  shall  be,  "Be  it 
enacted  by  the  people  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota."  This  section 
shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  any  member  of  the  legislative 
assembly  of  the  right  to  introduce  any  measure.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  votes  for  secretary  of  state  at  the  regular  election  last  pre- 
ceding the  filing  of  any  petition  for  the  initiative  or  for  the  referen- 
dum shall  be  the  basis  on  which  the  number  of  legal  voters  neces- 
sary to  sign  such  petition  shall  be  counted. 

Petitions  and  orders  for  the  initiative  and  for  the  referendum 
shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state,  and  in  submitting  the 
same  to  the  people  he  and  all  other  officers  shall  be  guided  by  the 
general  laws  and  the  act  submitting  this  amendment  until  legisla- 
tion shall  be  specially  provided  therefor.

Be  it  Resolved  "by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  the 
House  of  Representatives  Concurring  : 

Section  1.  That  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  section 
202  of  article  15  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota, 
be  referred  to  the  legislative  assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 
general  election  in  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  to  be,  if  approved, 
by  said  last  mentioned  legislative  assembly,  submitted  to  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  state  for  approval  or  rejection  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  202  of  the  constitution  of  the 
State  of  North  Dakota. 

Amendment.]  Article  16,  section  202,  of  the  constitution  of 
the  State  of  North  Dakota  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  202.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

First:  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution 
may  be  proposed  in  either  house  of  the  legislative  assembly;  and 
if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elect- 
ed to  each  of  the  two  houses,  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal  of  the  house  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legislative  assembly  to  be  chosen  at 
the  next  general  election,  and  shall  be  published,  as  provided  by 
law,  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  making  such  choice, 
and  if  in  the  legislative  assembly  so  next  chosen  as  aforesaid  such 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a 
majority  of  all  members  elected  to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  legislative  assembly  to  submit  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  to  the  people  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
times  as  the  legislative  assembly  shall  provide;  and  if  the  people 
shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments  by  a 
majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  legis- 
lative assembly  voting  thereon,  such  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  this  state.  If  two  or 
more  amendments  shall  be  submitted  at  the  same  time,  they  shall 
be  submitted  in  such  manner  that  the  electors  shall  vote  for  or 
against  each  of  such  amendments  separately. 

Second.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution 
may  also  be  proposed  by  the  people  by  the  filing  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  at  least  six  months  previous  to  a  general  election,  of 
an  initiative  petition  containing  the  signatures  of  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  legal  voters  in  each  of  not  less  than  one-half 
of  the  counties  of  the  state.  When  such  petition  has  been  properly 
filed  the  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  published 
as  the  legislature  may  provide,  for  three  months  previous  to  the 
general  election,  and  shall  be  placed  upon  the  ballot  to  be  voted 
upon  by  the  people  at  the  next  general  election.  Should  any  such 
amendment  or  amendments  proposed  by  initiative  petition  and 
submitted  to  the  people  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes 
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cast  at  such  general  election,  such  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  be  referred  to  the  next  legislative  assembly  and  should  such 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments  be  agreed  upon  by  a  major- 
ity of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  such  amendment  or 
amendments  shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  this  state.

Any  amendment 
or  amendments  proposed  by  initiative  petition  and  failing  of 
adoption  as  herein  provided,  shall  not  be  again  considered  until 
the  expiration  of  six  years.

inspection,  weighing  and  grading  of  all  grain  received  in  such  ele- 
vator or  elevators.

A  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

Amending  Section  216  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North 
Dakota,  Establishing  and  Locating  a  State  Normal  School  in  the 
City  of  Dickinson,  County  of  Stark. 

Be  It  Resolved  by  thfi  i^enate  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  the 
House  of  Representatives  Coneurring: 

That  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  Section  216  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  be  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  in 
said  state  to  be  by  said  last  mentioned  Legislative  Assembly  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  state  for  approval  or  rejection 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  202  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  North  Dakota. 

Amendment.]  That  Section  216  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  North  Dakota  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
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Sec.  216.  The  following  named  public  inBtitutlons  are  hereby 
permanently  located  as  hereinafter  provided,  each  to  have  so  much 
of  the  remaining  grant  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  acres 
of  land  made  by  the  United  States  for  *'other  educational  and 
charitable  institutions"  as  is  alloted  by  law,  namely: 

First:  A  soldiers'  home,  when  located,  or  such  other  charit- 
able institution  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  may  determine  at  Lis- 
bon, in  the  County  of  Ransom,  with  a  grant  of  forty  thousand  acres 
of  land. 

Second:  A  blind  asylum,  or  such  other  institution  as  the 
Legislative  Assembly  may  determine,  at  such  place  in  the  County 
of  Pembina  as  the  qualified  electors  of  said  county  may  determine 
at  an  election  to  be  held  as  prescribed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
with  a  grant  of  thirty  thousand  acres. 

Third:  An  industrial  school  and  school  for  manual  training  or 
such  other  educational  or  charitable  institution  as  the  Legislative 
Assembly  may  provide,  at  the  town  of  Ellendale,  in  the  County  of 
Dickey,  with  a  grant  of  forty  thousand  acres.

Provided,  that  no  other  institution  of  a  character  similar  to  any 
one  of  those  Icoated  by  this  Article  shall  be  established  or  main- 
tained without  a  revision  of  this  constitution.

A  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

For  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  Providing  for  the  Elective 
Franchise. 

Be  It  Resolved  hy  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  the 
House  of  Representatives  Therein  Concurring: 

That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  North  Dakota  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  be 
chosen  at  the  next  general  election,  be  published,  and  upon  agree- 
ment, by  the  Legislature  so  chosen  next,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  at  the  general  election  in  the  year  1916  for 
approval  or  rejection,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
202  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 
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Section  121  of  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  of  North  Dakota,  as 
amended  by  Article  2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  said  Constitution, 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  amended  and  re-enacted  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  121.  E^rery  person  of  the  a^e  of  twenty-one  years  or  up- 
wards, belonging  to  either  of  the  following  classes,  who  shall  have 
resided  in  the  state  one  year  and  in  the  county  three  months  and  in 
the  precinct  sixty  days  next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be  a 
qualified  elector  at  such  election. 

First:      Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Second:  Civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent  who  shall  have 
severed  their  tribal  relations  two  years  next  preceding  such  election.

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  Section  216,  Article  19 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota  is  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  in 
said  state,  to  be  by  such  last  mentioned  Legislative  Assembly  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  electors  of  this  state  for  approval  or  rejec- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  202  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  North  Dakota. 

Amendment.]  Section  216  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
North  Dakota  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  216.  The  following  named  public  institutions  are  hereby 
permanently  located  as  hereinafter  provided,  each  to  have  so  much 
of  the  remaining  grant  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  (170,- 
000)  acres  of  land  made  by  the  United  States  for  "other  educational 
and  charitable  Instiutlons"  as  is  allotted  by  law,  namely: 

First:  A  soldiers'  home,  when  located,  or  such  other  charitable 
institution  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  may  determine,  at  Lisbon, 
in  the  County  of  Ransom,  with  a  grant  of  forty  (40,000)  acres  of 
land. 

Second:  A  blind  asylum,  or  such  other  institution  as  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  may  determine  at  such  place  in  the  County  of 
Pembina  as  the  qualified  electors  of  said  county  may  determine,  at 
an  election  to  be  held  as  prescribed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
with  a  grant  of  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  acres. 

Third:  An  industrial  school  and  school  for  manual  training,  or 
such  other  educational  or  charitable  institution  as  the  Legislative 
Assembly  may  provide,  at  the  town  of  Ellendale,  in  the  County  of 
Dickey,  with  a  grant  of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  acres. 

Fourth:  A  School  of  Forestry,  or  such  other  institution  as  the 
Legislative  Assembly  may  determine,  at  such  place  in  one  of  the 
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counties  of  McHenry,  Ward,  Bottineau  and  Rolette,  as  the  electors 
of  the  said  counties  may  determine  by  an  election  for  that  purpose, 
to  be  held  as  provided  by  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Fifth:  A  Scientific  School,  or  such  other  educational  or  charit- 
able institution  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  may  prescribe  at  the 
City  of  Wahpeton,  County  of  Richland,  with  a  grant  of  forty  thou- 
sand (40,000)  acres. 

Sixth:  A  state  normal  school  at  the  City  of  Minot,  in  the 
County  of  Ward. 

Seventh:  (B)  A  state  hospital  for  the  insane  at  such  place 
within  this  state  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  Legislative  Assembly; 
provided,  that  no  other  institution  of  a  character  similar  to  any 
one  of  those  located  by  this  Article  shall  be  established  or  main- 
tained without  a  revision  of  this  Constitution.

Amending  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  Changing 
the  Name  of  the  State  Reform  School  Located  at  Mandan,  in  the 
County  of  Morton,  to  that  of  State  F^rm  and  Mechanic  Art 
School. 

Be  It  Resolved  hy,  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  the 
House  of  Representatives  Concurring: 

That  the .  following  proposed  amendment  to  Section  215  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota  be  referred  to  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  in  said 
state  to  be  by  said  last  mentioned  Legislative  Assembly  submitted 
to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  state  for  approval  or  rejection  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  202  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  North  Dakota. 

Ameitoment.]  Article  19,  Section  215  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  North  Dakota  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  215.  The  following  public  institutions  of  the  state  are  per- 
manently located  at  the  places  hereinafter  named,  each  to  have  the 
lands  specifically  granted  to  itiby  the  United  States  in  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  February  22,  1889,  to  be  disposed  of  and  used  in 
such  manner  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  may  prescribe  subject  to 
the  limitations  provided  in  the  Article  on  school  and  public  lands 
contained  in  this  Constitution. 

First:  The  seat  of  government  at  the  City  of  Bismarck,  in  the 
County  of  Burleigh. 

Second:  The  State  University  and  the  School  of  Mines  at  the 
City  of  Grand  Forks,  in  the  County  of  Grand  Forks. 

Third:  The  Agricultural  College  at  the  City  of  Fargo,  in  the 
County  of  Cass. 

Fourth:  A  State  Normal  School  at  the  City  of  Valley  City,  in 
the  County  of  Barnes,  and  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  apportioning 
the  grant  of  eighty  thousand  acres  of  land  for  normal  school  made 
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in  the  act  of  Congress  referred  to  shall  grant  to  the  said  normal 
school  at  Valley  City,  as  aforementioned,  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
acres,  and  said  lands  are  hereby  appropriated  to  said  institution 
for  that  purpose. 

Fifth:  The  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  North  I>akota  at 
the  City  of  Devils  Lake,  in  the  County  of  Ramsey. 

Sixth:  A  State  Farm  and  Mechanic  Arts  School  at  the  City  of 
Mandan,  in  the  County  of  Morton. 

Seventh:  A  State  Normal  School  at  the  City  of  Mayville,  in 
the  County  of  Traill,  and  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  apportioning 
the  grant  of  lands  made  by  Congress  in  the  Act  aforesaid  for  state 
normal  schools,  shall  assign  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  acres  to  the 
institution  hereby  located  at  Mayville,  and  said  lands  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  said  purpose. 

Eighth:  A  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  the  City  of  James- 
town, in  the  County  of  Stutsman.  And  the  Legislative  Assembly 
shall  appropriate  twenty  thousand  acres  of  the  grant  of  lands  made 
by  the  Act  of  Congress  aforesaid  for  other  educational  and  charit- 
able institutions  to  the  benefit  and  for  the  endowment  of  said 
institution,  and  there  shall  be  located  at  or  near  the  City  of  Grafton, 
in  the  County  of  Walsh,  an  institution  for  the  feeble  minded,  on  the 
grounds  purchased  by  the  secretary  of  the  interior  for  a  peniten- 
tiary building.

CHAPTER   103. 

[H.  B.  No.  lie— Norheim.] 

A  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

Amending  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  Relating 
to  Uniformity  of  Taxation,  and  Permitting  the  Classification  of 
Property  for  the  Purpose  of  Taxation  and  Relating  Further  to 
the  Assessment  and  Taxation  of  Ortain  Public  Utility  Com- 
panies. 

Be  It  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
North  Dakota,  the  Senate  Concurring: 

The  following  proposed  amendments  to  Sections  176  and  179,  as 
amended  by  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  of  North  Dakota,  of 
Article  11  of  the  Constitution  of  North  Dakota,  adopted  by  the 
Twelfth  Legislative  Assembly,  and  by  it  referred  to  the  Thirteenth 
Legislative  Assembly  of  said  state  for  approval  or  rejection  are 
hereby  agreed  to  and  such  amendments  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  state  at  the  next  general  election  for  ap- 
proval or  rejection,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
202  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota. 

Sec.  1.  Amendment.]  Section  176.  Taxes  shall  be  uniform  upon 
the  same  class  of  property,  including  franchises  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  the  authority  levying  the  tax,  and  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  for  public  purposes  only,  but  the  property  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  state,  county  and  municipal  corporations, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation;  and  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall 
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by  a  general  law  exempt  from  taxation  property  used  exclusively 
for  school,  religious,  cemetery,  charitable  or  other  public  purposes, 
and  personal  property  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  in  value  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  individual  liable  to  taxation;  provided 
that  all  taxes  and  exemption  in  force  when  this  amendment  is 
adopted  shall  remain  in  force,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent,  until  otherwise  provided  by  statute. 

Sec.  2.  Amendment.]  Section  179,  as  amended  by  Article  4  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  179.  All  taxable  property  except  as  hereinafter  in  this  Sec- 
tion provided,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  county,  city,  township,  village 
or  district  in  which  it  is  situated,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 
The  property  including  franchises  of  all  railroads  operated  in  this 
state,  and  of  all  express  companies,  freight  line  companies,  dining 
car  companies,  sleeping  car  companies,  car  equipment  companies, 
or  private  car  line  companies,  telegraph  or  telephone  companies  or 
corporations  operating  in  this  state  and  used  directly  or  indirectly 
in  the  carrying  of  persons,  property,  or  messages,  shall  be  assessed 
by  the  state  board  of  equalization  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  such 
state  board  of  commissions  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  But 
should  any  railroad  allow  any  portion  of  its  railway  to  be  used  for 
any  purpose  other  than  the  operation  of  a  railroad  thereon,  such 
portion  of  its  railway,  while  so  used,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  man- 
ner provided  for  the  assessment  of  other  real  property.

WASHINGTON'S  FAREWELL  ADDRESS. 


TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


Friends  and  Felloto-Citizens: 

The  period  for  a  new  election  of  a  citizen*  to  administer  the  ex- 
ecutive government  of  the  United  States,  being  not  far  distant,  and 
the  time  actually  arrived,  when  your  thoughts  must  be  employed 
in  designating  the  person,  who  is  to  be  clothed  with  that  important 
trust,  it  appears  to  me  proper,  especially  as  it  may  conduce  to  a 
more  distinct  expression  of  the  public  voice,  that  I  should  now 
apprize  you  of  the  resolution  I  have  formed,  to  decline  being  con- 
sidered among  the  number  of  those,  out  of  whom  a  choice  is  to  be 
made. 

I  beg  you,  at  the  same  time,  to  do  me  the  justice  to  be  assured, 
that  this  resolution  has  not  been  taken  without  a  strict  regard  to 
all  considerations  appertaining  to  the  relation  which  binds  a  duti- 
ful citizen  of  his  country;  and  that,  in  withdrawing  the  tender  of 
service,  which  silence  in  my  situation  might  imply,  I  am  influenced 
by  no  diminution  of  zeal  for  your  future  interest;  no  deficiency  of 
grateful  respect  for  your  past  kindness;  but  am  supported  by  a  full 
conviction  that  the  step  is  compatible  with  both. 

The  acceptance  of,  and  continuance  hitherto  in,  the  office  to 
which  your  suffrages  have  twice  called  me,  have  been  a  uniform 
sacrifice  of  inclination  to  the  opinion  of  duty,  and  to  a  deference 
for  what  appeared  to  be  your  desire.  I  constantly  hoped,  that  it 
would  have  been  much  earlier  in  my  power,  consistently  with  mot- 
ives, which  I  was  not  at  liberty  to  disregard,  to  return  to  that  re- 
tirement, from  which  I  had  been  reluctantly  drawn.  The  strength 
of  my  inclination  to  do  this,  previous  to  the  last  election,  had  even 
led  to  the  preparation  of  an  address  to  declare  it  to  you;  but  mature 
reflection  on  the  then  perplexed  and  critical  posture  of  our  affairs 
with  foreign  nations,  and  the  unanimous  advice  of  persons  entitled 
to  my  confidence,  impelled  me  to  abandon  the  idea. 

I  rejoice,  that  the  state  of  your  concerns,  external  as  well  as 
internal,  no  longer  renders  the  pursuit  of  inclination  Incompatible 
with  the  sentiment  of  duty  or  propriety;  and  am  persuaded,  what- 
ever partiality  may  be  retained  for  my  services,  that,  in  the  pres- 
ent circumstances  of  our  country,  you  will  not  disapprove  my  de- 
termination to  retire. 

The  impressions,  with  which  I  first  undertook  the  arduous 
trust,  were  explained  on  the  proper  occasion.  In  the  discharge  of 
this  trust,  I  will  only  say,  that  I  have,  with  good  intentions,  con- 
tributed towards  the  organization  and  administration  of  the  gov- 
ernment the  best  exertions  of  which  a  very  fallible  judgment  was 
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from  its  own  separate  strength,  or  from  an  apostate  and  unnatural 
connection  with  any  foreign  power,  must  be  intrinsically  precarious. 

While,  then,  every  part  of  our  country  thus  feels  an  immediate 
and  particular  interest  in  Union,  all  the  parts  combined  cannot  fail 
to  find  in  the  united  mass  of  means  and  efforts,  greater  strength, 
greater  resource,  proportionably  greater  security  from  external 
danger,  a  less  frequent  interruption  of  their  peace  by  foreign  na- 
tions; and,  what  is  of  inestimable  value,  they  must  derive  from 
Union  an  exemption  from  those  broils  and  wars  between  them- 
selves, which  so  frequently  aftlict  neighboring  countries  not  tied  to- 
gether by  the  same  governments,  which  their  own  rivalships  alone 
would  be  sufficient  to  produce,  but  which  opposite  foreign  alliances, 
attachments,  and  intrigues  would  stimulate  and  embitter.  Hence, 
likewise,  they  will  avoid  the  necessity  of  those  overgrown  military 
establishments,  which,  under  any  form  of  government,  are  in- 
auspicious to  liberty,  and  which  are  to  be  regarded  as  particularly 
hostile  to  Republican  Liberty.  In  this  sense  it  is,  that  your  Union 
ought  to  be  considered  as  a  main  prop .  of  your  liberty,  and  the 
love  of  the  one  ought  to  endear  to  you  the  preservation  of  the 
other. 

These  considerations  speak  a  persuasive  language  to  every  re- 
flecting and  virtuous  mind,  and  exhibit  the  continuance  of  the 
Union  as  a  primary  object  of  Patriotic  desire.  Is  there  a  doubt, 
whether  a  common  government  can  embrace  so  large  a  sphere?  Let 
experience  solve  it.  To  listen  to  mere  speculation  in  such  a  case 
were  criminal.  We  are  authorized  to  hope,  that  a  proper  organiza- 
tion of  the  whole,  with  the  auxiliary  agency  of  governments  for 
the  respective  subdivisions,  will  afTord  a  happy  issue  to  the  experi- 
ment it  is  well  worth  a  fair  and  full  experiment.  With  such  power 
ful  and  obvious  motives  to  Union,  affecting  all  parts  of  our  country 
while  experience  shall  not  have  demonstrated  its  impracticability, 
there  will  always  be  reason  to  distrust  the  patriotism  of  those,  who 
in  any  quarter  may  endeavor  to  weaken  its  bands. 

In  contemplating  the  causes,  which  may  disturb  our  Union,  it 
occurs  as  matters  of  serious  concern,  that  any  ground  should  have 
been  furnished  for  characterizing  parties  by  Geographical  discrimin- 
ations, Northern  and  Southern^  Atlantic  and  Western;  whence  de- 
signing men  may  endeavor  to  excite  a  belief,  that  there  is  a  real 
difference  of  local  interests  and  views.  One  of  the  expedients  of 
party  to  acquire  influence,  within  particular  districts,  is  to  misrep- 
resent the  opinions  and  aims  of  other  districts.  You  cannot  shield 
yourselves  too  much  against  the  jealousies  and  heart-burn- 
ings, which  spring  from  these  misrepresentations;  they  tend 
to  render  alien  to  each  other,  those  who  ought  to  be  bound  together 
by  fraternal  affection.  The  inhabitants  of  our  western  country  have 
lately  had  a  useful  lesson  on  this  head;  they  have  seen,  in  the  nego- 
tiation by  the  Executive,  and  in  the  unanimous  ratification  by  the 
Senate,  of  the  treaty  with  Spain,  and  in  the  universal  satisfaction  at 
that  event,  throughout  the  United  States,  a  decisive  proof  how  un- 
founded were  the  suspicions  propagated  among  them  of  a  policy  in 
the  General  Government  and  in  the  Atlantic  States,  unfriendly  to 
their  interests  in  regard  to  the  Misssissippi;  they  have  been  wit- 
nesses to  the  formation  of  two  treaties,  that  with  Great  Britain, 
and  that  with  Spain,  which  secure  to  them  everything  they  could 
desire,  in  respect  to  our  foreign  relations,  towards  confirming  their 
prosperity.    Will  it  not  be  their  wisdom  to  rely  for  the  preservation 
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of  these  advantages  on  the  Union  by  which  they  were  procured? 
Will  they  not  henceforth  be  deaf  to  those  advisers,  if  such  there  are, 
who  would  sever  them  from  their  brethren,  and  connect  them  with 
aliens? 

To  the  efficacy  and  permanency  of  your  Union,  a  Government 
for  the  whole  is  indispensable.  No  alliances,  however  strict,  be- 
tween parts  can  be  an  adequate  substitute;  they  must  inevitably  ex- 
perience the  infractions  and  interruptions,  which  all  alliances  in  all 
times  have  experienced.  Sensible  of  this  momentous  truth,  you 
have  improved  upon  your  first  essay,  by  the  adoption  of  a  Constitu- 
tion of  Government  better  calculated  than  your  former  for  an  inti- 
mate Union,  and  for  the  efficacious  management  of  your  common  con- 
cerns. This  Government,  the  offspring  of  our  own  choice,  unin- 
fluenced and  unawed,  adopted  upon  full  investigation  and  mature 
deliberation,  completely  free  in  its  principles,  in  the  distribution  of 
its  powers,  uniting  security  with  energy,  and  containing  within  it- 
self a  provision  for  its  own  amendment,  has  a  just  claim  to  your 
confidence  and  your  support.  Respect  for  its  authority,  compliance 
with  its  laws,  acquiescence  in  its  measures  are  duties  enjoined  by 
the  fundamental  maxims  of  true  Liberty. 

The  basis  of  our  political  systems  is  the  right  of  the  people  to 
make  and  to  alter  their  Constitutions  of  Government.  But  the  Con- 
'Stitution  which  at  any  time  exists,  till  changed  by  an  explicit  and 
authentic  act  of  the  whole  people,  is  sacredly  obligatory  upon  all. 
The  very  idea  of  the  power  and  the  right  of  the  people  to  establish 
(Government  presupposes  the  duty  of  every  individual  to  obey  the 
established  Government 

All  obstructions  to  the  execution  of  the  Laws,  all  combinations 
and  associations,  under  whatever  plausible  character,  with  the 
real  design  to  direct,  control,  counteract,  or  awe  the  regular  delib- 
eration and  action  of  the  constituted  authorities,  are  destructive  of 
this  fundamental  principle,  and  of  fatal  tendency.  They  serve  to 
organize  faction,  to  give  it  an  artificial  and  extraordinary  force;  to 
put,  in  the  place  of  the  delegated  will  of  the  nation,  the  will  of  the 
party,  often  a  small  but  artful  and  enterprising  minority  of  the 
community;  and,  according  to  the  alternate  triumphs  of  different 
parties,  to  make  the  public  administration  the  mirror  of  the  ill-con- 
certed and  incongruous  projects  of  faction,  rather  than  the  organ 
of  consistent  and  wholesome  plans  digested  by  common  counsels, 
and  mollified  by  mutual  interests. 

However  combinations  or  associations  of  the  above  descriptions 
may  now  and  then  answer  popular  ends,  they  are  likely  in  the  course 
of  time  and  things,  to  become  potent  engines,  by  which  cunning, 
ambitious,  and  unprincipled  men  will  be  enabled  to  subvert  the 
power  of  the  people,  and  usurp  for  themselves  the  reins  of  govern- 
ment; destroying  afterwards  the  v^y  engines,  which  have  lifted 
them  to  unjust  dominion. 

Towards  the  preservation  of  your  government,  and  the  per- 
manency of  your  present  happy  state,  it  is  requisite,  not  only  that 
you  steadily  discountenance  irregular  oppositions  to  its  acknowl- 
edged authority,  but  also  that  you  resist  with  care  the  spirit  of  in- 
novation upon  its  principles,  however  specious  the  pretexts.  One 
method  of  assault  may  be  to  effect,  in  the  forms  of  the  Constitution, 
alterations,  which  will  impair  the  energy  of  the  system,  and  thus 
to  undermine  what  cannot  be  directly  over  thrown.     In  all  the 
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changes  to  which  you  may  be  invited,  remember  that  time  and 
habit  are  at  least  as  necessary  to  fix  the  true  character  of  goyern- 
ments,  as  of  other  human  institutions;  that  experience  is  the  surest 
standard,  by  which  to  test  the  real  tendency  of  the  existing  con- 
stitution of  a  country;  that  facility  in  changes,  upon  the  credit  of 
mere  hypothesis  and  opinion,  exposes  to  perpetual  change,  from  the 
endless  variety  of  hypothesis  and  opinion;  and  remember,  especial- 
ly, that,  for  the  efficient  management  of  your  common  interests,  in 
a  country  so  extensive  as  ours,  a  government  of  as  much  vigor  as 
is  consistent  with  the  perfect  security  of  liberty  is  indispensable. 
Liberty  itself  will  find  in  such  a  government,  with  powers  properly 
distributed  and  adjusted,  its  surest  guardian.  It  is,  indeed,  little 
else  than  a  name,  where  the  government  is  too  feeble  to  withstand 
the  enterprise  of  faction,  to  confine  each  member  of  the  society 
within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  laws,  and  to  maintain  all  in  the 
secure  and  tranquil  enjoyment  of  the  rights  of  person  and  property. 

I  have  already  intimated  to  you  the  danger  of  parties  in  the 
state,  with  particular  reference  to  the  founding  of  them  on  geo- 
graphical discriminations.  Let  me  now  take  a  more  comprehensive 
view,  and  warn  you  in  the  most  solemn  manner  against  the  baneful 
effects  of  the  spirit  of  party,  generally. 

This  spirit,  unfortunately,  is  inseparable  from  our  nature,  hav- 
ing its  root  in  the  strongest  passions  of  the  human  mind.  It  exists 
under  difTerent  shapes  in  all  governments,  more  or  less  stifled,  con- 
trolled, or  repressed;  but,  in  those  of  the  popular  form,  it  is  seen 
in  its  greatest  rankness,  and  is  truly  their  worst  enemy. 

The  alternate  domination  of  one  faction  over  another,  sharpened 
by  the  spirit  of  revenge,  natural  to  party  dissension,  which  in  dif- 
ferent ages  and  counties  has  perpetrated  the  most  horrid  enormit- 
ies, is  itself  a  frightful  despotism.  But  this  leads  at  length  to  a 
more  formal  and  permanent  despotism.  The  disorders  and  miseries, 
which  result,  gradually  incline  the  minds  of  men  to  seek  security 
and  reposo  in  the  absolute  power  of  an  individual;  and  sooner  or 
later  the  chief  of  some  prevailing  faction,  more  able  or  more  for- 
tunate than  his  competitors,  turns  this  disposition  to  the  purposes 
of  his  own  elevation,  on  the  ruins  of  Public  Liberty. 

Without  looking  forward  to  an  extremity  of  this  kind  (which 
nevertheless  ought  not  to  be  entirely  out  of  sight),  the  common* and 
continual  mischiefs  of  the  spirit  of  party  are  sufficient  to  make  it  the 
interest  and  duty  of  a  wise  people  to  discourage  and  restrain  it. 

It  serves  always  to  distract  the  Public  Councils,  and  enfeeble  the 
Public  Administration.  It  agitates  the  Community  with  ill-founded 
jealousies  and  false  alarms;  kindles  the  animosity  of  one  party 
against  another,  foments  occasionally  riot  and  insurrection.  It 
opens  the  door  to  foreign  influence  and  corruption,  which  find  a 
facilitated  access  to  the  government  itself  through  the  channels  of 
party  passions.  Thus  the  policy  and  the  will  of  one  country  are 
subjected  to  the  policy  and  will  of  another. 

There  is  an  opinion,  that  parties  in  free  countries  are  useful 
checks  upon  the  administration  of  the  Government,  and  serve  to 
keep  alive  the  spirit  of  Liberty.  This  within  certain  limits  is  prob- 
ably true;  and  in  Governments  of  a  Monarchical  cast.  Patriotism 
may  look  with  indulgence,  if  not  with  favor,  upon  the  spirit  of 
party.  But  in  those  of  the  popular  character,  in  Government  pure- 
ly elective,  it  is  a  spirit  not  to  be  encouraged.    From  their  natural 
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tendency,  it  is  certain  there  will  always  be  enough  of  that  spirit  for 
every  salutary  purpose.  And,  there  being  constant  danger  or  ex- 
cess, the  effort  ought  to  be,  by  force  of  public  opinion,  to  mitigate 
and  assuage  it.  A  fire  not  to  be  quenched,  it  demandn  a  uniform 
Tigilance  to  prevent  its  bursting  into  a  flame,  lest,  instead  of  warm- 
ing, it  should  consume. 

It  is  important,  likewise,  that  the  habits  of  thinking  in  a  free 
country  should  inspire  caution,  in  those  intrusted  with  its  admin- 
istration, to  confine  themselves  within  their  respective  constitu- 
tional spheres,  avoiding  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  of  one  de- 
partment to  encroach  upon  another.  The  spirit  of  encroachment 
tends  to  consolidate  the  powers  of  all  the  departments  in  one,  and 
thus  to  create,  whatever  the  form  of  government,  a  real  despotism. 
A  just  estimate  of  that  love  of  power,  and  proneness  to  abuse  it, 
which  predominates  in  the  human  heart,  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  us 
of  the  truth  of  this  position.  The  necessity  of  reciprocal  checks  in 
the  exercise  of  political  power,  by  dividing  and  distributing  it  into 
different  depositories,  and  constituting  each  the  Guardian  of  the 
Public  Weal  against  the  invasions  by  the  others,  has  been  evinced 
by  experiments  ancient  and  modern;  some  of  them  in  our  own 
country  and  under  our  own  eyes.  To  preserve  them  must  be  as 
necessary  as  to  institute  them.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  people,  the 
distribution  or  modification  of  the  constitutional  powers  be  in  any 
particular  wrong,  let  it  be  corrected  by  an  amendment,  in  the 
way  which  the  constitution  designates.  But  let  there  be  no  change 
by  usurpation;  for,  though  this,  in  one  instance,  may  be  the  instru- 
ment of  good,  it  is  the  customary  weapon  by  which  free  governments 
are  destroyed.  The  precedent  must  always  greatly  overbalance  in 
permanent  evil  any  partial  or  transient  benefit,  which  the  use  can 
at  any  time  yield. 

Of  all  the  dispositions  and  habits,  which  lead  to  political  pros- 
perity, Religion  and  Morality  are  indispensable  supports.  In  vain 
would  that  man  claim  the  tribute  of  Patriotism,  who  should  labor 
to  subvert  these  great  pillars  of  human  happiness,  these  firmest 
props  of  the  duties  of  Men  and  Citizens.  The  mere  Politican,  equal- 
ly with  the  pious  man,  ought  to  respect  and  to  cherish  them,  a 
volume  could  not  trace  all  their  connections  with  private  and  public 
felicity.  Let  it  simply  be  asked.  Where  is  the  security  for  property, 
for  reputation,  for  life,  if  the  sense  of  religious  obligation  desert  the 
oaths,  which  are  the  instruments  of  investigation  in  Courts  of  Jus- 
tice? And  let  us,  with  caution,  indulge  the  supposition,  that  moral- 
ity can  be  maintained  without  religion.  Whatever  may  be  conceded 
to  the  influence  of  refined  education  on  minds  of  peculiar  structure, 
reason  and  experience  both  forbid  us  to  expect  that  national  moral- 
ity can  prevail  in  exclusion  of  religious  principle. 

It  is  substantially  true,  that  virtue  or  morality  is  a  necessary 
spring  of  popular  government.  The  rule,  indeed,  extends  with  more 
or  less  force  to  every  species  of  free  government.  Who,  that  is  a 
sincere  friend  to  it,  can  look  with  indifference  upon  attempts  to 
shake  the  foundation  of  the  fabric? 

Promote,  then,  as  an  object  of  primary  importance,  institutions 
for  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge.  In  proportion  as  the  struct- 
ure of  a  government  gives  force  to  public  opinion,  it  is  essential 
that  public  opinion  should  be  enlightened. 
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As  a  very  important  source  of  strength  and  security,  cherish  pub- 
lic credit  One  method  of  preserving  it  is,  to  use  it  €is  sparingly  as 
possible;  avoiding  occasions  of  expense  by  cultivating  peace,  but 
remembering  also  that  timely  disbursements  to  prepare  for  danger 
frequently  prevent  much  greater  disbursements  to  repel  it;  avoiding 
likewise  the  accumulation  of  debt,  not  only  by  shunning  occasions 
of  expense,  but  by  vigorous  exertions  in  time  of  peace  to  discharge 
the  debts,  which  unavoidable  wars  may  have  occassioned,  not  un- 
generously throwing  upon  posterity  the  burden,  which  we  ourselves 
ought  to  bear.  The  execution  of  these  maxims  belongs  to  your 
representatives,  but  it  is  necessary  that  public  opinion  should  co- 
operate. To  facilitate  to  them  the  performance  of  their  duty,  it  is 
essential  that  you  should  practically  bear  in  mind,  that  towards 
the  payment  of  debts  there  must  be  Revenue;  that  to  have  Revenue 
there  must  be  taxes;  that  no  taxes  can  be  devised,  which  are  not 
more  or. less  inconvenient  and  unpleasant,  that  the  intrinsic  em- 
barrassment, inseparable  from  the  selection  of  the  proper  objects 
(which  is  always  a  choice  of  difficulties),  ought  to  be  a  decisive 
motive  for  a  candid  construction  of  the  conduct  of  the  government 
in  making  it,  and  for  a  spirit  of  acquiescence  in  the  measures  for 
obtaining  revenue,  which  the  public  exigencies  may  at  any  time 
dictate. 

Observe  good  faith  and  justice  towards  all  Nations;  cultivate 
peace  and  harmony  with  all.  Religion  and  Morality  enjoin  this  con- 
duct; and  can  it  be,  that  good  policy  does  not  equally  enjoin  it? 
It  will  be  worthy  of  a  free,  enlightened,  and,  at  no  distant  period,  a 
great  Nation,  to  give  to  mankind  the  magnanimous  and  too  novel 
example  of  a  people  always  guided  by  an  exalted  justice  and  benev- 
olence. Who  can  doubt,  that,  in  the  course  of  time  and  things, 
the  fruits  of  such  a  plan  would  richly  repay  any  temporary  advan- 
tages, which  might  be  lost  by  a  steady  adherence  to  it?  Can  it  be, 
that  Providence  has  not  connected  the  permanent  felicity  of  a 
Nation  with  its  Virtue?  The  experiment,  at  least,  is  recommended 
by  every  sentiment  which  ennobles  human  nature.  Alas!  is  it 
rendered  impossible  by  its  vices? 

In  the  execution  of  such  a  plan,  nothing  is  more  essential,  than 
that  permanent,  inveterate  antipathies  against  particular  Nations, 
and  passionate  attachments  for  others,  should  be  excluded;  and  that, 
in  place  of  them,  just  and  amicable  feelings  toward  all  should  be  cul- 
tivated. The  Nation,  which  indulges  toward  another  an  habitual 
hatred,  or  an  habitual  fondness,  is  in  some  degree  a  slave.  It  is  a 
slave  to  its  animosty  or  to  its  affection,  either  of  which  is  sufficient 
to  lead  it  astray  from  its  duty  and  its  interest.  Antipathy  in  one 
nation  against  another  disposes  each  more  readily  to  offer  insult 
and  injury,  to  lay  hold  of  slight  causes  of  umbrage,  and  to  be 
haughty  and  intractible,  when  accidental  or  trifling  occasions  of 
dispute  occur.  Hence  frequent  collisions,  obstinate,  envenomed,  and 
bloody  contests.  The  Nation,  prompted  by  lllwill  and  resentment, 
sometimes  impels  to  war  the  Government  contrary  to  the  best  cal- 
culations of  policy.  The  Government  sometimes  participates  in  the 
national  propensity,  and  adopts  through  passion  what  reason  would 
reject;  at  other  times,  it  makes  the  animosity  of  the  nation  sub- 
servient to  project  of  hostility  instigated  by  pride,  ambition,  and 
other  sinister  and  pernicious  motives.  The  peace  often,  sometimes 
perhaps  the  liberty,  of  nations  has  been  the  victim. 
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So,  likewise,  a  passionate  attachment  of  one  Nation  for  another 
prodnces  a  yariety  of  evils.  Sympathy  for  the  favorite  Nation, 
facilitating  the  illusion  of  an  maginary  common  interest,  in  cases 
where  no  real  common  interest  exists,  and  infusing  into  one  the 
enmities  of  the  other,  betrays  the  former  into  a  participation  in 
the  quarrels  and  wars  of  the  latter,  without  adequate  inducement 
or  justification.  It  leads  also  to  concessions  to  the  favorite  Nation 
of  privileges  denied  to  others,  which  is  apt  doubly  to  injure  the 
Nation  making  the  concessions;  by  unnecessarily  parting  with 
what  ought  to  have  been  retained;  and  by  exciting  jealousy,  ill- 
will,  and  a  disposition  to  retaliate,  in  the  parties  from  whom  equal 
privileges  are  withheld.  And  it  gives  to  ambitious,  corrupted,  or 
deluded  citizens  (who  devote  themselves  to  the  favorite  nation), 
facility  to  betray  or  sacrifice  the  interests  of  their  own  country, 
without  odium,  sometimes  even  with  popularity;  gilding  with  the 
appearance  of  a  virtuous  sense  of  obligation,  a  commendable  defer- 
ence for  public  opinion,  or  a  laudable  zeal  for  public  good,  the  base 
of  foolish  compliances  of  ambition,  corruption,  or  infatuation. 

As  avenues  to  foreign  influence  in  innumerable  ways,  such  attach- 
ments are  particularly  alarming  to  the  truly  enlightened  and  inde- 
pendent patriot.  How  many  opportunities  do  they  afTord  to  tamper 
with  domestic  factions,  to  practise  the  arts  of  seduction,  to  mis- 
lead public  opinion,  to  influence  or  awe  the  Public  Councils!  Such 
an  attachment  of  a  small  or  weak,  towards  a  great  and  powerful 
nation,  dooms  the  former  to  be  the  satellite  of  the  latter. 

Against  the  insiduous  wiles  of  foreign  influence  (I  conjure  you 
to  believe  me,  fellow  citizens),  the  jealously  of  a  free  people  ought 
to  be  constantly  awake;  since  history  and  experience  prove  that 
foreign  influence  is  but  one  of  the  most  baneful  foes  of  Republican 
Government.  But  that  jealousy,  to  be  useful,  must  be  impartial; 
else  it  becomes  the  instrument  of  the  very  influence  to  be  avoided, 
instead  of  a  defence  against  it.  Excessive  partiality  for  one 
foreign  nation,  and  excessive  dislike  of  another,  cause  those  whom 
they  actuate  to  see  danger  on  only  one  side,  and  serve  to  veil  and 
even  second  the  arts  of  influence  on  the  other.  Real  patriots,  who 
may  resist  the  intrigues  of  the  favorite,  are  liable  to  become  sus- 
pected and  odious;  while  its  tools  and  dupes  usurp  the  applause 
and  confldence  of  the  people,  to  surrender  their  interests. 

The  great  rule  of  conduct  for  us,  in  regard  to  foreign  nations, 
is,  in  extending  our  commercial  relations,  to  have  with  them  as 
little  political  connection  as  possible.  So  far  as  we  have  already 
formed  engagements,  let  them  be  fulfilled  with  perfect  good  faith. 
Here  let  us  stop. 

Europe  has  a  set  of  primary  interests,  which  to  us  have  none, 
or  a  very  remote  relation.  Hence  she  must  be  engaged  in  frequent 
controversies,  the  causes  of  which  are  essentially  foreign  to  our 
concerns.  Hence,  therefore,  it  must  be  unwise  in  us  to  implicate 
ourselves,  by  artificial  ties,  in  the  ordinary  vicissitudes  of  her 
politics,  or  the  ordinary  combinations  and  collisions  of  her  friend- 
ships or  enmities. 

Our  detached  and  distant  situation  invites  and  enables  us  to 
pursue  a  different  course.  If  we  remain  one  people,  under  an 
efficient  government,  the  period  is  not  far  ofT,  when  we  may  defy 
material  injury  from  external  annoyance;  when  we  may  take  such 
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an  attitude  as  will  cause  the  neutrality,  we  may  at  any  time  re- 
solve upon,  to  be  scrupulously  respected;  when  belligerent  nations, 
under  the  impossibility  of  making  acquisitions  upon  us,  will  not 
lightly  hazard  the  giving  us  provocation;  when  we  may  choose 
peace  or  war,  as  our  interest,  guided  by  justice  shall  counsel. 

Why  forego  the  advantages  of  so  peculiar  a  situation?  Why 
quit  our  own  to  stand  upon  foreign  ground?  Why,  by  interweav- 
ing our  destiny  with  that  of  any  part  of  Europe,  entangle  our 
peace  and  prosperity  in  the  toils  of  European  ambition,  rivalship, 
interest,  humor,  or  caprice? 

It  is  our  true  policy  to  steer  clear  of  permanent  alliances  with 
any  portion  of  the  foreign  world;  so  far,  I  mean,  as  we  are  now  at 
liberty  to  do  it;  for  let  me  not  be  understood  as  capable  of  patron- 
izing infidelity  to  existing  engagements.  I  hold  the  maxim  no  less 
applicable  to  public  than  to  private  affairs,  that  honesty  is  always 
the  best  policy.  I  repeat  it,  therefore,  let  those  engagements  be 
observed  In  their  genuine  sense.  But,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  unneces- 
sary and  would  be  unwise  to  extend  them. 

Taking  care  always  to  keep  ourselves,  by  suitable  establish- 
ments, on  a  respectable  defensive  posture,  we  may  safely  trust  to 
temporary  alliances  for  extraordinary  emergencies. 

Harmony,  liberal  intercourse  with  all  nations,  are  recommended 
by  policy,  humanity  and  interest.  But  even  our  commercial  policy 
should  bold  an  equal  and  impartial  hand;  never  seeking  nor  grant- 
ing exclusive  favors  or  preferences;  consulting  the  natural  course 
of  things;  dilfusing  and  diversifying  by  gentle  means  the  streams 
of  commerce,  but  forcing  nothing;  establishing,  with  powers  so 
disposed,  in  order  to  give  trade  a  stable  course,  to  define  the 
rights  of  our  merchants,  and  to  enable  the  government  to  support 
them,  conventional  rules  of  intercourse,  the  best  that  present 
circumstances  and  mutual  opinion  will  permit,  but  temporary,  and 
liable  to  be  from  time  to  time  abandoned  or  varied,  as  experience 
and  circumstances  shall  dictate;  constantly  keeping  in  view,  that 
it  is  folly  in  one  nation  to  look  for  disinterested  favors  from 
another;  that  it  must  pay  with  a  portion  of  its  independence  for 
whatever  it  may  accept  under  that  character;  that,  by  such 
acceptance,  it  may  place  itself  in  the  condition  of  having  given 
the  equivalent  for  nominal  favors,  and  yet  of  being  reproached 
with  ingratitude  for  not  giving  more.  There  can  be  no  greater 
error  than  to  expect  or  calculate  upon  real  favors  from  nation  to 
nation.  It  is  an  illusion,  which  experience  must  cure,  which  a  just 
pride  ought  to  discard. 

In  offering  to  you,  my  countrymen,  these  counsels  of  an  old 
and  affectionate  friend,  I  dare  not  hope  they  will  make  the  strong 
and  lasting  impression  I  could  wish;  that  they  will  control  the 
usual  current  of  the  passions,  or  prevent  our  nation  from  running 
the  course,  which  has  hlthereto  marked  the  destiny  of  nations. 
But,  if  I  may  even  flatter  myself,  that  they  may  be  productive  of 
some  partial  benefit,  some  occasional  good;  that  they  may  now  and 
then  recur  to  moderate  the  fury  of  party  spirit,  to  warn  against 
the  mischiefs  of  foreign  intrigue,  to  guard  against  the  impostures 
of  prett*nded  patrlotiHm;  this  hope  will  be  a  full  recompense  for 
the  solicitude  for  your  wrlfare.  by  which  they  have  been  dictated. 

How  far  in  the  dlHcharge  of  my  oflflcial  duties.  I  have  been 
guided  by  the  principles  which  have  been  delineated,  the  public 
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records  and  other  evidences  of  my  conduct  must  witness  to  you 
and  to  the  worid.  To  myself,  the  assurance  of  my  own  conscience 
is,  that  I  have  at  least  believed  myself  to  be  guided  by  them. 

In  relating  to  the  still  subsisting  war  in  Europe,  my  Proclama- 
tion of  the  22d  of  April,  1793,  is  the  index  of  my  Plan.  Sanctioned 
by  your  approving  voice,  and  by  that  of  your  Representatives  <n 
both  Houses  of  Congress,  the  spirit  of  that  measure  has  continually 
governed  me,  uninfluenced  by  any  attempts  to  deter  or  divert  me 
from  it 

After  deliberate  examination,  with  the  aid  of  the  best  lights  I 
could  obtain,  I  was  well  satisfied  that  our  country,  under  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case,  had  a  right  to  take,  and  was  bound  in 
duty  and  interest  to  take,  a  neutral  position.  Having  taken  it,  I 
determined,  as  far  as  should  depend  upon  me,  to  maintain  it,  with 
moderation,  perseverance  and  firmness. 

The  considerations,  which  respect  the  right  to  hold  this  con- 
duct, it  is  not  necessary  on  this  occasion  to  detail.  I  will  only 
observe,  that,  according  to  my  understanding  of  the  matter,  that 
right,  so  far  from  being  denied  by  any  of  the  Belligerent  Powers, 
has  been  virtually  admitted  by  all. 

The  duty  of  holding  a  neutral  conduct  may  be  inferred,  without 
anything  more,  from  the  obligation  which  justice  and  humanity 
impose  on  every  nation,  in  cases  in  which  it  is  free  to  act,  to  main- 
tain inviolate  the  relations  of  peace  and  amity  towards  other 
nations. 

The  inducements  of  interest  for  observing  that  conduct  will  best 
be  referred  to  your  own  reflections  and  experience.  With  me,  a 
predominant  motive  has  been  to  endeavor  to  gain  time  to  our 
country  to  settle  and  mature  its  yet  recent  institutions,  and  to 
progress  without  interruption  to  that  degree  of  strengh  and  con- 
sistency, which  is  necessary  to  give  it,  humanly  speaking,  the 
command  of  its  own  fortunes. 

Though,  in  reviewing  the  incidents  of  my  administration,  I  am 
unconscious  of  .intentional  error,  I  am  nevertheless  too  sensible  of 
my  defects  not  to  think  it  probable  that  I  may  have  committed 
many  errors.  Whatever  they  may  be,  I  fervently  beseech  the 
Almighty  to  avert  or  mitigate  the  evils  to  which  they  may  tend.  I 
shall  also  carry  with  me  the  hope,  that  my  Country  will  never 
cease  to  view  them  with  indulgence;  and  that,  after  forty-flve  years 
of  my  life  dedicated  to  its  service  with  an  upright  zeal,  the  faults  of 
incompetent  abilities  will  be  consigned  to  oblivion,  as  myself  must 
soon  be  to  the  mansions  of  rest. 

Relying  on  its  kindness  in  this  as  in  other  things,  and  actuated 
by  that  fervent  love  towards  it,  which  is  so  natural  to  a  man,  who 
views  in  it  the  native  soil  of  himself  and  his  progenitors  for  several 
generations;  I  anticipate  with  pleasing  expectation  that  retreat,  in 
which  I  promise  myself  to  realize,  without  alloy,  the  sweet  enjoy- 
ment of  partaking,  in  the  midst  of  my  fellow-citizens,  the  benign 
influence  of  good  laws  under  a  free  government,  the  ever  favorite 
object  of  my  heart,  and  the  happy  reward,  as  I  trust,  of  our  mutual 
cares,  labors,  and  dangers.

LINCOLN'S  GETTYSBURG  ADDRESS. 


Fourscore  and  seven  years  ago  our  fathers  brought  forth  upon 
this  continent  a  new  nation,  conceived  in  liberty  and  dedicated  to 
the  proposition  that  all  men  are  created  equal.  We  are  engaged 
in  a  great  civil  war,  testing  whether  that  nation — or  any  nation  so 
conceived  and  so  dedicated,  can  long  endure.  We  are  met  on  a 
great  battle  field  of  that  war.  We  are  met  to  dedicate  a  portion  of 
that  field  as  a  final  resting-place  of  those  who  gave  their  lives  that 
that  nation  might  live.  It  is  altogether  fitting  and  proper  that  we 
should  do  this.  But,  in  a  larger  sense,  we  cannot  dedicate,  we  can- 
not consecrate,  w  cannot  hallow  this  ground.  The  brave  men,  liv- 
ing and  dead,  who  struggled  here,  have  consecrated  it  far  above  our 
power  to  add  or  detract.  The  world  will  little  note,  nor  long  re- 
member, what  we  say  here;  but  it  can  never  forget  what  they  did 
here. 

It  is  for  us,  the  living,  rather  to  be  dedicated  here  to  the  un- 
finished work  which  they  have  thus  far  so  nobly  carried  on.  It  is 
rather  for  us  to  be  here  dedicated  to  the  great  task  remaining  before 
us;  that  froih  these  honored  dead  we  take  increased  devotion  to 
that  cause  for  which  they  here  gave  the  last  full  measure  of  devo- 
tion; that  we  here  highly  resolve  that  these  dead  shall  not  have 
died  in  vain;  that  this  nation  shall,  under  God,  have  a  new  birth  of 
freedom,  and  that  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the 
people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth. 


PROCLAMATION  OF  ADMISSION 


(Issued  by  President  Harrison,  Nov.  2,  1889.) 

Whereas,  The  congress  of  the  United  States  did,  by  an  act  ap- 
prove on  the  twenty-second  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  provide  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Dakota  might,  upon  the  conditions  prescribed  by  said 
act,  become  the  states  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  provided  by  said  act  that  the  area  comprising 
the  Territory  of  Dakota  should,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  be 
divided  on  the  line  of  the  seventh  standard  parallel  produced  due 
west  to  the  western  boundary  of  said  territory  and  that  the  dele- 
gates elected  as  therein  provided  to  the  constitutional  convention 
in  districts  north  of  said  parallel  should  assemble  in  convention 
at  the  time  prescribed  in  the  act  at  the  City  ot  Bismarck;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  provided  by  the  said  act  that  the  delegates,  as 
aforesaid,  should,  after  they  had  met  and  organized,  declare  on 
behalf  of  the  people  of  North  Dakota  that  they  adopt  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States;  whereupon  the  said  convention  should 
be  authorized  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government  for  the 
proposed  State  of  North  Dakota;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  provided  by  said  act  that  the  constitution  so 
adopted  should  be  republican  in  form  and  make  no  distinction  in 
civil  or  political  rights  on  account  of  race  or  color,  except  as  to 
Indians  not  taxed,  and  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  principles  of  the  declaration  of  independ- 
ence; and  that  the  constitution  should,  by  an  ordinance  irrevocable 
without  the  consent  of  the  United  States  and  the  people  qt  said 
states,  make  certain  provisions  prescribed  in  said  act;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  provided  by  said  act  that  the  constitution  of 
North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota  should  respectively  Incorporate 
an  agreement,  to  be  reached  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of 
the  act  for  an  equitable  division  of  all  property  belonging  to  the 
Territory  of  Dakota,  the  disposition  of  ail  public  records,  and  also 
for  the  apportionment  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  territory, 
and  that  each  of  said  states  should  obligate  itself  to  pay  its  pro- 
portion of  such  debts  and  liabilities  the  same  as  if  they  had  been 
created  by  such  states  respectively;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  provided  by  said  act  that  the  constitution  thus 
formed  for  the  people  of  North  Dakota  should  by  an  ordinance  of 
the  convention  forming  the  same,  be  submitted  to  the  people  of 
North  Dakota,  at  an  election  to  be  held  therein  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  for 
ratification  or  rejection  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  proposed 
state,  and  that  the  returns  of  said  election  should  be  made  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Territory  of  Dakota,  who  with  the  governor  and 
chief  justice  thereof,  or  any  two  of  them,  should  canvass  the  same, 
and  if  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  should  be  for  tne  con- 
stitution, the  governor  should  certify  the  result  to  the  president 
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of  the  United  States,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  votes  cast 
thereon,  and  upon  separate  articles  or  propositions  and  a  copy  of 
said  constitution,  articles,  propositions  and  ordinances;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  certified  to  me  by  the  governor  of  the 
Territory  of  Dakota,  that  within  the  time  prescribed  by  said  act 
of  congress  a  constitution  for  the  proposed  state  of  North  Dakota 
has  been  adopted  and  the  same  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  said  proposed  state  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  said  act;  and 

Whereas,  It  Is  also  certified  to  me  by  said  governor  that  at  the 
same  time  that  the  body  of  said  constitution  was  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  the  people,  a  separate  article  numbered  20  and  entitled 
"prohibition"  was  also  submitted  and  received  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  for  and  against  said  article  as  well  as  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  constitution,  and  was  adopt- 
ed; and 

WhereaSf  A  duly  authenticated  copy  of  said  constitution, 
article,  ordinances  and  propositions,  as  required  by  said  act,  has 
been  received  by  me; 

Now  Thebefobe,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  president  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  do,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  congress  aforesaid,  declare  and  proclaim  the  fact  that  the 
conditions  imposed  by  congress  on  the  State  of  North  Dakota  to 
entitle  that  state  to  admission  to  the  union,  have  been  ratified 
and  accepted  and  that  the  admission  of  the  said  state  into  the 
union  is  now  complete. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused 
the  seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.  Done  at  the  City  of 
Washington,  this  second  day  of  November,  in  the  year  ^of  our 
Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  of  the 
independence  of  the  United  States  of  America,  one  hundred  and 
fourteenth.

SENATE 


ORDER  OF  DAILY  BUSINESS 

After  calling  the  Senate  to  order  the  following  order  shall 
govern: 

1.  Prayer  by  the  chaplain. 

2.  Calling  of  roll. 

3.  Reading  and  approval  of  the  Journal. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Presentation  of  petitions  and  communications. 

6.  Reports  of  standing  committees* 

7.  Reports  of  select  committees. 

8.  Motions  and  resolutions. 

9.  Introduction  of  bills,  joint  resolutions  and  memorials. 

10.  Consideration  of  messages  from  the  House. 

11.  First  reading  of  Senate  bills,  joint  resolutions  and  memo- 

rials. 

12.  Second  reading  of  the  same. 

13.  Third  reading  of  the  same. 

14.  First  reading  of  House  bills,  joint  resolutions  and  memo- 

rials. 

15.  Second  reading  of  the  same. 

16.  Third  reading  of  the  same. 

17.  Consideration  of  general  orders. 

RULES 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  or  th^ 
hour  to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  and  call  the  Senate  to 
order,  and  if  a  quorum  be  present  he  shall  direct  the  Journal  of 
the  preceding  day  to  be  read  and  mistakes  or  omissions,  if  any, 
corrected.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate. 

2.  Eight  members  may  have  a  call  of  the  Senate,  and  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  members,  until  the  call  be  dispensed  with 
by  a  constitutional  majority. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  "As  many  as  are  of 
the  opinion  that  (as  the  case  may  be)  say  aye,"  and  after  the 
affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "As  many  as  are  of  the  contrary 
opinion  say  no."  If  the  President  doubt,  or  a  division  be  called 
for,  the  Senate  shall  divide;  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  ques- 
tion shall  arise  from  their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  nega- 
tive. 
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4.  All  motions,  except  to  adjourn,  postpone  or  commit  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  if  required  by  any  member  of  the  Senate.  Any 
motion  may  be  withdrawn  by  consent  of  the  Senate. 

5.  No  member  shall  interrupt  the  business  of  the  Senate  while 
the  Journal  is  being  read,  or  when  any  member  is  speaking  in 
debate,  except  on  questions  of  privilege. 

6.  Every  member  present,  when  the  question  is  put,  shall  vote, 
unless  he  shall,  for  a  special  cause,  be  excused  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Senate  present;  but  no  member  shall  vote  on  any  question 
in  which  he  is  directly  or  personally  interested,  or  any  case  where 
he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

7.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  debate 
on  any  matter  in  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  re- 
spectfully address  himself  to  '*Mr.  President"  and  shall  stand  in  his 
place  until  recognized  by  the  chair,  and  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personalities  and  the  im- 
plication of  improper  motives. 

8.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  move  for  the 
previous  question,  to  move  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  com- 
mit or  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely — which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named  and 
no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  to  postpone  in- 
definitely, having  been  decided,  shall  be  entertained  on  the  same 
day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

9.  When  two  members  rise  the  President  shall  name  the  mem- 
ber to  speak.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  subject  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  nor  more  than  once 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  on  the  subject  pending  shall 
have  spoken,  nor  shall  any  member  occupy  more  than  ten  minutes 
at  the  first  time,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  the  second  time, 
without  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate;  but  in  all  cases  the 
member  who  shall  first  address  the  chair  shall  speak  first. 

10.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  Senate,  the  presiding  oflacer  shall,  or  any  member  may, 
call  him  to  order,  and  when  a  member  shall  be  called  to  order  by 
the  President  or  a  member  of  the  Senate  he  shall  sit  down,  and 
shall  not  proceed  without  the  leave  of  the  Senate. 

11.  EJvery  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate,  and  the  President  may  call  for 
a  sense  of  the  Senate  on  any  question  of  order. 

12.  If  any  member  be  called  to  order  by  another  member  for 
words  spoken  the  words  excepted  to  shall  immediately  be  taken 
down  in  writing,  that  the  Senate  may  be  better  able  to  judge  of 
the  matter. 

13.  A  motion  to  adjourn  and  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

14.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which 
shall  be  divided  if  it  comprehends  propositions  in  substance  so 
distinct,  that  on  being  taken  away  a  substantive  proposition  shall 
remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Senate.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert  shall  be  deemed  divisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being 
lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendments  nor  motions  to  strike  out 
and  insert.

15.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be  sec- 
onded and  stated  by  the  President. 

16.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  the  same 
is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Senate. 

17.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  Senate  was  engaged 
at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  shall  have  the  preference  in  the 
special  order  of  the  day. 

18.  EiVery  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  on  the 
report  of  a  committee,  or  on  a  call  for  bills  and  joint  resolutions, 
or  by  a  motion  for  leave,  unless  objected  to  by  one  member  of  the 
Senate,  which  shall  carry  it  over  for  one  day;  and  such  objection 
may  be  made  at  any  time  on  or  before  the  first  reading  is  com- 
pleted. 

19  Every  bill  shall  be  read  thru  several  times,  but  the  first 
and  second  readings,  and  those  only,  may  be  upon  the  same  day; 
and  a  second  reading  may  be  by  title  of  a  bill,  unless  a  reading 
at  length  is  demanded.  The  first  and  third  readings  shall  be  at 
length. 

20.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  information,  and  the 
bill  shall  be  presented  and  go  to  its  second  reading  without  further 
question. 

21.  Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  the 
President  shall  refer  it  to  its  appropriate  committee,  unless  the 
Senate,  upon  motion,  decide  to  refer  the  same  to  a  select  or  other 
standing  committee,  or  to  committee  of  the  whole  Senate;  if  tp 
committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  then  it  shdll  come  up  for  con- 
sideration under  the  general  order  of  the  next  day,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Senate. 

22.  No  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  committed  or  amended 
until  it  shall  have  been  twice  read;  nor  shall  any  such  bill  or  joint 
resolution  have  its  third  reading  and  be  put  upon  its  final  passage 
until  at  least  one  day  after  the  same  has  been  reported  to  the 
Senate  by  the  committee  to  which  the  same  has  been  referred; 
provided,  that  any  bill  or  joint  resolution  may  have  its  third  read- 
ing and  be  put  upon  its  final  passage  on  the  day  the  same  is  re- 
ported back,  when  so  ordered  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
Senate  present. 

23.  On  the  third  reading  of  every  bill  or  resolution,  any  amend- 
ment may  be  received  and  it  may  be  recommitted  at  any  time 
previous  to  its  final  passage. 

24.  No  bill  shall  be  revised  or  amended,  nor  the  provisions 
thereof  extended  or  incorporated  in  any  other  bill  by  reference  to 
its  title  only,  but  so  much  thereof  as  is  revised,  amended  or  ex- 
tended or  so  Incorporated,  shall  be  re-enacted  and  published  at 
length. 

25.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  except  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  members-elect  in  each  house,  nor  unless  on  its  final  pas- 
sage, the  vote  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  those 
voting  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

26.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate, 
sign  all  bills  and  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  Senate.  Imme- 
diately before  such  signing  their  title  shall  be  publicly  read,  and 
the  fact  of  signing  shall  be  at  once  entered  on  the  Journal. 

27.  No  bills  for  the  appropriation  of  money,  except  for  the 
expenses  of  the  government,  shall  be  introduced  after  the  fortieth 
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day  of  the  session,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate.  No 
bill  shall  be  introduced  in  the  Senate  after  the  fifty-second  day, 
except  by  unanimous  consent. 

28.  In  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall  be 
first  put  When  a  motion  or  question  has  been  decided  in  the 
negative  or  affirmative,  any  member  having  voted  with  the  pre- 
vailing side  may  move  a  reconsideration  on  the  same  or  following 
day,  but  when  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  laid  on  the  table,  a  motion 
to  reconsider  cannot  again  be  made. 

29.  Before  acting  on  executive  business  the  Senate  chamber 
shall  be  cleared,  by  the  direction  of  the  President,  of  all  persons 
except  members,  the  chief  clerk  and  sergeant-at-arms  to  be  sworn. 

30.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  reconsider- 
ed or  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members- 
elect,  and  no  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  and  pass  a  bill  shall  be 
entertained  except  by  unanimous  consent,  unless  the  bill  has  first 
been  printed  and  considered  by  a  committee. 

31.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  "Reed's 
Parliamentary  Rules"  shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases  to  which 
they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate,  and  the  joint  rules 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

32.  When  the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  called  for  by  one-sixth 
of  the  members  present  each  member  called  upon  shall,  unless  for 
special  reasons  be  excused  by  the  Senate,  declare  openly  and 
without  debate,  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question.  In  taking 
the  ayes  and  nays  upon  the  call  of  the  house,  the  names  of  the 
members  shall  be  taken  alphabetically. 

33.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  his  refusal 
to  act,  the  President  pro  tempore  shall  exercise  all  rights  and  pre- 
rogatives of  the  President  for  the  time  being. 

34.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  after  the  first  and  before 
the  second  reading,  shall  be  printed,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Senate. 

35.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  Senate 
the  following  standing  committees: 

On  judiciary  to  consist  of  fifteen  members. 

On  education  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  elections  to  consist  of  thirteen  members. 

On  appropriations  to  consist  of  seventeen  members. 

On  railroads  to  consist  of  seventeen  members. 

On  state  affairs  to  consist  of  seventeen  members. 

On  public  lands  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  ways  and  means  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  agriculture  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  warehousing,  grain  and  grain  grading  to  consist  of  fifteen 
members. 

On  counties  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  engrossed  and  enrolled  bills  to  consist  of  five  members. 

On  banks  and  banking  to  consist  of  fifteen  members. 

On  cities  and  municipal  corporations  to  consist  of  eleven  mem- 
bers. 

On  Indian  affairs  to  consist  of  five  members. 

On  statistics  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

On  federal  relations  to  consist  of  nine  members. 
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On  insurance  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  public  printing  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  public  health  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  temperance  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  mines  and  minerals  to  consist  of  nine  members.

36.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
a  majority  of  members  elected  to  the  senate. 

37.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
except  the  executive,  members  and  oflScers  of  the  House,  state 
ofilcers,  judges  of  the  supreme  court  and  district  courts,  members 
of  congress,  those  who  have  been  members  of  congress,  and  the 
legislative  assembly,  members  of  the  constitutional  convention, 
and  all  federal  oflacials  of  the  state,  except  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate. 

38.  Members  of  the  Senate  introducing  bills  in  the  nature  of 
amendments  to  laws  now  existing  shall  designate  in  the  title  of 
such  amendatory  act  the  title  of  the  act  and  shall  have  printed  at 
length  in  the  bill  the  section  or  sections  to  be  amended. 

39.  All  nominations  for  the  executive  shall  be  opened  and  read 
immediately  in  executive  session  and  then  be  referred  to  their 
appropriate  committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  the  first 
question  on  every  nomination  shall  be:  "Will  the  Senate  advise 
and  consent  to  the  nomination?*'  which  question  shall  not  be  put 
on  the  same  day  on  which  the  nomination  is  received,  nor  on  the 
day  on  which  it  may  be  reported  by  a  committee,  unless  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

40.  All  bills  reported  from  committees  with  amendments  shall 
be  engrossed  before  being  read  the  third  time  and  placed  upon 
final  passage. 

41.  All  reports  of  committees  and  motions  to  discharge  a  com- 
mittee from  the  consideration  of  a  subject,  and  all  subjects  from 
which  a  committee  shall  be  discharged,  shall  lie  over  one  day  for 
consideration  unless,  by  unanimous  consent  the  Senate  shall  other- 
wise direct. 

42.  No  member  or  officer  of  the  Senate,  unless  he  from  illness 
or  other  cause,  shall  be  unable  to  attend,  shall  absent  himself 
from  the  session  of  the  Senate  during  an  entire  day  without  first 
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having  obtained  leave  of  absence,  and  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to 
draw  pay  while  absent  more  than  one  day  without  leave. 

43.  The  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  Senate,  under  the  direction  of 
the  presiding  officer,  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  body  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  rules  made  by  the  committee  on  rules,  for 
the  regulation  of  the  Senate  wing  of  the  capitol.  The  Senate  floor 
shall  be  at  all  times  under  his  immediate  supervision,  and  he  shall 
see  that  the  various  subordinate  officers  perform  the  duties  which 
they  are  especially  assigned. 

44.  When  a  member  rises  to  explain  his  vote  upon  any  measure 
before  the  Senate,  while  the  roll  call  is  in  progress,  his  words  shall 
be  taken  down  by  the  stenographer  and  printed  in  the  journal; 
and  upon  request  a  member  may  have  his  remarks  upon  any  ques- 
tion taken  and  extended  on  the  record. 

45.  Upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate  the  presiding  officer 
shall  refuse  to  sign  any  bill  which  may  have  passed  the  Senate, 
and  which  the  House  shall  have  refused  to  return  for  further  con- 
sideration on  being  properly  requested  so  to  do. 

46.  The  chairman  of  any  committee  to  whom  a  bill  of  resolu- 
tion has  been  referred,  shall  if  so  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  Senate  present,  report  such  bill  or  resolution  back  to  the 
Senate  forthwith.

HOUSE 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  time  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  and  the  House  shall  then  be  called  to 
order,  and  the  roll  of  members  called  and  the  name  of  the  absen- 
tees entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House. 

2.  Upon  the  appearance  of  a  quorum  the  Journal  of  the  pre- 
ceding day  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  revision  and  cor- 
rection. Any  mistakes  therein  shall  be  corrected  by  the  committee 
and  reported  to  the  House  for  action. 

3.  Thirty-six  members  of  the  House  may  order  a  call  of  the 
House  and  cause  absent  members  to  be  sent  for,  but  a  call  must 
not  be  made  while  a  vote  is  being  taken.  The  call  being  moved, 
the  Speaker  shall  require  those  desiring  the  call  to  rise,  and  if 
thirty-six  or  more  members  shall  rise  the  call  shall  be  ordered. 
The  call  being  ordered,  the  sergeant-at-arms  shall  close  the  door 
and  allow  no  member  to  leave  the  room.  The  clerk  shall  then  call 
the  roll  and  furnish  the  sergeant-at-arms  with  a  list  of  those  mem- 
bers absent  without  leave,  and  that  officer  must  proceed  forthwith 
to  find  and  bring  in  such  absentees.  While  the  House  is  under 
call  no  business  can  be  transacted  except  to  receive  and  act  upon 
the  report  of  the  sergeant-at-arms  and  no  motion  is  in  order  except 
a  motion  to  suspend  further  proceedings  under  the  call,  and  said 
motion  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  a  majority  of  all  members- 
elect  vote  in  favor  thereof.  Unless  a  report  of  the  sergeant-at-arms 
showing  that  all  members  who  were  absent  without  leave,  naming 
them,  are  present,  the  call  shall  be  at  an  end,  and  the  doors  shall 
be  opened,  and  the  business  pending  at  the  time  the  call  was  made 
be  proceeded  with. 

4.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  and  decide 
all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  vote  on  all  questions  taken  by  ayes  and 
nays  (except  on  appeals  from  his  own  decisions)  and  in  all  elec- 
tions or  decisions  called  for  by  any  member. 
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6.  When  the  House  adjourns  the  members  shall  keep  their 
seats  until  the  speaker  announces  the  adjournment. 

7.  Every  member  previous  to  his  speaking  shall  rise  from  his 
sieat  and  respectfully  address  ''Mr.  Speaker,"  and  remain  standing 
In  his  place  before  proceeding  to  speak  until  he  is  recognized  by 
the  chair. 

8.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  to  speak 
the  Speaker  must  designate  the  member  who  is  to  speak,  but  in 
all  cases  the  member'  who  shall  rise  first  and  address  the  chair 
may  speak  first 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  House,  nor  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  on  the  subject  pending  shall  have 
spoken,  nor  shall  any  member  occupy  more  than  ten  minutes  at  the 
first  time,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  the  second  time,  without 
unanimous  consent  of  the  House. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  or  put  unless  the  same  be  sec- 
onded. It  must  then  be  stated  by  the  Speaker  before  the  debate 
and  any  such  motion  must  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  Speaker 
or  any  member  desires  it 

11.  After  the  motion  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn 
at  any  time  before  amendment  or  decision,  but  all  motions,  resolu- 
tions or  amendments  must  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  whether  re- 
jected or  adopted. 

12.  When  a  question  rs  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question, 
to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  in- 
definitely— which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  which  they  stand  arranged. 

13.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when 
a  member  is  addressing  the  chair  or  a  vote  is  being  taken;  that, 
and  the  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

14.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  ''Shall  the 
main  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only  when  de- 
manded by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  its  effect  shall 
be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  House  to  a  direct 
vote  upon  the  amendments  reported  by  a  committee,  if  any,  upon 
the  pending  amendments  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  On 
a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  the  seconding  of 
the  same,  a  call  of  the  House  shall  be  in  order,  but  after  a  majority 
shall  have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to 
decision  of  the  main  question. 

15.  When  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative  it 
shall  leave  the  main  question  under  debate  for  the  remainder  of 
the  sitting  unless  sooner  disposed  of  in  some  other  manner. 

16.  All  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  motion  is 
made  for  the  previous  question,  during  the  pendency  of  such 
motion,  or  after  the  House  shall  have  determined  that  the  main 
question  shall  be  now  put  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or 
otherwise  without  debate. 
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17.  Petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the 
House  shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker  or  by  a  member  in  his 
place. 

18.  Every  member  who  is  present,  before  the  vote  is  declared 
from  the  chair,  must  vote  for  or  against  the  question  before  the 
House,  unless  the  House  excuses  him  or  unless  he  is  immediately 
interested  in  the  question,  in  which  case  he  must  not  vote. 

19.  When  the  Speaker  is  putting  the  question,  no  member  shall 
walk  out  of,  or  across  the  House,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  any  person  entertain  any  private  discourse,  or  pass  between 
the  person  speaking  and  the  chair. 

20.  If  a  question  in  debate  contains  several  propositions,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided.   . 

21.  A  member  called  to  order  must  immediately  sit  down  un- 
less permitted  to  explain,  and  the  House,  if  appealed  to,  must  de- 
cide the  case.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall 
stand.  On  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without 
leave  of  the  House.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  for  offensive 
language  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

22.  A  bill  can  only  be  introduced  on  the  report  of  a  commit- 
tee or  on  a  call  for  bills,  or  by  a  motion  for  leave. 

23.  Every  bill,  before  being  introduced,  shall  be  in  typewrit- 
ten form  and  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  its  title,  and  every  bill 
and  resolution  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  the  name  of  the  mem- 
ber introducing  the  same,  and  when  ordered  by  a  committee  the 
name  of  such  committee  shall  be  endorsed  thereon. 

24.  Every  bill,  memorial,  order  and  resolution,  requiring  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  or  a  change  in  the  constitution  of  the 
State  of  North  Dakota,  shall,  after  second  reading,  be  referred  to 
its  appropriate  committee,  and  if  reported  without  amendment, 
shall  pass  to  its  third  reading,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  when 
amended  it  shall  go  to  committee  of  the  whole  House. 

25.  All  bills  shall  be  properly  engrossed  before  their  final 
passage. 

26.  No  amendment  shall  be  received  on  the  third  reading,  ex- 
cept to  fill  blanks,  without  unanimous  consent  of  the  House,  but 
all  bills  and  resolutions  may  be  committed  at  any  time  previous  to 
their  passage.  If  any  amendment  be  reported  on  such  commitment 
by  any  other  than  a  committee  of  the  whole,  it  shall  be  read  a 
second  time,  and  the  question  of  third  reading  and  passage  put. 

27.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that 
under  consideration  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amendment; 
no  bill  or  resolution  shall  at  any  time  be  amended  by  annexing 
thereto,  or  incorporating  therewith,  any  other  bill  or  resolution 
pending  before  the  House. 

28.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  House  the  Speaker 
shall  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside. 

29.  Bills  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  House  shall 
be  read,  be  open  to  amendment,  and  debated  by  sections,  unless 
otherwise  ordered,  leaving  the  title  to  be  last  considered;  all 
amendments  shall  be  noted  in  writing  and  reported  to  the  House 
by  the  chairman. 

30.  All  questions,  whether  in  committee,  or  in  the  House,  shall 
be  put  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  except  in  the  case 
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of  privileged  questions,  and  in  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and 
the  longest  time  shall  be  first  put 

31.  A  similar  mode  of  procedure  shall  be  observed  with  bills 
which  have  originated  in  and  passed  the  Senate  as  with  bills 
which  have  originated  in  the  House,  except  that  they  shall  not  be 
printed  nor  engrossed  or  enrolled. 

32.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order  unless  on 
the  same  day  or  the  day  following  that  on  which  the  decision  pro- 
posed to  be  reconsidered  took  place,  nor  unless  one  of  the  majority 
shall  move  a  reconsideration. 

33.  When  notice  of  intention  to  move  the  reconsideration  of 
any  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  given  by  a  member,  the  clerk 
of  the  House  shall  retain  the  said  bill  or  joint  resolution  until 
after  the  time  during  which  the  said  motion  can  be  made  unless 
the  same  can  previously  be  disposed  of. 

34.  Any  member  who  votes  on  the  majority  side  of  a  question 
may  move  a  reconsideration  of  the  same,  which  motion  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  vote. 

35.  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  committee  of 
the  whole  House  so  far  as  may  be  applicable  except  that  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  not  be  called,  the  previous  question  enforced  nor 
the  time  of  speaking  limited. 

36.  A  motion  that  the  committee  rise  shall  always  be  in  order 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

37.  No  bill  reported  from  standing  or  select  committees  or 
from  the  committee  of  the  whole  shall  come  up  for  a  third  reading 
until  the  first  day  after  such  report  unless  the  House  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  otherwise  orders. 

38.  Standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  on  the  following 
subjects: 

On  rules  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  mileage  and  per  diem  to  consist  of  three  members. 

On  judiciary  to  consist  of  nineteen  members. 

On  ways  and  means  to  consist  of  fifteen  members. 

On  railroads  to  consist  of  nineteen  members. 

On  appropriations  to  consist  of  seventeen  members. 

On  engrossment  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  enrollment  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  education  to  consist  of  seventeen  members. 

On  elections  and  privileges  to  consist  of  fifteen  members. 

On  municipal  corporations  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  corporations  other  than  municipal  to  consist  of  nine  mem- 
bers. 

On  agriculture  to  consist  of  nineteen  members. 
.  On  public  printing  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  irrigation  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  insurance  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  banking  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

On  labor  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  immigration  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  apportionment  to  consist  of  a  member  from  each  senatorial 
district 

On  schools  and  public  lands  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

On  public  health  to  consist  of  nine  members.

On  joint  rules  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

39.  The  first  named  member  of  each  committee  shall  be  the 
chairman  and  in  his  absence  or  being  excused  by  the  House  the 
next  named  member  and  so  on  as  often  as  the  case  shall  happen, 
shall  -act  as  chairman. 

40.  The  committee  on  engrossment  shall  examine  all  bills  after 
they  are  engrossed  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  correctly 
engrossed  before  their  third  reading;  said  committee  may  report  at 
any  time. 

41.  The  committee  on  enrollment  shall  examine  all  House  bills 
and  memorials  which  have  passed  the  two  houses,  and  when  re- 
ported correctly  enrolled,  they  shall  be  presented  to  the  presiding 
officers  of  the  House  and  Senate  for  their  signatures,  and  when  so 
signed,  presented  to  the  governor  for  his  approval;  said  committee 
may  report  at  any  time. 

42.  Select  committees  to  whom  reference  shall  have  been  made, 
must,  in  all  cases,  report  a  state  of  facts  and  their  opinion  to  the 
House. 

43.  In  all  cases  where  a  bill,  order  or  resolution,  or  motion 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House,  the  name  of  the 
member  moving  the  same  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

44.  No  person  shall  be  adftiitted  within  the  bar  of  the  House 
except  the  executive,  members  of  the  Senate,  state  officers,  judges 
of  the  supreme  court  and  district  courts,  members  of  congress,  ex- 
members  of  the  legislative  assembly,  delegates  to  the  state  consti- 
tutional convention,  all  federal  officers  of  the  state  and  reporters 
for  newspapers,  except  by  card  of  the  Speaker.  Any  person  lobby- 
ing on  the  fioor  of  the  House  shall  forfeit  the  privilege  granted  by 
this  rule. 
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45.  After  calling  the  House  to  order  the  order  of  business  for 
the  day  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Prayer  by  the  chaplain. 

2.  Calling  the  roll. 

3.  Reference  to  the  Journal. 

4.  Presentations  of  petitions  and  communications. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees  . 

6.  Reports  of  select  committees. 

7.  Motions  and  resolutions. 

8.  Unfinished  business. 

9.  Introduction  of  bills  and  memorials. 

10.  First  and  second  readings  of  House  bills  and  memorials. 

11.  Third  reading  of  the  same. 

12.  Consideration  of  messages  from  the  senate. 

13.  First  and  second  readings  of  senate  bills  and  memorials. 

14.  Third  reading  of  the  same. 

15.  Consideration  of  general  orders. 

46.  Whenever  the  report  of  any  committee  of  conference  con- 
tains several  modifications  or  amendments,  any  member  may  have 
the  same  divided,  and  the  question  of  concurrence  taken  separately 
upon  each  modification  or  amendment. 

47.  When  the  House  has  arrived  at  "the  general  orders  of  the 
day"  it  shall  go  into  committee  of  the  whole  upon  such  orders,  or  a 
particular  order  designated  by  a  vote  of  the  House,  and  no  other 
business  shall  be  in.  order  until  the  whole  are  considered  or  passed, 
or  the  committee  rise;  and  unless  a  particular  bill  is  ordered  up 
the  committee  of  the  whole  shall  consider,  act  upon,  or  pass  the 
general  order,  according  to  the  order  of  reference. 

48.  The  Speaker  may  leave  the  chair,  and  appoint  a  member  to 
preside,  but  not  for  a  longer  time  than  one  day,  except  by  leave  of 
the  House. 

49.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  adopted  by  the  house 
of  representatives  of  the  United  States  shall  govern  the  House  in 
all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  of  the  House,  and  the  joint 
rules  and  orders  of  the  senate  and  House  of  .Represetnatives. 

50.  No  rule  of  the  House  shall  be  suspended,  altered  or  amend- 
ed without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
whole  house. 

51.  The  hour  of  daily  meeting  of  the  House  shall  be  2  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  until  the  House  directs  otherwise. 

52.  The  ayes  and  nays  shall  not  be  ordered  unless  demanded 
by  one-sixth  of  the  members  present  except  on  the  final  passage 
of  bills,  concurrent  resolutions  to  amend  the  constitution,  and  me- 
morials, in  which  case  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  had  without  demand. 

53.  In  case  of  all  the  members  of  any  committee,  required  or 
entitled  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them  cannot  agree 
upon  any  report  the  majority  and  minority  may  each  make  a  spe- 
cial report,  and  any  member  dissenting  In  whole  or  In  part,  from 
the  reasonings  and  conclusions  of  both  majority  and  minority  may 
also  present  to  the  House  a  statement  of  his  reasonings  and  con- 
clusions; and  all  reports.  If  decorous  In  language,  and  respectful  to 
the  House,  shall  be  entered  at  length  on  the  Journal. 

54.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the  House  while  in  session. 
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55.  No  member  or  any  other  person  shall  remain  by  the  clerk's 
desk  when  the  ayes  and  nays  are  being  called. 

56.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
lobby  or  gallery,  the  Speaker  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

57.  No  member  or  officer  of  the  House,  unless  he,  from  illness 
or  other  cause  shall  be  unable  to  attend,  shall  absent  himself  from 
a  session  of  the  House  during  an  entire  day  without  first  having 
obtained  leave  of  absence,  and  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  draw 
pay  while  absent  more  than  one  day  without  leave. 

58.  Neither  the  chief  clerk  nor  his  assistant  shall  permit  any 
records  or  papers  belonging  to  the  House  to  be  taken  out  of  their 
custody  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of  business.  The 
chief  clerk  shall  report  all  missing  bills,  resolutions  and  papers  to 
the  Speaker;  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  clerical  duties 
appertaining  to  the  business  of  the  House;  shall  perform,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Speaker,  all  duties  pertaining  to  the  office,  and 
shall  also  keep  a  book  showing  the  situation  and  progress  of  all  the 
bills,  memorials  and  joint  resolutions. 

59.  At  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  introduction 
of  any  motion  or  resolution  calling  for  or  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  any  money. 

60.  The  chairmen  of  the  different  standing  committees  shall 
send  to  the  chief  clerks  desk,  to  be  read  previous  to  adjournment, 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  such  committee. 

61.  All  bills  of  a  general  nature,  including  all  bills  appropriat- 
ing money  or  lands,  shall  be  printed;  provided,  that  no  bills  shall 
be  printed  until  after  the  same  shall  have  been  reported  upon  fav- 
orably by  the  committee  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  referred. 

62.  Every  bill  amending  any  section  of  the  Constitution  or  any 
section  of  the  statute,  shall  be  printed  so  that  the  wording  of  that 
portion  of  the  section  that  is  to  be  omitted  will  be  included  in 
brackets  and  new  matter  to  be  included  in  the  amendment  will  be 
printed  in  italics.  The  enrollment  committee  will  omit  that  por- 
tion of  the  bill  that  is  included  in  brackets.

In  case  action  has  been  had,  then  it  shall  require  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  house  asked,  to  return  a  bill  or  resolution  called  for. 

JOINT  CONVENTION  RULES. 

1.  Joint  conventions  shall  be  held  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  the  president  of  the  Senate  shall  preside. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  be  secretaries  of  the  joint  convention,  and 
the  proceedings  of  the  convention  shall  be  published  with  the 
journals  of  the  House,  and  the  final  result  as  announced  by  the 
president  on  return  of  the  Senate  to  their  chamber,  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  journal  of  the  Senate. 

3.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  far  as  the 
same  may  be  applicable,  shall  govern  the  proceedings  in  joint  con- 
vention. 

4.  Whenever  a  president  pro  tern  presides  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  on  all  occasions,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  the  question  shall  be 
declared  lost 

5.  Joint  conventions  shall  have  the  power  to  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  absent  members  in  the  mode  and  under  the  penalties 
prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the  House  to  which  such  members 
respectively  belong,  and  for  that  purpose  the  sergeant-at-arms  of 
each  House  shall  attend. 

6.  Joint  conventions  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  found  necessary;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives to  prepare  to  receive  the  Senate,  the  Senate  to  proceed 
to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  time  fixed  by 
law  or  resolution,  or  to  which  the  joint  convention  may  have 
adjourned. 
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IMPEACHMENT  OF  HON.  JOHN  F.  COWAN 


Gondltlona  In  the  Second  judicial  district  of  the  state  of  North  Da- 
kota, wherein  Hon.  John  F.  Cowan  has  been  judge  of  the  district  court 
durlnfiT  the  past  eleven  years,  have  added  another  to  the  list  of  the  few 
impeachment  trials  held  in  the  United  Stotes  since  its  beglnnlncr. 

PROCEEDINGS  IN  THE  HOUSE. 

On  February  8,  1911,  chargres  alleiringr  the  commission  of  impeachable 
offenses  were  filed  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Twelfth  Legis- 
lative Assembly  by  citizens  of  the  Second  judicial  district  against  Hon. 
John  F.  Cowan,  judge  of  the  Second  judicial  district 

On  February  10,  1911,  a  conmiittee  of  seven  members  of  the  house 
was  appointed  to  investigate  the. charges. 

On  February  24th,  after  many' witnesses  had  been  examined  and  much 
testimony  produced  before  the  committee  by  the  complainants  and  by  the 
defendant,  the  majority  of  the  special  committee  recommended  that  fur- 
ther action  upon  the  charges  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The  minority 
report  of  the  special  committee  recommended  that  article  of  impeachment 
be  prepared  and  that  Hon.  John  F.  Cowan  be  held  for  trial  by  the  Sen- 
ate. 

On  February  24th  the  majority  report  of  the  special  committee  was 
adopted. 

On  February  28th  the  special  committee  of  seven  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  charges,  offered  a  resoluUoil  providing  for  the  submission  to  the 
House  of  the  evidence  taken  by  the  committee  at  its  different  hearings. 

On  March  28  th  the  committee  of  the  whole  house  introduced  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  of  impeachment,  which  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  64 
ayes,  86  nays,  8  absent  and  not  voting. 
"Resolution  of  Impeachment  of  the  Honorable  John  F.  Cowan,  Judge  of 

the  District  Court  of  the  Second  Judicial  District  of  the  State  of  North 

Dakota. 

Be  ft  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Repreaentativee  of  the  State  of  North 
Dakota: 

Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  testimony  taken  in  the  impeachment 
proceedings  brought  against  Judge  John  F.  Cowan,  on  February  8.  1911, 
and  which  testimony  has  this  day  been  considered  by  the  committee  of 
the  whole  house,  and  from  other  facts  appearing  before  the  committee  of 
the  whole  house,  that  there  Is  grrave  and  probable  cause  to  believe  that 
the  Honorable  John  F.  Cowan,  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  Second 
Judicial  District  of  this  state,  is  guilty  of  impeachment  offenses ;  and 

Whereas,  The  belief  in  the  existence  of  such  probable  cause  is  evi- 
denced by  conmaon  repute  and  public  charges  so  extensive  as  to  bring  the 
administration  of  justice  into  disrepute  and  militate  against  and  destroy 
the  confidence  of  the  people  in  the  courts  of  said  district,  to  the  -hurt  and 
Injury  of  the  whole  state;  and. 

Whereas,  That  the  said  court  cannot  be  restored  to  the  confidence  of 
the  people,  or  Its  former  usefulness  and  standing,  except  by  an  open  trial 
of  the  chanres  made  * 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved :  That  said  John  F.  Cowan,  Judge  of 
the  District  Court  of  the  Second  Judicial  District  of  North  Dakota,  be 
and  hereby  is  impeached  of  habitual  drunkenness,  crimes,  corrupt  con- 
duct, malfeasance  and  misdemeanors  in  office,  and  that  a  board  of  man- 
agers, consisting  of  five  members,  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  to  con- 
duct such  impeachment  proceedings,  in  accordance  with  law,  and  to  draw 
up  and  present  such  Impeachment  charges  to  the  bar  of  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  North  Dakota  for. trial,  and  that  said  board  of  managers  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  employ  counsel  to  assist  in  the  pre- 
paration of  the  articles  of  impeachment  and  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
Judge  as  aforesaid,  before  the  bar  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  North 
Dakota." 

On  March  1,  1911,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  appointed  the  following 
as  the  board  of  managers  to  conduct  the  impeachment  proceedings  before 
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the  Senate :  Messrs.  Homnes,  Nestos,  Hanson,  O'Connor  of  Grand  Forks, 
and  Norhelm. 

On  March  1,  1911,  the  resolution  of  Impeachment  passed  by  the  House 
was  transmitted  to  the  Senate. 

On  March  3,  1911,  Articles  of  Impeachment  adopted  and  approved. 

PROCEEDINGS  BEFORE  THE  SENATE. 

On  March  1st,  the  resolution  of  Impeachment  passed  by  the  House  was 
received. 

On  March  Ist,  resolution  passed  requestlncr  the  governor  to  appoint 
some  person  to  perform  the  duties  of  Judge  Cowan,  disqualified  by  the 
passage  of  the  resolution  of  Impeachment 

On  March  2nd,  committee  consisting  of  Senators  Pierce,  Davis  and 
Duls  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Managers  relative  to  the  pro- 
ceedings to  be  taken. 

On  March  3rd  Articles  of  Impeachment  filed  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. 

On  March  3rd,  Resolution  passed  setting  Tuesday,  March  28th,  1911, 
as  the  day  for  beginning  the  hearing  of  the  impeachment  before  the  Sen- 
ate. 

On  March  28  th  the  Senate  convened  pursuant  to  adjournment  on 
March  3rd. 

On  March  29th  the  Senate  resolved  Itself  into  a  High  Court  of  Im- 
peachment. 

On  March  30  th  the  Hon.  John  F.  Cowan  was  arraigned  before  the 
High  Court  of  Impeachment. 

On  March  31st  the  accused,  Hon.  John  F.  Cowan,  entered  a  plea  of 
"not  guilty." 

On  April  1st  the  first  witness  was  examined  by  the  state. 

On  April  27th  the  taking  of  testimony  was  concluded. 

On  April  29th  the  closing  arguments  of  counsel  were  begim  and  con- 
cluded May  4  th. 

On  May  4th  the  High  Court  of  Impeachment  voted  on  each  specifica- 
tion of  each  charge.  The  accused,  Hon.  John  F.  Cowan,  not  being  found 
guilty  on  any  one  of  the  specifications  or  charges  In  the  articles  of  im- 
peachment, was  discharged. 

Under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota  (Article  14,  sec- 
tion 194,)  a  concurrence  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  the  Sen- 
ate is  required  for  conviction  on  impeachment 

On  specification  2  of  charge  3,  wherein  the  accused  was  charged  with 
wrongfully,  notoriously  and  openly  frequenting  Ness*  drug  store  in  Devils 
Lake  for  the  purpose  of  unlawfully  obtaining  Intoxicating  liquor  therein 
and  habitually  and  frequently  drinking  Intoxicating  liquor  in  said  drug 
store,  the  vote  was: 

Guilty,  23. 

Not  guilty,  23. 

Absent  and  not  voting,  8. 

On  the  other  specifications  and  charges  on  which  a  vote  of  the  High 
Court  of  Impeachment  was  taken  the  results  of  the  votes  varied  from. 

Guilty,  0. 

Not  guilty,  46. 
to- 
Guilty.  22. 

Not  guilty,  24. 

Guy  S.  Divet  of  Wahpeton,  North  Dakota,  appeared  as  attorney  for 
the  complainants  before  the  House  of  Representatives.  At  the  trial  be- 
fore the  Senate  the  attorneys  for  the  state  were.  George  A;  Bangs,  of 
Grand  Forks,  and  E.  R,  Sinkler,  of  MInot.  The  attorneys  for  the  accused 
were,  Tracy  R.  Bangs,  of  Grand  Forks,  Arthur  L.  Netcher  of  Grand 
Forks.  P.  J.  McClory.  W.  M.  Anderson  and  F.  T.  Cuthbert  of  Devils 
Lake.  The  complete  Journal  of  the  Impeachment  trial  consists  of  two 
voliunes  containing  2646  closely  printed  pages.  The  cost  of  the  trial  to 
the  state  was  approximately  160,000.00.

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LEGAL  NEWSPAPERS. 

Under  the  laws  of  North  Dakota,  section  2279.  revised  codes  of  1905. 
before  any  newspaper  in  this  state  shall  be  qualified  to  publish  any  legal 
notice,  or  any  matter  required  by  law  to  be  printed  or  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  the  state,  or  any  public  notices  for  any  county,  city  or 
other  municipality  within  the  state,  such  newspaper  must  have  been 
established  at  least  one  year — at  least  one  page  of  the  same  actually 
printed  at  the  place  designated  in  the  date  line — ^and  have  been  in  regular 
and  continuous  circulation  during  that  time  with  a  bona  fide  subscrip- 
tion list  of  at  least  150  regular  and  continuous  subscribers,  and  such 
newspaper  must  contain  at  least  four  pages  of  five  columns  to  the  page, 
said  columns  to  be  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  length  and  twelve 
ems  pica  in  width,  with  not  less  than  four  columns  of  reading  or  news 
matter.  It  is  also  required  of  every  publisher  that  two  copies  of  each 
issue  be  mailed  regularly  to  the  State  Historical  Society,  Bismarck, 
which  are  bound  and  kept  on  file. 


LEGAL  PUBLICATION  FEES. 

Section  2620  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  North  Dakota  was  amended  by 
the  legislature  of  1909  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2620.  In  all  cases  where  publication  of  legal  notices  of  any 
kind  is  required  or  allowed  by  law,  the  person  or  officer  desir- 
ing such  publication  shall  be  required  to  pay  seven  cents  per 
counted  line  of  nonpareil  type  for  the  first  insertion  and  four 
cents  per  line  of  nonpareil  for  each  subsequent  insertion;  or 
five  cents  per  counted  line  of  brevier  type  for  the  first  insertion 
and  three  cents  per  line  of  brevier  type  for  each  subsequent  in- 
sertion. All  tabulated  rule  and  figure  matter  shall  be  computed 
at  double  the  rates  for  straight  matter.  A  line  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  thirteen  ems  pica  in  length.  In  all  cases  of  pub- 
lication of  notices  required  by  law,  the  plaintiff,  except  in  di- 
vorce cases,  may  designate  the  legsd  newspaper  published  with- 
in the  county  in  which  such  notice  shall  be  published. 


LEGAL  RATES  FOR  COUNTY  PRINTING. 

CHAPTER  232,   1911  SESSION  LAWS. 

Section  1.  Amendment.]  Section  2432  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1905  is 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2432.  Proceedings  of  board  to  be  published.  Legal  rates 
therefor.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  cause  to  be  published 
in  three  newspapers  published  in  its  county,  or  in  case  there  are  not 
three  newspapers  published  within  the  county  qualified  to  make  such 
publication,  then  in  as  many  as  there  are,  a  full  and  complete  report  of 
all  its  official  proceedings  at  each  regular  and  special  meeting,  such  pro- 
ceedings to  be  published  as  soon  after  each  meeting  as  practicable,  and 
the  board  shall  pay  for  such  publication  seven  cents  per  counted  line 
of  nonpareil  type  for  the  first  insertion  and  four  cents  per  counted  line  of 
brevier  type  for  the  first  insertion  and  three  cents  per  fine  of  brevier  type 
for  each  subsequent  insertion.  All  tabulated  matter  which  shall  consist 
of  at  least  three  Justifications  in  each  line  shall  be  computed  at  double 
the  rates  for  straight  matter.  A  line  shall  be  construted  to  mean  thir- 
teen ems  pica  in  leight.  Said  proceedings,  however,  shall  be  published 
onbr  in  such  nwspapers  as  are  designated  to  publish  such  proceedings, 
and  which  shall  file  or  cause  to  be  filed,  with  the  county  auditor  an  af- 
fidavit of  publication  executed  in  proper  form;  provided  that  not  more 
than  two  newspapers  in  any  congressional  township  shall  be  so  desig- 
nated, and  when  there  are  but  two  newspapers  in  the  county  and  both 
are  in  the  same  congressional  township,  the  commissioners  shall  desig- 
nate but  one  of  such  papers.  In  case  there  is  no  newspaper  published  In 
such  newspaper  in  the  state  as  has  the  largest  circulation  in  such  county, 

the  county  the  board  shall  cause  such  proceedings  to  be  published  in 
and  shall  also  cause  such  report  to  be  posted  in  three  pubuc  places  in 
the  county,  one  of  which  places  shall  be  the  office  of  the  county  auditor. 

Blue  Book — IS 
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Sec.  2.  Rates  and  methods  of  computation  applicable  to  legal  notices 
and  publications  grenerally.)  The  rates  of  compensation  and  the 
methods  of  calculating  the  same  provided  for  in  Section  2620  of  the  Re- 
vised Codes  of  1905,  as  amended  by  Section  1  of  this  Act  shall  be  ap- 
pUcable  to  and  made  to  apply  in  all  cases  where  publication  of  legal  no- 
tices of  any  kind,  proceedings  of  board  of  county  commissioners,  reports 
and  lists  of  the  state  experiment  station  to  inspect  and  analyze  foods 
and  beverages,  election  returns  and  other  publications  and  reports  is  re- 
quired and  allowed  by  law.  • 


ELECTION  PRIVILEGES. 

(Section  15  of  Chapter  129  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1911.) 

No  publisher  of  a  newspaper  or  other  periodical  shall  insert  either  in 
its  advertising  or  reading  columns  any  paid  matter  which  is  deslgnea 
to  tend  to  aid,  injure  or  defeat  any  candidate  or  political  party  or  or- 
ganization or  measure  before  the  people,  unless  it  isstated  therein  that 
It  is  a  paid  advertisement.  No  person  shall  pay  the  owner,  editor,  pub- 
lisher or  agent  of  any  newspaper  or  other  periodical  to  induce  him  to 
editorially  advocate  or  oppose  any  candidate  tor  nomination  or  election, 
and  no  such  owner,  editor,  publisher,  or  agent  shall  accept  such  payment. 
Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  punished  as  for  corrupt  practice. 


RATES  FOR  POLITICAL  ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

(Chapter  210  of  the  1911  Session  Laws.) 

No  newspaper  in  this  state  shall  charge  for  the  publication  of  poli- 
tical announcements  of  candidates  before  any  primary  or  election,  any 
more  than  the  legal  rates  for  the  publication  of  legal  notices. 

All  paid  political  matter  and  political  announcements  shall  be  labeled 
"Political  Advertisement." 

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 


DESIGNATION  OF  OFFICIAL  NEWSPAPERS. 

(Chapter  117  of  the  1911  Session  Laws.) 

The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  each  county  in  this  state  must 
at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each  year  designate  three  news- 
papers, qualified  to  make  such  publication  within  the  county,  to  publish 
the  proceedings  of  said  board  as  provided  by  law;  provided,  that  at  least 
one  of  the  newspapers  so  designated  must  be  located  at  the  county  seat 
of  such  county. 

PUBLICATION  OP  CANDIDATES'  NAMES  BEFORE 

PRIMARY   ELECTION. 

(Chapter  209  of  the  1911  Session  Laws.) 

Section  1.  At  least  twenty-five  days  before  any  primary  preceding 
a  general  election,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  transmit  to  each  county 
auditor  a  certified  list  containing  the  names  and  post  office  addresses  of 
each  person  for  whom  nomination  papers  have  been  filed  in  his  office  and 
entitled  to  be  voted  for  at  such  primary,  together  with  a  designation  ol 
the  office  for  which  he  is  a  candidate,  and  the  party  or  principle  he  rep- 
resents. 

Sec.  2.  The  auditor  to  whom  such  list  Is  delivered  shall  forthwith 
upon  the  receipt  thereof,  publish  under  the  proper  party  designation  the 
title  of  each  office,  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  for  whom 
nomination  papers  have  been  filed,  both  In  his  office  and  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  giving  the  names  and  addresses  of  each,  the  date  of 
the  primary,  the  hours  during  which  the  polls  will  be  opened,  and  that 
the  primary  will  be  held  in  the  regular  polling  place  in  each  preolnct** 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  auditor  to  publish  said  notice  once  each  week 
* —  "*  least  two  consecutive  weeks  pripr  to  said  primary  in  each  official 
•jr  in  the  county.

The  population  of  the  state  in  1900  was  319,146,  as  compared  with  a 
population  in  1890  of  182,719,  showing  an  increase  during  the  last  ten 
years  of  136.427,  or  74.7  per  cent.  A  small  portion  of  this  increase  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  there  were  7,080  Indians  and  284  other  persons,  or  a  total 
of  8,264  persons,  on  Indian  reservations,  etc.,  in  North  Dakota,  who  were 
specially  enumerated  in  1890  under  the  provisions  of  the  census  act,  but 
were  included  in  the  greneral  population  of  the  state  at  that  census.  That 
part  of  the  territory  of  Dakota  which  now  constitutes  the  state  of  North 
Dakota,  had  an  approximate  population  in  1870  of  2,405.  and  in  1880  of 
36,909.  the  increase  from  1870  to  1880  having  been  34,504,  or  1,434.7  per 
cent,  and  from  1889  to  1890,  145,810,  or  391.1  per  cent. 

The  population  of  North  Dakota  in  1910  was  nearly  sixteen  times  as 
large  as  that  given  for  1880. 

The  total  land  surface  of  North  Dakota  is  approximately  70,195  square 
miles,  the  average  number  of  persons  to  the  square  mile  at  the  censuses 
of  1890  and  1900  being  as  follows:     1890.  2.6;  1900,  4.6. 

Table  2  shows  the  population  of  North  Dakota  by  counties  at  each  cen- 
sus from  1870  to  1910  inclusive,  while  table  3.  which  immediately  follows, 
shows,  for  each  county,  the  increase  (or  decrease)  by  number  and  per 
cent  during  the  years  from  1890  to  1910.

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VARIOUS  MONEYS  OF  CIRCULATION 

There  axe  ten  different  kinds  of  money  In  circulation  in  the  United 
States,  namely,  gold  coin,  standard  silver  dollars,  subsidiary  silver,  gold 
certificates,  silver  certificates,  treasury  notes  issued  under  the  Act  of  July 
14,  1890:  United  States  notes  (also  called  greenbacks  and  legal  tenders), 
national  bank  notes  and  nickel  and  bronze  coins.  These  forms  of  money 
are  all  available  as  circulation. 

Gold  coin  is  legal  tender  at  its  nominal  or  face  value  for  all  debts, 
public  and  private,  when  not  below  the  standard  weight  and  limit  of 
tolerance  prescribed  by  law:  and  when  below  such  standard  of  tolerance 
it  is  legal  tender  in  proportion  to  its  weight. 

Standard  silver  dollars  are  legal  tender  at  their  nominal  or  face  value 
in  payment  of  all  debts,  public  and  private,  without  regard  to  the  amount, 
except  where  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  in  the  contract. 

Subsidiary  silver  is  legal  tender  for  amounts  not  exceeding  |10  in  any 
one  payment.  Treasury  notes  of  the  Act  of  July  14,  1890,  are  legal  tender 
for  all  debts,  public  and  private,  except  where  otherwise  expressly  stip- 
ulated in  the  contract. 

United  States  notes  are  legal  tender  for  all  debts,  public  and  private, 
except  duties  on  imports  and  Interest  on  the  public  debt. 

Gold  certificates,  silver  certificates  and  national  bank  notes  are  not 
legal  tender,  but  such  classes  of  certificates  are  receivable  for  all  public 
dues,  while  national  bank  notes  are  receivable  for  all  public  dues  except 
duties  on  imports,  and  may  be  paid  out  by  the  government  for  all 
salaries  and  other  debts  and  demands  owing  by  the  United  States  to 
individuals,  corporations  and  associations  within  the  United  States,  except 
interest  on  the  public  debt  and  in  redemption  of  the  national  currency. 
All  national  banks  are  required  by  law  to  receive  the  notes  of  other 
national  banks  at  par. 

The  minor  coins  of  nickel  and  copper  are  legal  tender  to  the  extent 
of  26  cents. 

The  coinage  of  the  legal  tender  gold  was  authorized  by  the  first  colnag'e 
act.  passed  by  conjerress  April  2,  1792.  The  gold  unit  of  value  Is  the  dollar, 
which  contains  2678  grains  of  standard  gold,  900  fine.  The  amount  of 
fine  srold  in  the  dollar  is  23.22  grains,  and  the  remainder  of  the  weight  is 
an  alloy  of  copper. 

The  sliver  unit  Is  the  dollar,  which  contains  412%  grains  of  standard 
silver  900  fine.  The  amount  of  fine  silver  in  the  dollar  is  87%  grains,  and 
there  are  41%  grains  of  copper  alloy.

In 
town  40  days.  In  precinct  10  days.  Disqualifications:  Convicted  of 
treason  or  felony,  unless  restored  to  civil  rights,  persons  non  compos 
mentis. 

Nevada — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States; 
previous  residence  required.  In  state  three  months.  In  county  40  days, 
In  town  30  days.  In  precinct  30  days.  Disqualifications:  Idiots.  Insane, 
unpardoned  convicts,  Indians,  Chinese. 
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New  Hampshire — Requirements  as  to  citiKenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  six  months,  in  county  six 
months,  in  town  six  months,  in  precinct  six  months.  Disqualifications: 
Paupers. 

New  Jersey — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizens  of  the  United 
States:  previous  residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in  county  five 
months.  Disqualifications:  Idiots,  paupers,  insane,  convicted  of  crime 
unless  pardoned  or  restored  by  law. 

New  Mexico — ^Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  six  months,  in  oounty 
three  months,  in  town  30  days.  In  precinct  30  days.  Disqualifications: 
Convicted  of  felony,  unless  pardoned.  United  States  soldiers,  sailors,  or 
camp  follower  Indians. 

New  York — ^Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  who  shall  have  been 
a  citizen  for  ninety  days  prior  to  election;  previous  residence  required, 
in  state  one  year.  In  county  four  months.  Disqualifications:  Offenders 
against  elective  franchise  rights,  and  persons  convicted  of  bribery  or 
infamous  crime  and  not  restored  to  citizenship  by  the  executive,  con- 
victs in  house  of  refuge  or  reformatory  not  disqualified. 

North  Carolina — ^Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  two  years,  in  county  six 
months,  in  precinct  four  months.  Disqualifications:  Convicted  of 
felony  or  infamous  crime,  idiots,  lunatics. 

North  Dakota— Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  civilized  Indian;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  one 
year,  in  county  six  months,  in  precinct  90  days.  Disqualifications: 
Under  guardianship,  persons  non  compos  mentis,  or  convicted  of  felony 
and  treason,  unless  restored  to  civil  rights. 

Ohio — ^Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States;  pre- 
vious residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in  county  30  days,  in  town 
20  days,  in  precinct  20  days.  Disqualifications:  Idiots,  insane  and 
felons,  persons  in  United  States  military  and  naval  service  on  duty  in 
Ohio. 

Oklahoma — ^Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States; 
previous  residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in  county  six  months, 
in  town  60  days,  in  precinct  30  days.  Disqualifications:  Felons,  idiots, 
insane,  paupers. 

Oregon — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States  or 
alien  who  has  declared  intention  more  than  one  year  prior  to  election; 
previous  residence  required,  in  state  six  months.  Disqualifications: 
Idiots,  insane,  convicted  of  felony.  Chinese. 

Pennsylvania — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States  at  least  one  month,  and  If  22  years  old  or  more  must  have  paid 
tax  within  two  years;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  one  year, 
in  precinct  two  months.  Disqualifications:  Convicted  of  perjury  and 
fraud  as  election  officers,  or  bribery  of  voters. 

Rhode  Island — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  two  years,  in  town  six 
months.     Disqualifications:     Paupers,  lunlatics. 

South  Carolina — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  two  years,  in  county 
one  year,  in  town  four  months,  in  precinct  four  months.  Disqualifica- 
tions:    Felons,  bribery  unless  pardoned,  insane,  paupers. 

South  Dakota — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States  or  alien  who  has  declared  intention.  Indian  who  has  severed 
tribal  relations;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  six  months,  in 
county  30  days,  in  town  10  days,  in  precinct  10  days.  Disqualifications: 
Under  guardianship,  insane,  convicted  of  treason  or  felony,  unless  par- 
doned. United  States  soldiers,  seamen  and  marines. 

Tennessee — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States 
who  has  paid  poll  tax  of  preceding  year;  previous  residence  required, 
in  state  one  year,  in  county  six  months.  Disqualifications:  Convicted 
of  bribery  or  other  infamous  offense. 

Texas — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States  or 
alien  who  ha^  declared  his  intention  six  months  prior  to  election;  pre- 
vious residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in  county  six  months.  Dis- 
qualifications: Idiots,  lunatics,  paupers,  convicted  of  felony.  United 
States  soldiers,  seamen  and  marines. 
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Utah — ^Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States, 
male  or  female;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in 
county  four  months,  in  precinct  60  days.  Disqualifications:  Idiots,  in- 
sane, convicted  of  treason  or  crimes  against  elective  franchise,  unless 
pardoned. 

Vermont — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States, 
previous  residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in  county  three  months, 
in  town  three  months,  in  precinct  three  months.  Disqualifications: 
Those  who  have  not  obtained  the  approbation  of  the  local  board  of 
civil  authority. 

Virginia — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  All  persons  who  six  months 
before  the  election  have  paid  their  state  poll  taxes  for  three  pre- 
ceding years;  also  any  person  who  served  In  time  of  war  in  the  army 
or  navy  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Confederate  states;  previous 
residence  required,  in  state  two  years.  In  county  one  year.  In  town 
one  year,  in  precinct  30  days.  Disqualifications:  Idiots,  lunatics, 
paupers. 

Washington — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  all  residents  of  territory  prior  to  statehood;  previous  residence  re- 
quired, in  state  on  year,  in  county  90  days,  in  town  30  days,  in  pre- 
cinct 30  days.  Disqualifications:  Idiots,  lunatics,  convicted  of  in- 
famous crimes,  Indians  not  taxed. 

West  Virginia — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United 
States;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  on  year,  in  county  60  days, 
in  town  30  days.  Disqualifications:  Paupers,  idiots,  lunatics,  con- 
victed of  treason,  felony  or  bribery  at  elections. 

Wisconsin — ^Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States 
or  alien  who  has  declared  intention  and  civilized  Indians,  previous 
residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in  county  10  days,  in  town  1? 
days,  in  precinct  10  days.  Disqualifications:  Under  guardianship,  in- 
sane, convicted  of  crime  or  treason,  betting  on  elections. 

Wyoming — Requirements  as  to  citizenship:  Citizen  of  the  United  States, 
male  or  female;  previous  residence  required,  in  state  one  year,  in 
county  60  days,  in  town  10  days,  in  precinct  10  days.  Disqualifications: 
Idiots,  insane,  felons,  unable  to  read  state  constitution  in  the  English 
language. 
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NATURALIZATION  LAWS  OF  THE   UNITED   STATES 

The  conditions  under  and  the  manner  in  which  an  alien  may  be  admit- 
ted to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  under  the  Act  of  Congrress 
of  June  29.  1906. 

Courts  Having  Jurisdiction. 

The  exclusive  Jurisdiction  to  naturalize  aliens  as  citizens  of  the  United 
States  is  conferred  upon  the  following  courts:  United  States  circuit  and 
district  courts,  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  all  courts 
of  record  in  any  state  or  territory,  having  a  seaX^  a  clerk  and  Jurisdiction 
in  law  or  equity  or  law  and  equity,  in  which  the  amount  In  controversy  is 
unlimited. 

Who  May  Be  Naturalized. 

The  provisions  of  this  title  shall  apply  to  aliens  being  free  white  per- 
sons, and  to  aliens  of  African  nativity  and  to  persons  of  African  descent. 
The  naturalization  of  Chinamen  Is  expressly  prohibited  by  Section  14, 
Chapter  126.  Laws  of  1882. 

Law  Uniform. 

Naturalization  is  a  federal  right  and  is  a  gift  of  the  Union,  not  of  any 
one  state.  The  federal  naturalization  laws  apply  to  the  whole  Union 
alilce,  and  provide  that  no  alien  shall  be  naturalized  until  after  five  year's 
residence.  All  record  books  and  blank  forms  are  furnished  by  the  bureau 
of  immigration  and  naturalization  at  Washington  and  all  reports  are  made 
by  clerks  of  courts,  doing  naturalization  business,  to  this  bureau. 

Declaration  of  intention.  ^ 

The  alien  must  declare  on  oath  before  the  clerk  of  any  court  author- 
ized to  naturalize  aliens,  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides,  at  least  two 
years  prior  to  his  application  for  admission  and  after  he  has  arrived  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  that  it  is  bona  fide  his  intention  to  become  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  to  renounce  forever  all  allegiance  and 
fidelity  to  any  foreign  prince  or  state  and  particularly,  by  name,  to  the 
one  which  he  may  be  at  the  time  a  subject  or  citizen.  If  he  has  filed  his 
declaration  of  intention  before  the  passage  of  this  act  he  shall  not  be 
required  to  renew  such  declaration. 

Petition  On  Application  for  Naturalization. 

Not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  seven  years  after  he  has  made  such 
declaration  of  intention  he  shall  make  and  file  a  petition,  signed  in  his 
own  hand  writing  and  duly  verified  \iith  the  clerk  of  one  of  the  courts 
above  specified,  in  the  district  in  whl^h  he  resides,  In  which  petition  he 
shall  state  that  it  is  his  Intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  and  reside  per- 
manently in  the  United  States,  that  he  is  not  a  disbeliever  in  or  opposed 
to  organized  government  or  a  polygamlst  or  a  believer  In  the  practice  of 
polygamy,  and  that  he  absolutely  and  forever  renounces  all  allegiance  and 
fidelity  to  any  foreign  country  of  which  he  may  at  the  time  of  filing  his 
petition  be  a  subject  or  citizen.  His  petition  must  be  verified  by  the  affi- 
davit of  at  least  two  credible  witnesses  who  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  who  shall  state  that  they  have  personally  known  him  to  be  a 
resident  of  the  United  States  for  at  least  five  years,  continually,  and  of 
the  state,  territory  or  district,  In  which  the  application  is  made,  for  at 
least  one  year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  filing  his  petition.  He 
shall  file  with  his  petition  his  declaration  of  intention,  and  if  he  arrived 
in  the  United  States  after  the  passage  of  this  act  he  shall  file  a  certificate 
of  landing  from  the  department  of  commerce  and  labor.  The  clerk  shall 
give  notice  of  filing  of  the  petition  by  posting  in  a  public  and  conspicuous 
place  in  his  office,  for  at  least  ninety  days,  the  material  facts  In  the  peti- 
tion with  the  names  and  residence  of  the  witnesses  and  date  of  hearing. 
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Conditions  of  Citizenship. 

He  shall  appear  for  final  hearingr  upon  his  petition  In  open  court  and 
the  applicant  and  his  witnesses  shall  be  examined  under  oath  before  the 
court  and  before  his  flnal  admission  to  citizenship  he  shall  declare  on  oath, 
In  open  court,  that  he  will  support  and  defend  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States  and  that  he  absolutely  and  entirely  renounces  all 
foreign  allegrlance.  If  It  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that 
Immediately  preceding  the  date  of  his  application  he  has  resided  continu- 
ously In  the  United  States  five  years,  at  least,  and  In  the  state  or  terri- 
tory, where  such  court  Is  held,  one  year  and  that  during  that  time  he  has 
behaved  as  a  man  of  good  moral  character  attached  to  the  principles  of 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  well  disposed  to  the  good  order 
and  happiness  of  the  same,  he  may  be  admitted  to  citizenship.  If  the 
applicant  has  borne  ar.7  hereditary  title  or  nobility  he  must  make  express 
renunciation  of  the  same. 

No  person  who  believes  in  or  is  affiliated  with  any  organization  teach- 
ing opposition  to  organized  government  or  who  advocates  or  teaches  the 
duty  of  unlawfully  assaulting  or  killing  any  officer  of  any  organized  gov- 
ernment, because  of  his  official  character,  shall  be  naturalized.  No  alien 
will  be  naturalized  who  cannot  speak  the  English  language,  if  he  is  physi- 
cally able  to  do  so.  He  shall  not  be  required  to  speak  the  English  lan- 
guage, if  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  he  made  his  declaration  of  in- 
tention, or  shall  hereafter  declare  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  and 
who  shall  make  homestead  entry  upon  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  and  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  laws  providing  for  homestead 
entries  on  such  lands.  No  person  shall  be  naturalized  within  thirty  days 
preceding  the  holding  of  any  general  election. 

Children  of  Naturalized  Citizens. 

The  children  of  persons  who  have  been  naturalized,  being  under  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  at  the  time  of  the  naturalization  of  their  parents, 
shall,  if  living  in  the  United  States,  be  considered  as  citizens  thereof, 
and  the  children  or  persons  who  now  are,  or  have  been  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  though  bom  out  of  the  limits  and  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States,  considered  as  citizens  thereof. 

Allen  Soldiers  and  Members  of  the  Navy. 

Any  alien  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upward,  who  has  been 
honorably  discharged  from  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  upon  his  petition,  without 
previous  declaration  of  intention  and  on  proof  of  one  year's  residence. 
Any  alien  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upward,  who  has  been  honor- 
ably discharged  from  the  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States,  after 
at  least  Ave  year's  service,  shall  be  admitted  to  citizenship  on  his  petition 
without  any  previous  declaration. 

.    Name  of  Allen  May  Be  Changed. 

It  shall  be  lawful,  at  the  time  and  as  a  part  of  the  naturalization  of 
any  alien,  for  the  court  to  make  a  decree  changing  the  name  of  said  alien. 

Copy  of  Record,  How  Procured. 

Copy  of  declaration  of  intention  and  certificate  of  naturalization  can 
be  procured  only  on  proper  proof  of  loss  of  the  original. 

Certified  copies  of  declaration  of  Intention  and  certificates  of  naturali- 
zation may  be  provided  by  clerks  of  courts,  out  of  which  the  papers  or- 
iginally issued  only  for  use  of  persons  who  make  entry  upon  public  lands 
of  the  United  States  and  are  required  to  submit  proof  of  naturalization. 

Inhabitants  of  the  New  Insular  Possessions. 

The  inhabitants  of  Hawaii  were  declared  to  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States  under  the  act  of  1900  creating  Hawaii  a  territory.  Under  the 
United  States  supreme  court  decision  in  the  insular  cases,  in  May,  1901, 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippines  and   Porto  Rico  are  entitled   to  full 

§rotection  under   the   constitution,   but   not   to   the   privileges  of  United 
tates  citizenship  until  congress  so  decrees,  by  adniltting  the  countries 
as  states  or  organizing  them  as  territories. 
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POSTAL  INFORMATION 

Classes  of  Mall   Mutter. 

Domestic  mall  matter  is  divided  Into  four  classes: 

First  Class — Letters,  postal  cards  and  matter  wholly  or  partly  In  writ- 
ing,  whether  sealed  or  unsealed  (except  manuscript  copy  accompanying^ 
proof  sheets  or  corrected  proof  sheets  of  the  same)  and  all  matter  sealed 
or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection.  Rates  of  postage — ^Two  cents  per 
ounce  or  fraction  thereof.  Postal  cards,  one  cent  each.  On  "drop"  letters 
two  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof  when  mailed  at  the  letter  car- 
rier's office  and  one  cent  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof  where  there  is  no 
free  delivery. 

Second  Class — Newspapers  and  publications  Issued  at  stated  intervals 
as  often  as  four  times  a  year,  bearing  a  date  of  issue  and  numbered  con- 
secutively, issued  from  a  known  office  of  publication,  and  formed  of 
printed  sheets  without  board,  cloth,  leather  or  other  substantial  binding. 
Such  publication  must  be  originated  and  published  for  the  dissemination 
of  information  of  a  public  character,  or  devoted  to  literature,  the  sciences, 
art  or  some  special  industry.  They  must  have  a  legitimate  list  of  sub- 
scribers and  must  not  be  designed  primarily  for  advertising  purposes,  or 
for  circulation  free,  or  at  nominal  rates.  Rate  of  Postage — ^For  publishers 
and  news  agents,  one  cent  a  pound  or  fraction  thereof.  For  others  than 
publishers  and  news  agents,  one  cent  for  each  four  ounces  or  fraction 
thereof. 

Third  Class — Books,  periodicals  and  matter  wholly  in  print  (not  in- 
cluded in  second  class),  proof  sheets,  corrected  proof  sheets  and  manu- 
script copy  accompanying  the  same.  Rate  of  Postage — One  cent  for  each 
two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Fourth  Class — Merchandise — namely,  all  matter  not  embraced  in  the 
other  three  classes  and  which  is  not  in  the  form  or  nature  liable  to 
destroy,  deface  or  otherwise  damage  the  contents  of  the  mail  bag.  or 
harm  the  person  or  anyone  engaged  in  the  postal  service  and  not  above 
the  weight  provided  by  law.  Rate  of  Postage — One  cent  per  ounce  or 
fraction  thereof,  but  on  seeds,  cuttings,  roots,  scions  and  plants  one  cent 
for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Limit  of  Weight — A  package  must  not  exceed  four  pounds  in  weight, 
unless  it  be  a  single  book.  Second  class  matter  is  not  subject  to  the  n>ur 
pound  limitation. 

Payment  of  Postage — On  first-class  matter  the  postage  should  be  fully 
prepaid,  but  if  two  cents  in  stamps  be  affixed  the  matter  will  be  for- 
warded and  remainder  due  collected  of  addressee  before  delivery. 

On  second  class,  third  and  fourth  class  matter  the  postage  must  be 
fully  prepaid. 

THE   REGISTRY  SYSTEM. 

All  mail  matter,  including  drop  letters,  may  be  registered,  but  not  mat- 
ter addressed  to  fictitious  names,  initials  or  box  numbers,  or  bearing 
vague  or  indefinite  addresses.  The  registry  fee  Is  ten  cents  additional 
to  postage.     It  must  be  prepaid  by  stamps  affixed. 

The  rates  of  postage  to  all  foreign  countries  and  colonies  (except 
Canada  and  Mexico)  are  as  follows:

Packets  In  excess  of  10  ounces,  for  each  2  ounces  or  fraction 1  cent 
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Samples  in  Merchandise. 

Packets  in  excess  of  four  ounces,  for  each  2  ounces  or  fraction 1  cent 

Packets  not  in  excess  of  four  ounces 2  cents 

Registration  fee  on  letters  or  other  articles 8  cents 

Ordinary  letters  for  any  foreign  country  (except  Canada  and  Mexico) 
must  be  forwarded  whether  any  postage  is  prepaid  on  them  or  not.  All 
other  mailable  matter  must  be  prepaid,  at  least  partially. 

CANADA  AND  MEXICO. 

Matter  mailed  In  the  United  States  addressed  to  Canada  or  Mexico  is 
subject  to  the  same  postage  rates  and  conditions  as  it  would  be  if  it  were 
addressed  for  delivery  in  the  United  States,  except  that  1  cent  must  be 
prepaid  for  newspapers  for  each  2  ounces  or  fraction  of  2  ounces.

Rates  on  specially  delivered  letters,  ten  cents  on  each  letter  in  addition 
to  the  regular  postage.  This  entitles  the  letter  to  Immdiate  delivery  by 
special  messenger.  Special  delivery  stamps  may  be  purchased  at  post 
offices,  or  if  stamps  of  any  kind  to  the  amount  of  10  cents,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  postage,  are  attached  and  the  words  "Special  Delivery"  are 
written  on  the  front  of  the  envelope,  the  letter  will  be  entitled  to  special 
delivery  the  same  as  thougrh  a  regrular  special  delivery  stamp  was  at- 
tached. The  delivery,  at  carrier  offices,  extends  to  the  limits  of  the  car- 
rier routes.  At  non-carrier  offices  it  extends  to  one  mile  from  the  post 
office.  Postmasters  are  not  obliged  to  deliver  beyond  these  limits,  and 
letters  addressed  to  places  beyond  must  await  delivery  In  the  usual  way, 
notwithstanding  the  special  delivery  stamp. 

All  mail  matter  at  large  post  offices  is  necessarily  handled  in  ^eat 
haste  and  should  therefore  in  all  cases  be  so  plainly  addresses  as  to  leave 
no  room  for  doubt  and  no  excuse  for  error  on  the  part  of  postal  employees. 
Names  of  states  should  be  written  in  full  (or  their  appreviatlons  very 
distinctly  written)  in  order  to  prevent  errors  which  arise  from  the  sim- 
ilarity of  such  abbreviations  as  Cal.,  Col.;  Pa.,  Va.,  Vt.;  Me.,  Mo.,  Md.; 
loa.,  Ind.;  N.  H.,  N.  M.,  N.  Y.,  N.  J.,  N.  C,  D.  C;  Miss..  Minn.,  Mass.; 
Nev.,  Neb.,;  Penn.,  Tenn.,  etc.,  when  hastily  or  carelessly  written.  This 
is  especially  necessary  in  addressing  mall  matter  to  places  of  which  the 
names  are  borne  by  several  post  offices  in  different  states. 

Never  send  money  or  any  other  article  of  value  through  the  mall  except 
either  by  means  of  a  money  order  or  in  a  registered  letter.  Any  person 
who  sends  money  or  Jewelry  in  an  unregistered  letter  not  only  runs  a  risk 
of  losing  his  property,  but  exposes  to  temptation  every  one  through  whose 
hands  his  letter  passes,  and  may  be  the  means  of  ultimately  bringing 
some  clerk  or  letter  carrier  to  ruin. 

See  that  every  letter  or  package  bears  the  full  name  and  post  office 
address  of  the  writer,  In  order  to  secure  the  return  of  the  letter.  If  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  directed  cannot  be  found. 

Such  articles  as  poisons,  explosives  or  inflammable  articles,  live 
animals,  insects,  fruits  or  vej?etable  matter  liable  to  decomposition,  or  sub- 
stances exhaling  a  bad  odor  will  not  be  forwarded  In  any  case. 

Letters  (but  no  other  class  of  mail  matter)  will  be  returned  to  the 
sender  free,  if  a  request  to  that  effect  is  printed  or  written  on  the 
envelope.    Thera  is  no  limit  of  weight  for  first  class  matter  fully  prepaid. 

An  indemnity — not  to  exceed  $25  for  any  one  registered  piece,  or  the 
actual  value  of  the  piece,  if  it  is  less  than  $25 — shall  be  paid  for  the  loss 
of  first  class  registered  matter. 
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When  droppingr  a  letter,  newspaper,  etc.,  Into  a  street  raailingr  box,  or 
into  the  receptacle  at  a  post  office,  always  see  that  the  packet  falls  into 
the  box  and  does  not  stick  in  its  passagre.  Observe,  also,  particularly, 
whether  the  postagre  stamps  remain  securely  in  their  places. 

Applications  for  the  establishment  of  post  offices  should  be  addressed 
to  the  flrst  assistant  postmaster  general,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of 
the  necessity  therefor.  Instructions  will  then  be  griven  and  blanks  fur- 
nished to  enable  the  petitioners  to  provide  the  department  with  the 
necessary  information.

USEFUL  INFORMATION  ABOUT  STEAM. 

A  cubic  inch  of  water  evaporated  under  atmospheric  pressure  is  ap- 
proximately converted  into  one  cubic  foot  of  steam. 

The  horsepower  of  boilers,  as  per  standard  adopted  by  the  Am.  S. 
M.  K.,  is  30  pounds  water  evaporated  per  hour  at  a  pressure  of  70  pounds 
per  square  inch  and  from  a  temperature  of  100  deg.  Fahr. 

Well  designed  boilers,  under  successful  operation,  will  evaporate  from 
7  to  10  pounds  of  water  per  pound  of  first  class  coal. 

Each  square  foot  of  heating  surface  is  considered  sufficient  to  evapo- 
rate two  pounds  of  water:  therefore,  for  an  engine  using  30  pounds  water 
per  horse  power  per  hour,  each  horse  power  of  the  engine  requires  15 
square  feet  heating  surface  in  the  boiler. 

On  one  square  foot  of  fire  grate  can  be  burned  on  an  average  from 
10  to  12  pounds  hard  coal,  or  18  to  20  pounds  soft  coal,  per  hour  with 
natural  draft. 

Two  and  one-quarter  pounds  of  dry  wood  is  equal  to  one  pound  of 
average  quality  of  soft  coal. 

Steam  engines  consume  from  12  to  50  pounds  of  feed  water,  and  from 
1%  to  7  pounds  of  coal,  per  hour  per  indicated  horse  power. 

Condensing  engines  require  from  20  to  30  times  the  amount  of  feed 
water  for  condensing  purposes;  approximately  for  most  engines,  1  to  1\^ 
gallons  condensed  water  per  minute  per  indicated  horse  power. 

Surface  condensers  for  compound  steam  engines  require  two  square 
feet  of  cooling  surface  per  horse  pwwer;  ordinary  engines  will  require  more 
surface  according  to  their  economy  in  the  use  of  steam.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  air-pump  should  be  set  lower  than  the  condenser  for 
satisfactory  results. 

The  effect  of  a  good  air-pump  and  condenser  should  be  to  get  25  inches 
of  vacuum  and  to  make  available  about  10  pounds  more  mean  effective 
pressure  with  the  same  terminal  pressure,  or  to  give  the  same  mean 
effective  pressure  with  a  correspondingly  less  terminal  pressure.  Ap- 
proximately, a  good  condenser  will  save  one-fourth  of  the  fuel  consumed, 
or,  in  other  words,  increase  the  power  of  the  engine  one-fourth,  the  fuel 
consumption  remaining  the  same. 
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PRIMARY    ELECTION    LAW 


Text  of  Law    (Chapter   109)    Enacted   By   the  Legislature  of  1907   with 
Amendments  by  Legislative  Assemblies  of  1911  and  1913. 

AN  ACT  Providing  for  the  Selection  of  Candidates  for  Election  by 
Popular  Vote,  and  Relating  to  Their  Nomination  and  the  Perpetua. 
tion  of  Political  Parties. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Aaaemhly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Sbction  1.  Intent  of  Act.]  It  is  the  intention  of  this  act  to  reform 
the  methods  by  which  political  parties  shall  make  nominations  of  candi- 
dates for  all  public  offices  by  popular  vote.  It  shall  be  liberally  construed 
so  that  the  real  will  of  the  electors  may  not  be  defeated  by  any  inform- 
ality or  failure  to  comply  with  all  provisions  of  law  in  respect  to  either 
the  giving  of  any  notice  or  the  conducting  of  the  primary  or  certify  the 
results  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  Held,  when.  What  offices  for.]  On  the  last  Wednesday 
in  June  of  every  year  in  which  occurs  a  general  election,  there  shall  be 
held,  in  lieu  of  party  caucuses  and  conventions,  a  primary  election  in  the 
various  voting  precincts  of  this  state,  for  the  nomination  of  candidates 
for  the  following  offices  to  be  voted  for  at  the  ensuing  general  election, 
viz:  Members  of  congress,  state  officers,  county  officers,  district  assessors 
and  the  following  officers  on  the  years  of  their  regular  election,  viz: 
Judges  of  the  supreme  and  district  court,  members  of  the  legislative 
assembly  and  county  commissioners,  and  United  States  senator  in  the 
year  previous  to  hisi  election  by  the  legislative  assembly ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  include  or 
provide  for  the  nomination  of  presidential  electors  or  delegates  to  na- 
tional conventions.  Such  delegates  to  national  conventions  shall  be  nom- 
inated and  elected,  and  presidential  electors  nominated  as  now  or  here- 
after may  be  provided  for  by  the  various  state  central  committees.  BVjr 
special  elections  for  the  officers  enumerated  herein  the  nominations  shall 
be  made  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  Petition  required.  Fees  for  filing.  Affidavit  of  candi- 
dates.] Every  candidate  for  United  States  senator,  member  of  congress, 
state  officers.  Judge  of  the  supreme  and  district  courts,  shall*  not  more 
than  sixty  days  nor  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  said  primary  election, 
present  to  the  secretary  of  state  a  petition  giving  his  name,  post  office 
address,  the  title  of  the  office  to  which  he  aspires  and  the  party  which  he 
represents,  containing  the  names  of  3  pen  cent  of  the  total  vote  cast  for 
the  candidate  of  the  party  with  which  he  affiliates,  for  the  same  position 
at  the  last  general  election ;  provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall 
more  than  three  hundred  names  be  required.  Each  name  on  the  petition 
shall  be  that  of  a  legal  voter  and  be  subscribed  under  a  certiflea  party 
heading. 

Upon  receipt  by  the  secretary  of  state  of  such  petition  and  the  pay- 
ment to  him  of  an  amount  equal  to  one  per  cent  of  the  annual  salary  of 
the  office  to  which  he  aspires,  and  when  accompanied  by  the  following 
affidavit  he  shall  place  the  applicant's  name  upon  the  primary  election 
ballot  in  the  columns  of  his  party  as  hereinafter  provided ;  provided, 
however,  that  no  fee  shall  be  required  of  candidates  for  United  States 
senator.

How  pttrnishbd.I  These 
party  enrollment  books  and  blanks  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  by 
the  secretary  of  state  and  by  him  sent  to  each  county  auditor  In  the 
state  and  by  each  county  auditor  distributed  to  each  assessor.  The

Any  person  who  was  a  qualified  voter  In  any  election  precinct  In  this 
state  on  the  day  of  enrollment  and  registration  provided  for  In  this  act, 
and  who  failed  to  have  his  name  enrolled  on  that  day  by  reason  of  sick- 
ness or  unavoidable  absence  from  the  election  precinct,  and  who  is  a 
qualified  voter  In  said  district  at  the  time  of  the  primaries  thereafter  held 
therein,  or  who  may  have  become  twenty-one  years  of  age  after  the  day 
of  enrollment,  may  have  his  name  enrolled  by  the  election  board  on  any 
primary  day  upon  making  oath  as  provided  in  the  general  election  law 
In  relation  to  registration  of  electors  on  election  day.  Any  person  who 
was  a  qualified  voter  in  any  election  precinct  in  this  state  on  the  day  of 
enrollment  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  who  was  duly  enrolled  as  pro- 
vided herein,  who  has  had  occasion  to  transfer  his  place  of  residence  to 
an  election  precinct  other  than  that  in  which  he  was  enrolled,  may  be 
entitled  to  a  new  enrollment  on  primary  day  in  such  election  precinct  and 
be  entitled  to  a  vote  therein,  provided  that  he  has  resided  in  the  election 
precinct  to  which  he  has  lately  removed  for  a  period  to  comply  with 
general  laws  governing  residence  of  electors.  He  may  obtain  from  tho 
assessor  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  formerly  resided  a  certificate  statins 
that  he  was  duly  enrolled  In  such  precinct,  and  that  he  has  changed  his 
residence  therefrom  to  such  other  precinct  and  that  he  is  entitled  to 
enrollment  therein. 

The  county  auditor  shall  cause  duplicates  to  be  made  of  all  the  party 
enrollment  books  on  file  in  his  ofl^ce  and  cause  a  copy  of  the  party  en- 
rollment book  for  each  precinct  to  be  delivered  to  the  Inspector  of  elec- 
tions of  such  precinct  at  the  same  time  that  the  other  election  supplies 
and  ballot  boxes  are  delivered  to  such  inspector  as  now  provided  by  law. 

The  Inspector  and  judges  at  such  primary  elections  shall  require  each 
voter  to  vote  the  party  ballot  under  which  he  has  registered. 

COUNTT     AND     LEGISLATIVE     CANDIDATES.  PETITION,     FILING     PEE     AND 

PLEDGE.]  Every  candidate  for  a  county  or  district  office  shall  not  moro 
than  forty  days  nor  less  than  thirty  days,  and  before  4  o'clock  p.  m. 
of  the  thirtieth  day  prior  to  any  primary  election,  present  to  the  county 
auditor  a  petition  giving  his  name,  postoffice  address,  the  title  of  the 
oflice  to  which  he  aspires  and  the  party  which  he  represents,  containlns? 
the  names  of  five  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  cast  for  the  candidate  of  the 
party  which  he  represents,  for  the  same  position  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion ;  such  names  to  be  procured  from  at  least  one-fifth  of  the  precincts 
of  his  district ;  provided,  however,  that  In  no  case  shall  there  oe  more 
than  two  hundred  names;  and,  provided,  further,  that  the  petitions  of  all 
candidates  for  members  of  the  legislative  assembly  may,  in  addition  to 
the  requirements  hereinbefore  provided,  contain  the  following  pledge, 
namely :  "I,  the  undersigned,  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  member  of  the 
legislative  assembly  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  do  obligate  myself  to 
the  people  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  and  to  the  people  of  my  legisla- 
tive district  that  during  my  term  of  office  I  will  support  and  vote  for  that 
candidate  for  United  States  senator  in  congress  of  the  party  of  which 
T  am  a  member,  who  has  received  a  majority  of  such  party  votes,  or  who 
by  law  received  the  party  nomination  for  that  position  at  the  primary 
election  next  preceding  the  election  of  United  States  senator  in  congress." 
In  case  such  legislative  candidate  signs  the  foregoing  pledge,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  printed  below  his  name  upon  the  primary  and  general 
election  ballot  the  following  words,  to-wlt:  "Pledged  to  the  people's 
choice  for  U.  S.  senator."  In  case  such  legislative  candidate  does  not 
siRn  the  foregoing  pledge  there  shall  be  printed  below  his  name  upon  the 
primary  election  and  general  election  ballots  the  following  words,  to.wlt : 
"Not  pledged  to  the  people's  choice  for  U.  S.  Senator." 

Each  name  on  the  petition  shall  be  that  of  a  qualified  ovter,  and 
be  subscribed  under  a  party  heading.  Each  signer  of  a  nomination 
paper  shall  sign  but  one  such  paper  for  the  same  office;  he  shall  add 
his  residence  with  the  street  number,  If  any,  and  the  date  of  signing. 
TTpon  the  receipt  of  such  petition  by  the  county  auditor  and  the  payment 
to  him  of  the  filing  fee  of  three  dollars  ($3.00),  excepting  candidates  for 
county  commissioners,  district  assessors,  surveyor,  coroner,  county  con- 
stables and  county  Justices  of  the  peace,  who  shall  pay  no  filing  fee  and 
when  accompained  by  an  aflidavlt  as  provided  In  section  3  of  chapter  109 
of  the  1907  Session  Laws  relating  to  petitions  required,  fees  and  filing 
affidavit  of  candidate,  such  county  auditor  shall  place  the  name  of  such 
applicant  upon  the  primary  election  ballot  In  the  columns  of  his  party  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

When  a  legislative  district  Is  composed  of  more  than  one  county,  the 
petition  herein  provided  for  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  auditor  of  the 
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county  where  the  candidate  resides,  and  such  county  auditor  shall  certify 
to  the  county  auditors  of  the  other  counties  comprisingr  such  legrislative 
districts  the  names  of  the  candidates  fllingr  such  petitions.  The  filingr  fees 
received  as  above  by  the  county  auditor  shall  be  turned  over  by  him  to 
the  county  treasurer  to  be  covered  into  the  greneral  fund.

filed  for  such  nomination,  then  and  in  that  case  the  same  may  be  filed  by 
affidavit  and  petition  as  provided  in  this  Section,  on  the  payment  of  one- 
half  of  the  usual  fee,  and  such  affidavit  and  petition  must  be  filed  with 
the  proper  officers  at  least  twenty-five  days  before  the  primary  election : 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  petition  shall  be  circulated  or  signed  more 
than  ninety  days  previous  to  the  time  when  any  petition  is  required  to  be 
filed  as  herein  provided  for,  and  any  signatures  to  a  petition  secured 
prior  to  ninety  days  shall  not  be  counted. 

Sec.  6.  Form  op  petition!  The  petitions  required  in  sections  3,  4  and 
5  of  this  act  may  be  one  continuous  list  of  names  under  the  proper  title 
or  principle,  or  there  may  be  a  number  of  such  petitions  using  the  same 
title,  giving  the  aggregate  of  names  required. 

Sec.  7.  Nominations  by  stickers.]  A  candidate  may  be  nominated 
by  having  his  name  written  on  or  by  printed  stickers  placed  over  the 
name  or  In  a  blank  line  left  for  that  purpose  underneath  the  group  In 
each  official  position :  but  not  more  than  one  name  shall  be  written  or 
printed  on  any  such  stickers. 

Sec.  8.  Eligibility  op  candidates.]  All  persons  nominated  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  eligible  as  candidates 
to  be  voted  for  at  the  ensuing  general  election  . 

Sec.  9.  (1913  Amendment.)  Ballots,  Form  op.  Duties  op  Judges 
AND  inspectors.]  The  primary  election  and  primary  election  ballot  shall 
be  provided  for,  arranged  and  conducted  and  all  expenses  paid  as  now 

f>rovided  by  law  for  general  elections,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for 
n  this  Act. 
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There  shall  be  separate  ballots  for  each  party  or  principle  and  they 
shall  all  be  of  the  same  else,  texture  and  color,  except  sample  ballots, 
which  shall  be  printed  on  tinted  paper. 

The  ballot  shall  be  entitled  "Primary  Election  Ballot** 

The  names  of  all  aspirants  for  nomination  of  each  political  party  or 
principle  for  the  different  offices  shall  be  arranged  in  separate  groups  in 
their  order,  on  separate  ballots  under  a  proper  political  designation,  leav- 
ing one  or  more  blank  lines  or  spaces  below  each  group  of  names  on 
which  may  be  written  or  placed  a  name  or  a  printed  sticker  attached  for 
the  nomination  of  the  conunittee.  No  squares  shall  be  left  at  the  head  of 
the  ballot.  - 

At  the  head  of  each  ballot  shall  be  placed  the  title  of  the  political 
party  or  principle  that  it  represents. 

At  the  left  of  each  group  shall  oe  placed  the  title  of  the  office,  followed 
by  a  bracket,  indicating  the  number  of  names  in  such  group.  Atwve 
each  group  there  shall  be  a  space  in  which  shall  be  printed  the  number 
of  names  In  that  group  to  be  voted  for  as  follows : 

"Vote  for name  ( or  nimiber  names)  only.** 

Immediately  above  the  names  of  the  candidates  to  be  voted  for  shall 
be  printed  the  following: 

"To  vote  for  a  person  whose  name  is  printed  on  the  l>allot  mark  a 
cross  (X)  in  the  square  at  the  right  of  the  name  of  the  person  for  whom 
you  desire  to  vote. 

"To  vote  for  a  person  whose  name  is  not  printed  on  the  ballot,  write 
or  paste  his  name  in  the  blank  space  provided  for  that  purpose.'* 

Each  ballot  shall  contain  two  colimnns,  and  each  column  is  to  have  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  same  number  of  names  of  candidates  thereon,  ex- 
cept that  no  groups  or  spaces  beneath  any  group  shall  be  divided,  and  the 
candidates  for  the  various  offices  shall  appear  upon  the  ballot  in  the 
following  order,  conunenclng  at  the  column  to  the  left,  vis:

A  square  shall  be  placed  following  the  name  to  the  rigrht  of  every 
candidate  and  the  voter  shall  place  a  cr<»S8  (X)  in  such  square  following 
the  name  of  each  person  he  desires  to  vote  for. 

The  Judpes  ana  Inspectors  of  election  when  handing  a  ballot  to  a 
voter  shall  Inform  him  that  he  must  vote  for  the  canilhiates  of  the  poli- 
tical party  such  ballot  represents  only,  and  the  voter  shall  call  for  the 
ballot  representing  the  party  or  principle  with  which  he  affiliates  and  he 
shall  receive  such  ballot  and  no  other. 
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Sbc.  10.  Must  vote  party  ballot.]  Any  citizen  otherwise  eligible 
by  law,  affiliated  with  or  representing:  the  principles  enumerated  In  the 
national  platform  of  the  following  parties,  are  eligible  to  nomination 
imder  this  act  The  republican  party,  the  democratic  party,  or  any  party 
designation  that  cast  5  per  cent  of  the  votes  cast  for  governor  at  the 
last  general  election,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  call  for 
or  vote  a  ballot  at  the  primary  election  herein  provided  for,  except  a 
ballot  representing  the  party  or  principle  with  which  he  affiliates,  and 
any  person  who  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  ballot  called  for  by  the 
voter  does  not  represent  the  party  or  principle  with  which  said  voter 
affiliates,  may  challenge  such  vote,  and  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  cast 
his  ballot  unless  he  makes  and  flies  with  the  Inspector  of  such  primary 
election  an  affidavit  to  the  eCTect  that  such  ballot  represents  the  political 
party  with  which  he  affiliates. 

Skc.  11.  Vacancies  filed  by  party  committees.]  Should  a  vacancy 
occur  in  any  of  the  offices  for  which  nominations  are  made  under  this 
act  by  reason  of  resignation  or  death,  where  there  is  only  one  aspirant 
for  such  office,  before  the  printing  of  the  primary  election  ballot  such 
vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  regularly  constituted  committee  of  the  party 
to  which  such  vacancy  belongs,  and  no  petition  nor  fee  shall  be  required. 

Sec.  12.  (1913  Amendmnt.)  Percentages  op  Votes  Required  For 
Nominations.]  If  the  total  vote  cast  for  any  party  candidate  or  candi- 
dates for  any  office  for  wihch  nominations  are  herein  provided  for,  shall 
equal  less  than  25  per  cent  of  the  average  total  number  of  votes  cast  for 
governor,  secretary  of  state  and  attorney  general  of  the  political  party,  he 
or  they  represented  at  the  last  general  election,  then  no  nomination  shall 
be  made  in  that  party  for  such  oCTice.  but  it  (if)  26  per  cent  or  more  of 
such  party  vote  is  cast  and  there  is  more  than  bne  candidate  for  any  such 
office,  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
the  nominee  of  such  party  for  such  office:  provided'  further  that  where 
there  is  more  than  one  person  to  be  elected  to  the  same  office  the  per- 
sons to  the  number  to  be  elected  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
cast  for  such  office  shall  be  declared  the  nominee  of  the  party  for  such 
offices. 

Sec.  13.  (As  Amended  by  Chapter  207,  Laws  1911.)  Nominations 
FOR  united  states  SENATOR.]  Party  candidates  for  the  office  of  United 
States  senator  shall  be  nominated  in  the  manner  herein  provided  for 
nominations  of  candidates  for  state  officers. 

The  candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such  primary 
election  shall  be  the  nominee  of  his  party  for  the  office  of  United  States 
senator,  at  the  succeeding  session  of  the  legislative  assembly  which  Is  to 
elect  a  United  States  senator.  The  votes  for  candidates  for  United  States 
senator  shall  be  canvassed  and  returned  In  the  same  manner  as  the 
votes  cast  for  state  officers. 

It  Is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  certify  to  the 
next  session  of  the  legislative  assembly  the  name  of  the  candidate  of 
each  party  who  receives  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the  office  of 
United  States  senator. 

Sec.  14.  Ballots^  how  prepared.]  The  primary  election  ballot  shall 
be  prepared,  unless  otherwise  provided  In  this  act,  as  defined  in  sections 
614  and  616  of  the  revised  codes  of  1906. 

Sec.  16.  Arrangement  of  names  on  ballot.]  The  names  of  candi- 
dates for  each  office  upon  the  sample  ballot  shall  be  arranged  alphabetic- 
ally, according  to  surnames.  The  nemies  of  candidates  under  headings 
designating  each  official  position  shall  be  alternated  on  the  offical  ballot  in 
the  printing,  in  the  following  manner,  vis.: 

First:  The  forms  shall  be  set  up  with  the  names  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  placed  upon  the  sample  ballots  prepared  by  the  secretary 
of  state  for  the  state  and  district  offices,  and  by  the  county  auditor  for 
the  county  offices. 

In  printing  each  set  of  official  ballots  for  the  various  election  precincts 
the  position  of  the  names  shall  be  changed  in  each  office  division  as  many 
times  as  there  are  candidates  in  the  office  division  or  group  in  which 
there  are  the  most  nemies. 

As  nearly  as  possible  an  equal  number  of  tickets  shall  be  printed 
after  each  change. 

In  making  the  changes  of  position  the  printer  shall  take  the  line  of 
type  at  the  head  of  each  office  division  and  place  It  at  the  bottom  of  that 
division,  shoving  up  the  columns  so  that  the  name  that  was  second  be- 
fore the  change  shall  be  first  after  the  change. 

After  the  ballots  are  printed,  before  being  cut,  they  shall  be  kept  in 
separate  piles  for  each  change  of  position,  and  shall  then  be  piled  by 
taking  one  from  each  pile  and  placing  it  upon  the  other  pile  to  be  cut,  the 
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intention  beinsr  that  every  other  ballot  in  the  pile  of  printed  sheets  shall 
have  names  In  different  positions. 

After  the  piles  are  made  in  this  manner  they  shall  be  cut  and  placed 
in  blocks  as  provided  by  the  general  election  laws. 

Sec.  16.  List  of  officers  to  be  nominated.]  The  secretary  of  state 
between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  May  in  such  year, 
direct  anu  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  county  auditor  of  each  county,  a 
notice  speclfyingr  the  ofllcers  to  be  nominated  under  this  act,  whose  term 
of  office  will  expire  between  the  first  Monday  in  December  and  the  first 
Monday  in  March,  next  succeeding,  also  specifsrlng  the  several  officers  to 
be  nominated  in  such  county  at  the  next  primary  election.  The  auditor 
to  whom  such  notice  is  delivered  shall  cause  notice  of  the  same  to  be 
given  as  provided  in  section  637  of  the  revised  codes  of  1905. 

Sec.  17.  Provisions  of  election  law  appucablb.]  Excepting  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  the  following  sections  of  chapter  8  of  the 
political  code  of  1905,  entitled  "Elections,"  are  hereby  made  applicable  to 
primary  elections  and  primary  election  ballots,  unaer  this  act,  to-wit : 
605,  606,  607,  608,  609,  610,  611.  613,  614,  616.  616,  619,  620.  621.  622.

Sec.  18.  Tallt  books.  Arrangement  of  names.]  Two  tally  books 
or  two  sets  of  tally  sheets  shall  be  provided  for  each  political  party  or 
principle,  having!  candidates  to  be  voted  for,  at  each  voting  precinct,  the 
same  to  be  furnished  by  the  county  auditor,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  poll  books  and  ballots  are  furnished.  The  names 
of  the  candidates  shall  be  placed  on  the  tally  sheets  in  the  order  in  which 
they  appear  on  the  official  sample  ballot,  and  in  each  case  shall  have 
the  proper  party  designation  at  the  head  thereof. 

Sec.  19.  Polls,  open  when.  Canvass.]  The  polls  shall  be  opened 
at  8  o'clock  a.  m.  and  remain  open  continuously  until  5  o'clock  p.  m. 
When  the  polls  are  closed  the  judges  and  Inspectors  of  such  primary 
election  shall  open  the  ballot  boxes,  count  the  votes  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  clerk's  lists,  and  should  any  irregularity  appear  they  shall 
proceed  as  now  provided  by  law.  When  the  ballots  compare  with  the 
clerk's  lists,  they  shall  proceed  to  canvass  and  place  those  of  each  politi- 
cal party  in  separate  piles.  The  tally  of  the  votes  shall  be  separate  for 
each  political  designation  or  principle  and  so  returned  by  the  judges  and 
inspectors  of  election,  giving  the  full  vote  for  every  candidate.  The 
men's  and  women's  votes  shall  be  kept  separately  and  so  returned  by  the 
Judges.  The  county  canvassing  board  shall  aggregate  these  for  the  candi- 
dates voted  for. 

Sec.  20.  Retttrns.]  The  judges  of  such  primary  election  in  each 
precinct  shall  make  a  statement  on  blanks  to  be  provided  for  that  pur. 
pose,  which  shall  be  subscribed  by  them  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
county  auditor  with  the  returns  as  follows:  They  shall  contain  the 
names  of  all  persons  voted  for  at  the  primary  election,  with  the  number 
of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  and  for  what  office.  A  separate  state- 
ment shall  be  made  for  each  political  party  or  principle. 

Sec.  21.  Poll  list  delivered  to  boards  of  registration.]  Clerks 
of  primary  elections  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons  voting 
at  said  election,  and  shall  return  one  list  as  now  required  and  one  tally 
sheet  shall  be  a  part  of  the  record,  and  deliver  the  other  list  to  the  board 
of  registration  within  thirty  days  following  any  primary  election.  No 
registration  of  vote.'-s  shall  be  required  under  this  act  to  vote  at  any  pri- 
mary election.  The  poll  list  so  kept  at  a  primary  election  and  delivered 
to  the  boards  of  registration  shall  take  the  place  of  the  first  registration 
of  the  voters  now  required,  and  notice  only  shall  be  given  of  the  date  of 
the  second  day  of  registration,  which  shall  be  held  and  conducted  as  now 
provided ;  and  no  other  shall  be  required  to  vote  at  the  general  election 
following. 

Sec.  22.  County  canvassing  board.]  The  county  canvassing  board 
shall  be  composed  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court,  county  auditor, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  the  chairman  of  th^ 
t'ounty  committees  of  the  two  political  parties  that  cast  the  highest  votes 
for  governor  at  the  preceding  general  election.  The  members  of  said 
board  shall  meet  in  the  county  auditor's  office  in  the  court  house  at  10 
o'clock  on  the  eighth  day  after  any  primary  election,  and  shall  proceed, 
after  taking  the  usual  oath  of  office,  to  open  and  publicly  canvass  the 
primary  election  returns  made  to  the  county  auditor.     Any  three  mem- 
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bers  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  are  authorized  to  make 
the  canvass  therein  provided  and  to  certify  to  the  results  thereof. 

Sec.  23.  Statement  op  canvassing  board.  Contests.]  The  can- 
vassingr  board  shall  make  and  prepare  a  statement,  the  ssune  to  be 
sigmed  by  said  board  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  auditor,  as 
follows : 

First  A  statement  contalnlnsr  the  names  of  all  candidates  voted  for 
at  the  primary  election,  with  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each 
and  for  what  ofTlce,  said  statement  to  be  made  as  to  each  political  party 
or  principle  separately. 

Second.  A  statement  of  the  names  of  the  persons  or  candidates  of 
each  political  party  who  are  nominated,  to- wit:  Those  persons  or  can- 
didates of  such  political  party  or  principle  who  received  the  higrhest  num- 
ber of  votes  for  the  respective  office,  and  where  there  Is  more  than  one 
person  to  be  elected  to  a  given  office  at  the  ensuing  general  election 
there  shall  be  included  in  said  statement  of  nomination  the  names  of  so 
many  candidates  of  such  party  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes  for  that  office  as  there  are  persons  to  be  elected  to  such  office  at 
said  ensuing  general  election.  Said  statement  shall  in  like  manner  be 
made  separately  as  to  each  political  party. 

Third.  A  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  registered  and 
the  number  of  ballots  cast,  men  and  women  separately,  at  such  primary 
election. 

Fourth.  A  separate  statement  shall  be  made  of  the  votes  cast  for 
United  States  senator,  member  of  congrress,  state  officers,  judges  of  the 
supreme  and  district  court  and  members  of  the  legislative  assembly, 
which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  state  as  provided  in  this 
act. 

Fifth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  canvass  to  mail  or  deliver  in  person  to  each  candidate  so 
nominated  for  any  county  or  district  office  a  notice  of  such  fact  and  that 
his  name  will  be  put  upon  the  official  ballot,  except  as  otherwise  provided. 
He  shall  also  cause  a  copy  of  the  flndingrs  of  said  board  to  be  published 
in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  county. 

Sec.  24.  Abstract  of  votes  transmitted  to  secretary  of  state.] 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor  of  each  county,  under  his 
official  seal,  excepting  as  provided  in  section  25  of  this  act,  to  return  to 
the  secretary  of  state  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  August  following 
any  primary  election,  a  certified  abstract  under  separate  political  desig- 
nation or  principle,  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  his  county  for  every 
candidate  for  nomination  for  United  States  senator,  member  of  congress, 
state  officers,  judges  of  the  supreme  and  district  courts  and  n>embers  of 
the  legislative  assembly.  He  shall  seal  up  such  abstracts,  and  without 
delay  transmit  them  to  the  secretary  of  state  by  registered  mail. 

Sec.  25.  Two  or  more  counties  in  district.]  When  two  or  more 
counties  are  embraced  in  one  legislative  district  the  respective  county 
auditors  shall  attend  at  the  office  of  the  county  auditor  of  the  senior 
county  of  such  district,  within  fifteen  days  after  a  primary  election, 
and  in  conjunction  with  the  auditor  of  the  senior  county  shall  compare 
the  votes  cast  in  the  several  counties  comprising  such  district  and  such 
auditors  shall  immediately  make  out  certificates  of  nomination  for  the 
persons  of  each  political  party  or  principle  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  in  such  district  for  members  of  the  legislative  assembly,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  24  of  this  act,  which  certificates  of  nomination  shall  be 
forwarded  without  delay  to  the  secretary  of  state  by  registered  mail  by 
the  county  auditor  of  the  senior  county,  who  shall  give  notice  in  writing 
to  all  the  members  of  the  legislative  assembly  nominated  in  such  district. 

Sec.  26.  State  board  of  canvassers.]  For  the  purpose  of  canvassing 
and  ascertaining  the  result  of  any  primary  election  tne  state  board  of 
canvassers  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  September  next  following  a  primary  election,  and  be  com- 
posed of  the  following  members,  viz. :  Clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  sec- 
retary of  state,  superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  the  chairman  of 
the  state  central  committee  of  the  two  political  parties  that  cast  the 
highest  votes  for  governor  at  the  last  general  election.  After  taking  the 
usual  oath  of  office  the  said  board  shall  proceed  to  open  and  publicly 
canvass  the  primary  election  returns  made  by  the  several  county  audi- 
tors. Three  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  are 
authorized  to  make  the  canvass  herein  provided  and  to  certify  to  the 
result  thereof. 

Sec.  27.  Statement  by  state  board.]  The  state  board  of  canvassers 
shall  make  and  prepare  a  statement,  the  same  to  be  signed  by  said  board 
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and  filed  In  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  aB  provided  In  subdivisions 
1,  2  and  3  of  section  23  of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary 
of  state  upon  the  completion  of  the  canvass  to  mail  to  each  candidate  so 
nominated  a  notice  of  such  fact,  and  that  his  name  will  be  put  upon  the 
official  ballot  to  be  voted  for  at  the  ensuingr  general  election,  except  as 
otherwise  provided.  He  shall  cause  a  copy  of  flndiners  of  the  said  board 
to  be  filed  in  his  office  and  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  at  the  seat 
of  iTovemment. 

Sec.  28.  Official  ballot,  names  placxd  thereon.]  The  secretary 
of  state  shall  place  the  names  of  all  the  candidates  of  each  political  party 
or  principle,  who  are  shown  to  have  been  nominated  for  the  respective 
offices  In  accordance  with  the  certificates  of  nomination  received  from  the 
several  county  auditors  of  this  state  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  voted 
for  at  the  general  election  following. 

Sec.  29.  Vacancies,  how  filled.]  When  there  Is  but  one  aspirant 
and  a  vacancy  occurs  by  death  or  resignation  of  such  aspirant  for 
nomination  before  the  primary  election  and  ballots  are  printed  in  legis- 
lative districts  containing  more  than  one  county,  the  chairman  of  the 
party  In  which  such  vacancy  occurs,  of  each  county  conmiittee  of  the 
counties  of  which  such  district  Is  composed  and  the  members  of  the  state 
central  conm:iittee  from  that  legislative  district  shall  meet  and  by  a 
majority  vote  of  such  shall  fill  such  vacancy  and  by  a  certificate  of  nom- 
ination notify  the  county  auditors  of  the  several  counties  of  which  such 
district  is  composed,  and  the  auditors  of  such  counties  shall  place  the 
nemie  on  the  primary  election  ballot  where  the  vacancy  exists.  Should  a 
vacancy  occur  in  a  legislative  office  in  a  coimty  composed  of  more  than 
one  district,  or  in  a  commissioner's  district,  then  the  county  central  com- 
mittee of  the  party  In  which  such  vacancy  occurs  shall  meet  and  fill  such 
vacancy.  On  receipt  of  a  certificate  of  nomination  from  said  committee, 
the  county  auditor  shall  place  the  name  of  such  nominee  upon  the  pri. 
mary  election  ballot  where  such  vacancy  exists.

Failure  to  obey  the  order 
of  such  judge  shall  be  contempt  of  court 

Sec.  31.  Nominations,  how  contested.  Appeal.]  Any  candidate 
at  a  primary  election  desiring  to  contest  the  nomination  of  another  can- 
didate or  candidates  for  the  same  office,  may  proceed  by  affidavit  within 
ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  canvass.

except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.  The  court  shall  make  its  findings 
of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law.  Appeals  from  final  judgment  and  decis- 
ions of  such  contests  may  be  taken  without  making  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial  In  the  district  court  in  the  manner  provided  for  In  the  code  of  civil 
procedure,  except  that  the  undertaking  on  appeal  shall  be  In  a  sum  to  be 
fixed  by  the  judge,  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  ap. 
proved  by  the  Judge  and  by  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  proper 
county  or  subdivision  under  the  directions  of  the  judge. 
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'  Appeals  to  the  supreme  court  under  the  provisions  of  this  article 
must  be  taken  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  entry  of  final  judgment

Chapter  208.  1911  Session  Laws. 

(S.  B.  No.  353 — Committee  on  Election  and  Privllegres.) 

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Expression  by  the  Qualified  Voters  of  the 
Several  Political  Parties  of  Their  Choice  for  Nomination  by  Their 
Party  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States;  to  Pro- 
vide for  and  Regulate  Direct  Primary  Election  for  the  Election  of 
said  Political  Party's  Delegates  to  Their  Respective  National  Con- 
ventions, Fixing  a  Time  for  Said  Election  and  Harmonizing  There- 
with the  Time  of  City  Elections  Every  Presidential  Year,  and  for  fhe 
Pajrment  of  Delegates'  Necessary  Expenses,  Not  Exceeding  1200.00 
Each,  for  the  Election  of  Party  Candidates  for  the  Office  of  Presi- 
dential Elector,  and  for  the  Election  of  National  Committeemen. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Section  1.  In  the  presidential  election  years,  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  political  parties  subject  to  this  law  shall  have  opportunity  to  vote 
for  their  preference,  on  ballots  provided  for  that  purpose,  for  their  choice 
among  those  aspiring  to  be  candidates  of  their  respective  parties  fi>r 
president  and  vice  president  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  their  party 
delegates  to  their  national  conventions,  their  presidential  electors,  and 
shall  nominate  and  recommend  their  choice  for  national  commlttmon. 
The  ncimes  of  the  aspirants  in  each  such  party  for  election  for  the  office 
of  president,  for  office  of  vice  president  of  the  Uinted  States,  for  national 
committeeman,  for  delegates  to  their  national  conventions,  and  for  pre.si. 
dential  electors,  shall  be  printed  on  the  party  nominating  ballot,  provided 
for  that  purpose,  and  the  ballot  shall  be  marked  and  the  votes  shall  be 
counted,  canvassed  and  returned  under  the  same  conditions  as  to  names, 
petitions  and  other  matters  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  as  the 
names  and  petitions  of  party  aspirants  for  the  party  nominations  for  the 
office  of  governor  and  of  the  United  States  senator  in  congress  are.  or 
may  be  by  law  required  to  be  marked,  filed,  coimted,  canvassed  and  re- 
turned ;  provided,  that  aspirants  for  such  presidential  nominations  nsed 
not  file  any  personal  petition  nor  signature ;  that  certificates  of  the  num- 
ber of  votes  received  by  each  such  candidate  shall  be  Issued  to  the  dele- 
gates who  are  elected  for  said  party  to  the  party  national  convention ; 
that  petitions  to  place  on  the  nomination  ballot  the  names  and  aspirants 
for  such  office  or  delegate  to  said  national  convention,  presidential  elec- 
tor and  national  committeemen  to  be  chosen  and  elected,  as  provideil 
herein,  shall  be  sufficient  if  they  contain  a  number  equal  to  one  per  cetit 
of  the  party  vote  in  the  state  at  the  next  preceding  election  for  repre- 
sentatives in  congress,  or  not  less  than  five  hundred  signatures  of  party 
voters.  Every  qualified  voter  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  for  as  many 
candidates  for  national  delegates  for  his  party  and  for  the  election  of  as 
many  candidates  for  presidential  electors  as  there  are  delegates  an<i 
electors  to  be  elected  respectively,  and  each  elector  shall  have  a  right  !u 
vote  for  one  candidate  of  his  party  for  national  committeeman.  A 
number  of  such  candidates  equal  to  the  number  of  delegates  to  be  electe  1 
and  the  nmnber  of  presidential  electors  to  be  elected  and  the  candldaie 
for  national  committeeman,  receiving,  respectively,  each  for  himself,  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  such  office  or  nomination,  shall  be  declare*  I 
elected. 

Skc.  2.  On  the  eighth  day  after  the  election  provided  for  herein,  the 
county  canvassing  board  shall  meet  as  provided  in  section  682  of  the  re- 
vised codes  of  1905,  and  shall  canvass  the  returns  In  the  manner  no«v 
fjrovided  by  law.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  board  shall  be  the  samo 
n  so  far  as  applicable,  as  now  are  prescribed  by  law  for  canvassing  the 
returns  of  other  elections. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  results  of  the  election 
proviued  for  In  this  act,  the  state  canvassing  board  shall  meet  at  llie 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  after  snoh 
election  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  notify  the  other  members  of  tne 
board  of  canvassers  of  such  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  desiring  to  be  candidates  for  delegates  to  the 
national  convention  of  their  party  and  all  persons  desiring  to  be  candi- 
dates for  presidential  electors  and  for  national  committeemen  of  their 
party  shall,  not  later  than  the  first  day  In  March  of  each  year,  when  a 
presidential  election  will  take  place,  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  their 
petitions,  as  provided  herein. 
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Ssa  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  immediately 
after  the  first  day  in  March  of  eaca  year  in  which  a  presidential  election 
will  take  place,  to  prepare  and  print  ballots,  at  the  expense  of  the  state, 
with  the  names  of  all  candidates  of  each  party  for  the  offices  named 
in  this  act  In  printiner  such  ballots  the  secretary  of  state  shall  be 
iTuided  by  the  provisions  of  law  now  in  force  relating:  to  the  preparation 
and  printing  of  ballots  for  general  elections.  The  provisions  of  the 
general  election  law  applicable  relating  to  the  distribution  of  ballots, 
posting  of  sample  ballots  and  of  notices  of  the  election  shall  apply  to 
the  distribution  of  ballots,  posting  of  sample  ballots  and  of  notices  cf 
the  election  herein  provided  for,  except  as  otherwise  required  herela. 
The  secretary  of  state  shall  distribute  the  ballots  among  the  county 
auditors,  who  in  turn  must  deliver  the  same  to  the  inspectors  of  electi<.*ii 
in  the  voting  precincts  of  their  respective  counties.  Notices  of  the  elec- 
tion provided  for  herein  shall  be  given  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law 
for  giving  notices  of  city,  village  and  township  elections  in  such  cities, 
villages  and  townships  and  in  any  other  precincts,  notice  of  the  election 
shall  be  given  as  now  provided  by  law  for  general  elections. 

Sec.  6.  On  the  third  Tuesday  of  March  of  every  fourth  year,  when 
a  presidential  election  is  to  be  held,  the  members  of  the  respective  po- 
litical parties  shall  express  their  choice  for  the  election  of  the  persons 
ana  officers  named  in  this  act,  and  whose  names  appear  upon  the  ballot 
according  to  the  provisions  herein.  Each  elector  shall  be  handed  the 
ballot  of  the  party  with  which  he  declares  himself  affiliated,  or  with 
which  he  may  have  registered  at  the  last  preceding  registration  or  elec- 
tion, and  such  elector  shall  mark  and  vote  the  same  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided herein.  The  polls  shall  be  open  during  the  same  hours  as  at 
general  elections.  For  the  purposes  of  the  election  herein  provided  for, 
in  all  cities,  villages  and  civil  townships  the  regular  election  officers 
thereof  shall  also  act  without  further  compensation  as  the  election 
officers,  and  in  unorganized  townships  and  voting  precincts  outside  of 
cities,  villages  and  civil  townhsips,  the  inspector  and  two  Judges  of  elec- 
tion, who  acted  as  such  at  the  last  general  election,  or  those  who  have 
been  or  may  be  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancies  occurring  in  their  offices, 
pursuant  to  law,  shall  act  therein  as  the  inspector  and  Judges  of  electloiL 
In  ail  matters  not  herein  expressly  otherwise  provided  for  the  provis- 
ions of  any  election  law  of  this  state,  applicable  to  the  case,  shall  gov- 
ern. In  every  fourth  year,  when  a  presidential  election  is  held,  the  time 
of  all  city  elections  shall  take  place  on  the  third  Tuesday  In  March,  so 
as  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  in  such  event  the  city 
officers  elected  to  office  shall  have  until  the  second  Tuesday  in  April  In 
which  to  qualify  for  such  office. 

Sec.  7.  Every  delegate  to  a  national  convention  of  a  political  party 
recognized  as  such  organization  by  the  laws  of  North  Dakota,  shall  re- 
ceive from  the  state  treasurer  the  amount  of  his  actual  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses,  as  his  account  may  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  secretary 
of  state  or  state  auditor,  for  actual  attendance  upon  said  convention,  but 
not  in  any  case  to  exceed  $200.00  for  one  delegate.  The  election  of  sucn 
national  delegates  for  political  parties  are  not  subject  to  the  direct  pri. 
mary  law  shall  be  certified  in  like  manner  as  nominations  of  candidates 
of  such  parties  for  election  to  public  office.  Every  such  delegate  to  ^ 
national  convention  which  nominated  candiates  for  president  and  vice 
president  shall  subscribe  an  oath  of  office  that  he  will  uphold  the  con- 
stitution and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  North  Dakota,  and  that 
he  will,  as  such  officer  and  delegate,  to  the  best  of  his  Judgment  and 
ability,  faithfully  carry  out  the  wishes  of  his  political  party  as  ex- 
pressed by  the  voters  at  said  election. 

Sec.  8.  Repeal.]  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 


PUBLICATION  OF  CANDIDATES'  NAMES  BEFORE  PRIMARY 

ELECTION 

AN  ACT  Providing  for  the  Publication  of  the  Names  of  the  Candidates 
Before   the  Primary. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Aaaemhly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Section  1.     Certified  lists  op  nominees.]     At  least  twenty-five  days 
before  any  primary  preceding  a  general  election,   the  secretary  of  state 
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shall  transmit  to  each  county  auditor  a  certified  list  contalnlngr  the 
names  and  post  office  addresses  of  each  person  for  whom  nomination 
papers  have  been  filed  In  his  office  and  entitled  to  be  voted  for  at  sufth 
primary,  together  with  a  designation  of  the  office  for  which  he  Is  a  can- 
didate, and  the  party  or  principle  he  represents. 

Sec.  2.  Publication  op  notices.]  The  auditor  to  whom  such  list  is 
delivered  shall  forthwith  upon  the  receipt  thereof,  publish  under  the  pro- 
per party  deslgrnation  the  title  of  each  office,  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  persons  for  whom  nomination  papers  have  been  filed,  both  In  his 
office  and  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  giving  the  nemies  and  ad- 
dresses of  each,  the  date  of  the  primary,  the  hours,  during  which  the  polls 
will  be  opened,  and  that  the  primary  will  be  held  in  the  regular  polling 
place  in  each  precinct.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  auditor  to  publish 
said  notice  once  each  week  for  at  least  two  consecutive  weeks  prior  to 
said  primary  In  each  official  newspaper  in  the  county. 

Sec.  S.  Posting  op  notices.]  Such  auditor  shall  also  forthwith 
mail  copies  of  such  notices  to  each  township  and  village  clerk  and  in- 
spector of  elections  in  unorganized  townships,  and  to  each  city  auditor  of 
his  county,  who  shall  immediately  post  copies  of  the  same  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  each  preclnctf  in  his  town,  city  or  village,  desig- 
nating therein  the  location  of  the  polling  places  In  each  election  precinct.

NON-PARTISAN  JUDICIARY  ACT 

(Chapter  82,  Laws  1909.) 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  nomination   and  election  of  judges  of  the 
Supreme  and  District  Courts. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Section  1.  In  all  petitions  and  affidavits  to  be  filed  by  or  In  behalf 
of  candidates  for  nomination  at  the  primary  election  to  the  office  of 
Judge  of  the  supreme  or  district  court,  no  reference  shall  be  made  to. a 
party  ballot  or  to  the  party  affiliation  of  such  candidate. 

Sec.  2.  All  primary  elections  at  which  candidates  for  judge  of  the 
supreme  or  district  court  are  to  be  nominated,  there  shall  be  separate 
ballots  upon  which  shall  be  pl€u;ed  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  such 
offices,  which  ballot  shall  be  entitled  the  "Judiciary  ballot,"  and  the 
names  of  such  candidates  shall  be  placed  thereon  without  party  desig. 
nation,  and  there  shall  be  designated  thereon  the  number  of  Judges  each 
elector  Is  entitled  to  vote  for.  This  ballot  shall  be  delivered  to  each 
elector  by  the  proper  election  officer,  and  the  candidate  on  such  "Judic- 
iary ballot"  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  to  the  extent  of 
double  the  number  of  those  to  be  elected,  provided  there  are  that  many 
or  more  candidates  running  for  such  office  or  offices,  shall  be  duly 
nominated. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  general  election  there  shall  be  a  separate  ballot, 
upon  which  shall  be  placed  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  Judge  of  the 
supreme  court  and  judge  of  the  district  court,  who  have  been  nominated 
as  herein  provided,  which  ballot  shall  be  entitled  the  "Judiciary  ballot," 
and  the  names  of  all  candiates  shall  be  placed  thereon  without  party 
designation,  and  there  shall  be  desigrnated  thereon  the  number  of  Judges 
each  elector  Is  entitled  to  vote  for.  This  ballot  shall  be  delivered  to  each 
elector,  and  the  candidates  on  such  "Judiciary  ballot"  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  to  the  number  of  those  to  be  elected  shall  be  duly 
elected. 

Sec.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  so  far  as  they  conflct  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Non-partisan  Nomination  and  EHection  of 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  County  Superiu- 
tendent  of  Schools. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Aaaembly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Section  1.  No  party  ballots.]  In  all  petitions  and  affidavits  to  be 
filed  by  or  In  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  nomination  at  any  primary 
election  to  the  ofHces  of  state  superintendent  of  public  Instruction  and 
county  superintendents  of  schools,  no  reference  shall  be  made  to  any 
party  ballot  or  to  the  party  affiliation  of  such  candidate. 

Sec.  2.  Ssparatk  ballots  for  school  nominations.]  At  all  prima 'tt 
elections  at  which  candidates  for  the  offices  herein  referred  to  are  to  be 
nominated,  there  shall  be  separate  ballots,  which  ballots  shall  be  entitled, 
"Non-partisan  school  ballot,"  and  the  names  of  such  candiates  shall  be 
placed  thereon  without  party  desig:nation,  and  there  shall  be  designated 
thereon  the  number  of  persons  to  be  elected  to  each  office.  Except  as 
herein  provided,  this  ballot  shall  be  prepared,  printed,  distributed,  can- 
vassed and  returned  In  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  primary 
election  ballots,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  each  elector  by  the  proper 
electin  officers  and,  where  there  are  three  or  more  candidates  for  the 
same  office,  the  two  candidates  receiving:  the  highest  number  of  votes  for 
such  office  shall  be  duly  nominated  thereto,  and  where  there  are  only 
two  candidates  for  the  same  office,  both  candidates  shall  be  duly  nom- 
inated thereto. 

Sec.  3.  Ballots  at  general  election.]  At  the  general  election  th*»re 
shall  be  a  separate  ballot  upon  which  shall  be  placed  the  names  of  all 
c^nrlidates  who  have  been  nominated  as  herein  provided,  which  ballot 
shall  be  entitlf^d  "School  Ballot"  and  the  names  of  all  such  candidates 
shall  be  placed  thereon  without  party  designation,  and  there  shall  l>e 
deslgnaten  thereon  the  number  of  candidates  for  each  office  for  whom 
each  elector  Is  entitled  to  vote.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  this 
ballot  shall  be  prepared,  printed,  distributed,  canvassed  and  returned  In 
the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  general  election  ballots.  This  bal- 
lot shall  be,  delivered  to  each  elector,  and  the  candidates  for  each  office 
on  such  "Non-partisan  school  ballot"  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  duly  elected  to  such  office. 

Sec.  4.  Repeal.]  All  acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  so  far  as  they  con- 
flict herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

DIGEST  OF   NORTH    DAKOTA  GAME  LAWS 

Th«'  onft)rromont  of  the  ganift  laws  Is  un<Ier  the  supervision  of  the 
Nfirth  Dakota  Game  and  Fish  Board  of  Control  of  three  members,  one 
f)f  whom  acts  a«  flfcretary.  The  board  Is  named  by  the  govem'or  and 
appoints  chief  pam*»  warrlens  for  each  of  the  two  districts,  two  deputies, 
iiwi  deputU'H  for  five  months  for  each  of  the  twelve  judicial  districts  of 
the  state.  Kach  chief  game  warden  appoints  several  hundred  local  dep- 
iitlos.  The  state  fish  commissioner  is  appointed  by  the  governor  and  his 
cxpondltures  are  under  the  direction  of  the  board, 

A  hunting  license  of  $1  Is  charged  residents  and  is  issued  by  the 
county  auditors.  Non-resident  hunters  are  charged  $25,  the  licenses 
lK?ing  Issued  by  the  state  board  through  the  chief  game  warden  and 
auditors. 

The  oiien  season  Is  as  follows :  Prairie  chlcvcn,  grouse,  woodcock, 
upland  or  goMen  plover — Sept.  7  to  Nov.  1  :  wild  duck,  geese,  brant, 
crane — Sept.  7  to  Dec.  15  :  crows,  blackbirds,  English  sparrows,  owls  and 
hawks  can  be  killed   at  all  seasons. 

Thero  is  a  perpetual  closed  season  on  quail,  partridge,  pheasants  of 
all  kinds,  turtle  doves,  swans,  insect-eating  birds  and  song  birds.  Deer 
are  protected  till  Nov.  10  ,1916,  and  after  that  only  males  can  be  killed. 
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Antelope,  otter  and  beaver  are  protebted  tlU  Jan,  1,  1920,  Mink  and 
muakrat  cannot  be  taken  from  April  15  to  Nov.  15. 

Spring  shooting:  of  all  kinds  is  entirely  elimlnatecL 

The  ba£r  Umlt  for  prairie  chidbens,  grouse  or  crane  is  ten  per  day  : 
for  docks,  geese,  brant  woodcoc*.  snipe,  plover,  twenty.five  per  day ; 

Resident  hunters  can  have  in  their  possesion  not  to  exceed  two  da^'^s 
h&g  Umlt. 

Non-resident  hnnters  can  ship  out  of  the  state  the  same. 

Persons  in  the  fields  with  shot  eruns  between  July  1  and  Sept  6  arc 
considered  as  violators  of  the  law. 

I>o^  are  not  permitted  to  run  in  the  fields  where  there  is  or  may  be 
^ame  between  April  1  and  Aug.  15. 

There  is  no  rod  or  fishing  license.  Trout  and  land-locked  salmon 
may  be  caught  from  May  1  to  Oct  1 ;  bass  of  all  kinds  from  May  15  to 
Oct  15 ;  any  variety  of  pike,  croppies  or  perc*  from  May  15  to  Oct.  15  ; 
number  at  fish  per  day  fifteen.  Oiily  hook  and  line  can  be  used  for  th<> 
foregoing.  Pickerel,  suckers,  red  horse,  carp,  bullhejids,  may  be  speared 
at  any  time,  but  artifida]  li^ts  are  not  permitted.  Set  lines  are  allowed 
in  the  Red,  the  Mouse  and  the  Missouri  rivers.  All  explosives,  drugs, 
nets  of  aH  kinds  are  prohibited. 

Possession  of  either  game  or  fish  in  the  closed  season,  except  what 
is  held  in  Eq>ecia]  license  in  cold  stora€:e,  is  regarded  as  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  a  violation  of  the  law. 

The  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  different  pro\isions  of  the  gamr* 
law  vary  in  fines  from  110  to  1100,  jail  sentences  from  ten  to  sixty  da,vs. 
or  both.  Guns,  dogs,  nets  and  boats  may  be  confiscated  under  certain 
conditions.  ,  ^   ^ 

Rewards  of  $10  are  paid  all  persons  furnishing  information  that 
will  lead  to  convictions  for  violations  of  the  game  or  fish  laws. 

A  state  fish  hatchery  is  maintained  from  which  lakes,  rivers,  creeks 
and  ponds  are  stocked. 


MOTOR    VEHICLE    REGISTRATION  AND  ROAD  REGULATIONS 


AN  ACT  to  license  motor  and  other  vehicles  and  defining  the  good  roa<l 
regulations  of  such  vehicles,  proxided  that  the  funds  received  from 
such  licenses  shall  be  expended  on  the  maintenance  of  public  high- 
ways, and  making  it  a  misdemeanor  to  take  and  remove  motor  and 
other  vehicles  from  any  warehouse,  garage  or  building  without  tht» 
knowledge  and  consent  of  the  owner,  and  repealing:  section  2169  of 
the  Revised  Codes  of  North  Dakota  for  the  year  1905. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Aesemhly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

REcmoN  1.  The  term  '*motor  vehicle,"  as  used  in  this  act  except 
where  otherwise  expressly  provided,  shall  include  all  vehicles  nropelletl 
by  any  other  than  muscular  power,  except  traction  engines,  road  nailers, 
fire  wagons  and  engines,  police  patrol  wagons,  ambulances  and  such 
vehicles  as  run  only  upon  rails  or  tracks. 

The  term  *'local  authorities"  shall  include  all  officials  of  counties,  cities, 
towns  or  villages. 

The  term  "state."  as  used  In  this  act  excpet  where  otherwise  pro\ided, 
shall  include  the  territories  and  federal  districts  of  the  United  States. 

The  term  "owner"  shall  also  include  any  person,  firm,  association  or 
corporation  owning  or  renting  a  motor  vehicle  or  having  the  exclusive  use 
thereof  under  lease  or  otherwise,  for  a  period  greater  than  thirty  da>'s. 

The  term  "public  highway"  shall  include  any  highway,  town  road, 
county  road,  state  road,  public  street,  avenue,  alley,  park,  parkway  or 
public  place  in  any  county,  city,  town  or  village  except  any  speedway 
which  may  have  been  or  may  be  expressly  set  apart  by  law  for  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  horses  and  light  carriages. 

Sec  2.  Every  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle  which  shall  be  operated  or 
driven  upon  the  public  highways  of  this  state,  for  each  motor  vehicle 
owned,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  cause  to  be  filed,  by 
mall  or  otherwise,  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  verified  appli- 
cation for  registration  on  a  blank  to  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of 
state  for  that  purpose  containing: 
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1.  A  brief  description  of  the  motor  vehicle  to  be  registered  includinfir 
the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  the  factory  number  and  model,  if  such 
number  and  model  there  be. 

2.  The  name,  residence  and  business  address  of  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle  and  the  name  of  Uie  county  in  which  he  resides. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  sale  of  a  motor  vehicle  registered  in  accordance 
with  this  section,  the  vendee  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  such 
sale,  notify  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  same  upon  a  blank  furnished 
him  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  name  and  ouslne^  address  of  the  pre- 
vious  owner,  if  known,  the  number  imder  which  such  vehicle  is  regi8tere<l, 
and  the  name,  residence  and  business  address  of  such  vendee.  Upon  filing 
such  statement  such  vendee  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  state  a  fee  of 
one  dollar,  and  upon  receipt  of  such  statement  and  fee  the  secretary  of 
state  shall  file  such  statement  in  his  office  and  also  in  the  registratiou 
bopk  or  index  such  change  of  ownership. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  registration  of  a  motor 
vehicle  or  vehicles  as  provided  in  section  2  of  this  act,  the  secretary  of 
state  shall  file  such  application  in  his  office  and  register  such  motor 
vehicle  or  vehicles,  with  the  name  and  residence  and  business  address  of 
the  owner,  together  with  the  facts  stated  In  such  application  in  a  book 
or  index  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  imder  the  distinctive  number  as- 
signed to  such  motor  vehicle  by  the  secretary  of  state,  which  book  or 
index  shall  be  open  to  Inspection  during  reasonable  business  hours. 

Sec.  &.  Upun  the  filing  of  sum  aoplication  and  the  pasrment  of  th«. 
fee  provided  In  section  7,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  assign  to  such  motor 
vehicle  a  distinctive  number,  and  without  other  fee,  issue  and  deliver  to 
the  owner  a  set  of  two  (2)  tags  of  registration,  upon  each  of  which  shall 
be  displayed  the  distinctive  number  in  the  form  and  size  provided  In  sec- 
tion ten,  which  shall  be  evidence  of  payment  of  license  fee  of  such  regis- 
tration. 

In  the  event  of  the  loss,  mutilation  or  destruction  of  a  certificate  of 
registration,  the  owner  of  a  registered  motor  ve'iicle  may  obtain  from  the 
s(H*retary  of  state  an  affidavit  showing  the  fact  and  tbe  payment  of  a  fee 
of  one  dollar  for  each  set  of  duplicates. 

Sec.  6.  Such  registration  shall  be  renewed  annually,  and  upon  the 
payment  of  the  same  fee  as  provided  In  this  act  for  original  registration, 
such  renewal  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

Sec.  7.  A  fee  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary 
of  state  upon  the  registration  or  re.registration  of  a  motor  vehicle  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sbc.  8.  No  person  shall  operate  or  drive  a  motor  vehicle  on  the  public 
highways  or  within  the  limits  of  any  city,  town  or  village  of  this  state 
after  thirty  days  after  this  act  takes  effect,  unless  such  vehicle  shall  have 
been  registered  In  accordance  with  this  act  and  shall  have  the  tag  of 
registration  assigned  to  It  by  the  secretary  of  state  conspicuously  dis- 
played on  the  rear  of  such  vehicle,  securely  fastened.  Provided,  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  dealers  in  demonstrating  automobiles  offered  for 

sale 

No  person  shall  display  on  such  vehicle  at  the  same  time  any  number 
assigned  to  It  under  any  other  motor  vehicle  law  or  ordinance. 

Sec.  9,  Such  certificate  shall  be  of  a  distinctiy  different  color  or  shade 
each  year,  there  being  at  all  times  a  marked  contrast  between  the  color 
of  the  number  plate  and  that  of  the  numerals  or  letters  thereon. 

Sec.  10.  Such  certificate  of  registration  shall  be  substantially  of  the 
following  3l2e  and  form,  namely:  A  plate  or  placard  of  metal  or  enamel 
with  metal  letters  eight  and  one-half  Inches  In  length  and  five  inches  in 
width  for  one  or  two  numerals:  ten  Inches  In  length  and  five  Inches  in 
width  for  three  numerals;  twelve  Inches  In  length  and  five  inches  in 
width  for  four  or  more  numerals :  on  the  left  of  this  plate  with  letters 
running  vertically  from  the  top,  there  shall  be  the  two  letters.  "N.  D./' 
each  letter  of  which  shall  be  approximately  one  inch  in  length,  and  on 
the  rierht  end,  arranged  in  the  same  manner  and  same  slse,  there  shall 
be  the  four  numerals  of  the  year  in  which  the  license  Is  Issued ;  and  on 
the  body  of  such  plate  there  shall  be  the  distinctive  numbers  assigned  to 
the  vf^hir^le  in  numerals  four  Inches  long,  each  stroke  of  which  shall  be  at 
least  one-half  Iri':h  in  width,  provided,  that  motor  cycles  shall  be  assigned 
tag^s  three  inches  iri  width  and  of  a  heis?ht  to  permit  numerals  to  be  placed 
vertically  Across  the  tnp  of  this  tag  with  letters  running  horixontally 
shall  be  the  two  letters  "N.  D.,"  and  across  the  bottom  arranged  In  ttie 
same  manner  there  shall  be  the  four  numerals  of  the  year  In  which  the 
license  is  issued,  except  that  the  last  shall  be  In  proportionate  sixe  to  the 
small  plate.  Provided,  further,  that  the  owner,  in  lieu  of  such  registra- 
tion tag-    may  use  a  tail   lamp  with   the  registration  number,  the  letters 
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*'N.  D./'  and  the  numerals  of  the  year  displayed  In  the  lens,  the  registra- 
tion numerals  to  be  of  the  size  displayed  above. 

Sec.  11.  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing:  sections  in  regard  to  regis- 
tration shall  not  apply  to  a  motor  vehicle  owned  by  non-resident  of  this 
dtate,  who  is  temporarily  within  the  state,  while  passing  into  or  through 
this  state  from  an  adjoining  state,  provided  that  such  non-resident  shall 
have  displayed  in  a  conspicuous  way  on  the  motor  vehicle  he  is  operating, 
a  number  and  ttig  which  shall  make  it  and  the  place  from  which  it  comes 
easily  identified. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  operate  a  motor  vehicle  on  the  public  high- 
ways of  this  state  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than  is  reasonable  and 
proper,  having  regard  to  the  width,  condition  and  use  of  the  highway  at 
the  time  and  the  general  and  usual  rules  of  the  road,  or  so  as  to  endanger 
.  property  or  the  life  or  limbs  of  any  person.  Provided,  that  upon  approach- 
ing a  dam,  bridge,  sharp  curve  or  descent,  and  also  in  traversing  such 
dam,  bridge,  sharp  curve  or  descent,  and  upon  approaching  a  crossing  or 
intersecting  highway,  or  in  passing  from  a  side  street  into  a  main  thor- 
oughfare, where  persons  or  vehicles  are  not  plainly  discernible,  a  person 
operating  a  motor  vehicle  shall  have  such  vehicle  under  perfect  control 
and  the  rate  of  speed  shall  not  exceed  one  mile  in  eight  minutes ;  pro- 
vided, that  within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village  the  rate 
of  speed  shall  not  exceed  ten  miles  per  hour,  and  provided,  further,  that 
on  any  street  or  highway  outside  of  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or 
village  the  rate  of  speed  shall  not  exceed  thirty  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  13.  No  person'  shall  tamper  with  or  drive  or  operate  or  use  a 
motor  vehicle  without  the  permission  of  the  owner,  and  no  person  shall, 
without  authority  of  the  person  in  charge,  climb  upon  on  in  any  automo- 
bile, whether  the  same  is  in  motion  or  at  rest,  or  hurl  stones  or  other 
missiles  at  the  same,  or  the  occupants  thereof,  or  shall,  while  such  motor 
vehicle  is  at  rest  and  unattended,  sound  the  horn  or  other  signaling  device 
or  attempt  to  manipulate  any  of  the  levers,  starting  crank,  brakes  or 
machinery  thereof,  or  set  such  vehicle  in  motion,  or  otherwise  damage  or 
Interfere  with  the  same. 

Any  person  who  enters  any  warehouse,  garage  or  building  of  any  kind 
and  takes  and  removes  therefrom  for  his  own  use  or  that  of  others  any 
automobile  or  motor  vehicle,  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  express 
or  implied,  of  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  section  eigh- 
teen of  this  act 

The  fact  that  such  automobile  or  motor  vehicle  was  voluntarily  re. 
turned  to  its  original  place  by  the  party  taking  the  same  before  or  after 
the  owner  discovers  such  removal,  or  the  fact  that  the  party  taking  the 
same  was  then  and  there  in  the  employ  of  the  owner  of  such  property, 
shall  not  be  deemed  a  defense  in  the  prosecution  of  such  offender. 

Sec.  14.  At  the  end  of  every  month  the  secretary  of  state  shall  pay 
into  the  county  treasury  to  the  account  of  a  special  road  maintenance 
fund  as  hereinafter  provided  all  money  received  by  him  under  this  act 
which  has  been  paid  to  him  by  owners  of  motor  vehicles  in  such  county, 
and  shall  file  with  the  county  auditor  a  verified  statement  of  the  amounts 
and  sources  thereof,  providing  that  from  the  moneys  received  from  such 
license  he  shall  retain  a  sufficient  amount  for  the  purchase  of  tags  and 
books  of  registration. 

Sec.  16.  All  claims  for  money  expended  on  the  highways  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  terasurer  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  properly  prepared  vouchers  approved  by  the  coimty  superin- 
tendent of  highways  and  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  16.  The  moneys  received  by  each  county  from  this  source  shall 
be  expended  for  repairs  and  maintenance  on  the  main-traveled  roads  of 
the  county,  under  the  direction  of  the  county  superintendent  of  highways, 
and  where  no  county  superintendent  of  highways  has  been  appointed,  then 
under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  provided  that 
all  money  so  expended  for  repairs  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended 
from  April  first  to  December  first  annually.  Provided,  further,  that  none 
of  this  monfy  shall  be  expended  within  the  limits  of  any  Incorporated  city 
or  village,  nor  shall  it  be  expended  on  any  road  within  any  township  that 
does  not  levy  at  least  a  tax  of  six  mills  for  road  purposes. 

Sec.  17.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  curtail  or  abridge 
the  right  of  any  person  to  prosecute  a  civil  suit  for  damages  by  reason  of 
injuries  to  persons  or  property  resulting  from  the  negligent  use  of  the 
highways  by  a  motor  vehicle  or  Its  owner  or  his  employe  or  agent,  and  in 
all  actions  and  proceedings  against  the  registered  owner  of  a  motor 
vehicle  for  negligence  In  the  operation  of  such  vehicle  or  for  any  violation 
of  this  act,  the  fact  that  such  motor  vehicle  had  upon  it  the  registration 
number  assigned  to  such  owner  under  this  act,  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
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dence  that  such  motor  vehicle  belonged  to  snch  registered  owner. 

In  case  of  accident  to  any  person  or  property  on  the  public  highway, 
due  to  the  operation  thereon  of  a  motor  vehicle,  the  person  operating 
such  motor  vehicle  shall  stop  and,  upon  the  request  of  any  person  Injured, 
or  any  person  present,  give  such  person  his  name  and  address. 

Sbc  18.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  leas 
than  ten  dollars  and  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  If  default  is  made  In 
the  payment  of  such  fine  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  committed  to 
the  county  Jail  until  such  fine  Is  paid ;  conditioned  however,  that  each 
day's. services  In  jail  shall  be  equal  to  two  dollars  of  such  fine. 

Sbc.  19.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  of  highways  and 
deputy  county  superintendent  of  highways  when  such  are  appointed,  and 
otherwise  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  and  all  police  officers  of 
Incorporated  cities  and  villages,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  20.  Section  2169  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1905  and  all  acts  In 
conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  2170  (R.  C.  1905.)  Must  have  bell  or  horn.  Every  automobile 
or  motor  cycle  shall  be  provided  with  a  bell  or  horn  which  when  operated 
outside  of  the  city  or  village,  shall  be  rung  or  blown  by  the  driver  or 
operator  when  approaching  from  behind  a  vehicle  propelled  by  animals  so 
as  to  give  timely  notice  of  the  approach  of  said  motor  vehicle. 

Sec.  2171.  (R.  C.  1906.)  Must  use  muffler.  When.  Must  have 
LIGHTS.  Every  automobile  or  motor  cycle  using  gasoline  steam  or  any 
other  substance  as  a  motive  power,  shall  use  a  mufHer  so  called,  when 
operated  .driven  or  moved  upon  the  streets  of  any  town,  village  or  city 
within  the  state,  or  when  meeting  or  passing  animal  propelled  vehicles 
on  any  public  road  or  highway  within  the  state.  Every  such  automobile 
or  motor  cycle  shall  also  be  provided  with  lights,  the  automobile  to  carry 
not  less  than  two  lights  In  front  of  such  machine,  one  of  which  to  be  on 
t'lther  side,  and  the  motor  cycle  to  carry  at  least  one  light. 

Sec.  2172.  (R.  C.  1905.)  Law  of  the  road.  The  driver  or  operator 
of  any  automobile  or  motor  cycle  shall  be  governed  by  the  usual  law  of 
the  road  by  turning  to  the  right  in  meeting  vehicles,  teams  or  persons 
moving  or  headed  in  an  opposhe  direction,  and  by  turning  to  the  left 
when  passing  vehicles,  teams  or  persons  moving  or  headed  In  the  same 
direction.

Skc.  2173  (As  amended  by  the  1909  S.  L.)  Stop  when  bionallko  bt 
DRIVER  OF  VEHICLE.  The  dHver  or  operator  In  charge  of  any  automobile 
or  motor  cycle  on  any  public  road  or  highway  outside  the  limits  of  any 
town,  village  or  city  wltnln  the  state  when  signalled  by  the  driver  of  any 
vehicle  propelled  by  horses  or  other  animal  power,  which  signal  shall  be 
given  by  raising  the  hand  or  In  such  other  manner  as  to  attract  atten- 
tion, shall  stop  said  automobile  or  motor  cycle  until  the  vehicle  propelled 
by  said  animal  power  has  passed  :  and  If  approaching  said  venicle  from 
i>ehlnd,  the  driver  or  operator  in  charge  of  said  automobile  or  motor 
cycle  shall  stop  for  a  reasonable  time  and  the  driver  of  said  animal  pro- 
I>elled  vehicle  shall,  as  soon  as  the  condition  of  the  road  will  permit, 
turn  to  the  right  and  allow  at  least  one-half  of  the  road  on  his  left  for 
the  passage  of  said  automobile. 

Skc.  2174.  (As  amended  by  the  1909  S.  L.)  penalty  for  viotjvtton. 
Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  U^as  than  ten 
dollars  and  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  If  default  Is  made  In  the

CHAPTER  129,  1911  SESSION  LAWS. 

(S.  B.   No.   31 — ^Duncan.) 

AN  ACT  to  Secure  the  Purity  of  Elections,  to  Limit  Candidate's  Election 
Expenses,  to  Define,  Prevent  and  Punish  Corrupt  and  Illegal  Prac- 
tices in  Nominations  and  Elections,  to  Provide  for  Pumlshlngr  Infor- 
mation to  the  Electors;  and  to  Provide  a  Penalty  for  the  Violation 
of  this  Act 

Be  It  Encu:ted  by  the  Leffialative  Aaaemhly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Section  1.  Primart  campaign  expenses  limited.]  No  simi  of 
money  shall  be  paid,  and  no  expenses  authorized  or  incurred  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  candidate  to  be  paid  by  him,  except  such  as  he  may  pay 
to  the  state  for  piinting,  as  herein  provided,  in  his  campaign  for  nomina- 
tion to  any  public  ofllce  or  postltlon  in  this  state,  in  excess  of  fifteen  (15) 
per  cent  of  a  year's  compensation  or  salary  of  the  office  for  which  he  Is 
a  candidate ;  provided,  that  no  candidate  shall  be  restricted  to  less  than 
two  hundred  dollars  (1200.00)  in  his  campaign  for  such  nomination:  pro- 
vided, that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
candidate's  personal  traveling  expenses.  No  sum  of  money  shall  be  paid 
and  no  exi>enses  authorized  or  incurred  contrary  to  the  provisions  oi 
this  act,  for  or  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  nomination. 

Sec.  2.  (1913  Amendment)  Publicitt  pamphlet.  Candidate's  state- 
ment.] Any  candidate  for  nomination  to  any  state  or  district  office, 
when  the  district  is  composed  of  one  or  more  counties,  may  file  with  the 
secretary  of  state  for  publication  as  herein  provided,  not  later  than  fifty 
(50)  days  before  the  biennial  primary  nominating  election,  with  hJs 
portrait  cut  if  he  wishes,  a  printed  or  typewritten  statement,  on  tlie 
conditions  set  forth,  over  his  signature,  stating  the  reasons  why  he 
should  be  nominated. 

Each  candidate  shall  be  allowed  one  (1)  page  of  printed  matter,  and 
those  opposing  him  shall  each  be  allowed  one  page  of  space  on  equal 
terms  with  him,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  8.  (1913  Amendment)  Rates.]  Candidates  for  nomination 
shall  pay  for  one  page  of  space  in  the  publication  herein  provided  f<ir 
as  follows :  For  the  office  of  United  States  senator  one  hundred  dollars ; 
for  representative  in  congress  one  hundred  dollars,  for  Justice  of  rao 
supreme  court  seventy-five  dollars ;  for  governor  one  hundred  dollars : 
for  secretary  of  state  one  hundred  dollars;  for  state  treasurer, 
one  hundred  dollars :  for  state  auditor  one  himdred  dollars ; 
commissioner  of  insurance,  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
attorney  general  and  commissioner  of  labor,  each  seventy-five  dol- 
lars ;  for  railroad  commissioner  and  lieutenant  governor  twenty.five  dol- 
lars ;  for  senator  or  representative  in  the  legislative  assembly  ten  dol- 
lars ;  for  district  Judge  fifty  dollars ;  for  county  Judge,  register  of  dee<ls, 
county  auditor,  county  treasurer,  state's  attorney,  sheriff,  clerk  of  court 
and  county  superintendent  each  twenty-five  dollars.  All  payments  re- 
quired by  this  section  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state  when  the 
statement  is  offered  to  him  for  filing,  and  be  by  him  paid  into  the  gen- 
eral fund  of  the  state  treasury.  Any  candidate  for  state  offices  may 
have  additional  space,  not  exceeding  three  pages,  at  the  rate  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  a  page  and  any  candidate  for  county  or  legislative  office 
may  have  additional  space,  not  exceeding  two  pages,  at  the  rate  vf 
twenty-five  dollars   (125.00)   a  page. 

Sec.  4.  (1913  Amendment)  I^rintino  statements.]  Not  later  th  \n 
forty  days  before  the  primary  nominating  election  the  secretary  of  sta'e 
shall  properly  complete,  edit,  prepare,  and  index  for  printing  aJl  of  sut'h 
statements  and  portrait  cuts  and  cause  the  same  to  be  printed  in  pamph- 
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let  form,  piinttn?  and  pictures  of  candidates  with  and  as  a  part  of  their 
several  statements,  where  such  portrait  cuts  are  offered;  stat^nents  of 
those  who  directly  oppose  any  candidate  shall  follow  next  after  his 
statement  All  of  the  statements  filed  for  and  against  all  the  candidates 
for  nomination  to  each  office  shall  be  printed  in  the  order  in  which  the 
candidate's  names  are  grouped  under  the  title  of  their  offices  on  the 
official  ballot  at  the  nominatinsr  election.  No  picture,  statement  or  btku- 
ment  for  or  against  any  candidate  for  nomination  shall  be  included  in  the 
copy  of  the  pamphlet  going  to  any  county  where  such  candidate  is  not  to 
be  voted  for.  The  said  pamphlet  shall  be  printed  and  delivered  to  tnc 
secretary  of  state  as  quickly  as  possible  and  the  delivery  shall  be  com- 
pleted hot  later  than  twenty  (20)  days  before  the  nominating  election. 

Sec.  5.  Address  op  voters.]  The  several  county  auditors  shall 
obtain  the  post  office  addresses  of  all  voters  in  their  respective  counties, 
which  shall  be  taken  from  the  registration  lists  in  case  of  party  regis- 
tration, and  in  case  of  no  party  registration  then  such  addresses  may  be 
procured  from  the  personal  property  tax  books  of  that  year  and  other 
authentic  source,  and  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  (30th)  day  preceding 
the  nominating  election,  mail  to  the  secretary  of  state  the  name,  post 
office  address  and  party  registration  of  every  such  person,  and  at  least 
twenty  (20)  days  before  the  regular  biennial  primary  nominating  elec- 
tion, the  secretary  of  state  shall  forward  by  mail  to  every  such  pers^m 
a  copy  of  the  pamphlet  containing  the  names  and  statements  herein  pi*u- 
vided  for.  The  pages  of  the  pamphlet  required  by  this  act  shall  be  six 
by  nine  inches  in  size,  and  the  printed  matter  therein  shall  be  set  in  eight 
point  type,  single  leaded,  and  twenty-five  ems  pica  in  width,  with  proper 
headings. 

Sec.  6.  General  election  campaign  expenses  limited.]  No  sum 
of  money  shall  be  paid  and  no  expenses  authorized  or  incurred  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  candidate  who  has  received  the  nomination  to  any  public 
office  or  position  in  this  state,  except  such  as  he  may  contribute  toward 
payment  for  his  political  party's  or  independent  statement  in  the  pamph- 
let herein  provided  for  in  excess  of  fifteen  (15)  per  cent  of  the  annual 
salary  of  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated ;  provided,  that  no  candi- 
date shall  be  restricted  to  less  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  Itemized  statements  filed.]  Evey  candidate  for  nomina- 
tion or  election  to  public  office,  including  the  offices  of  senators  of  the 
United  States,  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  the  primary  or  general 
election  at  wtiich  he  was  a  candidate,  file  with  the  secretary  of  state,  if 
a  candidate  for  senator  of  the  United  States,  representative  in  congress,  or 
for  any  state  or  district  office,  in  a  district  composed  of  one  or  moi^ 
counties,  but  with  the  county  auditor  for  legislative  districts  composed 
of  not  more  than  one  county,  an  itemized  statement  setting  forth  in 
detail  ail  the  moneys  contributed,  expended  or  promised  by  him  to  .lid 
and  promote  his  nomination  or  election,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  b^ 
and  for  the  election  of  his  party  candidates,  and  all  existing  unfulflUea 
promises  of  every  character  and  all  liabilities  in  force  at  the  time  of 
such  statement,  and  if  no  money  or  other  valuable  thing  was  paid  or 
promised,  he  shall  file  a  statement  to  that  effect  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  election  at  which  he  was  a  candidate  Any  candidate  who  shall  fall 
to  file  such  statement  shall  be  fined  twenty  .five  dollars  (125.00)  for 
every  day  on  which  he  was  in  default,  unless  excused  by  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  Actual  contributors'  names.]  No  person  shall  make  a 
payment  of  his  own  money  or  of  another  person's  money  to  any  other 
person  In  connection  with  a  nomination  or  election  in  any  other  name 
than  that  of  the  person  who  in  truth  supplies  such  money ;  nor  shall  any 
person  knowingly  receive  such  payment  or  enter  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
entered  in  his  accounts  or  record  in  any  other  name  than  that  of  the 
person  by  whom  it  was  actually  furnished. 

Sec.  9.  Pre-election  promises  of  appointments.]  No  person  shall, 
in  order  to  aid  or  promote  his  nomination  or  election,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly promise  to  appoint  another  person  or  to  secure  or  aid  in  securing 
the  appointment,  nomination  or  election  of  another  person  to  any  public 
or  private  position  or  employment,  or  to  any  position  of  honor,  trust  or 
emolument. 

Sec.  10.  (1913  Amendment.)  Charitable  contributions  bt  candi- 
dates OR  office-holders  and  solicitation  thereof.]  No  person  shall 
demand,  solicit,  ask  or  invite  any  pajnuent  or  contribution  for  any 
religious,  charitable,  or  other  such  cause  from  any  person  who  seeks  to 
be,  or  has  been  nominated  to  any  office,  and  no  such  candidate  shall 
make  any  such  payment  or  contribution,   or  promise  or  agree  to  make 
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the  same  if  it  shall  be  demanded  or  asked  during:  the  time  he  is  a  can- 
didate for  nomination  or  election.  No  payment  or  contribution  for  any 
purpose  shall  be  made  a  condition  precedent  to  the  putting:  of  a  name 
on  any  caucus  or  convention  ballot  or  nominating  paper  or  petition,  or 
the  performance  of  any  duty  imposed  by  law  on  a  political  committee. 
Provided,  however,  that  this  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  pro- 
hibiting any  candidate  for  office  from  making:  contributions  for  a  religi- 
ous or  charitable  purpose  to  any  organization  or  purpose  to  which  he 
has  theretofore  ordinarly  or  customarily  contributed ;  and  no  person 
shall  be  deemed  prohibited  at  any  time  from  contributing  to  any  church 
organization  or  association  of  which  he  is  actually  a  member. 

Provided,  further,  this  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  making  it 
imlawful  for  a  candidate  for  office  to  make  contribution  to  the  central 
committees  of  the  political  party  with  which  he  is  affiliated,  but  any  such 
contribution  so  made  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  expenditures  limited 
in  Section  6  of  this  Act 

Sec.  11.  Campaign  contributions  by  corporations  prohibited.] 
No  corporation,  trustee  or  officer  thereof  as  such,  shall  pay  or  con- 
tribute in  order  to  aid,  promote  or  prevent  the  nomination  or  election  of 
any  person,  or  in  order  to  aid  or  promote  the  interest,  success  or  defeat 
of  any  person  or  any  political  party  or  organization.  And  no  person 
shall  solicit  or  receive  such. payment  from  any  corporation. 

Sec.  12.  Treating.]  ^y  person  or  candidate  who  shall,  either  by 
himself  or  by  any  other  person,  either  before  or  after  election,  or  while 
such  person  or  candidate  is  seeking  a  nomination  or  election,  directly  or 
indirectly,  give  or  provide,  or  pay,  wholly  or  in  part,  the  expense  of  giv- 
ing or  providing  any  drink  or  intoxicating  liquors  to  or  for  any  person 
for  the  purpose  or  "with  the  intent  or  hope  to  influence  that  person  or  an?/ 
other  person  to  give  or  refrain  from  giving  his  vote  at  such  election  to 
or  for  any  candidate  or  political  party  ticket  or  measure  before  the  peo- 
ple, or  on  account  of  such  person  or  any  other  person  having  voted  or 
refrained  from  voting  for  any  candidate  or  the  candidates  of  any  political 
party  or  organization  or  measure  before  the  people,  or  being  about  to 
vote  or  refrain  from  voting  at  such  election,  shall  be  guilty  of  treating. 
Every  elector  who  accepts  or  takes  any  such  drink  or  intoxicating 
liquors  shall  also  be  guilty  of  treating,  and  such  acceptance  shall  be 
ground  of  challenge  to  his  vote  and  of  rejecting  his  vote  on  a  contest 

Sec.  13.  Penalty.]  Any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  corrupt  practice 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act  If  he  expects  any  money  for  election  pur- 
poses contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  or  if  he  is  gruilty  of 
treating,  undue  influence,  personation,  or  the  giving  or  promising  to  give 
any  money  or  valuable  thing  to  an  elector  with  the  intent  to  induce  him 
to  vote  or  to  refrain  from  voting  for  any  candidate  for  public  office. 

Sec.  14.  Expenses  op  voting.  Trasportation  prohibited.]  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  pay  another  for  any  loss  or  damage 
due  to  attendance  at  the  polls,  or  in  registering  or  for  the  expenses  of 
transportation  to  or  from  the  polls.  No  person  shall  pay  for  personal 
services  to  be  performed  on  the  day  of  a  caucus,  primary  convention  or 
any  election  for  any  purpose  connected  th^ewith,  tending  in  any  way, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  affect  the  result  thereof,  except  for  the  hiring  of 
persons  whose  sole  duty  is  to  act  as  challengers  and  watch  the  count  of 
official  ballots.  No  person  shall  buy,  sell,  give  or  provide  anv  political 
badge,  button  or  any  insignia  to  be  worn  at  or  about  the  polls  on  the 
day  of  an  election,  and  no  such  political  badge,  button  or  insgrnia  shall 
be  worn  at  or  about  the  polls  on  any  election  day. 

Sec.  15.  Political  advertising  labeled  paid.]  No  publisher  of  a 
newspaper  or  other  periodical  shall  Insert  either  In  Its  advertising  or 
reading  columns  or  any  paid  matter,  which  Is  designed  or  tends  to  aid, 
injure  or  defeat  any  candidate  or  poltical  partv  or  organization  or  meas- 
ure before  the  people,  unless  It  is  stated  therein  that  it  Is  a  paid  adver- 
tisement No  person  shall  pay  the  owner,  editor,  publisher  or  agent  of 
any  newspaper  or  other  periodical  to  Induce  him  to  editorially  advocate 
or  oppose  any  candidate  for  nomination  or  election,  and  no  such  owner, 
editor,  publisher  or  agent  shall  accept  such  payment.  Any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  a^ 
for  a  corrupt  practice. 

Sec.  16.  Electioneering  on  election  day.]  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  at  any  place  on  the  day  of  any  election  to  ask,  solicit  or  in 
any  manner  try  to  induce  or  persuade  any  voter  on  such  election  day  to 
vote  or  refrain  from  voting  for  any  candidate,  or  the  candidates  or 
ticket  of  any  political  party  or  organization,  or  any  measure  submitted 
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DIGEST  OF  GOVERNMENT  LAND  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  No  lands  are  subject  to  private  cash  entry.  The  timber  culture 
and  pre-emption  laws  have  been  repealed. 

2.  Homestead  entries  can  be  made  for  not  more  than  one-quarter 
section,  or  160  acres  of  land. 

3.  All  applicants  must  stand  upon  equal  footing:,  with  equal  rights 
and  privileges  to  enter  the  public  lands.     "First  come,  first  served." 

4.  The  land  oflfice  fees  and  commissions,  payable  when  application 
is  made,  are  as  follows: 

On  land  outside  the  railroad  limits,  |14  for  160  acres;  |13  for  120 
acres ;  1 7  for  80  acres ;  16  for  40  acres. 

Lands  within  the  railroad  limits,  |18  for  160  acres;  |16  for  120  acres; 
$9  for  80  acres;  1 7  for  40  acres. 

An  entry  of  81  acres  or  more  will  cost  |10  fee  besides  the  regular 
commission,  at  either  11.25  or  12.50  per  acre;  on  less  than  81  acres,  a  fee 
of  15.00,  etc. 

In  the  Pacific  states  and  Rocky  mountain  region  the  charges  are  a 
little  more. 

5.  The  applicant  must  in  every  case  state  in  his  application  his  place 
of  actual  residence,  and  the  post  office  address  to  which  notices  relative 
to  his  entry  shall  be  sent,  and  his  full  name. 

6.  Amendments  of  filings  and  entries  are  allowed  by  the  general 
land  ofllce  for  real  errors,  where  improvements  were  made  by  mistake 
on  the  wrong  tract,  but  not  for  blunders  which  the  claimant  could  have 
avoided  by  reasonable  care  and  Investigation. 

Application  for  amendment  must  be  sworn  to  and  corroborated  under 
seal  by  an  officer  qualified  to  administer  oaths  In  Homestead  cases  and 
In  no  case  need  be  more  than  two  pages  in  length ;  must  show  how  the 
error  was  made ;  that  applicant  has  not  sold  or  incumbered  the  tract,  and 
that  the  amendment  is  not  asked  for  the  purpose  of  letting  some  one 
else  enter  the  tract  vacated.  He  must  also  furnished  a  non-mineral  af- 
fidavit covering  the  new  tract  described,  and  also  show  that  he  has  not 
denuded  the  land  to  be  dropped  of  its  timber  or  in  any  way  impaired  Its 
value. 

7.  When  a  person  desires  to  enter  a  tract  of  land,  he  may  appear 
personally  at  the  district  land  office  and  present  his  application  and  make 
the  required  affidavit  before  the  register  and  receiver.  A  homestead 
applicant  must  show  that  he  or  she  is  over  21  years  of  age  or  the  head 
of  a  family.  If  he  states  that  he  is  the  head  of  a  family  and  fails  to 
show  that  he  Is  over  21  years  of  SLge,  it  is  necessary  to  set  forth  the 
facts  which  constitute  him  the  head  of  a  family,  also  stating  his  age. 
A  female  applicant  must  show  whether  she  Is  married  or  unmarried.  If 
married,  she  must  set  forth  the  facts  upon  which  she  relies  to  qualify 
her  to  make  entry.  If  she  claims  the  right  to  make  entry  by  reason  of 
being  a  deserted  wife,  she  must  state  the  facts  relative  to  the  alleged 
desertion,  and  whether  her  husband  since  the  alleged  desertion  has  in 
any  manner  contributed  to  her  support. 

He  must  establish  his  residence  in  a  house  to  be  built  on  the  land 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  entry,  and  must,  in  order  to  main- 
tain his  entry,  reside  on  and  cultivate  the  tract  for  five  years,  unless  he 
desires  to  commute  and  pay  for  the  land  In  cash  or  equivalent,  which  can 
be  done  after  fourteen  months  actual  residence  on  and  cultivation  of  the 
tract.  Prior  to  November  1,  1907,  six  months  constructive  residence, 
followed  by  eight  months  residence  was  required,  but  since  that  date 
full  fourteen  months  actual  and  continuous  residence  Immediately  prior 
to  date  of  making  application  to  make  final  proof  Is  required. 

8.  The  homestead  affidavit  can  be  made  before  the  Judge  or  clerk  of 
a  court  of  record.  In  the  county  In  which  the  land  lies,  or  before  a  com- 
missioner of  the  United  States  district  court,  who  Is  the  nearest  or  most 
accessible  officer  to  the  land,  and  save  the  Journey  to  the  land  office. 

9.  Entries  under  the  homestead  law  can  be  completed  after  five 
years  actual  residence;  but  the  applicant  is  required  to  file  with  the 
register  his  notice  of  intention  to  make  proof  and  it  Is  the  duty  of  the 
register  to  have  said  notice  published,  when  the  applicant  will  appear 
with  any  two  witnesses  of  the  four  necessary  to  be  named  In  the  notico 
and  make  proof  on  day  named,  and  before  officer  mentioned.  Claimant 
must  pay   the  publication  fees  direct  to   the  publisher  of  the  paper.   In 
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which  bis  notice  of  Intention  to  malce  proof  is  advertised  and  must  see 
that  the  affidavit  of  publication  is  filed  In  the  United  States  land  office. 
desigTiated  <in  case  proof  is  taken  before  that  office)  on  or  before  date 
set  for  proof,  or  if  proof  is  set  to  be  taken  before  some  outside  officer, 
said  affidavit  of  publication  must  be  filed  with  such  officer  on  or  before 
the  date  set  for  proof. 

10.  In  case  of  death  of  entryman,  his  widow  has  the  right,  at  the 
proper  time,  to  make  proof  of  his  residence,  and  her  residence  or  culti* 
vation  of  the  tract  for  the  required  time,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  the 
widow,  then  the  heirs  or  devises. 

A  homestead  right  cannot  be  devised  away  from  the  widow  or  minor 
children. 

11.  Under  acts  of  congress  approved  March  2.  1889.  and  April  28, 
1904,  a  party  who  entered  lands,  prior  to  said  acts,  has  the  right,  where 
his  said  entry  was  canceled  for  any  cause,  to  enter  again,  and  where 
his  entry  is  of  record,  he  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  laws  as  to 
residence,  has  the  right  to  relinquish  his  claim  to  the  United  States,  and 
enter  the  same  or  other  tract,  provided  no  other  right  has  attached  ;  the 
acts  further  provide  that,  when  an  entry  has  been  made,  and  an  appli- 
cant is  r^rtding  on  the  land  entered,  which  was  for  less  than  160  acr«i,  he 
has  the  right  to  enter,  if  adjoining,  enough  land  to  make  160  acres;  the 
residence  upon  the  original  in  this  case  being  applicable  to  the  addi- 
tional :  and  if  none  is  adjoining  he  has  the  right  to  make  entry  elsewhere, 
after  having  proved  up  his  first  entry,  the  two  entries  not  to  contain  over 
160  acres,  but  the  full  period  of  residence  on  the  additional  non-contigu- 
ous tract  must  be  shown  before  proof  can  be  made  on  same. 

In  the  act  of  congress  approved  June  5,  1900,  section  2  provides  that 
any  person  who  has  theretofore  made  a  homestead  entry  and  commuted 
same  under  section  2301,  revised  statutes,  and  the  amendments  thereto, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  homestead  laws  as  though  such 
former  entry  had  not  been  made  but  commutation  under  section  2301,  re- 
vised statutes,  shall  not  be  allowed  of  an  entry  mad^  under  this  section. 

The  act  of  February  8,  1908  (Public — No.  18),  allows  a  person  other- 
wise qualified  to  make  a  second  homestead  entry  where  such  person  has 
made  and  lost,  forfeited  or  abandoned  a  former  homestead  entry  prior  to 
the  passage  of  said  act,  and  such  former  entry  was  not  canceled  for  fraud 
nor  abandoned  or  relinquished  for  a  consideration. 

The  person  applying  to  make  second  homestead  entry  under  this  act 
must  file  in  the  local  land  office  an  application  to  enter  a  specific  tract  of 
public  land  subject  to  homestead  entry,  accompalned  by  his  affidavit  exe- 
cuted before  an  officer  authorized  to  adminlsted  oaths  in  homestead  cases, 
stating  description  of  former  entry  by  section,  township  and  range  num- 
bers ,or  number  of  entry  and  name  of  office  where  made)  ;  date  of  entry: 
when  he  lost,  forfeited  or  abeoidoned  the  same:  that  It  was  not  canceled 
for  fraud,  and  whether  he.  received  anything  for  abandoning  his  claim 
or  rellnquishingi  his  entry,  nor  any  monetary'  or  other  valuable  consider- 
ation, for  the  Improvements  thereon.  This  affidavit  must  be  corroborated 
by  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  facts 
relative  to  the  abandonment  of  his  claim  or  the  relinquishment  of  the 
former  entry,  which  corroborated  affidavit  may  be  executed  before  any 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  having  an  official  seal. 

12.  Under  act  of  congress  approved  August  30,  1890.  one  person  can 
enter  only  320  acres  of  public  land.  This  act  Is  held  to  be  prospective 
and  not  retractive.  That  Is,  no  matter  how  much  land  a  party  entered 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  above  act,  he  may  therefater.  If  in  other  respects 
qualified,  enter  320  acres,  but  not  more.  This  law  docs  not  apply  to 
mineral  or  coal  lands,  but  to  lands  which  are  classed  as  agricultural 
lands.  The  government  does  not  guarantee  that  Its  "argrlcultural"  lands 
will  produce  crops.  Hence  the  Intending  settler  should  carefully  examine 
in  person  the  land  he  or  she  intends  to  entc*r. 

13.  A  party  desiring  to  relinquish  his  land  to  the  United  States  for 
the  purpose  of  re-entering,  or  for  the  purpose  of  letting  others  enter, 
must  make  the  following  relinquishment  on  the  back  of  his  duplicate  re- 
ceipt, registers  final  certificate,  or  upon  a  separate  relinquishment  blank 
(Govt,  form  4-621,  acknowledged  before  some  officer  with  a  seal:  *'I 
hereby  relinquish  all  my  right,  title,  interest  and  claim  in  and  to  the 
within  dosorll)ed  land  to  the  United  States."  Itellnquishment  made  at 
the  land  olhce  can  be  made  without  any  cost.  In  the  event  of  the  loss 
of  the  duplicate  receipt,  or  register's  final  certificate,  an  affidavit  account- 
Inff  for  the  loss,  made  under  seal,  and  relinquishment  thereon,  will  be 
sufficient. 
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14.  A  single  woman  does  not  forfeit  her  homestead  entry  by  mar- 
rlagre  If  thereafter  she  continues  to  comply  with  the  law  as  to  residence. 
Improvements  and  cultivation. 

The  act  of  congress  approved  June  6,  1909,  provides  that.  **Where 
an  unmarried  woman  who  has  heretofore  settled,  or  may  hereafter  settle 
upon  a  tract  of  public  land,  improved,  established  and  maintained  a 
bona  fide  residence  thereon,  with  the  Intention  of  appropriating  the  samo 
for  a  home,  subject  to  the  homestead  law,  and  has  married,  or  shall 
hereafter  marry,  before  making  entry  of  said  land,  or  before  making  ap- 
plication to  enter  said  land,  she  shall  not  on  account  of  her  marriage  for- 
feit her  right  to  make  entry  and  receive  patent  for  the  land ;  provided, 
that  she  does  not  abandon  her  residence  of  said  land,  and  Is  otherwise 
qualified  to  make  homestead  entry  ;provided  further,  that  the  man  whom 
she  marries  is  not,  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  claiming  a  separate 
tract  of  land  under  the  homestead  law.  "That  this  act  shall  be  applica- 
ble to  all  unpatented  lands  claimed  by  such  entry-woman  at  the  date  of 
passage." 

Where  a  married  woman  applies  to  make  a  homestead  entry  under 
this  act,  she  must  show  by  affidavit  that  prior  to  her  marriage  she  set- 
tled upon  the  land  applied  for.  Improved  .established  and  maintained  a 
bona  fide  residence  thereon,  with  the  intention  of  appropriating  the  same 
for  a  home ;  that  the  man  she  married  was  not,  at  the  time  of  their  mar- 
riage, claiming  a  separate  tract  of  land  under  the  homestead  law.  She 
should  also  give  the  date  of  her  settlement  and  date  of  her  marriage, 
and  furnish  the  regular  homestead  affidavit  showing  that  she  Is  other- 
wise qualified  to  make  homestead  entry. 

16.  The  first  actual  settler  who  makes  entry  within  three  months 
after  actual  settlement  is  entitled  to  the  land,  while  the  first  man  who 
makes  entry  may  have  been  last  to  make  settlement,  and  hence  have 
the  least  claim  to  the  land.  A  pre-emption  filing  Is  no  bar  to  a  home- 
stead entry. 

16.  A  settlement  does  not  mean  actual  residence,  but  perparatlon 
for  it,  to  be  followed  up  In  good  faith.  The  claimant  should,  in  person, 
not  by  agent,  start  the  erection  of  a  new  house,  or  begin  some  other 
improvement  on  the  land  he  claims.  A  homestead  entry  does  not  require 
prior  settlement,  but  it  is  safest  to  make  a  settlement,  at  the  earliest 
date.  Unless  residence  on  the  land  Is  established  within  six  months 
from  date  of  entry,  the  entry  is  liable  to  contest  for  abandonment. 

17.  IHnal  proof  in  homestead  entries  can  be  made  after  five  years 
from  date  of  entry  or  of  actual  residence  on  the  land,  and  must  be  made 
before  the  expiration  of  seven  years  from  date  of  entry. 

The  time  during  the  Civil  war.  If  not  less  than  ninety  days  which 
the  homestead  settler  served  In  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps,  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  time  heretofore  required  to  perfect  title,  or  If  dis- 
charged on  account  of  wounds  received  or  disability  incurred  In  the  line 
of  duty,  then  the  term  of  enlistment  shall  be  deducted  from  the  time 
heretofore  required  to  perfect  title,  without  reference  to  the  length  of 
time  he  mav  have  served ;  but  no  patent  shall  Issue  to  any  homestead 
settler  who  has  not  resided  upon,  improved  and  cultivated  his  homestead 
for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year  after  he  shall  have  commenced  his  im- 
provements. Soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  In  the  recent  wars  are 
allowed  the  same  privileges  under  the  act  of  June  16,  1898. 

18.  The  receiver's  receipt  which  the  entnnnen  received  on  making 
entry,  and  the  acceptance  and  record  thereof,  should  be  surrendered  on 
making  commuted  or  final  homestead  proof.  In  case  the  receipt  has 
been  lost  or  destroyed,  claimant  will  be  required  to  make  an  affidavit  on 
the  day  he  submits  the  proof,  setting  forth  the  facts  In  regard  to  the 
loss   of   said   receipt 

Parties  are  often  put  to  a  great  loss  and  Inconvenence  by  the  loss  of 
register's  final  certificates  (or  receiver's  receipts),  which  should  always 
be  carefully  preserved. 

19.  Application  to  make  proof  (Govt,  blank  No.  4-348,  homestead), 
should  be  signed  by  the  claimant  himself.  His  four  witnesses  should,  if 
possible,  be  near  neighbors,  fully  conversant  with  the  facts  essential  to 
perfect  proof. 

20.  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  applicant  who  makes  proof  before  county 
officers  to  see  that  each  question  Is  filled  out  with  complete  answers ; 
must  show  that  he  Is  a  native  bom  citizen  of  the  United  States,  if  such 
is  thCv  case ;  and,  If  not,  then  certified  copy  of  naturalization  papers  will 
be  sufficient;  if  the  entry  is  by  a  woman  she  must  state  specifically  in 
the  proof  whether  or  not  she  Is  married  or  single ;  applicants  should  in 
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«^<»r7  case  see  fh&t  the  names  of  witnesses  osed  in  malrfng  proof 
prop«tii7  advertised,  and  that  they  sign  their  names  as  adverUaad^  aitfi 
tn  giving  the  names  Co  be  published  they  sfaonlrt  ascertain  and  gtre  their 
fall  Christian  names,  and,  tf  possible,  the  four  livlns^  nearest  the  land 
for  which  proof  Is  to  be  made.  3fuch  trouble  and  delay  has  beoi  occa> 
jrioned  by  doubtful  or  different  spelllni?  of  names,  Some  persons  have 
acfually  spell**d  their  names  thr#»**  dlffen^nt  ways  tn  mafclng  one  ^xxst. 
This  makes  necessary  correspondence  and  explanatory  aflfalavtts^  caoaes 
delays  In  receipt  of  patents  and  places  sospidoa  on  proof. 

21.  The  proof  should,  if  possible,  be  taken  on  the  day  advertised,  or 
for  sood  and  sufflclent  reasons  wthin  ten  «la3rs  therefrom :  before  the 
o<ncer  advertised,  with  the  evidence  of  at  least  two  of  the  witnesses  a*i- 
vertlsed  ;  these,  tr.^«»thi»r  with  the  duplicate  rec^pt,  together  with  evi- 
dence of  dtlxenship  where  necessary  and  affldavlt  of  pabOcation  of  proof 
notice,  and  the  required  fees  and  commisrtons  should  be  sealed  op  and 
transmitted  to  the  receiver,  on  the  same  day  proof  is  taken,  tf  papers 
are  not  complete  they  are  subject  to  rejection. 

23.  The  land  office  commissions,  payable  at  the  time  of  mitiriT*^  Snal 
homestead  proof,  are  as  follows.     On  land  outside  certain  railroad  Bmits:

The  fees  for  reducing  testimony  to  writlnj?  in  making  final  proof 
are  15  cents  for  each  100  words,  which  in  each  case  amount  to  about 
12  00  sometimes  12.50,  which  must  be  transmitted  with  the  final  proof 
rommlsslons.  In  the  Pacific  states  and  Rocky  Montnain  regions  the 
charges  are  one-half  higher. 

23  All  applicants  for  land  shonM  see  that  their  appticatioas  are 
mad**"  out  for  the  exact  plat  record  numbers  of  land  desired  to  be  en- 
tered which  must  lie  and  form  a  compact  body.  If  for  an  adjoining 
farm'  the  land  owned  and  resided  on  must  form  a  compact  body  with  the 
public  land  ;  and  the  two  together  must  not  exceed  160  acres. 

In  the  transmittal  of  all  fees  and  conmiissions  on  entries,  proofs, 
fftn  by  outjrtde  parties  to  the  local  land  offices,  to  accompany  entry 
nacM^rs  proofs,  etc.  It  Is  necessary  to  send  other  actual  currency  or  post 
office  money  orders,  as  the  land  office  officials  are  forbidden  from  ac- 
r*^ntlng  drafts,  checks  or  other  forms  of  money.  If  post  office  orders  are 
s«nt  a  separate  onler  must  be  sent  with  each  appUcatlon  or  proof  and 
must  show  th*^  applicant  or  entryman  as  the  remitter — aU  post  ofBce 
money  orders  must  be  made  payable  to  the  Receiver  of  the  U.  S.  Land 
Office. 

24  A  married  woman  has  no  right  to  make  a  homestead  entry  ex- 
cept undf^r  the  conditions  prescribed  in  act  of  June  6,  1»00,  above  men- 
tjon^d. 

2:,  A  fllnprle  woman  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  has  the  right 
tn  make  a  homestead  entry. 

2K  A  man  h7\n  to  b*»  twenty-one  y^ars  of  age  to  make  an  entry, 
iir.!*"f»s  hf  \h  married  or  the  head  of  a  family. 

27  If  a  marrl*^!  wf»man  who  h.is  be*^n  des*^rted  by  her  husband  de-

s-,ifin(f  fho  nature  of  her  case,  and  ascertain  If  she  has  the  right  to  make

<-.'t.r  a  h<.vi'-t»  id  In  fn  r  f>wn  rxKUi  while  cultivating  that  of  her  de- 
(*'i.M*-d  hu-^tii.n'i,  In  wr,:.  ri  ev*-i»t  she  must  actually  reside  on  the  land 
ful' i*-'i   ui    h*  r  own   n:tMie. 
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30.  In  contests  initiated  by  affidavit,  the  affidavit  should  be  corrobor- 
ated by  preferably  two  witnesses.  When  service  is  had  by  publication, 
the  posting"  of  a  copy  of  notice  on  the  land,  and  mailing  (by  registered 
letter),  a  copy  to  contestee,  to  his  last  known  address,  are  absolutely 
essential,  as  is  also  proof  of  both,  and  this  is  the  duty  of  the  parties  or 
their  attorneys,  not  of  the  land  officers. 

31.  When  a  party  desires  to  file  a  protest  against  an  entry  on  the 
day  of  proof,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  other  taking  the  proof  to  tsike  down 
the  Protestant's  testimony  and  that  of  his  witnesses,  and  transmit  the 
same  with  the  proof  to  the  local  office.  The  party  protesting  must  pay 
the  cost  of  reducing  the  evidence  of  himself  and  witnesses  to  writing. 

32.  The  government  does  not  issue  a  general  map,  showlnsr  what 
are  public  untaken  lands.  Land  officers  are  authorized  by  law  to  furnish 
plats  or  diagrams  showing  what  lands  are  vacant  and  what  lands  are 
taken.  Parties  writing  for  numbers,  dates,  descriptions,  etc^  of  several 
tracts  can  get  this  information  by  orderlngr  from  the  local  officers. 

The  charsresf  to  be  made  by  the  local  officers  for  the  plat  or  diagram 

of  a  particular  township  are  fixed  as  follows : 

For  a  township  diagram  showing  entered  land  only %  1.00 

For  a  township  plat  showing  form  of  entries,  names  of  claim- 
ants, and  character  of  entries 2.00 

For  a  township  plat  showing  form  of  entries,  names  of  claimants, 

character  of  entry  and  number 3.00 

For  a  township  plat  showing  form  of  entries,  names  of  claimants, 
character  of  entry,  number  and  date  of  filing  or  entry,  togrether 
with   topography,   etc 4.00 

33.  Any  person  desiring  information  about  public  land  should  al- 
ways give  the  section,  township  and  range,  for  which  Information  is 
asked,  together  with  the  numbers  of  the  land,  and  such  Information  will 
always  be  furnished  free  of  charge  by  the  local  officers. 

34.  When  patents  are  received  at  the  office,  the  register  and  receiver 
at  once  prepare  notices  and  send  to  the  entryman,  when  they  can  return 
their  register's  final  certificates  (formerly  receiver's  duplicate  receipt) 
given  them  at  date  proof  was  made,  and  patents  will  be  sent  free  of 
charge.  Where  patent  has  been  lost  by  claimant  a  duplicate  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  general  land  office  at  Washington  on  payment  of  11.60. 

35.  Papers  once  filed  cannot  be  returned  unless  to  correct  clerical 
error. 

36.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  applicant  when  he  makes  application  to 
ascertain  from  county  or  other  records  the  exact  area  in  the  tract,  and 
If  over  160  acres,  he  must,  in  addition  to  the  |14  entrance  fee,  pay  for 
the  excess  over  160  acres  at  the  rate  of  11.25  or  $2.50  per  acre,  as  the 
case  may  be,  many  parties  having  lost  their  lands  by  such  failure. 

37.  Where  an  entry  is  made  for  land  that  has  been  covered  by  a 
prior  entry,  the  residence  will  date  from  the  time  when  the  last  entry 
Is  placed  on  record,  or  from  the  date  of  cancellation  of  the  first  entry, 
or  from  date  of  settlement,  if  settlement  was  after  the  date  of  cancel- 
lation. 

38.  No  person  who  Is  the  proprietor  of  more  than  160  acres  of  land 
In  any  state  or  territory  shall  acquire  any  right  under  the  homestead 
law. 

"39.  A  homesteader  forfeits  his  entry  if  he  trasnfers  any  portion 
thereof  before  final  receipt  Issues,  except  It  be  for  school,  church  or 
cemetery  purposes,  or  for  the  right  of  way  of  railroads,  canals  or  ditches 
for  Irrigation  purposes. 

40.  Military  bounty  land  warrants  and  other  scrip  can  be  used  at  .i 
discount  In  place  of  cash  in  commuted  homestead  entries,  where  the 
entryman  having  resided  on  and  cultivated  the  tract  embraced  by  his 
homestead  entry  for  fourteen  months  advertises  and  makes  the  required 
proof. 

41.  The  secretary  of  the  Interior  Is  authorized,  upon  proof  being 
made,  to  his  satisfaction,  that  any  tract  of  land  has  been  erroneously 
sold  by  the  United  States,  so  that  from  any  cause  the  sale  cannot  be 
confirmed,  to  repay  to  the  purchaser,  or  to  his  legal  representatives  or 
assigns,  the  sum  of  money  which  was  paid  therefor,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

42.  Where  purchase  moneys  and  commission  paid  under  any  public 
land  law  have  been  covered  Into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  under 
any  application   to  make  any  filing,   location,   selection,  entry   or  proof. 
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such  purchase  money  and  c<$mmls8lon8  will  be  repaid  to  the  person  who 
made  such  application,  entry,  or  proof,  or  to  his  legal  representatives.  In 
all  cases  where  such  application,  entry,  or  proof  has  been  or  shall  here- 
after be  rejected,  and  neither  such  applicant  nor  his  legal  representa- 
tives shall  have  been  guilty  of  any  fraud  or  attempted  fraud  in  connec- 
tion with  such  application. 

43.  In  case  of  application  for  repayment  where  patent  has  not  is- 
sued, the  duplicate  receipt  must  be  surrendered.  The  applicant  must 
also  make  amdavit  that  he  has.  not  transferred  or  otherwise  encimibered 
the  title  to  the  land,  and  that  said  title  has  not  become  a  matter  of 
record.  This  affidavit  may  be  made  before  either  the  register  or  receiver 
of  the  district  land  office,  or  before  a  notary  public  or  ajustice  of  the 
peace,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths.  When  made  be- 
fore a  notary  public  or  justice  of  the  peace,  a  certiflcate  of  official 
character  is  required. 

44.  Parties  who  have  made  entries  of  less  than  160  acres  of  land 
arcL  under  some  circumstances,  allowed  to  enter  enough  more  land  co 
make  up  160  acres:  in  some  cases  they  are  permitted  to  relinquish  their 
entries  and  make  new  entries.  A  full  statement  of  the  facts  in  each 
case  should  be  submitted  to  the  local  officers  for  their  judgment  and 
advice. 

46.  Under  the  rulings  of  the  department  prior  to  April  1,  1909,  an 
entryman  who  established  residence  upon  his  claim  and  afterwards  was 
elected  or  appointed  to  a  federal,  state  or  county  office,  was  allowed  to 
absent  himself  and  not  maintain  actual  residence,  if  al>sence  was  re- 
quired under  his  official  duties,  this  ruling  including  deputies  and  assist- 
ants, as  well  as  principals,  but  this  privilege  was  not  a  statutory  right 
and  all  entrymen  from  and  after  April  1,  1909,  will  not  be  allowed  this 
privilege  on  account  of  such  election  or  appointment  to  office  in  com- 
mutation proofs,  but  In  final  five-year  proofs  all  persons  elected  to  office 
after  April  1,  1909,  and  who  have  established  actual  residence  on  their 
land  prior  to  their  election  may  have  benefits  thereof,  provided  cultiva- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  land  is  continued. 

46.  Isolated  tracts  of  land  are  those  places  entirely  surrounded  by 
lands  that  have  been  taken  under  the  homestead  and  other  laws.  Any 
person  can  cause  them  to  be  sold  by  making  application  to  the  local 
land  office  on  special  blank  (Gov't.  4-008b),  and  depositing  15.75  for 
advertising  fee  with  the  local  land  office,  at  such  time  as  notice  of  the 
authorization  of  the  sale  Is  given  to  the  applicant  by  the  local  office. 
These  tracts  are  sold  for  cash  to  the  highest  bidder.  Any  person  who 
has  not  previously  applied  for  and  purchased  more  than  160  acres  imder 
said  act  may  purchase,  but  only  bona  fide  residents  of  adjoining  land  or 
those  making  affidavit  that  the  land  Is  not  wanted  for  speculative  pur- 
poses but  for  actual  use  by  the  applicant  If  he  Is  a  successful  purchaser. 
None  but  natives  or  fully  naturalized  citizens  of  the  United  States  can 
purchase  any  lands  under  this  section. 

47.  The  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office  expressly  forbids 
the  local  officers  to  furnish  blank  entry  papers  and  affidavit  to  anybody 
except  claimants  In  person. 

Coal  lands  may  be  entered  under  the  coal  and  land  laws,  for  cash  — 
|10  per  acre  when  situated  more  than  fifteen  mile  from  a  completed 
railroad  and  |20  an  acre  when  situated  within  fifteen  miles  of  railroad. 

Leaves  of  absence  for  one  year  or  loss  may  be  grant*»d  after  estab- 
lishment of  actual  residence  for  good  cause,  such  as  failure  of  crops, 
sickness  or  tmavoldable  casualty.  The  special  blank  for  leave  of  ab- 
sence is  to  filled  out,  sworn  to  and  sent  to  the  register  and  receiver 
(Gov't,  4-519).  The  time  of  actual  residence  under  such  leave  cannot 
hG  considered  as  constructive  residence  or  be  deducted  from  the  period 
of  actual  residence  required  by  lav/. 

Contests — Any  person  may  institute  contest  aerainst  an  entrymaji  for 
abandonment  of  his  entrv  or  for  fraud  in  connection  therewith,  and  If 
successfully  terminated  may  be  awarded  a  preference  rij?ht  to  enter  the 
land,  provided  he  or  she  be  qualified  to  make  entry.  In  taking  testimony 
in  contest  cases  the  department  cautions  all  attorneys  apainst  irrelevant, 
superfluous  and  amblg^uous  questions  and  answers  that  will  burden  the 
record    and   cause   unnecessary   expense    to   litigants. 

Agents  of  the  Government. — The  j?ovemment  has  no  agents  locating 
sottlera  or  acting  for  or  in  their  behalf,  and  no  branch  ofTlces  where 
"otflclal"  information  may  be  had,  but  lawyers  in  pood  standing  and 
others  having  power  of  attorney  filed  In  U.  S.  land  ofTlces  are  permitted 
to  represent  the  interests  of  clients  before  the  land  ofiice  and  other  offi- 
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ceni — ^U.  S.  Commissioner,  county  judgres  and  clerks  of  courts — author- 
ized to  take  proofs  and  affidavits  and  administer  oaths  and  hear  contest 
cases. 

In  making  enquiries  regarding  pending  contests,  status  of  entries, 
proofs,  etc.,  exact  description  of  the  entry,  or  tract  regarding  which  in- 
formation is  sought,  should  be  given  to  insure  speedy  reply. 

HOW   TO   PROVE   UP   ON   HOMESTEADS. 

It  has  heretofore  been  practiced  In  the  making  of  five-year  proof  to 
permit  of  a  consecutive  residence  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  flling, 
or  in  other  words  the  settler  was  allowed  six  months  in  which  to  estab- 
lish residence  on  his  claim,  and  that  six  months  has  heretofore  been 
considered  as  residence  in  making  of  five-year  proof.  On  August  18, 
1911,  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office  issued  directions  to 
registers  and  receivers  in  the  consideration  of  proofs  offered  after  De- 
cember 1,  1911,  to  discontinue  the  consideration  of  the  six  months  con- 
structive residence  and  to  require  that  all  persons  making  final  proof 
shouid  show  a  residence  for  the  whole  period  of  five  years  as  required 
by  statute  before  the  same  can  be  approved  as  a  basis  for  the  issuance 
of  patent   thereon. 

By  departmental  decision  and  ruling  it  has  been  determined  that 
the  lands  embraced  in  that  area  and  in  which  patents  to  surface  only 
are  issued,  that  no  commutation  proof  will  be  allowed.  This  proclama- 
tion of  the  president,  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  congress  of  June 
22,  1910,  is  dated  July  7,  1910,  so  that  in  all  entries  made  since  July  7, 
1910,  conmiutation  is  not  allowed  in  the  coal  land  area,  and  this  applies 
only  to  lands  In  that  area. 

Another  matter  very  important  to  settlers  on  lands  embraced  in  the 
coal  area,  which  embraces  all  lands  in  the  Bismarck  district  west  of 
Range  76,  from  the  north  line  of  Township  148  down  to  the  township 
line  between  townships  140  and  141,  at  which  the  line  jogs  west  six  miles 
and  runs  thence  south  eighteen  miles,  when  it  again  jogs  west  six  miles, 
runs  thence  south  six  miles,  again  jogs  west  six  miles,  runs  thence  south 
twelve  miles,  then  jogs  west  eighteen  miles,  thence  south  six  miles, 
thence  west  six  miles,  thence  south  six  miles,  thence  west  six  miles, 
thence  south  six  miles,  thence  west  six  miles,  and  thence  south  six  miles 
and  west  to  the  state  line  between  the  states  of  North  Dakota  and  Mon- 
tana, is  the  question  of  cultivation  and  improvement. 

By  an  act  of  congress  it  has  been  provided  that  the  lands  on  which 
entry  is  made  under  the  act  of  June  22,  1910,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  restrictions  as  to  residence  and  cultivation  as  is  perscribed  by 
the  act  of  Augrust  18,  1894,  known  as  the  Carey  act,  which  requires 
residences  for  the  full  period  of  five  years  to  entitle  the  homesteader 
to  patent  and  proof  by  two  credible  witnesses ;  that  at  least  one-eighth 
of  the  area  embraced  in  his  entry  was  continuously  cultivated  to  crops 
other  than  native  grasses  beginning  with  the  second  year  of  the  entry, 
and  that  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  area  embraced  in  the  entry  was  so 
continuously  cultivated  beginning  with  the  third  year  of  the  entry.

He  came  to  Dakota  in  1879  and  located 
in  Traill  county  in  1880,  removing  to  Nelson  cotmty  In  1887,  being 
engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Lakota.  He  is  married  and 
has  five  children.  He  has  served  as  member  of  the  territorial  legis- 
lature, has  held  various  local  offices  ,has  been  chairman  of  the  Nel- 
son county  central  conmnlttee  and  served  three  terms  as  a  member  of 
of  congrress,  to  which  he  was  elected  as  a  republican. 

H.  T.  HELGESEN,  member  of  congress,  first  district,  was  born  j)n  a  farm 
near  Decorah,  Wlnneschiek  county,  Iowa,  June  26,1857;  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  at  Decorah,  and  at  the  Normal  Institute  and  Business 
College.  In  1887  he  moved  to  Milton,  N.  D.  He  served  two  terms  as 
commissioner  of  agriculture  and  labor,  being  the  state's  first  oflficlal  In 
that  office,,  and  he  has  served  three  terms  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  regents  of  the  state  university.  He  is  engaged  in  a  general  hard- 
ware and  lumber  business.  He  was  married  in  1880  and  has  three 
sons  and  four  daughters.     He  was  elected  congressman  in  November, 

1910,  as  a  republican. 

GEORGE  M.  YOUNG,  member  of  congress.  Second  District,  Valley  City, 
Barnes  county,  was  born  at  Lakelet,  Ontario,  on  December  11,  1870;  is 
married.  He  came  to  North  Dakota  from  Michigan  in  1890  and  is  a 
lawyer.  He  was  educa.ted  in  the  high  schools  of  Orangevllle,  Ontario, 
and  the  law  college  of  the  University  of  Minnesota.  Held  the  office  of 
representative  in  1901  and  1903  and  was  elected  to  the  state  senate  as 
a  republican  in  1905.     Was  elected  member  of  congress,  1912. 

PATRICK  D.  NORTON,  member  of  congress,  Third  District,  was  bom  at 
ishpenmlng,  Michigan,  May  17,  1876.  He  came  to  North  Dakota  in  the 
early  eighties  with  his  parents,  when  the  family  located  on  a  farm  in 
Ramsey  county.  He  received  his  education  in  the  common  schools  of 
Ramsey  county  and  at  the  state  university  at  Grand  Forks,  from  which 
Institution  he  graduated  \n  1897.  For  four  years  he  was  principal  of 
schools  at  Michigan  City.  For  two  years  he  was  employed  as  a  com- 
mercial traveler.  From  1905  to  1907  he  was  superintendent  of  schools 
of  Ramsey  county.  He  was  chief  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives 
of  the  tenth  legislative  assembly.  In  1907  he  moved  to  Adams  county, 
where  he  has  since  been  prominently  engaged  in  different  lines  of 
buaine.ss  and  of  which   county  he  was  state's  attorney  from   1907   to 

1911.  He  is  a  member  of  both  the  state  and  International  tax  associa- 
tions. He  is  unmarried.  He  was  elected  Secretary  of  State  In  1910,  as 
a  republican  and  was  elected  member  of  congress  in  1912.

B.  F.  SPAULiDING,  chief  Justice,  was  bom  In  Orleans  county,  Vermont, 
December  3,  1853.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  attended 
Lyndon  Literary  institute  and  Norwich  university.  He  read  law  at 
Montpelier  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1880.  He  came  to  North 
Dakota  in  that  year  and  practiced  law  at  Fargo.  He  Is  married  and 
has  Ave  children.  He  has  been  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
of  the  state,  member  of  the  territorial  capitol  commission,  member  of 
the  constitutional  convention,  member  of  congress  for  two  terms  and 
chairman  of  the  republican  state  committee.  He  was  apolnted  Justice 
of  the  supreme  court  to  succeed  E«dward  Engrerud,  resigned,  and  was 
elected  for  the  six-year  term  in  1908,  becoming  chief  Justice  on  the 
retirement  of  Justice  Morgan  in  1911. 

CHARLES  J.  FISK.  associate  Justice,  was  bom  in  Whiteside  county.  III., 
March  11,  1862.

He  came  to  North  Dakota  in  1886,  and  settled  at  Lartmore.  where  he 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1886.

He  is  married  and  hn^  two  children  He  has  served  three  terms  on  the 
district  bench  and  was  elected  to  the  supreme  bench  as  a  democrat. 

EDWARD  T.  BURKE,  associate  Justice,  was  bom  in  Minneapolis.  Minn., 
in  1870,  and  came  to  this  state  with  his  parents  in  i871;  was  educated 
in  the  public  schools  of  Fargo  and  Sheldon,  attended  the  state  univer- 
sity at  Grand  Forks  and  later  graduated  from  the  state  university  of 
Minnesota.  In  1893  he  located  at  Valley  City  and  in  1900  was  elected 
state's  attorney  for  Barnes  county,  and  re-elected  two  years  later.  In 
1904  he  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Fifth  Judicial  District.  In  1908  he 
was  re-elected  without  opposition.  He  was  married  in  1900  and  has 
two  sons.    He  was  elected  associate  Justice  in  November,  1910. 

EVAN  BENSON  GOSS.  associate  Justice,  was  bom  December  8.  1872, 
near  Rockford,  Michigan.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Michigan  state  uni- 
versity at  Ann  Arbor  and  also  a  postgraduate  of  that  institution.  He 
began  the  practice  of  law  at  Grand  Rapids.  Michigan,  from  which  place 
he  moved  to  Bottineau.  N.  D.,  in  December,  1895.  He  was  elected 
state's  attorney  for  Bottineau  county  for  two  terms.  In  June,  1905, 
qualified  as  district  Judge  of  the  E«ighth  Judicial  District  and  was  re- 
elected In  1908.  He  is  married  and  has  one  daughter.  In  November, 
1910,  he  was  elected  associate  Justice. 

ANDREW  A.  BRUCE  was  bom  at  Nunda  Drug,  Nellgherry  Hills  in 
southern  India,  In  1866,  the  son  of  a  general  in  the  Bittlsh  army,  l>eing 
a  Scotchman  by  descent.  With  his  parents  he  returned  to  Scotland 
from  India,  and  there,  when  he  arrived  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  his 
parents  died.

Was  a  member  of  the  house  In  the  state  lei^slature 
In  1895  to  1897  and  1899  to  1901.  and  from  190S  to  1909  was  a  member 
of  the  state  senate.  Was  chairman  of  the  reimbllcan  state  central 
committee  fiom  1902  to  1908.  Was  elected  congressman  In  1908  and 
re-elected  In  1910.  Was  elected  governor  In  1912.  Is  married  and  has 
three  children,  two  daughters  and  one  son. 

ANTON  T.  KRAABELt,  lieutenant  governor,  of  Clifford,  TralU  county,  was 
bom  at  Guldbrandedalen,  Norway,  on  October  16,  186S;  Is  married  and 
has  seven  children.  He  came  to  North  Dakota  from  Vernon  county. 
Wis.,  in  188S,  and  Is  a  merchant.  He  was  educated  In  the  common 
schools  of  Wisconsin.  WiLs  a  member  of  the  house  In  1908  and  was 
elected  to  the  senate  In  1907  and  was  elected  to  his  present  position  In 
1918.    He  Is  a  republican. 

THOMAS  HALL,  secretary  of  state,  was  bom  at  CUfton,  BUch.,  June  f, 

1869,  and  came  to  North  Dakota  In  June,  1883,  with  his  parents  who 
settled  near  Jamestown.  Entered  the  employ  of  the  Northern  Padflc 
Railway  company  at  Jamestown  and  was  later  transferred  to  Mandan. 
Went  to  Fargo  in  1S92.  and  resided  there  sixteen  years,  being  employed 
as  railway  clerk  and  entering  the  newspaper  business.  He  received 
his  education  In  the  common  schools  of  the  state  and  at  Concordia  Col- 
lege.

Iowa,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  Des  Moines.  Iowa,  May  16.  1894.  He  came  to  North  Dakota  from 
Iowa,  June  14.

His  parents  afterward 
located  in  Illinois,  where  he  was  educated  In  the  public  schools  and  In 
Wesleyan  university.  He  is  married  and  has  three  children.  He  came 
to  North  Dakota  and  enf^aged  in  the  newspaper  business  at  Mandan. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  state  central  committee,  deputy  com- 
missioner of  Insurance,  and  l»  serving  his  fifth  term  as  commissioner 
of  aprlculture  and  labor,  to  which  he  was  elected  as  a  republican. 
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iODWlN  J.  TAYLOR,  superintendent  of  public  Instruction,  was  bom  at 
Waddingrton,  N.  Y.,  October  22,  1869.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  town  and  at  St.  Lawrence  university.  Canton,  N.

He  is  married 
and  has  two  dauerhters.  He  was  elected  to  his  present  position  in 
November,  1910  and  re-elected  in  1912,  as  a  republican. 

O.  P.  N.  ANDBRSON,  commissioner  of  railroads,  was  bom  in  April,  1872, 
at  Albert  Lea,  Minn.,  and  there  received  his  early  education,  graduat- 
ing from  college  in  1890.  In  the  summer  of  1890  Mr.  Anderson  located 
in  Ramsey  county  and  began  teaching  school,  finally  turning  his  atten- 
tion to  mercantile  business  in  Starkweather.  Two  years  ago  he  was  a 
member  of  the  legislature.  He  was  elected  railroad  commissioner  in 
1908,  was  re-elected  in  1910  and  1912  as  a  republican. 

W.  H.  STUTSMAN,  commissioner  of  railroads,  was  born  March  2,  1866,  at 
Keokuk,  Iowa.  In  1876  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Burlington. 
Here  he  received  his  grammar  and  high  school  education,  afterward 
completing  a  course  at  the  state  university  at  Iowa  City  In  1887,  and 
at  the  law  school  of  the  same  institution  in  1889;  In  1902  he  located 
in  North  Dakota,  resuming  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Mandan, 
where  he  has  since  resided.

He  Is  mar- 
ried and  has  three  children.  He  was  elected  representative  as  a 
republican. 

L.  L.  TWIOHELL,  Fargo,  of  the  ninth  legislative  district,  was  born  at 
Hastings,  Minn..  September  l.S.  1872.  Received  his  education  In  the 
Minneapolis  high  school,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota  Law  School.  1S9^.  Came  to  North  Dakota  In  1882.  En-  j 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  law  since  his  graduation.  Previous  to  that 
time  was  employed  fifteen  years  on  Twin  City  papers.  He  is  unmar- 
ried,    lie  wa.s  elected  repre.sentative  as  a  progressive  republican.
